In fpeakkig after this Manner, the paffionate 
Doflor, to prove by his A&ions that he was not lefs 
in Love than he mid, came nearer to the young 
Woman, and would have, hug'd her in his Arms; 
but {he .repuls'd him roughly, and faid to him, look- 
ing on him with an Air that prefaged nothing favour- 
able ; Hold, infolent Man, and do not flatter your 
felf that I will ever confent to your Defires.

provided that t&ia Moment you wiH feegm to pay 
yovr Acknowledge!* for what I d^fign to do for 
you 5 for we Soft of Gentlemen love to have the 
Reward before we do the Service. 

As the fail? Atouya had no more Mind to fatisfy 
the Governor's Paffron than that df the others, fhe 
retired wholly 1 dlfcoAfeiate* O Bono* ! Aid fhe to 
her Htfftand, w* h*ve nothing left to depend on; 
no Feffon wltt concern hiihfel? with our Sufferings, 
or aflift us any Way whatfoever. Thefe Words 
threw the old Merchant into Defpair ; he made a 
thoufand Imprecations againft Mankind, and was 
going to repeat them, when his Wife (aid to him, 
Ceafe curiing the Authors of our Misfortunes : 
What Relief wiH you get from the vain Complaints 
you uttler? It is better t& have Recourfe to other 
Means to recover our Money, arid I think Mahomet 
himfelf hath infpir'd me with the Way. Aflc not, 
added &e, what ft is, I think it not proper to telL 
you ; reft yourfelf contented with the Affurance I

Banouy I leave all to your Induftry. 

The Merchant's young Wife went direftly from 
her Houfe, and after croffing two or three Streets, fee 
cntred into a Box-maker's Shop, The Mafter faluted 
her, and faid, Fair Lady, what do you want ?

Thefe Precautions; which tfie young Woman- took, 
were fo far from raifing a Sufpieion iirtheCady**haC 
ttey fexv'cL to increafe the Price of his goo&Fortane- 
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He failed not to espreft thePle^futehj h*d pf finfing 
her Sentiments fo favourable in his Behalf. HecarefleJ 
her heartily, and promised to be with her at thp^ 
Hour appointed. Upon this, they parted yell (ati*- 
fied, tba they both had Thoughts very> wide from 
each other.

Dalla's Advice was. approved; the Doctor flipt?

The Promife which Atouya made to theDo&or,, 
to, come and relieve him from bis Prifon, and the 
fjppe (he gave him. of making him amends- for the 
weary Minutes he fhould* pafs in- the Cheft, ftopt 
him feonv complaining of an Adventure that might 
have had yet mors difegreeahle Confequences. In- 
ftsad of fuipe£Hng the Sincerity of the. Lady, and of 
imagining that the. Condition he was. in, might be.: 
a, Snare that was laid fo& him* he rather believed that- 
ice lov U him* and. chofe rather tu abandon bimfejf

That old Slave can tell 
ypu, that fioee thfc laft Conv«rfatioa B had with* 
you, L haye done nothing but knguiflv I never 
gfiye over talking of you*, and my Paulon will not; 
fet m& take. a. Moment'*, Reft., 
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When the Cady heai^i Axmya. fpcak in thcfir 
Terms, he was almoft belides himfelt Lofty Cy- 
prefs, iaid he to her, than lively Image of the 
Daughters of Paradift, thou enchanted me with 
tbefe tender Expreffions: Accomp&h ray Wifhes, 
Princefe, haften to fktisfy me, I conjure, you, foe you 
have put me. out of my Senfes, and I am: no longer 
myfelk I am ravhVd* reply*d the Lady, to fee you 
fo amorous. This foothe& my Tenderoefs, and your 
Impatience, gives me too much Pleasure ttvdelay any 
longer to (atisfy it I have prepared an Entertain- 
ment for you, and I would have drunk with you ^ 
but fince you are fo paffionate, I wilt yield to your 
Importunities.

Woman* and (hall become 
the Scorn, and Contempt of my Family. What Sub- 
ject of Grief will this, be for a Woman, whp hi- 
therto hath not given the leaft Occafion to fiupeS 
he? Vurtuq J What di«J I fay, to, fiifpefl: ? I dare fay 
that they look upon me a& the Model of a virtu- 
ous and reafonable Woman : I fhajl lofe in a Mo* 
meat's Time, thjs^ fine Character. At thefe Words, 
flie began to cry again, and lament with an Air fo 
natural, that the Judge was melted. 

O thou, who art the tight of my Eye*! cryM- 
he, I ana touched with thy Afflj#ion ; but ceaTe to 
abandon thyfelf to it, finpe it is to no Purpofe. What 
will; it ayad thee to weep for a Misfortune that i$ 
ttnaYoic^bie f ?

I fenjt my Guards immediately to the Houfe of 
Banou y whp deliyerM to them the three Chefts where 
the Lovers were. The Guards having brought tjhem 
before me, Jrouya feid* My Witnefles are in thefif 
Chefts. In fpeaking of which, flip took from under 
her Garment three Keys, and opepM the Chefts. 
Judge what my Surprize was, as w&U as the whole 
Court's, when we faw the Doctor* the Judgje, an4 
the Governor, all three of tbem-almoft naked, pal$ 
and confounded at the Difcovery of the Adventure*. 
I could not at firft forbear laughing at the CpmJiT 
tion they w.ere in* which excited alfo the Laug^E^ 
of al} the Spe&atprs. But I prefently put an a ftp 
lemn Coi|ntenartce, and reprimanded tfte Lovers i$ 
fiich Terms, as, thjey dqfcjrv'd, After their, being 
publickly reproach'd, I contemned Dtmifchemfnfa t$> 
give four tboufand Serins to Bozpu. I depos'd the. 
jCady^ and, cprjfer'd the Gov«rnnjen|t. of l^m^im 
pn aether Lord of my Court., Aftqrw^rds, c^ 
|5ng the Chefts tp be *£nw'd> 1 ord^r'4 the Me- 
diant's Wife to lift up W VeiL Let us fee, (aid J 
to her, this dangerous Face, whofe Sight has beeifi 
fo fatal to three Perfons, who haye fufferM theaw 
felves to be charm'd- by it. 

Th$ Wifi? of Bamu obeyM : She rajs'd her Veil*. 
and let us fee all the JBeauty of her Face. The E- 
motion which this Accident ai>d the Neceffity of 
remaining exposM to the Qbfervations of all my 
Court, caufed in her, added a new Luftre to her 
Complexion. I had never feen any Thing fo beau- 
tiful as Arouya. I admir'd hqr Charms^ and cry'd 
out in, the Excels of my Admiration : Ah i how fair 
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file if J; The Alfakih, the Cady, and the Governory 
no longer appear to me fo worthy of Blame. 

I was not the only one that was fmitten at the? 
Sight of her incomparable Beauty ; a Murmur of 
general Applaufe was heard throughout my Court z 
There was no Body could look on any Thing elfe 
but her : They could not help gazing, and admir- 
ing her. I exprefled a Defire to have a particular 
Narration of her Story, which fhe had fltccin&ly re- 
lated, and fhe gave us a Recital of it with fo much 
Wit, and fuch- a Grace, that fhe ftill- increas'd pur 
Admiration. The Hall of Audience' rung with her 
Praifes ; and thofe who knew Banou, in fpite of the 
ill Condition of his Affairs, thought him too happy 
in having fo charming a Wife. 

After fhe had fatisfied my Curiofity, fhe thanked 
me for the Juftice I had done her, and reti^d to her 
own Home. But alas ! tho' fhe w&s gone from my 
Eyes, fhe was never out of my Thoughts. I was 
always imploy'd in thinking on her ; her Image was 
ftill in my Mind. • At laft, perceiving that it dif- 
turbed my Reft, I fent privately to find her Huf- 
band. I took him into my Clofet, and fpoke to him 
after this Manner : Hear me, Banou :. I know the 
Condition to which your generous Spirit hath reduced 
yon, and I doubt- not but the Melancholy you are 
m, that you cannot live as you us*d to do;, more 
fenfibly concerns you than your miferable Circunv- 
ftances. You cannot but be fenfible of this, and I 
am refoly'd to put you in a Condition of entertain- 
ing your Friends, and to enable you* to fpend more 
than ever you did, without fairing to fall into Po- 
verty again. Fn a Word* 1 will make you rich, 
provided, that, on your Part, you will oblige me in. 
what I afk of you. I am feiz*d with a violent Paf^ 
lion for your Wife : Divorce her, and* fend her to 
me* Make me this Offering, I beg of you, and in 
Return, I wiB, befides all the Riches that I fbatt 

gixfc 
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give you, content that you' chufe the fineft Slave out 
of my Seraglio. • I will this Moment carry you in- 
to the Apartment of my Women, and you (hall 
take which you like beft. 

Great King, anfwer'd Banou, the Riches you pro- 
mife me, how considerable foever they may be, can- 
not tempt me, if I muft buy them with the Lofs 
of my Wife. Arouya is, a hundred Times dearer to 
me than all the Riches of the World. Judge, Sir, 
of my Sentiments by your own, and you will fee 
whether I can be dazzled with the fhining Fortune 
which you offer me. Neverthelefs, fuch is the Love 
that I have for my Wife, that I am ready to pre- 
fer her Satisfa&ion to mine. I will go find her out, 
, and let her know the EfFe& her Beauty has pro- 
due'd on you, and the Ofiei* you have made me to 
refign the Poflefiion of her. Perhaps, charm'd with 
fo glorious a Conqueft, (he may difcover a iecret In- 
clination to be divore'd j and if fo, I fwear I will 
repudiate her without Scruple, in Spite of the Affec- 
tion which I have for her. I will facrifice myfelf 
to her good Fortune, what Chagrin foever her Lofs 
may give me. 

He faid nothing to me which he did not really 
defign to no. As foon as he left me, he went to 
give an Account to his Wife of the Propofals I had 
made him. Arouya, faid he to her, after having told 
her all I had offer'd, my dear Arouya, fmce you have 
charm'd the King, make Ufe of your good For- 
tune ; go live with that young Monarch, he is love- 
ly, and more worthy to pofTefs you than I. In mak- 
ing him happy, you will enjoy a happier Deftiny 
than that of being a Companion of my Misfortunes. 
His Wife was extreamly concern'd : O Banou, an- 
fwer'd (he, do you think that you give me any Plea- 
sure in telling me of the King's Love? Think you 
that Greatnefs affe&s me ? Ah ! you are deceiv'd if 
you have fuch a Thought. Rather believe, that in 

all 
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ftR your Mfoforttiifea, I had ratfter live with yotr, 
than with any Prince in the W^rld-. 

The "old Merchant Wa$ dveijdy'd at this Aflii- 
rance : He embrae'd his Wife widi TiftnTport. Phoe- 
nix of the Age, cried he, what Praifes do you deferve ! 
You are worthy to reign' over the Heart to Which 
you prefer me : It is not juft that a Wife fo charm- 
ing ihould be the Portion of fuch a Man as I.. 1 
am now grown oM^ and you are but yet coming in* 
to your happy Days: I am nothing but an unfor- 
tunate Man, and you may, by leaving me, enjoy 
the happieR jEJeftiriy. You have been too long tied 
to a Man, who hath hothing to (peak in his Favour 
but your Virtue. Do not refufe the Rank to which 
Love calls you ; but, without minding what my 
Grief will be, when I havte loft ydu, confent that 
I may divorce you, to mate your Condition more 
agreeable. 

The more Ba mu expreffed a Willingnefs to yield 
Arouja to me, the more (he oppos'd it. At laft, af- 
ter a long Conteft, were conjugal Love remain'd 
the Vi&or, t)ie Merchant faid to his Wife, O my 
deal Spoufe, be fatisfied then to reign over my Heart, 
fince you have made that the Bounds of your De- 
fires : But what (hall I fay to the King ? He waits 
my Anfwer, and flatters himfelf undoubtedly that 
it will be fuch as he wiflies. If I go to tell him 
your RefufaL,. what have we not to fear from his 
Refentment ? Think, ht is ourSovereign : You know 
he is abfolute. Perhaps he will ufe Force to obtain 
you : I cannot defend you againft fo powerful a 
Rival. 

I fee plainly, anfwerM Arouya^ the Misfortune 
which threatens us ; but it is not impoflible to avoid 
it. Inftead of going to the King, and provoking 
him, by telling him that I renounce the Honour he 
would do me, take all the Money you have left : 
Let us carry away all we have that is moft valuable, * 

and 
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iftdlet U* go far from Dafnafcus. Let us" fly, ami 
trbft to the Prophet; be will, not fotfake us. Banou 
letifh'd the Advite, and tefqlv'd to follow it. 

They had no jbaaer form'd this, Resolution, but 
they put it in Execution : They went froih the City 
the feme Day, and marched towards Grand Cairo. 
I was apprized of all the next Morning By Dalla 
Moukhtala % Who would not accompany her Miftrefi, 
and who was brought to me by a Man of Truft^ 
whom I hadfent to Ranou* in the Impatience I was 
in to fee him again. If I had been Ids Mafter of 
my Paffion, &nd had beeh abfoiotely refolved to Sa- 
tisfy myfelf, I could foon have had Araeyu in my 
Seraglio, in Spite of her :'I needed only to have fent 
after her with Orders to bring her back ; but that 
would have been to commit an unjtift A&ion, and 
I never loved to force a Heart. 

I therefore gave the Merchant's Wife Liberty 
to fly from me, ahd to retire were fhe pleas'd, while 
I ftudied to conquer -an unhappy Paffion. But that 
Endeavour was not lefs vain than painful: Arouya^ 
in fprte of all the Efforts I could ufe to eftrange her 
from my Thoughts* was always in my Mind. Her 
Beduty ahd Virtue fix'd her in my Heart 5 and for 
more than twenty Years, her Memory hath made 
me Aifenfcble to the Charms of my mo& beautiful 
-Slaves : The wktieft of them only amufe, without 
engaging me. 

Bedreddin Lob here finifh'd his Story. The Vilier 
Atalrriulc and the Prince Seyf el Mulouk afk^d him, if 
he knew not what was become of Arouya ? He an- 
fwer'd, No ; and that he had never receiv'd any 
News of her fince fee left Damafcus. 1 confefs, 
faid the Favourite, fmilmg, we are very fingular Lo- 
vers. The King was taken at firft Sight with a 
little Citizen's Wife, who prefer'd an old Man to 
him ; and during twenty Years, he hath preferved 
a tender Remembrance of her, without being lov'd 

- again. 
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again. As for myfelf, I love a Woman who liv'd 
in the Days of Sotomm. And the Vifier— but I de- 
ceive myfelf, adcted' 1W, checking himfelf; As for 
jitalnmlc, I agree he Would be to blame to forget the 
Princefs' Zelica. She ufed him too well for him to 
forget her Memory. 

The King of Damafcus could not forbear laugh- 
ing at Seyf el Mulouk's Reflexion. Nor was his 
Laughter over, when on a fudden he perceiv'd a 
great Number of Camels and Horfes, that were gb- 
ing along in a Meadow. He obferv'd alfo feveral 
Tents fet up, under which were People who fpent 
their Time in eating and drinking. Let us go into 
that Meadow, faid he to his Vifoer and Favourite ; 
let us know who they are, and whither they are go- 
ing. They prefently fpur'd on their Horfes towards 
the Tents ; and as tney came nearer, they difcoverM 
fomething new. 

~ When they were near the Meadow, and could 
clearly diftinguifh the Obje&s, they faw that all the 
Tents were magnificent, and there was one amongft 
the reft, of Gold and Silk, under which was a tall 
Man, richly habited, and of a very good Mien. 
He fat with his Legs acrois upon a very fine Car- 
pet, and there were before him -different Kinds of 
Meat, ferv'd up in Difhes of Gold, Some Paces 
from him was a Boufet, adorn'd with a vaft Num- 
ber of curious Veflels. This venerable Perfon, who 
might be about Fifty Years old, eat all alone. Twen- 
ty or thirty Officers handfbmely dreis'd waited upon 
him, and two. Slaves well armed flood Sentinel at 
the Entrance into his Tent. 

As Bedreddin and his Companions faw him dif- 
tin&ly, he faw them at the fame Time, and fent 
one of his Officers to afk them who they were, and 
whither they were going. Friend, faid'the King of 
Damafcus to him, we are three Merchant- Jewellers: 
We come from the Court of CircaJJia, and are go- 
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ing to Bagdad: Do us the Favour, in Retuwi, to 
let us know your Matter's Name. He is undoubted- 
ly fome powerful Prince, who travels for Curiofity. 
No, Sir, replied the Officer, my Matter does not 
boaft of Kings for his Anceftors ; he is of no illus- 
trious Origin, but is only proud of having a great 
and generous Soul. He is called Aboulfaouaris, fur- 
named, the Great Traveller, by Way of Excellence. 
He deferves to have been born of Royal Blood : 
He has indeed the Soul of a Prince : He commonly 
lives at Bafra y where he hath built himfelf a Palace 
of Marble. He receives all handfomely that come 
to vifit him, and no Body goes away without fome 
Prefent. He entertains almoft every Day the great- 
eft Lords of the Court of Bajra y ana the King 
takes fo much Pleafure in his Converfation, that he 
often fends for him to relate his Adventures. Cer- 
tainly- then, faid Bedreddin, fome furprizing Adven- 
tures -muft have befallen him. You never heard 
of any thing more extraordinary, replied the Officer. 
But, after all, it is not a great Wonder that a Man, 
who hath voyag'd over the Indian Seas, and who 
knows almoft all the Iflands in them, bath feen re- 
markable Things. 

The Officer having fpoke thus, return'd to his 
Mafter, who no fooner was informed that the Stran- 
gers whom he few were Merchants, than he rofe 
and went out of his Tent to receive them. A great 
many Compliments palled on both Sides. At length 
Abtfulfaouarls^ having obliged fiedreddin, Atalmulc, 
and Seyf d Mulouk, to come into his Tent, he de- 
fired them to fit down and eat with him. They 
did as he defired them : They eat of feveral good 
Ragoos, and drank Liquors, which the Slaves brought 
them in Golden Cups, fet with Rubies and Eme- 
ralds. 

Aboulfaeuaris fhewM fo much Wit during the Re- 

paft, that the King of Damafcus and his two Com- 
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panions were charm'd at his Converfatioh. Tho* 

lie was fomewhat warm in his Temper, he thought 

with a great Deal of Juftnefs, and fpoke very agree*- 

ably. Bedrvddin was pleafed to have fallen in Com* 

pany with a Man of fuch good Converfktion. He 

' expreflcd his Satisfa&ion, and defired that they miglit 

j travel together. Aboulfaouarh anfwer'd very polite- 

j ly to that, and they continu'd their Difcourfe. Mean 

* ' while the Great Traveller's Slaves loaded the Ca* 

mels, which they v had unloaded to refrefli and repofe 

( themfelves. They packed up their Tents, and none 

was left {landing but the Matter's, who feeing them 
ready to go, rpfe up, mounted a very fine Horfe, 

f which was brought him by one of his Officers, and 

fo went with the three pretended Merchants, and 

i - all his People, who were more than two hundred 
Perfons, armed with Arrows and Sabres. Thus the 

[ Caravan not being eafy to rob, marched towards 

I Bafra in all Security by fmall Days Journeys. 

dbotdfaouaris conceiv'd infenfibly a Friendfhip for 
the King of. Damafcus and his Companions, per- % 
haps becaufe he perceiv'd they were pleas'd, and that 
they liften'd to him as an Oracle. The earneft At- 
tention they gave to his Difcourfe, put him in Hu- 
mour to talk.: He began to entertain them with 
his Travels. There are few Men of my Age, farid 
he, who have travelPd fo much as I. I know the 
Indian Seas better than my own Country : I have 
feen fuch Prodigies, that I dare not put therrT in 
Writing, for fear of paffing for an Impoftor. The 
Adventures which have happen'd to me are fo ex- 
traordinary, that no Body whom I have told them 
to, would have believ'd them, if I had not been 
known for a Man that W£s an Enemy to Falfhood. 

Aboulfaouarh gave fo fair- an Opportunity to -the 
King of Damafcus and Seyfel Mulouk to excite their 
Curiofity, ^hat they intreated him to tell his Story, 
and he foon yielded to their Requeft. Yes* Gentle- 
men, 
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men, faid he to them, I am willing, fmce you ap- 
pear fo defirous to hear it. But I muft beg you to 
remember what I have told you ; it will be difficult 
for you to believe a good Part of what I fhall tell you.

VOYAGE t 

I AM the Son of a Matter of a Ship of Bafra, 
and my Name is Abotdfaouarh. My rather, ever 
fined rriy Infancy, made me attend him in the Voyages 
he made in the Indian Seas : So that at Twelve Years 
old, I knew a great many of the Iflands that lie' in 
the vaft Extent of them, He grew wealthy, em- 
ploy'd his Money in Trade, and in left than ten 
' Years became one of the richeft Merchants of Bafra, 
One Day he faid to me, Sbri, I have an impor- 
"nt Account to fettle with my Correfpondent at 
the Ifle of Ceylan : I am r refolved to fend you into 
that Country to make an End of that Affair. 
Whatever Regret I might have to leave my Father, 
the Deftre I had of feeing the famous City of Sc- 
rendib, tho* indeed I had been there before, but was 
riot then advanced enough in Years to make Obfer- 
vatiohs of its Beauty, made me accept the Commif- 
fion he ofier'd me with Joy. I fet out in a fhort 
Time with all the Inftructions, and what elfe was 
rieegflary : Ienibark'd in the Port of Bafra., in a 
Veffel laden with Goods for Surat and Ceylan. 

We crolsjd the Giilph of Bafra, which is above 
three huridred Leagues long, and fifty broad : It is 
formed by* the Eaftern Point of Arabia Felix, and 
the Southern of Perjia> and the two Points of the 

C2 Gulph 
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Gulph join at its* Mouth near Ormus, ■ We ftaid 
fome Time at this laft City, then we enter'd into 
the main Sea of Perfia, and turn'd Eafterly towards 
Surat, where we arriv'd in Safety. We unloaded 
fuch Goods as were confign'd for that? Place, and 
th en we proceeded on to Ceyfon with the reft. . - 

We had the good Fortune to reach thither with- 
out any mifchievous Accident. The firft Thing I 
did, was to inquire where my Father's Correfpondent 
liv'd, which was prefently fhewn me, becaufe there 
was no Body ia the City of Sercndib who did not 
know Signior Habib : ' He Was one of the richeft 
Traders of all the Ifland, and a very > honeft , Man. 
He gave nie fuch a Reception, as I might expeft 
from the beft Friend my Father had. After falu- 
ting me, he.faid I mould lodge no where but with 
him, and k was impoflible for me to deny him. 

As he perfectly underftood Bufinefs, and wou'd do 
nothing but what is juft, we finim'd our Accounts 
in a few Days.. I went at leifure Hours to fee the 
Rarities of the City, which are very numerous : I 
inftrudjed myfelf in the "Laws of the People, their 
Occupations and Government.

The Day before my Departure, as I was coming 
Home to my Hoft's about Noon, I faw a Lady pafs 
by me, that was finely fhap'd, richly cloath'd, and 
folfowM by a Slave, who carried fome Things that 
fhe had been buying. Tho' her thick Veil fcreen'd 
the -Beauty of her Face from me, I fail'd not to 
be ftruck with the Grandeur of her Air, and the 
Majefty of her Mein. I ftopt to corifider her^ and 
my Attention making me obferve new Charms ,in 

her 
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her Perfon, I cou'd not forbear crying out in my 
Tranfport 5 O lovely Creature! {he is without doubt 
the King's Miftrefe. She heard thefe Words, ftopt 
with fome Surprize, and look'd upon me very ear- 
neftly ; then {he continued on her Walk, without 
faying any thing, or giving any Signs that (he was 
pleas'2 or difpleas'd with the Freedom I had taken. 
As for myfelf, I remain'd a good while reflecting 
on this Adventure ; and, much agitated by the Emo- 
tions Ihe had caus'd in me, I was afraid I had an- 
ger'd the Lady, for whom I began to feel what I 
had never felt before. 

I was wholly fill'd with this Idea, when a Slave; 
accofted me : I remember'd him to be the fame that 
follow'd the Lady, and the Sight of him redoubled 
my Concern: What would .you have with, me, 
Friend ? {aid I to him. Sir, anfwer'd he, with a 
great deal of Refpecl:, I have Orders to defire you to 
follow me r where I {hall have the Honour to con- 
duel: you. If you come from your Miftrefs, replied 
I, altogether amaz'd, I {hall nabmit to her Com- 
mands ; I will readily obey them, whatever Pate is 
prepared for me. My Miftrefe, anfwer'd the *lave, 
hath not told me her Intentions ; but if you grant 
her Requeft, I cannot believe you will repent it. 

I cou'd not prevail with myfelf not to go with 
him ; it was in vain that I reprefented to myfelf 
that I was to be going the next Day, and that I 
ought to think of nothing but my Departure. I 
follow'd the Slave, in fpite of all that might happen ; 
he led -me through By-ftreets, till we came to a. 
large Palace, the Sight of which charm'd me : We 
went in, and he carried me into! a fpacious Apart- 
ment, adorn'd with magnificent Furniture, where 
he bid me ftay, and wait till fome Body came to me. 
I was too much affe&ed to bufy myfelf about all 
thofe rich and curious Things, yvhich, at another 
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Time, wouM have employed me j I thought of no- 
thing elfe but the Miftrefs of this Palace. 

As I was mufing there, feveraj Ladies came to 
cmbellifh with their Charms the Room where I 
was j but as handfome as they were, they fell (hort 
of her for whom I was waiting. At laft flie apr 
pear'd ; I rejnember'd her Shape and Air, and fhe 
not being veiPd, I found her now more beautiful^ 
than her Perfon prornis'd: The Jewels and Rich- 
nefs of her Drefs added ftill to her Graces, which 
had no Need of the Affiftance of Art to charm her 
Beholders. I was Confounded ; fhe perceived it, and 
fmiled 5 fhe . plac'd herfelf upon a Sofa, which was 
like a fmall Throne, and her Women rank'd them- 
felves upon the Right and Left in two Files. 

Then flie fpoke thus : Come near, young Man, 
feid (he, with a great deal of Sweetnefs ; any other 
but me, perhaps, would have been offended at the 
little Refpe£t you paid me in a publick Place* but 
you feem to be a Stranger, and that deferyes fome 
Indulgence: I will ev£n venture to tell you, that 
the Stars incline me to wfli you well. If you ren- 
der ^burfelf deferving of my good Opinion, by a 
fincere Aflfection, I will give you Leave, to atpire 
to my good Graces, a Favour I never yet granted 
to tty Body. 

At thefe Words, which flie pronounced .with an 
Air of Majefty, that increafed the Value of the Fa- 
vour I had received, I felt myfelf tranfpoited with 
Joy. Ah, my Sultanefs 1 cryM I, throwing myfelf 
at her Feet, do I underftand you right? To what 
Pitch of Fortune are you pleas'd to raife a Stran- 
ger, who hath no .other Jyfcrit jthan to find you 
adorable? So much the better, faid (be, interrupt-? 
ing me ; the Favour will be fo much the greater, 
the lefs you believe you merit it. Inform me, pur- 
fued (he, of what Country you are, what your 
Birth, and upon what Account you came to Herendib. 
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^vhich Time he had amafs'd immenfe Riches, and 
that it would be my Fault, if I did not fhare them 
With her. 

I paid my Acknowledgments to her in the ten- 
dereft and moft fubmiflive Terms that I could pof- 
fibly, and I fpoke after fuch a Manner, as to per- 
fuade her that it was her Perfon that my Heart was 
iet tfpon more than her Riches. She appealed pleas'd 
with my Sentiments ; we then chang'd our Sub- 
ject, and I difcover'd in our Converfation, that Nature 
Jiad taken a particular Pleafure to join in her the 
jpoit, excellent Qualities of the Mind to thofe of 
the Body. 

Our Difcourfe was interrupted by the Arrival of 
twelve Slaves, who enter'd into the Room ; they 
brought in all the -Preparatives for an Entertain- 
ment, and a Table was prefently cover'd with the 
moft exquifite Provifions; the fine Smell made me 
judge of the Delicacy of the Viftuals. ;• Canzada 
took me by the Hand,, led me to the Table, and 
made me fit down by her: We began to eat, and 
fhe ferved me with her own Hand, whatever was 
.the. beft; t^he Variety and Delicacy of #ie : Wines 
anfwer'd to that of the rrovifions : » They fparkled 
jrt the Cups, of Gold and Cryftal, into* which they 
were fill'd ; but the Spirits" of the . Hquor fired- me 
not fo muCjh as the. Looks of the Lady, who pre- 
senting a Cup to me with a fmiling Air, jkindled a 
Flame in my Heart, which increafed every Moment. 

During the Repaft, her Converfation was very 
diverting ; the Pleafantry of her Humour had a par- 
ticular Charm, and the Defire of pleafirig added 
#ew Gracep to it. Aboulfaouaris^ fa id fhe to me, 
levery Time that fhe offer'd me Wine that I had 
*iot.yet drank of, {afte this Wine. Her -beautiful 
Lips tafting it firft, feem'd to render it ftill more 
delicious than it was ; I took the Cup with Trans- 
port, 
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port, and as I drank the Liquor, I fwallow'd a large 
JDofe of the fweet Poifon of Love. 

At the End of the Repafr, Can%ada\ Women di- 
vided themfelves into two Companies; fome taking 
Inftruments, and beginning to fing, whjle others 
fet themfelves a dancing. Their Dances were not 
unlike ours ; each of them acquitted herfelf equally 
well, and both in their Singing and Dancing, the 
Juftnefe, Manner, and Rules of Art were perfectly 
obferved. While they were finging the fofteft Airs*, 
the Eyes of Canzada and mine fpoke in dumb Lan- 
guage the moft tender Things in the World ; it 
was intermix'd with burning Sighs, which exprefs'd* 
the Ardour of our Defires. The Lady, after her 
Women had fung, would fing herfelf ; fee took a 
Cup of Wine, and, calling upon me a Look where 
Tendernefs and Joy appealed equally painted, fhe 
fang a Song, the Senfe of which was much ta 
this Purpofe. 

IVme, thou gentle lambent Fire, 
That kindPjly in our Hearts^ Dejire : 
Women thro 9 thee receive the Flame, 
JVith which the Lover Jlrikes the Dame. 

' The Entertainment being over, Perfumes were 
brought in a Golden Cenfeiv in which, among 
other Odours, was the fineft Cinnamon of all the 
Ifland of Ceylan. l We then wafh'd our Hands with 
fweet-fcented Waters, afterwards gave our Atten- 
tion to the Singing^ and Dancing, which continu- 
ed, notwithftanding we were rifen from Table : 
Thefe Dtverfions lafted tifi Evening. 
- Night coming on, I would have taken Leave of 
the Lady: How! faici (he to me, with an Air* of 
iXflatisfa&ion, do you think of leaving me already? 
After the Aflurances you have given me of having 
no other Will than what is agreeable to mine, I 
expected not fuch a Compliment > the Reception 1 
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.have given you, has not, I fee, merited of you to de- 
fire it {hould continue any longer. In a Man that 
would jpake one relieve he is much in Lave, your 
Impatience feems very Surprizing ; you are ^f raid of 
the Night, ,as much as other Lovers wifh for it. Ah 
Madam I cry'd I, how ill you interpret the Senti- 
ments of my Heart! This Reception, of which you 
So unjuftly accufe me of not knowing the Value, 
makes the fbfteft Ideas in my Soul. I am afraid to 
abufe your Favours, apd you ought to be fo far from 
blaming me that I would take Leave tf jrou, thajt 
you {hould pity, rather the Violence I ufe upon myfelf 
in offering to quit your Charms. You . defer ve not 
much Pity, reply'd (he, for a Violence you might 
have avoided ; fuch an Over-difcretion is to be fuf- 
pe&ed ; I would not advife you to make a Merit of 
this in Regard to me. How, Madam ! faid I, could 
I flatter myfelf that you had deftin'-d me to pafc the 
Night in your Palace ? After all that I have (aid* 
reply'd fhe, I would have pardon'd you #iat Belief: 
I find fuch Indifferency in your Proceeding, as'an- 
fwers but ill to the Vivacity of your Exprefjions. 

I fail'd not to tell the Lady that fhe did me a great 
deal of Injuftice, to fufpeft me of Indifferency j I 
Jaunch'd out into a paifionate Difcourfe to undeceive, 
her : I affined her, that in the Midft of all the Sa- 
tisfaction her Goodnefc had procured me, I couty 
not deny but that I was uneafy. I related to her the 
Reception that my Haft had given me at my. Arrival 
at Sertndib) reprefentiqg to her that he was moft cejv 
tainly in great Uneafmefe concerning me, and wouLf 
be ftill more troubled, if Lreturn'd net to lodge ?t 
♦has Houfe, ^ 

CoMzada agreed that I oqght to let Haiti knour 
what was become of me, but fhe would not permit * 
■me to go myfelf, whatever Protections I m^de h«f 
that I would return immediately ; for fhe was*afr?J4» 
that the cautions J&bik w<3uld #ot fuffer jne to pur- 

fu*

fue the Motions of my Paffion : She only gave me 
Leave to write to him, and at the fame Time deny'd 
to let me give him the 1eaft Hint of my Adventure,. 
or to fend him word where I upas. Her Diftruft was 
fo great, that (he would di&ate the Letter ; fo that I 
only acquainted my Hoft, that fome important Bufi- 
' nefe had retarded my Departure, and deprived me 
of the Happinefs of feeing him for feme Days, and 
that I defired he would fee in no Concern for me. 

She caused the Letter to be carry'd to Hetbib^ and' 
was pleas*d I had put off my Departure. She led me 
into all the Apartments of her Palace, and fhew'd 
me the Magnificence of it, % that feem'd worthy of a 
Prime Vifter. This Lady, when the Hour of Reft 
wis come, <:ondu£ted me to an Apartment that was 
prepared for me, and was not the mearreft of her 
Palace. She left me, and was no (boner gone, but 
feveral Slaves, who were commanded to attend me,. 
brought every thing that was proper for the Ocoa- 
fion, and but me to Bed. 

When I found royfelf ; afc>ne, • arid at Liberty to- 
rd)e& ferioufly on this Adventure, I faid to myfelf,. 
What wHJ all this come to? What a fhining Fortune 
has otiFer*d itself to me ! How richly this Pfclace is. 
furnifh'd}. Can I ever hope to be po(fef?d of fo fair 
a Lady? Ko, Abmdftmtarks no, all t bis i6 never de- 
fign'd for thee j -ceatfe to flatter thyfelf : Thefe are?- 
Snatee which Fortune hath laid, and thou wilt pre- ' 
fently find they are vanifh'd away as a* Dream, de-.' 
cciving thofe Ideas of Greatnefi and Pleafare, which. 
thou imagin'ft are referv'd for thee. 

This Thought faiPd not to difturb me ; but in a 
Minute after, .1 fancy 'd it was wrong to alarm my- 
feifi that fifrttMNfe could have no Intereft^o deceive 
me, and diet ©for* that I ought not to fufpe& her 
Kindnefe for n^e : That the Behaviour of all her 
People had appear'd to me very fincere and natural - 9 
and that I -had atib qbfef ved by her Eyes, that (he ; 

wa* 
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was touched with a real Paffion for me: So th£t 
fometimes repofing an entire Confidence in her, and 
fometimes giving Way to my Fears, like a Veflel 
agitated by two contrary Winds, I pafe'd the whole 
Night without a Moment of Reft. 

The Day furpriz'd me, while I was yet reflecting 
with a great deal of Concern, on all thofe Things 
which had employ'd me in the Night: The Sun 
(hone into my Apartment, and made the rich Fur- 
niture glitter : Dazzled by the Brightnefs, I look'd 
upon, the Palace as one of thofe inchanted Caftles, 
where : Magick Art, getting the Conqueft of Nature, 
boafts the vaft Extent of its Power* I got up, and 
4 prefently the Slaves who had put me to {fed, hearing 
me walk, came into the Room with magnificent 
Robes j I took one of Green Silk, embroider'd with 
Gold, the Work and Defign of which pleafed me 
infinitely. 

I was no fooper drefc'd, but Canxada being in- 
fown'd of it, came to afk me if I had refted well ; 
her Impatience of feeing me again wou*d not give 
her Leave to wait till I could go to find her in her 
own Apartment, I anfwer'd* that I had pafs'd the 
Night in fuch a Manner as ctefervM of her, that (he 
wou,ld . haften the Moment of my Happinefs. To. 
which (he, reply'd, fmUing, that (he wou'd be more 
fully infoon'd of the Sincerity of my Words, be- 
fore (he made a further Progrejs of fuch Conie- 
quence to her Quiet. 

I remained eight Days in Can%ada$ Palace, 
where I was treated with all the Refpe& that could 
be paid to* a King. The Lady (hewed a particular. 
Regard for me j (he. refufed me no Signs of Ten-. 
dernefe and Complaifance that I could defire of hery 
except the particular -Favour that makes Lovers. 
compleatly happy. 

One Day, wnen we were both walking in the* 
Garden^ Ahtulfaouaris, faid (he, I flatter myfdf that 
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you love me, and, in this Confidence, I am at laft 
refolved to compleat your Wifhes ; return Thanks 
to that Love .which hath taken away the Thorn of 
the Rofes, that you are going to gather ; fee what I 
do for you; it is but a frnall Thing, to give you the 
free Difpofal of all my Wealth, I give you my Per- 
fon beiides, which you cannot but efteem more, if 
you are in Love. After this, can you refufe to do 
fomething for me? Ah Madam! faidl, interrupting 
her, with all the Marks of a real Gratitude, this 
Doubt is injurious to my Paffion. Speak, were it 
my Life,, that you fhould aflc, it would be Glory 
enough to facrifice it to the meaneft of your Defires. 
That which I {hall afk* replied fhe, will be a new 
Favour beftow*d on you, if you love me, as I would 
fain believe you do. Explain yourfclf then, Madam, 
cry'd I; 'tis too much to be kept in Sufpence. The 
Favour I have to afk you,, laid (he, is to fecure my 
Repofe and Happinefi. Promife, fwear to me an 
eternal Conftancy, and to prevent the Chagrin of 
feeing ourfelves feparated, join the Gift of your 
Uaad to that of your Heart $ let us be linked toge- 
ther by the (acred Tye of Marriage. 

Tho' the Beginning of Canauula's Difcourfe had' 
fill'd me with Joy, her laft Words produc'd a quite 
contrary EfreA; I was imagining other Things than 
what fhe propofed. For* (he being of the SeA of the 
GubreS) who are the ancient Perjlans that adore the 
Fire, and I a Mahometan, I could not- believe fhe 
had any other View, than, that of a fecret Intrigue, 
and that the Difference of our Religions would have 
prevented, her from having, any Thoughts ef Mar- 
riage ; fo that it raifed an extraordinary Aftonifh- 
ment in me, when (he difcover'd her Intentions. p 
was difturb'd, I grew pale, I redden'd, I caft down 
my Eyes ; Confufion and Perplexity took Pofleffion 
of my Cheeks, on which Joy was revelling but tha 
Moment before., 

Th* 
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The Lady* who obferved me with an Attention, 
whofe Notice my Agitations could not cicape, eafiljr 
penetrated the Caufe~ of my Dhorder. I could not 
h^ye Sieved, feid (he, with a fierce and difdainfal 
Air* that iuch .a Propodai would have been fo dtf- 
4greeahle to you ; and I raiher expected a thousand 
Trartfports of Joy from you, than this Confufion ^ 
tfcat offends me. What, do you take it for a Dif- a 
honour to have me for your Wife? Madam, an-p 
fwer'd I, I know the Value of that glorious Degree, 
<o which <your Bounty would raifc me ; but Heaven ' 
hash plac d*an invincible QMfcru&ion 1 in the Way; 
and rf you fee Trouble and Confufion cover my 
JFaoe, 'tis becaufe I mourn in Secret my Misfortune, 
which will not permit me to accept of on Offer, 
which otberwife would crown my Glory and 
Happineft. 

I jfri9ginodV replied Ihe, that my Rank was the 
foie Qbdacle to your good Fontaine, and <hat fince I 
was pko&l to dehafe my(M to you, I ibobght I had 
rempv'd all Difficulties:, Jut te# me, purfiied (he, 
what is that Qbftacle that you take to be fo inrinci- 
ble ? My Religion, repl/d I ; I cannot break thro* 
the Command, which "prohibits us to marry a Wife* 
that does not follow die Laws of Mahomet. I am 
r*ot Jefs fernpukus in my Jtdigion than you, replied 
G*fnwk* and would not fer an Empire njaf iy with 
a Mebmvtm* I defign'd, before we were joiird, to 
ipfike yow renounce the fahe Do&rine of your Pro- ' *' 
phet, and to oblige you to embrace the Se£t of the 
Gybres. I reckon'd upon your WorJhiipping the Fire 
and the Sun : In fhort, ^hat you would abjure your 
Religion to follow mine. I confers, Lpromis'd my- 
$lf, to have made it a Merit in the Eyes of the Got 
we adote» tojmake a Gorvrect of the Berfoa whom 
I Jov'd* *v*n Do the Degree of tkdiveriog up to him 
ajl my Treafure; but vou wiOvtot l$t me have the* 
Advantage of fuch a merit, and defptfing the Ten* 
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der I make you of a large Fortune, rather than c^Qr 
knt to marry me, you become the moil ungrateful 
.of all Men. 

Thefe laft Words, and the Tone in which CW- 
xada pronounced them, increased jpy Confufion, and 
furniflbed new Qccaiion to ftir up her Refentiwnt 
againft me. She loaded me with Reproaches in to- 
ting Tears fell, which jpiereed my Heart every 1&- 
£ant : How formidably was ihe in this Condition to 
a Lover, who was willing to preferve his Virtue f 
My o^a Gmf a«d that which (he diic^r'd, de- 
prived me almoft of my Senfes. Alas ! tnere want- 
ed hut little to <$Q|iquer me, and I had without Doubt 
&Grifked all to her Tears, if^fecretly iufpir'd by 
Mehomtt* I had not received from theGnand Prophet 
the Affiftance I wanted : But I remained firm in my 
Refolutipn to pbferve the Precept of my Religion. 

Csmxaia was much aftonifhed that my Adherence 
^ojny Faith, was capable to make n?e renounce the- 
PoffeffcW of h?r ajad her Richer She had in *tt 
Appearance heard fpeak of fom« Mujfulnun Jefe fcru^ 
pufous than f»yfelf, and my Firmnefe griev'd her 
iBMich*; fieverfhelefs, cherifhing yet -feme Hones that 
at the End I Should yield, ihe would not take my 
Re%fel for a final Answer. The Injuftjce and Cru- 
fJty of your Frppeedipgfe 6i<l fee to «*e, ought be- 
fore DOW itp have tired my P#i*flce 5 I hjufc that 
J, am ftftl ip **tk as tp Jhave thp leaft Inclination 
for you. However, I will yet believe you wilf* 
change your Opinion j I give you eight Days AM 
to determine : You fhall have no Caufe to reproach 
r me» tkatlgiy« you not Tin*e tp ponfider : But, if 
after £hat, ypy tajfe jipf: $ JU^irtim.of dpwg what 
I require of you; if you perfit to render yourfblf 
unworthy, of my Bounty, wpe& all the mflft ffao* 
ious. Refentmotft an enraged Wo^an can m&§u j 

At thefe Words fl£ left *ne, with an Air that 
might CQAlWce mfih ft* Wpul4 effaSUiaUy cpjne ft 
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the laft Extremity, if I did not refolve to marry 
her. I was left in the moft deplorable Condition 
imaginable. Nothing was equal to lpy Confirma- 
tion. I could fee no Hopes that I could be happy, 
unlefe I would abjure Mahometanifm. And could 
I refolve on that ? Charming Canzada^ cried I to 
-myfelf, fighing, I may no longer raife my Defires 
to your Enjoyment ! Ah ! tho' I have loft the Hopes 
of pofieiSng you, I know well enough, it is not in 
my Power to ceafe loving you ; at what Diftance 
foever you are from me, you will always be the 
Sovereign of my Heart. 

I pafs'd the eight Days that were given me tb- 
confider in, to lament the good Fortune I had once 
conceiv'd Hopes of ; but what Trouble foever it was 
to renounce them all, I had Courage enough not 
to alter my Refolution. Canzada perceiving at the 
End of the Time that (he had prefcrib'd to "refolve 
in, that I was not yet v in the Difpofition in whicii 
&e would have me, granted me ftill eight Days 
more ; and, to contribute on her Part to the Victo- 
ry ihe defign'd to gain, fhe made ufe of her moft 
powerful Charms. In fliort, feeing thajt the "Time 
was elapfed again, without her having gained any 
Advantage, fhe fent for me. I was then conduced 
into the moft ftately Apartment of the Palace: She 
waited for rtie in the Midft of all her Wbmen^ 
upon a Throne raifed only a few Steps from the 
Floor. She had more the Air of a (evere Judge* 
than that of a companionate Lover. 

I approach'd not the Throne but with trembling* 
for I judged by all thefe Preparations, that I muft 
now explain myfelf for the lafl: Time 5^ tho* I had 
Time enough to refolve on my Anfwer, I was fo 
troubled, that I could fcafce make Ufe of *my Senfes, 
She ordered all her Women that were not in the Se- 
cret, to leave the Room, and when they were gone, 
fhe put oji a fofter Look, Well, Aboulfaouart^ 
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faid fte to me, are you at laft brought to Reafon ? 
Have your Reflexions infpir'd your ftubborn Heart, 
with fome Sentiments that are more worthy of me ? 
She pronounced thefe Words in fo moving an Ac- 
cent, that I was ftruck to the very Soul. The Re- 
gret of lofing fuch Charms, took away my Senfes, 
and I fell in a Swoon at the Foot of the Tnrone. 

Canzada could not fee me in that Condition with- 
out Companion ; fhe defcended from the Throne, 
and was very bufy to help me. I perceiv'd it when 
I came to myfelf, and opening my Eyes, I fix'd 
them on the Lady. I even obferv'd in her an Air 
of Tendernefe. Ceafe, Madam, faid I, with a low 
Voice, ceafe to concern yOurfelf for a Wretch, who 
is not worthy your Cafe. It is true, faid (he, in- 
terrupting me with fome Emotion, that I have Rea- 
fon to complain of you ; but it is your Fault, if 
.you obtain not your Pardon , by a fincere Affe&ion, 
, which I have (till the Weaknefs to regard as the 
only Pledge of my Happinefs. Forget your Injuf- 
tice, and accept the Pofleffion of my Perfon, as an 
Advantage you cannot too much cherifh. 

Alas ! Madam, cried I, in an Accent that con- 
fefs'd .my Grjef afrd Defpair, what can I gain by 
.your Loye On. fuch .cruel. Conditions as yourpropofe 
to me ? When the Enjoyment of me, replied the 
Lady, is the Affair in'Queftion, ought you to put 
in Balance, any. Considerations whatever again ft ft> 
i glorious an Acquifition ? Would you have me be- 
lieve, that there is fpmething dearer tp you than my- 
. felf ? Yqu aie.dearefr to me than all Thiogs, Madam, 
replied I ; but qan I be worthy of you, if I have the 
Weaknefs and Cowardife to fully. <my Honour, to 
renounce a Religion— Peace, Peace, perfidious Man, 
cried fhe, interrupting me with the utmoft Paflion : 
Make ufe no more of your falfe Reafons to juftify 
Pretences, that would not difqyiet you, if you had 
ever lov'd me at all : Go, thou art unworthy of 
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my Favours, and I mould be afham'd to prefe any 
further fuch an ungrateful Wretch as thou art. I 
am at length refolvM, and leave thee to thy own 
Ingratitude. 

At thefe Word*, which made me tremble, (he re* 
main'd a Moment without fpeaking : Then re-af- 
fuming her Speech with an Air or Coldnefc, which 
confef?d no lefs Rage than the Acoent the fpoke in 
befente: MmlfotuariS) pu*(ued'flie, never let me fee 
you more, watt my Orders ; you fhajl foon be ac- 
quainted with what I am going to determine con- 
cerning your Fate : In fpeaking after this Manner, 
file went out of the Apartment with an Emotion 
equal to mine ; but we were both of us agitated with 
quite different Paffions. 

I knew flhen, what I had to apprehend from the 
Difpofition I found Things in ; and if at feme Times 
I was fo parBonate a Lover, as to lake a Pleafure in 
dying by «tfce Hands ofchej6bje& belov'd * atothen, 
tne Love we all naturally have for Life, made me 
think of Means to ef cape $ but how Jhould I obtain 
my Ends? They kept me always in their Sight, 
and the Lady's Orders were all exa&ly perform'd : 
v Defiles, whatever I could do or think, I could never 
find oit Ways to inform my Hoft of the Place and 
Danger I was in. >*w 

I expeded every Day J) hear what Sentence file 
had paft'd upon me, and three Weeks were gone 
"* without hearing any Thing: The Inotrtainty in 
which I itv'd* had (bmethmg in it mope terrible, 
4han any Misfortune they could pronounce. I de- 
fired to have an End put to this Sufpence, let what 
would happen upon it. 

, In thort, the Moment I wmSM for, came ; I role 
to drefe myferf one Morning, after having fpent a 
more trouhtefome Night than ufual, when I (aw 
five or fix of Caitzada's Slaves enter into the Cham- 
ber. They conduced a Number of People, habited 
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othcrwife than thofe of Strendib ; he who appeared 
to be the chief of the Strangers, look'd upon me 
fome Time with Attention, and without faying any 
Thing; at laft he gravely broke Silence* and bid 
me follow him j he &id this with an Air, which 
made me comprehend that I muft obey him. 

We crois'd the Palace, and when we were got 
to the Gate, ready to go out, I aflc'd one of my 
Conductors, whither they pretended to carry me? 
That you will know in Time, anfwer'd he, for 
we are exprefly forbid Id tell you at prefent. I 
then follow* d tbefe Men, who conducted me to the 
Port where I embark^ with them : They prefcntly 
got ready, and we fet fad. 

. When we were out at Sea, the Matter of die 
Ship finform'd. me, that he was of the Kingdom 
of Golioncby that Canzada bad given me to him 
for a Slave, and that he was charged particularly 
never to grant me my Liberty to return to Bafiyt^ ■ 
be laid no more to me, 4ior stfcfd me any Queftkm 
about that Lady. This gave me Room to judge, 
that finee {he had hid from bun the Weakneifes 
(be had for me, and the A$ro*t of my *cWu*g her, 
file had engaged him likewise to promife, that he 
-would not inform Mmfelf of the Reasons Q*e Jbad 
totid her Hands of me., 

Such was the Revenge of Caupaia^ whom I CM* 
not accufe of Rjgour. I thought (he puniife'd me 
but too mildly for. tbe Crime that I bad- bee* gJ^ty 
of ~ towards fccr % J -e^pe&ed a more cruel Treat- 
ment. Not but that when I reflected, that I feould 
teturn jp jrtoxe ^o my Father, «r ^ny Comtfry, I 
fbwid ^ny Slavery infuppoutaWe. I afB&ed myfelf 
much at iirft ; nevei^hdeis, making a Virtue of 
Neceflfy, J bodied to ferve pay Mafter faithfully j 
he was a very good Man, and did not want Senfe. 
I was pqt £u>sfted only to 4o what he ordered me, 

I 0|deavqu^d tp prevent hk JM*ree, and &«nd, 
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from Time to Time, he was more and more 
pleafed with me. 

We failed round the Ifland of Ceylan to enter. 
Northward into the Gulph of Bengal^ which is the 
Jargeft of ^fia^ and towards the Bottom of which 
are the Kingdoms of Bengal and Golconda : We were 
ready to enter the Gulph, when fo Violent a Storm 
arofe, that the like was never feen on thofe Seas. 
We ought to have had a full" South- Wind to carry, 
us to ■„ the Northward ; but* this was a North-Weft 
Wind, that drove us drredlbly South -Eafr, quite con- 
trary to our intended Courfc, fince we, were bound 
for Golconda. -It was * in vain that we furl'd our 
Sheets, luffed to Wrnd, laveer'd, ' andftood from 
Land, we were driven we knew not whither we 
were going. 'In a Word, -the Storm wearied the 
Art of the Mariners; who feeing 'themfelves in 
Danger, quitted their Labour, and left the Veflel- to 
the Pleafu re of the Winds and Waves. 
♦ This Wind lafted fifteen Days, and blew during 
that Time, with fuch Impetuofity, that it carried us 
fix hundred Leagues out of our Courfe. It made 
us leave on the Left, the Iflands of Sumatra and Java % 
&nd we were driven juft to the Height of the Moluc- 
ca^ \ to the Southward of the Philippines^ into a Sea 
unknown to our Sailors. It chang'd at laft, and 
turning into a pretty moderate eafterly Wind, fill'd 
us with Joy ; but that was not of long Continu- 
ance, it was difturbed by an Adventure, which is 
fcarce credible 5 becaufe of its being To very extra- 
ordinary. 

We began to take our Road again gaily, t and 
were' 1 on the Point of 'the Ifle of Java^ ori the 
Eaft Side, when we perceiv'd near us a Man ftark 
naked, who ftruggled . againft the Waves, to keep 
himfelf from being fwallow'd up by them. He 
kept faft hold of a Plank, that fupported him, and 
he mfcde Signs to us to come and help him. Pity 
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made us man out the Boat for that Purpofe. Tho* 
Companion be commendable, it mull be confefled 
that it is fometimes very dangerous, as you will un- 
derftand by the Sequel. 

We took this Man into the Boat, and brought 
him aboard. He appeared to be about forty Years 
old : He had a monftrous Shape ; his Head was 
large, his Hair fliort and thick, his Mouth excef- 
five wide ; and when he open'd it, his Teeth ap- 
pealed long, and yery-fharp: His Arms were ner- 
vous, his Hands large, and he had on each Fin- 
ger a long crooked Nail. His Eyes, which I had 
been in the wrong to omit, refembled thofe of a 
Tyger; and he had a flat Nofe, with very open 
Nottrils. The whole PhyfiognVimy was very odd, 
and he had a fullen Air, capable of changing into 
Terror that Companion with which lie at firft in- 
spired us. 

When this Man, fuch as I/eprefent him, to be, 
was brought to Debamfch the Mailer, he faid to 
him y Sir, I owe my Life to you ; I was upon, the 
Point of perrfhing without your Affiftance. It is 
true, replied the Matter, you had been prefentty 
drown' d, if you had not had the good Fortune td 
meet us. ft is not the Sea which I fear'd, anfwers 
the Man, fmiling ; I could hve whole Years in the 
Water without being much hurt. That which 
torments me moft is a devouring Hunger, that gnaws 
me ; for it is almoft twelve Hours fince I have eat, 
and this is a long Time for a Man that hath fuch 
a good Appetite as 1 have. Therefore do me the 
Favour, if vou pleafe, to bring me fomething to 
repair my loft Strength after fo long a Faft ; and 
never mind after what Manner, for I am not \try 
nice, I eat every Thing. 

We all look d upon one another, being much 
amaz'd at his Difcourfe, and judg'd that the Dan* 
ger this Man had been in, had undoubtedly dif- 
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turbed his Senfes, which was akb the Matter's Opi- 
nion, who, conceiving that he might indeed havfe 
Occafion to eat, ordered that they mould bring him 
as much as would ferve fix Perfons that had been 
ramuVd, and Cloaths to cover him. As for Cloaths, 
faid the Stranger, I need none, I ge always naked. 
But think, replied Dikem/ch, that Decency will 
not let you ftay with us in the Condition you are 
in. Hoi replied the other rudely, you will have 
Time enough to aecuftom yourfelves to fee me fo* 

This brutal Anfwer confirmed us more in die 
Opinion we had before, that he was not in his 
Senfes. As his Hunger prefsM, he was impatient 
at their ftaying fo Jong before they brought him 
to eat. He fell to kicking the Hatches, grumbled 
betwixt his Teeth, and roul'd his Eyes after a wild 
and dreadful Manner. At length he faw what he 
wanted : Prefently he fell upon it, with a Greedi- 
rsefe that furprifced us ; and tho' he had enough to 
fetiate any fix other Perfons, he had in a Moment 
difpatched it. 

When he had eaten up all that was brought 
him, he bid us, with an Air of Authority, bring 
him more Provifiorfc. The Matter of the Veflel, 
willing to try how far this femuVd Wretch would 
pufh the Matter, ordetM that he fliould be obeyed: 
Then they fet on the Tabje as much Vt£hials, as 
at the firft Time j but this fecond Service lafted 
no longer, and was feon fwallow'd. We imaginM 
that this Man had enough, but were deceiv'd. He 
demanded more to eat : Then one of the Slaves of 
the Ship, provok'd with the Infolence of the Brute, 
was going to treat him as he <fcferved ; but he ok- 
ferving him, laid his twoHafwts on Ms Shoulders, 
and tore him to Pieces with mVfharp Nails. Tfeeref 
were no lefe than fifty Sabres lifted up in a Mo* 
rnent agaiftft him to revenge this horrid Murder. 
Each Man ftrugk with all the Refolution and Bold- 
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nefs he was able;- but we perceiv'd with Dread, 
that our Enemy had a Skin as impenetrable as a 
Diamond : Our Sabres broke or turn'd their Edges, 
without being able to make an tmpreffion ; and tho* 
he feared not our Strokes, be received none without 
punifhing us* He laid hold on one that was the 
moil eager againft him, and with an aftonifhiflg 
Force pull'd him in Pieces before our Eyes. 

When we (aw that our Sabres were ufelds, and 
that we could not wound him, we fell all together 
upon him to throw him into the Sea ? but we could 
not fo much as move him ; for befides the prodigi- 
ous Strength of his Members and Nerves, he ftruck 
his crooked Nails into the Wood of the Hatches, and 
kept his hold fo fair, that a Rock in^ the midft of 
the Waves is not more irrurfoveafele. Likewife far 
from being difmayM at our Attempt, he told us, 
with a four Smile, My Friends, you have undertaken 
an ill Bufinefs, you had better obey me ; I have re- 
duced thofe that were as untraceable as yourfelves : 
I declare, that if you continue to oppofe my Will, 
Iihall ufe you as bad as I have done your two Com- 
rades. 

Thefe Words chilPd us with Fear ; we made no 
further Refiftance. We went a third time, and 
fetch'd him fomething to eat : He fat down at Ta- 
ble, and one would have thought, to fee bim eat, 
that bis Appetite increased, inftead of Jeflening. As 
foon as he obferv'd that we wereat laft determined to 
fubmit ourferves, he becanae good-lutmour'd ; he ndw~ 
fliew'd himielf foray that we had fore'd him to do 
what he fed done, and told us very calmly, that 
be efteem'd -us. ior the Service we had done him, in 
taking him out of the Sea, where he muft have died 
of' Hunger, if he had Aaid* fome Hours longer be- 
fore we met with him : That J»e wifh'd there would 
come fome other Veffel, weU ftor'd with Provifioos, 
becaufe he would then throw himielf aboard her, and

trouble us no farther. It was in eating he held this 
Difcourfe ; He laugh'd and jefted like other Men, 
and we fhould have found him very diverting, if we 
had been in Circumftances that would have permit- 
ted us to relifli his Plcafantry. 

In fhprt, he made a fourth Meal, and continued 
two Hours after it without eating. During this 
pxcefs of Sobriety, he fpoke to us very familiarly i 
He asked lis, one after another, about our Country, 
Cuftoms, and Adventures. We hop'd that the Fumes 
of Indigeftion would rife to his Brain, anc^, make 
him fleepy. We waited with Impatience when Sleep 
fliould overpower his Senfes, and we propos'd, when 
he was in that Condition, to throw him fuddenly, 
before he had Time to recolleft himfelf, into the 
Sea. This Hope was our only Recourfe j for tho r 
we had ever {o much Provifion in our Ship, at his 
way of eating, he would have devour'd it in a lit- 
tle Time : But alas ! we flatter'd ourfelves with vain 
Hopes. This cruel Wretch, as if he had penetra- 
ted our Defigns, inform'd us he never flept. He 
faid, the Quantity that he eat reftor'd the.Weaknefs 
of Nature, and lerv'd inftead of Reft. 
f We underftood with Grief this fad Truth. It 
was in vain that, in anfwering^nh Queftions, we told 
him long and tedious Stories * the Brute flept not for 
that. We then deplor'd our ill Fortune, and the 
Matter defpair'd of ever returning to Golconda, when 
on a fudden the Air appear'd darken'd over Head. 
Our firft Thoughts were, that a Tempeft was gather- 
ing, and we were the more glaci of it> becaufe a 
Storm would afford us greater Hopes of faving our- 
felves, than the Condition in- which we were. Gur 
Veflel might dafli againft a Rock as we came in 
Sight of fome Ifland, Where we might be feVM by 
• fwimming, and perhaps get rid of the Monfter, who 
undoubtedly hath promifed himfelf the devouring of 
us, after he had eat up all our Provifions. 

We 
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We wifhM therefore for a violent Tempeft, and, 
what it may be had never happened before, wepray'd 
to Heaven that we might fink : Neverthelefe we were 
deceiv'd ; for that which we took for a gathering of 
Clouds and Vapours, was only xme of the largeft 
Roihs that was ever feen in thofe Seas. [A Rokh is 
a monjlrous Bird, which can with Eafe take up an Ox 
or other Animal of equal Size.] This monftrous Bird 
camefoufing down impetuoufly upon the Deck, and 
carried off our Enemy, who was in the Midfl; of the 
Ship's Crew, and wno, not miftrufting any thing, 
had no Time to arm himfelf againft fuch a Surprize. 
We could not perceive it ourfelves till fome Mo- 
ments after, when the Bird was mounted in the Air 
with his Prey. ' 

We then (aw an extraordinary Combat. The Man 
having recolle&ed himfelf, and iinding himfelf in 
the Air, in the Talons of a wing'd Monfter, which 
he felt the Strength of, began now to defend hini- 
felf. He had his Hands at Liberty ; he ftruck his 
hook'd Nails into the Body of the Rokh, and at the 
fame Time, fetting his Teeth upon his Breaft, he 
fell to devouring all the Flefh and Feathers that 
were on it, when the Bird feeling the Pain, made 
fuch a hideous Cry, as rent all the Air around ; and 
to revenge himfelf, (he ftruck out both the Eyes of 
her Enemy with one of her Talons. He, tho* he 
was blinded, quitted not his Hold, but eat up the 
Heart of the Rokh, which collecting together the 
Remainder of her Strength in Death, pierced his Head 
with one Stroke of her Beak ; fo that both fell down 
dead into the Sea at a little Diftance from us. 

Thus we fee that it was written upon the Table 
of Predeftination, that we fhould be deliver'd in this 
Manner from this dangerous Man. As foon as we 
law ourfelves got rid of him, there was a general 
Joy in the Ship : We could not enough admire our 
good Fortune, and we were forry for the Death of 
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the Rfkb, who had delivered us 4 We continued on 
our Voyage, and entertain'd ourfelves with this Ad- 
venture, which appear'd the more lingular, becaufe 
we could not comprehend how it was pomble that 
there fbould be fuch a Kind of Man in the World. 
We having now a conftarit favourable Wind, after • 
feveral Days Sail, we difcoverM Land. Oh the firft ' 
Notice of it that was given us by the Mariner, who 
was on the Scuttle, we took the Akijudes, and, ac- 
cording to our Observations, we found that we were 
on the Weft Point of the Ifle of Java, which, with 
the Eaft of the Ifle of Sumatra, forms the Entrance 
into the Streights of Sonde^ not far fronY the City 6f 
Bantam. Overjoy'd at this Difcovery, we crowded 
our Sails ; and, to compleat our good Luck, it haj>- 
jpen'd that the Wind, which was at Eaft, tuta'd to 
the South, and by Confequence was favourable to 
pa(s through the Streights : We made our Advan- 
tage fo well of it, that in a little Time we arrived 
at %antajn. « 

There we took in frefli Provifions, and our Maf- 

. ter, having Bufinefs at Batavia, which is not above 
twenty Leagues from thence, fet Sail fdr that Place. 
I was very glad, for'tis a City very magnificent, where 

- may be feen, in great Profufion, whatever k moft 
curious in the -Empire of China. As foon as De- 

, ha$ufeh had finifh'd his Affairs there, we fail'd to- 
wards the Kingdom of Golconda* where we arrived 
in about a Month's Navigation from the Ifles of the 

My Patron was received in the Capital, where he 
tended, with a general Applaufe, for he was beloved 
, ty-every Body. ^As for his family, the Joy they 
conceived at liis Return cannot be ^xpreffed . Jiis 
Wife and Daughter could not he weary with em- 
bracing him, and he, charm'd at the Sight of fuch 
dear Objeifc, wept for Joy ^o anfwer their Affec- 
tions. 

After 
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After a thoufand and a thoufand Careues,. he pre* 
feated me to the Ladies, as a Slave that he had a 
particular Regard to 7 and he prayed them to take ia 
good Part the N Ser vices I fhould render them. . In % 
Tittle Time I acquir'd a great Reputation with them 4 
•nothing was well done but by me. The other Slaves, 
far from being jealous, appoar'd pleas' d to fee me (9 
well treated. It is true, that* I procur'd them the 
Jbeft Ufage I could, and often occafion'd them to be 
better rewarded than they deferv'd. 

In flaort, the Friendwip that Debasu/cb had fojr 
me, increas'd fo much, that he (aid to me one Day.; 
AbmdfamartSy (for I had neither hid from him. my 
Name, nor my Country,) you cannot but have taken 
Notipe that I have diftinguifhM you always from 
the reft of my Slaves. At tbe firft Inftant that I faw 
you, I took an Inclination to you, and I have fpared 
aothing to fofteu tl>e Rigour of your Slavery ; I defign 
.to give you yet greater Marks of my Affettior*. Yon 
have feea my Daughter ; ^here k not perhaps a more 
beautiful Girl in Gthxnda. I tefolve you Aall marry 
her ; I have founded her upon this Affair* and find 
you are notdifplcafi^g to her. 

I was ftunn'd at this Prqpofition, and it was net 
difficult for \\ipx to ju^ge that the News was not very 
agreeable pcy <ne. H&w ! : faid he, does what I pro- 
pefe to youdi^urh you f ^s the Advantage of being 
my Heir» fSuad^the payment of Famnrnfa^h very 
inconfiderable, that it cannot raife the Ambition of 
a Slave? Sir, anfwerM I, the Honour of teing vour 
Son-in-law would be fufficient to teptpt me, if you 
w*re a Mt&dman* fis I am ; but you are a Heathen. 
—If you have mo Qtbex Obstacle but that, replyM 
my Mafter, we fb^l fam agree ; fox I am refolved 
lo turn Mvboqutan, and my Daughter is in the 
fame fcefolution : In ipite of the JPrqudices, with 
which our Qmtile Brief^s have filled my Mind, I am 
weary of paying divine Hooours to Oxen and Cows ; 
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I have too much Reafon not to acknowledge it to 
be, a wretched Superftition, and I think there is a 
fupreme Being that is above all other Godsj there- 
fore, my Son, accept my Propofal, without Scruple 
or Delay. 

Tho' Facrinniffa was very lovely, and thePrqffei- 
very advantageous for me 5 and tho', on the Score 
of my Religion, I had nothing to reproach ntyfelf 
with in marrying my Matter's Daughter, I had la 
Reluftance to this Marriage, which could be nothing 
elfe but the Effeft of my Remembrance of Canzada. 
'However, I was fo for Mailer of myfelf, as to lay 
nothing of it to my Patron, who, believing that I 
confented, becaufe I made no Oppofition to it, went 
to carry the News to his Wife and Daughter. 

I had prefently a Converfation with Facrirmiffa^ 
who appeaPd fo gay and contented, that I could not 
help thinking but tnat my Perfon pleas'd her : You 
(hall judge if I rightly underftood her Joy. Aboul- 
faouaris, faid fee, I am tranfported that my Father 
hath made Choice of you for my Hufband, for I 
doubt not of your Generality towards the promoting 
of my good Fortune, tho* at the, Lois of your own. 
You are not deceived in me, fair Lady, anfwer*d I, 
thers is nothing that I will not do for the charming 
Facrinnijfa. Hear me, rq>ly*d flic, and you fhall 
underftand the Service I require of you.' I love the 
Son of a Merchant of Gciamda, and f am paffioriate- 
ly beloved by him : He hath aiked me of my Father 
feveral Times, who always refufed him, becaufe of 
an ancient Grudge which is kept up betwixt our 
Families. I wou'd have you marry me, and the 
Day after our Marriage divorce me, as through An- 
ger j afterwards feign as if you wou'd take me again, 
: and thenchufc' my Lover for yotfr rfulla. I uA- 
' derftand you, faid I, you only defire that I fhould 
* marry you, to deliver you up to him whom you 
kve : Very well* Madam, I agree to do fo *• you 
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fhall be pkasM : How difficult foever it will be to 
yield up the Pofleffion of an Obje& (b full of 
Charms, I think myfelf capable of fo great a Self- 
denial. But what, think you, will my Matter fay ? 
You are not ignorant of the great Obligations I have 
to him ; he will be furpriz'd at my Conduit, and 
will not fail to reproach me. What fhall I anfwer 
to his Reproaches ? Let not that give you any Uh- 
eafinefs, reply'd ihe, do you but follow exa&ly the 
Advice^ I fhall give you, and I promife you my 
Father will not complain of you. 

Upon the Faith of this rromife, I allured her 
that I was difpos'd to promote her Love after the 
Manner that (he defired it. Charm'd with this Af- 
furance, (he prefs'd her Father to haften on the Mar- 
riage, which was celebrated in a few Days ; but fhe 
abjured her Religion beforehand, and embraced the 
Mahometan. All the Advantage I obtain'd from my 
Union with Facrinniffa\ was the obliging this Lady 
to renounce her Idolatry, fooner than fhe wou'd 
otherwife have done. AH lovely, tho* (he was, I 
facrificed the Rights of a Hufband to the Honour of 
keeping the Promife I had given her, to look upon 
her only as a Pledge that was intruded with me, and 
which I was obliged to part with, and to reftore it 

Sire and. intire. I was not long charg'd with it. 
ear now the Method, which by this Lady's Ord$r 
I obferved, to put her into the Hands of her Lover. 
A few Days after our Marriage, I divorced her. My 
Matter,' as I had well forefeen, aftoniih'd at my 
Proceeding, came to ifcy Houfe : For you muft 
know, that the very Day we were marry'd, we 
went to live in a Houfe by ourfelves. He a(k*d me 
for what Reafon I had divorced Facrinnijfa? I an- 
fwer*d him, that I found fhe had a Paffion for ano- 
ther, and that not being willing to enjoy a Woman 
againft her Inclinations, I had repudiated her. He 
Jaugh'd at my Nicenefs, and told me that his 
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Daughter would by degrees love »e better. In 
fbort, he exhorted me. to take her again, and Lpte* 
tended I would. I will go into the City, (aid Lto 
him, and find out a Hulla ; I will bring him tbb 
Night before the Cady : To-morrow, when the 
Hulla hath divorced Facrinniffa y I will come and 
acquaint you, and we will renew our Nuptials, in 
Hopes of better Succefs. 

My Patron returned Home a little better (atisfied 
with me than he was, when he heard of his Daugh- 
ter's Divorce ; he left the Care to me of chuflng an 
Hulla, and of all the reft of the Ceremony: So I 
went myfelf to find out Facrirmiffa's Lover, and 
they were married before me by the Cody's Lieute- 
nant. They pafs'd the Night together, and the 
next Day the Hulla refuting to divorce his Wife, I 
went to my Mailer's Houfc, and diflembling a Grief 
I never felt, told htm that the Hulk would not di- 
vorce his Spoufe, tho' he had promifed me the Day 
before to do whatever I fhould deiire of him. 

We ought to fee who this Hulla is, faid Dt* 
baoufcb ; if he is but a poor Wretch, I have Reptb- 
tation and Money enough to take my Daughter 
from him. During the Time he was (peaking after 
this Manner, the Nayb er Cady's Deputy came in, 
and (aid $ Sir, I am come to inform you, that the 
Bulla, whom your Son-in-law hath chofen, b the 
Son of Amer the Merchant ; therefore your Daughter 
is loft, ail to her firft Husband, for the fecond is refbl- 
ved never to part with her. I know very well that 
Amtr is not your Friend, but I would advife you to 
be reconciled to him in Favour of this Marriage, 
and forget the Hatred you have borne towards him 
for fo long a Time. 

The Nayb was not contented only to exhort my 
Patron to an Accommodation with the Family of 
his new Son-in-law, but he omVd to (peak himfclf 
to Amtr % and fpare nothing to make them good 
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Friends. t>ehaoufch judging* like a Man of good. 
Senfe, that he could not do better thaiv wfeat he 
propos'd, was not hard to reconcile; and the Lieu- 
tenant haying found Amer in the fame Difpofition, 
eftablifli'd betwixt the two Fathers a perfeft Under* 
ftanding. But the bed of all ^yas, that my Patron, 
prepoffei'd that I was- the Viftira of this Reconcili- 
ation, pitied me, and gave me, by Way of Re- 
eompenoe, a large Suija of Money, with Liberty to 
return to Bafra. 

Thus you fee after what a Manner it was that 
Facrimrijfa was freed from a Husband flic could not 
love, and married to her Love*. As foon as I favf 
their good Fortune fecured, I went from Gok<mda y 
and joining myfelf tg fome People who were goinjj 
to Surat, we came to the Seafide ; we embark'd in a 
Veffel that prefently fet Sail, and we had a happy 
Voyage. If the next Day after my Arrival, I could 
hare found any Shipping ready to go for Bafra, I 
would have taken the Advantage; but as I found 
none, I was obliged to ftay at Surat. 

The City of Surat is too agreeable, and too foil 
of Curiofities, to be weary of it in a feort Timet* 
| went fometimes to the publick Baths, which are 
very fine, and where there is better Attendance than, 
in any other Place in the World. I walk'd very 
much -about the Cky, and in the Avenues, whicji 
are very pleafent 5 or in the delightful Gardens, of 
which there are a great many, that are kept in good 
Order, and open to all Sorts of People that pfeafe 
to walk in them. 

One Day, as I was taking the Pleafure of a Walk, 
a Man fomewhat advanced in Years met me at the 
* Turn of an Alley, and feluted me very civilly ; I 
j-eturn-d the Compliment, and we join'd Converfa- 
tion. As he appear*d frank and fincere, his Frank- 
neft rais'd the fame Temper in me : He told me that 
he was a GtntiU % and that he had in the Road of 
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Surat a VelTel that belong'd to him, and that every 
Year he us'd to make a fmall Voyage at Sea. On 
my Part, to be as free with him, I told him that I 
was a Mahometan^ and related to him my Adven- 
tures. 

He feemed fo fenfible of my Misfortunes, that I 
was furprized : He perceived it. I obferve, my Son* 
faid he, that you are aftonifh'd to fee me take fo 
great Part in your Affli&ions : But, befides that I 
am naturally the mod compaffionate Man in the 
World to the Misfortunes of my Neighbours, J 
muft tell you that I have a great Friendfhip for you, 
though you are not of my Religion : I am concern'd 
at the Dangers you have run through ; and fhould 
you tell them to your own Father, I am confident 
he could not be more fenfible of them than I am. 

It is natural to anfwer to the Protections of 
Friendfhip that are made us ; and ?s he faid obliging 
Things to me, he had likewife Reafon to be (atisfied 
Jivith the Difcourfe I addrefsM to him ; he appeared 
charm'd with it. O young Man! cried he, what 
good Luck was it that I came hither to walk in 
jthefei Gardens, where I haye met with you! You 
cannot believe how far your Converfation is agree- 
able to me *, every Moment increafes the Afie&ion I 
have conceived for you ; let us go into the City to- 
gether, and pray, come lodge with me; I am old 
and rich, and have never a Child 5 I will make you 
my Heir. At thefe Words, he took me in his Arms, 
and embraced me with as much Tendernefs as if 
I had been his Son. 

I returned him Thinks for thefe new Offers of 
Kindnefs, and as he gave me frefh Aflurances of 
Friendfhip on his Part, I made him lively Protefla^ 
tions of Gratitude on mine. In fhort, the Refult of 
our Converfation was, that we went out of thefe 
Walks, and returned into the City together; he 
conduced me to his Houfe, which was one of the 
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fineft in Surat. After the Porter bad open'd the 
Street-Gate, I perceiv'd, inftead of a Court, two 
Parterres, with all Sorts of Flowers, divided by a 
large Walk made of Plaifter, as .hard and beautiful 
as Marble. [Jt Surat, all the Houfes of the Rich 
have, inftead of a Court-Yard, the like Parterres.] 
We follow'd the Walk, which carried us to a fine 
Body of the Building, where indeed all Things did 
not glitter with Gold ; the Furniture, though not 
rich, was neverthelefs agreeable to the Eye; the 
Hangings and the Sofa's, though they were only of 
painted Linen, made the Apartments look very 
handfome* It is true, indeed, that the Figures of 
thefe Stufis were admirably wrought, and die Stuffs 
themfelves were of the very fineft Sorts that are 
made at Mafulipatan, and in the other Places of 
the Coaft of CoromandeL 

The old Man oblig'd me prefently to bathe with 
feim in a large Stone Bafin, wherein was clear 
Water proper for that Ufe, and which commonly 
fcrved him to wafh in, as well to refrefh himfelf, as 
to fulfil the Duties of his Religion. Coming out of 
the Bath, the Slaves brought us fine Linen, and 
rubbed us dry ; We went afterwards into a Room, 
where we both fat down to a Table, cover'd with 
all Sorts of Provifions, ferv'd up in China Ware, 
finely japan'd ; our Ragoos were feafon'd with 
Ma lac a Nutmeg?, Macajfar Gloves, and the Cinna- 
mon of Ceylan : After having eaten as much as we 
would, we drank of a Palm Wine^ called Taray, 
which I thought very delicious. 

When we had made an End of our Repaft, my 
old Hoft faid to me, I will truft you with a Secret, 
that will convince you of the great JCindnefs I have 
for you : I am. in five Days Time to go from the 
Port of Souali, [The Port f Surat is calPd Souali, 
from the Name of a great village, that is about two 
lmndred Paces from, the Sea ] towards an Ifland 
'where. I am us d ta go every Year \ you fhall go. 
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along with me. There is in that Mand above two 
hundred Pits, from whence are got Pearls of an ex- 
traordinary Size ; but the Ifle is uninhabited, becaufe 
it is full of Tygers, This is only known to myfelf ; 
an old Captain of a Veflel, to whom I was once a 
Favourite Slave, difcoverM this Treafure to me, and 
informed me how I fhoidd approach thefe Pits in Spite 
of the wild Beafts, which feem to be there, only to 
prohibit all Approach. 

Certainly, hid I to the old Man, interrupting him 
in this Place, the Captain of the Ship did very well 
in teaching you the Secret of advancing into this Ifle 
without Danger ; for it is likely the Tygers would 

?;ive but an ill Reception to Strangers who ftay there, 
t is eafy, reply'd he, to drive away the moil furious 
Tygers ; we go afhore in the Night with lighted 
Torches j the Sight of the Fire frights them, and 
makes thefe Animals fly us. 

We will go then, added he, and take from thole 
precious Sources, a large Quantity of FearJ, which 
we will fell at our Return into this City : 'And the 
Money we fhall get, added to that which I have 
hoarded up after the fame Manner, will make a con- 
fiderable Fortune, which you may enjoy after my 
Death. 

To perfuade me that he faid nothing which was 
not true, he took me into his Clofet, and let me fee 
Roupies of Gold and Silver, lying in Heaps. [A 
-JRoupit of Gold, is worth about four and twenty French 
Livres ; and a Roupie of Silver, about thirty Pence ; They 
are the current Mxtoey at Surat.] ' He had a prodigi- 
ous Quantity of them. Well, faid he to me, does 
this appear worth your Attention ? And have you 
any Diflike to this Voyage ? I anfwerM, I had not ; 
but I pray'd him to give me Leave to write to my 
Father, to gjve him Notice of my Arrival at Surat y 
and the Reafons which detained me. My old Hoft 
'confented, and took iny Letter, as focn as I ha'd 
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ftntffced it, faying, that lie would undertake that k 
ihould be delivered to my Father. 

I trufted my Letter to the Care of tfyman^ which 
was the Gentile** Name ; and the Day of cur De- 

Erture being come, we embark'd at the Pott of 
udX : We fet Sail, and after having- been three 
Weeks at Sea, without any Accident, we faw a litr 
tie Defart Ifland appear, which my old Man told 
me was that where our Bufinefe lay ; we went and 
moored there, hut waited for the Night to land* 
hfyzAwn order* J his Sailors to remain aboard, and he 
advanced into the Ifle, and no body was with him 
but myfelf. We had each of us a Torch lighted, 
and a great Number of others under our Arms \ 
we alfo carry f d Bags te put the Pearl in. In thi* 
Condition we look'd for the Pits, by the Light of 
our Torches. We had not fearch'd long, before we 
found one of the deepeft : ' Defcend, inylSon, faid h* 
to me, I doubt not but there ace fine. Pearls in it* 
I went down by a Rope which he held one End pf $ 
when I was at the Bottom, I felt fomc Mothers of 
Pear] under ' my Feet. I gathered fomc, and filled 
the Bag, which I ty'd to the Cord : The old Man 
puli'd it up, opened the Shells, and cou'd find nothing 
in them, but Pearl-Seed \ he returned the Bag again, 
and faid, The Pearls* of that Pit are not yet in a 
Condition to. be taken. Cover thepa with Earth ; 
that will make them grow jigger, and next. Year 
we will come and take them. 

I did as Hyzcntm bid me. Afterwards he drew mm 
up by the Rope, and we went to another Pit yet 
deeper. This Pit was in a huge Mountaiathat rofe 
in the midft of the Ifland. The Shells in. this Pit 
contained a Angular Beauty. IfiU'd the old Man's 
Bag ieveral Times, who drew it up, and emptied 
it* Afterward? he hid to me, laughing, Farewei 
young Man, I thank you for the Service you have 
doai* m*. O Father, aafteerMI, take me.eutfrosa 
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icncc. Thou art very well there, reply'd the Trajt- 
tor ; lie down and deep upon the Pearls : I ufe to 
bring hither every Year a yo\m%Muffidman like thee : 
Thou haft nothing to do but to pray to thy Prophet 9 
if he is able to do Miracles, as thou imagineft, he 
will not forfake a Man (o zealous and ftri& to his 
Religion. In (peaking thefe Words, he went from 
the Pit, and left me crying and lamenting. 

O miferable Aboulfaouarisy faid I, to what Mis- 
fortunes hath Heaven condemned thee ? What haft 
thou done to deferve fuch cruel Fate as thou under- 
goeft ? But why do 1 complain of a Misfortune I 
have brought upon my (elf r Ought not I to have 
miftrufted the perfidious Idolater who hath deceived 
me? His exceffive Fondneis ought to have made me 
4ufpe& him $ and had I had but a Grain of Reafcn, 
I mould not have been decoy'd. by him : But O 
iuperftuous Regrets ! What avails it now to blame 
myfelf for a Fault which I am going too dearly to 
pay for, and which it depended not en me to avoid I 
it was my Fate to fall into this Abyfs, and the feme 
Power wnich threw me in* can take me out again. 

This Reflexion hinder'd me from giving Way tor 
Defpair. F pais'd^ the Night in running about the 
Bottom of the Pit, which feem'd to be of a. vaft 
Extent. I perce&v'd that I trod upon Bones, and L 
guefs'd by that, that others before me had perifh'd 
jniferably in this Precipice. This Thought ftiU dkfc 
not make me lofe all my Courage ; but, fupported by- 
cur great Prophet, who undoubtedly infpir'd me, I 
advanced boldly to an Aperture,, wnence I heard a* 
frightful Noife. Iftopt to hearken, and after hav- 
fog lifWd feme Time with an attentive Ear,, I. 
thought I underftood the Caufe of that Noife, and I* 
was not deoeiv'd, in my Conjedure' ; It was the Fall 
of feveral Waters from the Sea, which, penetrating! 
into the Mountain by divers Clefts, met together 

in this Place* I concluding from, thence* that they, 
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communicated with 'the Sea, bv fome large.Stream** 
by 'which I might pafs with them, I threw rnyfolf 
in. I was almoft fuffocated by the Waters : They 
took away my Senfes, drag*d me along with them, 
and caft me on the Sea-Coaft by a Crevice that was 
in the Mountain. 

When I regain'd the Ufe of my Senfes, and per- 
ceiy'd the Place by which the Waters had brought 
me out to Day-light, L caft, myfelf on my Knees on 
the Shore, to thank Heaven for my Deliverance. 
Afterwards Iaddrefs'd Mahomet in thefe Terms: O 
Prophet of the Faithful,, Favourite of the moft High, 
t have more Need than ever of thy Affiftance. In 
what Stead will it fland me, that thou haft deliver d 
me out from the deep Abyfs into which I was caft, 
if I am left to be a Prey to the wild Beafts which 
are in this Ifland, or. if Hunger rauft put an End to 
-my Life?: 

I found myfelf fulK o£ Faith after this Prayer. I 
arofe and walked about the Ifland, without trailing 
myfelf far from the Shore. I faw nothing of Ify- 
zourris Ship ; that Traytor had foon fet Sail to re- 
turn Home. I was not left without Fear that the 
Tygers would pull me to Pieces, and devour me. 
Neverthelefs, I faw none ; and to augment my good 
Fortune,. I foon perceiv'd a large Veflel. which pafled 
pretty near the Me. I unfolded the Linen of my 
Turban to make a Signal for them to come to me. 
Some Perfons who were on the Deck obferv'd me: 
They fent out a Boat, which came to me, and I 
was taken aboard. 

Judge what my Jpy was,> when I found in the 
Captain of the Ship an intimate Friend of my Fa- 
ther's, and. faw by the Drefs of the Crew that they 
were all Inhabitants of Bafra. I related to them the 
Adventure that brought m$ into that Ifland, which 
•hey heard with a great deal of Attention. Every , 
eoe. curs'd the old Man. who had. us'd. me in fuch * 

crnei

/cruel Manner. After they had utterM a Thoufcnd 

Imprecations againft him, I a&'d the Captain what 

News of my Father ? He was very well, anfwerM 

he,, when I left Bafra, for I few him the very Day 

; of my Departure. 

I afk'd the Captain feveral other Queftions about 
Matters that related to my Family : After which, 
our Difcourfe fell again on .the Traytor Hyzoum ; 
and all the Ship was of Opinion to make a De- 
fcent upon the Ifland to (earch the Pits. . Being, as 
we were, too many to fear the Tygers, we had no 
need of lighted Torches ; and if my perfidious old 
Fellow took that Precaution, it was becaufe he would 
have no body partake with him m the Pearls. We 
then caft Anchor, and went all afhore, without 
waiting for the : Night We were arm'd with Darts 
and Sabres, to defend ourfelves from the wild Beafts, 
if they fliould come nigh us. . After that, we de- 
fcended by Turns into the Pits, where we found 
Pearls in Abundance. One cannot tell the Ouan- 
tity of Shells we took up : It employed three Days 
compleat to open them all, and to divide the Pearls ; 
and there fell fo much to every one's Share, that 
all were fatisfied. 

We then fet Sail for Serendib to fell our painted 
Calicoes of Surat, and buy Cinnamon. We failed 
merrily, when all of a Hidden a furious Xempeft 
arofe, which drove us out of our Courfe, and we 
wanderM we knew not whither for fix Days toge- 
ther. The Seventh the Sky was clear, but neither 
Pilot nor Captain could precifely tell where we were. 
They fuppos'd We wer$ driven much out of our 
Way, and knew not what to think, or what to do ; 
for, in Spite of all our Endeavours, the Veflel was 
drawn by Vjplence towards a Mountain, which we 
difcover'd at length on the eighth Day. 

This Mountain had a great Extent, and appeared 
of a prodigious Height, ft was very fleep, and, what 
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ftrangely furpriz'd us, k ieem'd as if it had been of 
polifh'd Steel, fo bright it look'd and finning. Then 
an old Sailor fetched a profound Sigh, and cry'd, We 
are loft ! I have formerly heard Talk of this Place. 
They fay, that it is fatal to all Ships that come near 
it ; fo that if once they arrive at the Foot of the 
Mountain, they* are detained there as by a Charm, 
that they can never more ftand out to Sea, nor get 
away from it. 

At the Relation of the old Mariner* all the Ship's 
Crew were immoderately affli&ed. Alas ! fays one r 
what are we the better for having found the Pearfe T 
if we muft lofe them here, and our Lives too ? 
Why, fays another, could none among us fooner 
know the Danger we are in? A third, believing be 
ihould never fee his Wife and Children again, made 
die Air echo with his Complaints and pitiful La- 
mentations : And a fourth, falling upon his Knees 
on the Deck, bcg*d the Prophet's Affiftance. As for 
myfelf, more touch'd at the Affliction with which 
I law them all feized, than at the Dangers that threa- 
tened us, I faid to the Captain, Sir, why ihould we 
fubmit ourfelves cowardly to Sorrow ? Rather let us 
feek out fome Means to help ourfelves out of this ' 
Difficulty. As" for me, I can affure you, I have 
naturally fome Courage. Whether Mahomet has'in- 
fpir'd me this Moment, I am no ways difmav'd at 
the Condition to which we are reduced. Believe 
me ; as foon as we arrive at the Foot of the Moun- 
tain, let us endeavour to gain the Top of it. Mount- 
ing together, we may perhaps find out a Remedy for 
our Misfortunes, 

The Captain, who was not the kaft frighted of 
all the reft of us, . anfwerM me, That he would, in 
Complaifance, do what I proposed j but that he had 
no Hopes that we fhould ever fave ourfelves. Mean 
while our Veflel arrived at the Foot "of the Moun- 
tain ; The Captain and I threw curfelves into the 
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Boat ; we gainM the Land, and began to climb the 
Hill ; but it was not without Trouble that we got 
to the Top. 

We faw there, with Surprize, a green Dome, very 
large and high : We approach' d it, and faw upon it 
a Column of Steel ten Cubits high ;• towards the Bot- 
tom of which was hung in Chains of Gold, a fmall 
Drum made of Aloes- Wood, % and a crooked Stick 
of red Saunders. Above the Drum hung' a fquare 
Piece of Ebony, upon which we read thefe Words, 
writ in.Lettere of Gold-: If any Ship is fo unfortunate 
as to he drawn to this Mountain* fhe can<never put to 
Sea again* except after the following Manner. Some 
one Man of the Ship's Company mufl give three Strokes 
with the crooked Stick upon the Drum. At the ftrji 
Stroke* the Ship will get a Bow-fhot Diflance from the 
Mountain: At the fecund* it will lofe Sight of the 
Mountain ;.. and at the third* it will i be found in the 
very Route- it fljould be in\ but the Man that fir ikes 
the Drum mufl remain here voluntarily* and confent. to 
let the reft be gone. 

When we had read this Infcription, which api- 
pear'd to us a Talifman, we return' d aboard to in- 
form the Crew of our Difcovery. Every one was 
ravifh'd that there was, a Way for our Deliverance 5 
but no Body would be the. Vi&im. The meaneft 
Sailor refus'd tp facrifice himfelf for the reft. Well, 
faid I then, fince none amongft.you will ftay here,. I 
will remain myfelf ; I am willing to be an Offering 
for you all, provided you will promife me, that when 
you get from hence you will go to Bafra\ that you 
will tell my Father the News, and faithfully deliver 
into his Hands all the Pearls which have fallen to 
my Lot- 

They cried out at this Difcourfe, that they bcg'il 
Heaven to ihipwreck them, if they pun&ually per- 
form'd not What I defir -d of them. The Captain 
aflux'd me,, as well a&»the reft*, that, if I had the.Re- 
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folution to remain there, they would return to Bajra 
without going to Ceyhm. He exprefs'd alfo fome 
Concern to k>fe me ; but I could eafily perceive he 
was glad to get out of Danger. In Uiort, I em- 
braced all the Crew, and bid them an eternal Fare- 
wel. They fent me afhore. I mounted alcne to 
the Top of the Mountain ; I advanced towards thcr 
Dome, took the crooked Stick in my Hand, and 
ftruck the Drum. Our Veflel departed from the 
Mountain, and I loft Sight of her at the fecond 
Stroke. I beat the third time : After which I re- 
mained under the Dome ready to confummate my 
Sacrifice, and undergo the Fate referv'd for me. 

I fail'd not to addrefs myfelf to the Prophet again, 
and, as if I had been fure of his Prote&ion, I ad- 
vanced boldly into the Mountain, which was above 
two Leagues in Extent. After an Hour's Travel, I 
perceived a decrepit old Man : He had a bald Head, 
a white long Beard, and his Eyes were hollow. He ' 
feem-d not to have more than one Breath of Life to 
draw. He was fitting upon a great Stone at the 
Door of a little Houfc made of Wood and Earth, 
and he had a fhort Stick in his Hand. I came up to 
him, and having faluted him refpedfully, I afk'd 
. him to tell me, why the Vcflels which pafs'd at a 
certain Diftance from the Mountain were drawn to 
it. in foite of themfelves, and who was the Author 
of the Talifman, by the Virtue of which they were 
carried to Sea again ? 

The old Man raifed himfelf up at thefe Words, 
leaning upon his Staff, and (haking his Head with 
Weaknefs, returned my Salutes, and told me, that 
the Ships were drawn towards the Mountain bv the 
Force of the Currents : That, as to the Taliiman, 
which confifted in the Drum, he knew not who had 
made it ; but if I was curious to know the Myftery, 
I muft continue my. Road, and that I fhould meet 
bis Brother, who was much older tharv he,, and who 
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m could gfve me feme tight into the Matter. I pre- 
fently took Leave of him* and found indeed a fecond 
old Man. This appear' d to be more vigorous : He 
was only begun to grow grey, and one would have 
thought him rather the Son than the Brother of the 
other. I afk'd him, as I had done the fir ft, if he knew 
Vho it was that had made the Talifinan ? No* re- 
plied he, I know not who it was; and if any one 
can tell you, it is undoubtedly my eldeft Brother, 
whom you will find on the Road a little further. 

I continued to march on, and prefently perceived 
a Man a digging. He had not fo much as one grey 
Hjiir, and he appearM fo ftrong, that I could not 
imagine that he was older than the other two I had 
feen before. Father, find I, I have met with two 
pld Mfen who have banterM me, I defiVd them 
to tell me who was the Author of the Talifinan 
on the Mountain. They faid they could not tell, 
but that they had an elder Brother who could in- 
form me. The old Man fmiPd at thefe Words, 
and anfwe^d, My Son, they told you the Truth, 
they are both ..younger than; me. 

If this Anfwer of the third ok) Man (urprized me, 
that which he added ftill increas'd my Wonder : 
They call us, faid he, the three old Men of die 
Mountain : The firft that you met withal is much 
the youngeft ; he is not above Fifty Years old, and 
the Reafon of his being fo worn out and decriptt 
is, becaufe he had a bad Wife and Children, that 
gave him a great deal of Uneafinefs. The fecond 
is Seventy-five* and he is a little frefher and ftrongpr 
than the other, becaufe he had a good Wife, and no 
Children : And as for me* I am more vigorous than 
my Brothers, tho* I am paff a Hundred, becaufe I 
would never marry. 

As to the Talifinan, purfijed he, the Author of 
which you defire to know, I have heard it laid in 
my Youth, that it was compofed by a great hdi*m 
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CabaKft, and that is all that I know of it. I aflc'd 
him afterwards, if I was near any Country irmabt- ' 
ted ? Yes, anfwei'd he, you need- bat follow the 
Road which you are in, you will prefently come 
to a vaft Plain, which bounds another Mountain, 
at the Foot of which there are two Paths, one on 
the Right, and the other on the Left Hand. Fol- 
low the former ; it will lead you to a great City, 
which hath a very fine Port. Take Care not to 
follow the Left-hand Path, for that will carry you 
into a Wood, where there live very wicked Men* 
They employ themielves in making of Soap, and 
fcruple not to throw into their Soap-Pans all Stran- 
gers who have the Misfortune to fall into their 
Hands. They pretend that their Soap is much the 
better for it, and it is certain it is moft valued of 
any Soap in the World. 

I thaak'd the old Man for tke Information he 
gave me, and was' refolved not to neded his Cau- 
tions. When I had croffed the Plain, I followed the 
Road on the Right Hand, and it brought me, as he 
fiwd, to a very large City, well peopled. The Street* 
and the Hotife were beautiful, and the Port full of 
Shipping. I gueft'd there muft be a great Trade, 
and I wa* not deceived. I faw Ships that came 
from the Kingdom of Canara and Fifapour, loaded 
With Pepper; others mTd with Cardamome of Ga~ 
nanory and feme with Cinnamon. I faw Merchants 
erf all Countries. As I was bufy in obferving the 
Port, a Man came to me; We loofcM upon and 
knew one another. It was Habtby my Father's 
Correspondent at Sermdib. After we had embraced 
feveral Times, Who would have thought, cried he, 
that I fliouM meet Ab&ulfaouaris here ? What fatal 
Adventure forc*d you to leave Sermdib without bid-* 
ding me ferewel, without giving me Notice of your 
Departure, and by what unexpected good Fortune 

a*e you reftor'd to me ? 

J Then 
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Then I told him my Adventure with Caaxada, 
and what had happen'd to me fince. On his Side, 
he v inform'd me, that he had a Ship in the Port; 
that he was come to fell Cinnamon, that he hatfdif- 
pofed of his Cargo, and that in twenty four Hours 
he hop'd to be gone from thence. I expreffed to 
him the Joy I had to find him again. He con* 
du&ed me aboard his Ship, and the fame Day we 
fet Sail for Serendik I was oveijoy'd to return thi- 
ther, and you may think that Canzada had the 
greateft Share in tne Pleafure that I conceived to 
myfelf of feeing that City again. We arrived after 
a fhort Voyage, becaufe we had all along a fa- 
vourable Wind. 

I was very impatient to learn News of Canzada 9 
whom I could not forbear loving, tho' I had no 
great Reafon to be pleas'd with the Treatment (he 
had given me. I went out one Morning from 
Habib\ with a Defign to fpare no Pains to get 
what Intelligence I could of her, when a Kind of 
Slave ftopp'd me in the Street ; Sir, faid he to me, 
do you remember me ? No, anfwer'd I, but yet *y©tur 
Face fhould not be altogether unknown to me; 
1 have a confusM Idea of having feen you, .but I 
cannot fay in what Place. I know you well, re- 
plied he, you are a Muflulman ; you are calTd Abtul- 
faouaris ; I had the Honour to wait on you during 
your £bode with the Princefs CatizaJa, to. whom I 
was, and ftill am, a Slave. It was I, that by her 
Order went to find out your Mailer. Ddatufeby, into 
whofe Hands you were aelivered. I was forry to be 

Eut upon that Office, and I beg you would believe 
was. 

My Heart leap'd with Joy at the Slave's Dif- 
courfc. My dear Friend, faid I to him, making 
him a Prefent of a Diamond Ring, inform me, I 
conjure you, in what Condition is the Princefs* who 
is always dear to me, in Spigbt of her Rigours : Is 

(he 
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fte in the fame State in which I left her? No, 
Sir, replied the Slave, her Aftairs have much alterM 
their Face within thefe two Months : The King of 
Ceylan would make her efpoufe an old Lord of the 
Court, who was very much in Love. She could 
not help obeying; fhe is married. 

The Grief I cxprefled at this News was fo lively, 
that the Slave appear'd touch'd at it. I am forry, 
faid he to me, that the Marriage of my Miftrds 
fhould give you fo much Trouble : It is your Fault ; 
why would you not renounce your Prophet ? You 
would then, at this Time, enjoy the fineft Lady 
in the World, and an immenfe T reafure. If I had 
been in your Place, I would not have taken fo 
much Time to confider as you did : The firft Day f 
the firft Hour, the firft Minute, I would have de- 
termined to do whatever Canzada had defired me. 
From how much Trouble might you have ex- 
empted both yourfelf and her ? For after your De- 
parture file fell fick, and was like to have loft her 
Life. 

I know not, continued he, whether I fhould tell 
her, that you are come to Serendib ; I fear it will 
renew her Trouble, which the old Lord (ho. hath 
married is not very fit to difpel. On the other Side, 
I fee you are affii&ed, that I cannot refolve to de- 
prive you of all Confolation. I promife you* then, 
that this Day my Miftrefi fhall know that I have 
feen you. One of her Women fhall tell her, that 
you repent of your paft Condu&, and that if you 
couM make Amends for it, you would not confider 
a Moment the Renouncing of Mahomet's Do&rine 
for her- No, no, cried I, take Care that you men- 
tion nothing that I fhould not do, tho* it were in 
my Power to enjoy the Princefs at that Price. Tell 
her only that I am in Defpair for having loft her, 
and to underftand that fhe is not content with her 

Condition. 

The 
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The Slave fwore, that he would exa&ly perform 
the Commiffion I chargM him with. He added alio, 
to comfort, without Doubt, my Sorrow, tjiat he was 
perfuaded that Canxada would take Pity of^me; 
that her Pity would not be confined Xo mourn my 
Misfortunes in Secret ; and that that Lady having 
Women £be could truft, would aoj: abandon m" to 
my Affii&ion. After this Convention, the Slave 
left me, and I remained in a Condition equally 
mixed with Joy and Grief. If the Change of Can- 
zada's Condition affli&ed me, I felt fome Joy when 
I came to think that £he might perhaps give me 
Leave to fee her in private, aad that fhe would per- 
k mit my Love. Flatter'd with (o agreeable an Idea, 
I waited every Day when the Slave, who had (poke 
to me, fbould come to inquire for me at Habib\ 
where I had told him I lodg'd ; hut my Expecta- 
tion was in vain ; one entire Month was gone, and 
I heard no News qf Qanzada. 

I gue&'d then that the Slave had made a wrong 
Judgment of his Miftrefs's Sentiments ; that the Lord 
fhe had married ■was loved by her % or, in fhort, 
that the Lady's Virtue -had trium^h'd over the Jjwe 
{he had for me, even tho* the could not quonch it. 
Full* ©f this laft Thought, which I had the Vanity 
to, believe well grounded, I retired to a fine Country 
Houfe which my Father's Correspondent had, three 
Quarters of a League from the City of Senendib. 

There I employ'd my Time in walking, or, to 
{peak more properly, in muling as I walk'd, on the 
Ohje& that inflam'd me. One Day I was got in- 
ienfibiy a good Way oiF from Haiti? s Houfe, and 
as I walked along a River-fide, I came to a mag- 
nificent Pagod, which was built on the Banks. Af- 
ter having adftirM the Structure, I fuddenly gave 
Attention to one Thing, which feem'd to deferve 
it : I fa^r feveral Gentilf Priefts, who were eroding 
a Sort of Hut with Rfeeds, and other ^ombufti^lc 
it Matter, 
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Matter. I went and afk'd what they were doing ? 
One, amongft th^ reft, anfwer'd me ; Certainly you 
have not been long at Serendtb^ fince you aik me 
this Queftion. Are you a Stranger to theCuftom 
of the Gentiles^ and do not you know that this is 
the Place appointed for Funerals ? It is here that we 
burn dead Bodies 5 and that the Wives, facriftcmg 
themfelves to the Manes of their Hirfbands, acquire 
immortal Glory. One of the principal Lords of 
the Court of Serendib is dead, his Body is to be burnt 
on the River's Side five or fix Hours hence, and 
his faithrtil Spoufe will be confuted in the fame 
Flames, whfch are tb reduce him to Afhes. 

Having never feen this Ceremony, tho* I knew 
well, it was obferved in a thoufand Parts of the 
World, 1 refolved to be a Witnefs of it. I could 
not hinder deploring the Bigottry of thele Idolaters, 
whofe facfilegious Pietv confecrates Rage and Mad- 
nefs ; or rather, I laid the whole Blame on their 
' Prieftsj, of whom I fted heard fpeak at Surat. This 
horrible Cuftom is Continued amongft the Gentiles* t 
I knew that the deferrable Minifters of their Pagods 
perpetuate this barbarous Law, that they themfelves 
may live the better for it. 

Near the Hour that this deteftaMe Execution drew 
' nigh, the Fields were fillM With People. The moft 
Part of the Inhabitants of the City came out to 
affift at it, forne on Foot, and othersr on Horfe- 
back ; I faw feveral Perfons carried on Palanquins, 
and preceded by Slaves, fome of whom carried 
Standards, and others play'd on the Trumpet. [A 
Palanquin is made almofi like a Couch-Bed \ it is gene- 
ratty caver'd with rich Stuffs and four Men carry it m 
their Shoulders.'] I few alio the Governor of Seren- 
dib ; he was mounted on an Elephant, and he ap- 
" pear'd in the Midft of ten or twelve Perfons, m- 
^ ting, like himfelf, under 3. Tent, which was' rais*d 
" on the Back of that Animal. In lefs than two or 

three 
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three Hours, there were above thirty thoufand Per- 
fons about the Pagod and the Hut. Not willing to 
let any Circumftance of this Ceremony efcape my 
Curionty, I pierc'd the Crowd, and got as near the 
Funeral Pile as it was poffible ; I reckon'd twenty 
Priefts, that had each of them a Book in his Hand, 
who began all to pray while they waited for the 
Viaim. 

It was almoft Night when fhe arrived ; (he was 
mounted on a white Horfe richly caparifbn'd, and 
(he follow'd, crownM with Flowers, the, Corofe of 
her Husband, which fix Men carry'd on a ftately 
. Palanquin. Twelve Women, adorn'd with Jewels, 
Bracelets, and great Rings of Gold and Silver, at* 
tended her ; they had all long Hair, with Necklaces 
of Pearl, fine Pendants in their Ears, and Crowns 
of Gold, with Plates of Silver enrich'd with Ru- 
. bies, which cover'd one Half of their Face. Several 
Muficians follow'd the Women, who were all Slaves 
. to the Lady that was going to be facrificed. Her 
Parents and Friends came afterwards finging and 
dancing, to {hew their Joy, for having, fome in 
their Families, and others for their Friend, fo ge- 
nerous a Woman. 

Two Priefts affifted her to difmount her Horfe, 
and conduced her by the Hand to the Banks of 
. the River, where the Body of her Husband was 
brought her; fhe wafli'd it from Head to Foot; 
then fhe deliverM it into the Hands of the Priefts, 
who carried it into the Hut upon a Straw Mat co- 
ver'd with Sulphur. Then (he rofe up, without un- 
dreffing herfelf; and went near to the Pile ; fhe 
walk'd feveral Times round it, and beheld the Pre- 
parations that were making for her Sacrifice, with 
a great deal of Intrepidity. After that, fhe em- 
braced her Parents and Friends, who presently re- 
tired j fhe was likewife embraced by her Women- 
Slaves, who diflblved in Tears : She gave them their 

Liber- 
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Liberty, and diftributed the Jewels and Ornaments 
with which (he was drefe'd, amongft them. When 
fte took off the Silver Plate, which coverM Half her 
Face, and which, till then, tho* I was near enough, 
had hinder'd me from knowing her, guefi what my 
Aftonifhment was, when I faw it was Canzada; if 
I had feen all Nature revers'd at once, I could not 
have been more furpriz'd. 

Great God, faid I then to myfelf, can I believe 
my Eyes? May I not doubt of what I fee? Is it re* 
ally Canzada who is going to die fo cruel a Death ? 
I endeavour'd, for fome Time, to believe it all an 
IHufion; but it was in vain for me to bely my 
Eyefight, I could not be miftaken in the Lady. The 
Grief Lwas in would not fuffer me to fee the Sa- 
crifice performed ; I left her in the Hands of the 
Priefts, who having exhorted*her to render herfelf 
worthy, by her Conftancy, of the Happinefs that 
attended her, they put her into the Hut, and pre- 
fented to her, according to Cuftom, a lighted Torch, 
to fet Fire to it herfelf. I retir'd towards f&bib's 
Country-Houfe, in fuch a Difpofition of Mind, as. 
even I myfelf cannot defcribe in Colours enough 
lively ; I was fo difturb'd, fo forlorn, that I knew 
not what I did ; I turn'd every now and then my 
Eyes towards the Place of the Ceremony, and the 
Flames of the Pile which I faw rifing into the Air, 
rent my Heart afunder. 

At laft I came to Habib's ; as foon as he faw me, 
he aflced the Caufe of my Trouble, and of the Dif- 
order which appear'd in me: I told it him, and that 
generous Friend anfwer'd me, Tear for Tearj thofe 
that I fhed during the Relation. I am furpriz'd, 
faid he, that Canzada would perifh to follow an old 
Lord, whom,, according to all Appearance, fhe did 
not love. Why, faid I, interrupting him, was it 
then in her Power to have furviv'd him ? Are not 
the Wives here obliged to burn themfelves with the 
Vol. II. £ Bodies 
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Bodies of Aeir Hatbands ? No, T^fA Habit* thejr 
are not confined to facrifice thejnfelves : On the 
contra^jr, the QoverrjpT of the City, by the King's 
Order,, caufes tbe ; t$Cidows thataflc to be burnt,, t<j 
come before him,: He interrogates them- upon the 
Reafbns of fo fatal a Defigp, and he endeavours to 
pcdwJe trfem to.defift from- it. In (hort, he will 
not grant them Leave to die, but when they are fa 
obftinate as. absolutely to demand it of him. 

T : hy$ -C*wfZfwfo, purfiiod - h$» wad very willing, to 
die, pervaded, as all Women are, who facrifke 
ttemfelves,. that; £be ihould. produce to herfel£ by a 
gjorious-and voluntary Deatji, an eternal HappiiKfo 
§etides,;flie may have been urg'4 on, by the Ho* 
nours that are paid to thole miferabje Vi&ims after 
their Death, for their Memories here are held in 
Veneration ; even Statues are erected to them a* 
mofig thofe of the Pagpds. In, a Word, they am 
regarded as Deities, $ and this,. no Doubt, is what 
infpites our Women, who demand to die, with that 
puxy 9 which makes them Jook upon the Preparation' 
of their Sacrifice, without changing. Colour* 

4"hefe Reflections of Habib caus'd me tq make 
others. I represented tQ4nyfelf^ that if Ganxafa had 
loy'd. oae as-much as I.lov'd'her, (he would* not- have 
been fo ready to burn herfelf j , that flic would h^vc 
made me before-hand, a Propofal, that if I would 
marry hfcr on the Conditions w&ich I had rejected, 
(he would r not (acrifice herfelf \ that (lie oqght to 
have put me to this Proof, which undoubtedly would 
have very much perplexed me. 

I had good Reafon to copifort myfelf for her 
peath, an^l yet I could not think of it» without re T 
pewing my Sof «w. Sir, faid I to. H#bib^ wjutever 
Reafons I have to forget Camoda^ I defpair of eyer 
doing it, and I cannot ftay any longer at Ssrendib 
after what has happen'd ; give me Leave to go hence* 
gnd return to Bafra. My Holt would not conft rain 

me, 
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n», but contented; wfe went to Serendeb the next 
Morning, and the firft Thing I did upon my com- 
ing thither, was to inquire for aaiy Ship that was- 
to go fooneft from tbeice to my Part of JSb&r: I 
was informed,. that one^ of iSarat* laden with Cali- 
coes, was iuft arrived in. the Port, and that her 
Cargo would foon Be fotd off. I refclved to make 
jufe of thi& Opportunity, and waiting for the Day 
of my Departure, I led a very melancholy Life with 
Habib. Whatever Oare. my Friend- took to over* 
come.' nay Melancholy, he cobM not conquer it} 
he fpared nothing to compafi his End; no Day 
mSA&y in which he did. not find out fbme new* 
I>rverfion,add every Meal we eat, was.accompany'd 
with Dancing and Concerts of Mufick. 
_* He faiFd not to have at -hb Houfe every Day 
the fineft Dancers* who are under the Prote&ion 
of the Governor, and whom it is the Cuftom for 
private Men to hire, to dome to their Houfes and 
divert them* [There are in many Places of the In- 
dies, Societies of Women Keens' d by their Sovereigns* 
and protecled by the Governors of the Cities where they 
are eftabiijh'd* and to whom tvey pay an annual Tri- 
bute. Thefe Dancerr go to private Petfons Hmfes* 
whenever they ' are defir'd* . to* dance for money. They* 
are mngmfkttitly drefs x d* adorn* d with Jewels* and 
fir the' mojl Part will not refufe a Lover? who is li- 
beral; but it is not permitted to infult them \ and the leafl 
Violence that is offer* d them* never goes unpunijh 9 d: Their 
Dances are generally Jigs* very agreeable, but a Uttlt 
fafcivims.] Habib tiop'd that fome of thefe Girls, 
who make no Vows of Chaftity, might engage me, 
and barafli the Thoughts of Canzada from my Re- 
membrance. In fhort, he was riegle&ing^ nothing 
to make his Defign fucceed, when a Slave came 
to his Houfe to afk for me, and defir'd to fpeak 
with me in private. It was the fame Slave that I 
met with on my Arrival at Serendib* and who had' 
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made me fair Pro'mifes, which he had riot perform'd. 
Sir, faid he, ' I proteft it is not my Fault that you 
have not feen me fooner; my Miftrefs forbid me 
to fpeak to you again, and Ldurft not difobey her. 
She was a Princefs of true heroick Virtue, and would 
have no more Converfationwith you ^ She was not 
content only to be faithful to a Husband Ihe did not„ 
love; (he burnt herfdf -with him, to gain the Vc-» 
v neration of the Gentiles: But to lay no more on 
that Subject, let us leave her to the Enjoyment of 
a Happinefs ihe bought too dear; and come to the 
Bufiriefs that has. brought *me hrther.* J am, at pre- 
fent, Slave to another Lady, who is not lefs fair than 
Canza'da? and who loves you more : I underftand 
you are upon the Point of embarking for Jiurat i 
but before your Departure, I would advife you to 
make ufe of the good Fortune that prefents itfelf. 
I was more furpriz'd than pleas'd at the- Slaved 
Difcourfe. Friend, faid I, 'tis with Grief that I 
fee myfelf reduced ta be ungrateful to the favoura- 
ble Sentiments, your new Miftrefe hath conceived 
for me: The Image of Canzada is always in my 
Thoughts, and leaves me little Relifli for new Ad- 
ventures, The Lady whom you ferve, ought to 
pardon me, if I refufe her Favours 5 having never 
feen her, my Indifference can be no Offence. 

It muft be confefs'd, reply'd the Slave, that I am 
not fortunate in my Negotiations; neverthelefs, I 
am certain, that if you would difcourfe a Moment,, 
the Perfon I fpeak of, you would be charm'd with 
her, whatever Obligations you may have had to 
Canzada. You are miftaken, reply'd I to the Slave, 
you are us*d to judge* wrong of the Motions of the 
Heart j you imagin'd that vour former Miftrefs 
lov'd me ftill, and would defire nothing more than 
to fee* me, when (he fhould be acquainted with 
my Arrival at Serendib. I agree, faid he, interrupt, 
ting me, that you are in the right to reproach me 
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thus,' but upon this Occafion believe that 1 art a 

little furer of what I advance; .give me Leave only 

to come for you this Night, and to carry you to the 

Place appointed. No, cry'd I, no, I cannot prevail 

with myfelf to believe you ; I know Women too 

well, to put her whorh you now fpeak of upon a 

like Trial. What a"Vexation woultT flie be in, if 

flie found I could not love her ? It was in vain for 

the Slave to afliire me flie was a Lady that would 

hearken to Reafon, and would not impute to me my 

Conftancy to Canzada as a Crime. 1 refus'd to fee 

her : I perfuaded myfelf after this, I (hould hear no 

more of the Slave or the Lady; but he found me 

.out the fame Night, and brought me a Letter, 

which he put into my Hand, and which contained * 

thefe or the like Words. The Conversation you have 

bad with my Slave, gives me more PUajure than Pain ; 

he increafes the Impatience I had to fee you, and if you 

are Jo- really taken up with Canzada as you appear to 

be, both you and JJhall prefently be better Jatisfied with 

each other. 

Thefe myfterious Words gave me Room for mucft 
Speculation ; or, to fpeak more properly, thev 
feem'd written at Random. I could not however 
refift the Deft re I had of clearing up this Matter im- 
mediately : I follow'd the Slave, who conducted me 
to a little Houfe, and led me into a very plain Lodg- 
ing, where he left me, faying, he would acquaint 
the Lady I was there. I did not wait long for her; 
fhe came, but think what a Condition I was in, 
when, having feen her, I knew her to be the Prin- 
cefc Canzada herfelf, who I believ'd was reduced to 
Aihes. 

The three Auditors of Aboulfaouaris feem'd very 
much amazed, when he told them that he found 
Canzada (till living, after her Funeral Solemnity : 
He perceiv'd it, and fmiled, then continued his Re- 
lation in this Manner. I believ'd it at firft to be an 
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Apparition) and tlje Features of a Lady wjfo w«p 
the moil dear to me in the World, put qSe in as 
.great Difmay, as a real Spe&re could have produced) 
jhe obferved my Cojifuiuon, and could not forbear 
laughing. AbeulfawariS) faid (he, 'twas not to fright 
you that I defir'd to fee you; 'tis not Ca?tza4<z 7 8 
Shade you fee, 'tis (he herfelf : Your Surprize indeed 
Jias forae Foundation. We cannot, without being 
moved, fee a Perfon appear on 3 fudden, whom we 
believe to be dead & but J will difpei your Fear, by 
telling you that I am yot .alive. 

At the fame Time (he told me how (he had brib'd 
the Chief Prieft of her Law, and after what Man* 
ner that pious Perfon had fav'd her from the Flames, 
for a confiderable Sum of Money. He caus'd, fibe 
/aid, a Paffage to be m^tde pwv^ely under Ground 
by the other Priefts, whom he trufted with the 
Secret. The Funeral -Pile was eie&ad over that 
Subterranean Pafla&e, into .which J defcended, aftw 
having fet Fire tp the Reeds that confumexl nothing 
but my Hu{band*s Body. The Night being »CQrae% 
and all the Spectators retired^ the Chief Prioft him- 
felf .conducted me to this Houfq, that I bad c^au&d 
to be hir'd befoue-hand by a faithful Slave. 

But, my Prince^ faid I, what obliged you to 
deceive the People, by a pretended Death ? Why did 
you feign to joUow* your aged Hufband f They did 
not force you to die with him, you might have 
fpared that Diffimulation. No, replied the Lady, I 
found mjyfelf in a Meceffity of what I have done} 
you will be convinced of this: Truth, whenj teU 
you that 1 have a Dcfip to join. wF4e^JW% 
to abjure Idolatry, and to go to Bafra with you, tp 
ptofels the Religion of Mohamet. It muft have been 
your Prophet himfelf that iafpircd me with thi* 
great Enterprize ; but that I v might execute it witrw 
out Danger, I was obliged to do what I. have. .done. 
My Relation* beifcving HKldead* I jQUi wifhpM Fe*r 
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go.frcnfc StraOki and/uni«e my Lor to yours. This 
was die only Motive that urg*d me Co an Adion, 
that not only amazes you, but has without Doubt 
aftonifh'd ail the World befides; for they know 
very well that 1 did not love die old Lord, whom I 
married only in Obedience to the King. They 
imagined that the Vanity of paftng for a Heroine, 
and to have a&atae among the Pagoda, had indu- 
ced me to burn xnyieif with my Husband's Body ; 
but my Reaibn* or perhaps: the llove I have for you, 
made me reflet: more maturely on this fupetftitious 
Sacrifice. 

• And is it then, my Queen, faid I, in Favour of 
Abtulfaimaris, that you have employ'd this ingenious 
Stratagem ? Was it to live with me, that you re- 
folv'd to go frdm Ceylon ? And is it to crown mi 
with Joy, that you -arerefolv'd to follow -the Do&rine 
of lour gBcat Prophet? Oh beautiful Cantada / 'tis at 
this Moment you make me the happieft of Men. In 
laying thefe Words, \ flung nvyfclf it her Knees, 
and embraced them with Tranfport. Rife up, 
AbQttkfmuaris, replied fee, I doiibt whether you have 
fteafcm to boaft fo much of your Happinefs ; Ganza- 
da is no longer (b precious a Conqcceft : Alas ! I am 
not now Miftrefs of all the Riches I gave you with 
my Heart; : I have given the beft Part of them to 
die Priefts that ferv'd me, and I paid doar to the 
Governor of Cfylan^ for his Permiffion to burn 
nryfelf with my deceased Hu&and. 
- At thefe Words, jvhklt gave me fo fair an Oo 
vafiori to declare my Love, I bok'd on the Lady 
'with an Air of ^Tendernofs, and faid: Maw ttnjuft 
anuft you be, charming iCetooada, if you fafpe& mo 
of not having Sent iinents as free from SelWntiereft aa 
yours ! When in the ftatdy Palace, where yon d&- 
itain'd me, you exposed to xny Eyti all your Trea«- 
fure r I call Heaven to witnds, that" my Hoart was 
• fet on you alone, 
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Nor was this all: I infifted very much on my Ab* 
horrence of all felfUh Defigns, and I at length per- 
suaded her, that it was her Perfon only that I lov'd. 
Then fhe told me, that my Sentiments were fuch as 
flie defir'd ; but that flie was not ftjript of all her 
Riches, and that flie had Jewels enough ftili to 
make her fuch a Fortune, as I fhould have Reafon 
to be content with. Afterwards, flie fpoke of the 
Mifchiefs flie had occafion'd me, and faid* flie had 
Sufficiently atoned for then! by her Grief. We 
agreed, after this, to go for Bafra as foon as poffible* 
which came to pafs a few Days after ; for the Veflel 
of Surat bad foon- difpofed of- her Cargo, bought 
other Goods, and was quickly in a Condition to fail. 
When it was Time to be gone, I took Leave of my 
Landlord, went to Canzada, and conduced her 
that Night to the Harbour, where I embark'd with 
her, and fome faithful Slaves who carried hfc% 
Jewels. 

We arrived at Surat without having run the leaft 
Danger, and found there a Ship of Bafra that was 
returning Home. We made ufe of the Occafion* 
and, as if Heaven was willing to let us know that 
it favoured us, we arriv'd at Bafra the moft forttir 
ttately in the World. 

No Joy can be equal to that of my Father when 
Jie faw me again ; after our firft Embraces, I pre- 
sented Canzada to him, whofe Quality I had no 
need to boaft of; her noble Air and her Beauty 
confefs'ji at full what flie was ; be receiv'd her with 
the . higheft Tokens of Eftefcm* and conceiv'd for 
rher jill the Tendernefs of a Father. When he 
& new. all her Story, which I related to him in the 
Terms of a paflionate Lover, I then gave him an 
Account of my Travels; afid he afterwards in* 
■form'd me, that he had receiv'd my Pearls from 
the Captain, who took upon him, to deliver my 
Share to hini. \ 

" * My 
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My- Father and I conducted the Lady to th* 
Cady, who made her abjure her idolatrous Faith, 
before a great many Witnefles ; then he aik'cf her, 
if (he contented that I fhould be her Hufband? She 
anfwer'd, that it was the deareft Define of her 
Heart ; and upon that Aufwer the Judge married 
us. My Father, to celebrate our Nuptials, prepared 
a fplendid Feaft, to. which he invited all our Rela- 
tions and Friends ; and for fix Days together* there 
jfrere Rejoicings in our Family. 
, ThusrI have given ypu an Account of my firft 
Voyage. I' have told you fome Tranfe&ions that are 
very uncommon j but I have others more extraordi- 
nary to tell you* I will give you a particular* Rela- 
faQn of my fecond Voyage To-morrow, and you will 4 
be convinced, that there never h3ppen'd, perhaps to* 
any Man, fuch odd Adventures as to me. Here the 
Great Traveller, Abmlfaouaru^ left off ipeaking, as 
well to take. Breath,* as for Fear. he ihould weary his 
Auditors, The Caravan? mean Time, went forwards,* 
and having made that* Day a longer Journey thart> 
ordinary, it ftopt at the Foot of a Mountain, in a 
Place very convenient to incamp in. They pitch- 
ed their Tents, refrefli'd themfelves, and went to* 
fleep ; arid* the next Morning they continued their' 
Journey. 

The King of Damafcusi Atalmuky* and Seyfcl Mu- 
huty defir'd Abouifamarls to continue the Relation - 
of his Adventures, which he willingly did; and, 
refuming Jus Story,., went on in this Manner.

But alas t How great is the Mis- 
take of M*n, to imagine, th& human Felicity fhoukfc 
laft fer^Length of Yeaw ! All our Days are fi* 
blended with Succefles and Misfortunesy that the 
fame Inftant* in which we enjoy the higheft Plea- 
fares, often precedes the very Moment m which. 
We are to feel the greateft Pains. 

Some Months after my Marriage, my Father diedv 
I divided his Eftate with a Brother I then had. His 
Name was Hour \ he was defirous to improve 'his 
Eftate by Commerce ; he bought a Ship, and 
freighted it with Commodities, which he intended: 
to go and fell in the Kingdoms* oi Malabar. He 
laid out all his Portion in this Venture ; at length, 
he fet Sail, but had noSuccefe; be was fhipwreck*&. 
near Ornittt^ and could fave nothing but his own 
Perfon. I faw him come back almoft naked, in 
the moft deplorable Condition in the World ; I 
took Fity of him, I receiv'd him into my Houfe^ 
and fet him up for a Merchant a feeond Time \ 
but he returned Home no richer than the firft; in- 
ftead of repairing his Lofc, he was fllipwreckM 
again, and having now too fav*d only his £ife from. 
the Fury of the Waves^ he came to inform me at - 
Bafra of his new Misfortunes. 

I was grievM at his ill Succefe, and. fpar'8 nothing: 
to comfort him. Brother, faid I, you- know that 
our Misfortunes, as well as* our Prosperities, are 
mark'd down on the Table of Predeftinatioru, 
What will it ayail you to afflict yourfelf ? Yoa 
ought rather to return Thank* to ifcaveh for (pur- 
ring your Life ; leave off trading, Tand live at Eafe 
with me;, you fha'M want fo$ nothing. 

He accepted tne Oflfef Ipropbfed to him; he (raid 

at my Hoir&i and^ finding bf tittte and little thlfe 

Charms of Jdlenefs> he paflfcif b&'Days agreeably in. 
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walking, and diverting Mmfclf with his Friends. Oil" 
my Pare, I was w*hbffy taken tfp- With rhp Cfcreotf 
pieafing Cttrtzada^ and tty firrrtrm liar tyftfc Annrfe* 
merits t I always tovM. to five great, aifd my 'Income, 
though confidefatfe ehough, licA befing fuffitfent to 
maintain as after* the ftfermer tve rr^td, I perceived^ 
after forne Years, that my Patrimony was very much 
climinifhed. The Fear of coming to Want, mad? 
me think to prevent ft ;< J refolv*d to join Stocks, 
with a rich Merchant,' md to go and traffick in the 
Kingdom of Gdconda. ' • . • : . . -i 

■ It was not without Troubfe, that -my Wife con* 
fented Iihould take fo tens a Voyage : However,' 
ftie yielded to my Reaforrs, in Hopes of my returrr- 
mg to Bafra loaded with Riches, and that then F 
would pafs the reft of my Days with her, without 
Trouble. Thus I errter'd into Partnerflnp* with a* 
Merchant, whofe Hbnefty I was well aftiired of. We* 
.Bought Merchandises to fell them ztSitrai, intend- 
ing to take in others there, to exchange them at 
Golcmda. The Day of my Departure being come, 
T forced myfelf away from Canzzda's Tears, and 
embracing Hoar, faid to him ; Farewel, Brother, T 
feave you to take Care of my Honfe, and to manage 
mf Eftatfc ; hufband well the Remains of my For* • 
tane, and let not my Honour fufrer in my Abfence. ' 
f recommend to you above all Things, to take Carp ' 
of my Wife. Keep a watchful Eye over her ; I' 
mean not over her Aftions, fof I know her Virtue 
too well to have the leaft Miftruft of it, but over 1 
the evil Defigns that fome Enemy of my Repofe • 
may have upon' her. In a Word, take Care that at- 
rty Return, I may find that precious Dfepofft, 1 firch 
as! now trtift you with. : : 

fbur, at this Diffcourfe, boafted to rf*e the Nice- * 
ty of his Honour, and promifed to give me a good Ac- 
count of his Commiffion, adding, that our near Al- • 
fiance «> Blood, made him- loofcoiv the Employment 
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1 |avc him as bis own prooer Bufintfe Upo* tfce 
Faith of that Promifc, my Maod being, eafy, 1 went: 
aw^y with my Partner $ we ft* SatLand arriv'd at 
Surety having alL along had a favourably Wind : 
.There we fold our Commodities and bought others, 
for which wt thought we fhould have a good Mar- 
ket at Golconda*, and then we put to Sea again. 
^ I oafs, over jn Silence the Calms andTempefts, that 
binderM us from arriving at the Kingdom of Got? 
cpndd fix foon as we hop'd;, we landed at laft, and 
made a good Profit of our Goods. My Partner* 
underjtaijaing Jewels very well, and we being in the 
only Kingdom of the Worlds where they nnd tha 
moft beautiful. Diamonds, we laid out the beft Part 
qf our Money to buy fame, not doubting but to 
fell them again at Bagdad, foe. four. Times as much, 
as they con: u& Satisfied with the Gain we. had al- 
ready made by our Merchandises^ and with that 
we hoped to make again by our Jewels, vtk did not: 
ftay long at Gokonda^ but departed in, a fbort Time 
to return, to Bo/ha* 

Our Ship- (aird merrily with a fair Wind, and/ 
we flattered ourfejves, as all Travellers do, that we. 
fhould arrive fafely at the Port we were bound for ^ 
but one Night there arofe fi> furious a Tempeft, that 
iiv Spite of the Pilots Art, and the Seamens Labour*, 
we were obliged to abandon, ourielves toth&Storm^, 
whofe. y iolence drove us confidently out of our 
Courier £.* length; our Ship»*fter having been a great, 
many Days the^port of the Waves and.Wiod, bulc'd 
againft a Rock* that was at the Point of a defert 
Ifland. All the Crew were drowned, and only my. 
Partner and myfelf were faved* We.threw ourfelves„ 
in the Skiff, and by that Means efcaped. from the. 
Fury of the Waves.. But alas ! a Danger as terri- 
ble as that of the Temgeftythat. had. ruined us > waited, 
for us. 

We were already got to, Shore,! and were going, 
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to leap a-Land, when a Crocodile of an enormour 
Size run to us : This dreadful Animal, fupporting 
himfelf on his Forefeet, ftruck the Skiff fuch a Blow 
with his Tail, that he broke it in a thousand. Pieces* 
My Partner and I not being yet diT-eotbajrk'd,. fell 
all at once into the Water ; in. the mean Time the 
Monfter ftretching out his Throat, feized my Partner 
firft : But, while he was devouring him, I gain'd th& 
Shore, and, haftening all. I could to get away from 
the Crocodile* advanced into the IflancL 

I arriv'd at the Brink of a Fountain, whofe Wai- 
ter was as white as Milk ; I drank of it, and found 
it of an exquifite Tafte ; I thought I was drinking* 
the moft excellent Sorbet : I gathered afterwards 
fome Herbs that grew about the Fountain; I eat of 
them, and they feera'd. to me more delicious than 
the moft excellent Meats. I admir'd the. Fruitful* 
neis and. Variety of Nature,, that feem'd to take 
Delight in producing fuch different Things ; and 
all ruined as I was, I thank'd Heaven for having at 
leaft caft me on an Ifland, where I could .not die 
of Hunger, and.Thirft. I was, neverthelefs, uneafy 
on Account, of the wild Beafts; and the Fear I was 
in of becoming their Prey, btnder'd jne from taking 
any Reft, though I. had verv great Need of k» 

I went towards a WoodV whofe Trees were all 
Aloes. or Saunders j I entered it, and after having 
walked about three, hundred Paces, I found myfeU 
near a Meailow enameled with. a thoufand Sorts. of 
Flowers,, that perfum'd the Air with very, delightful • 
Odours*. In the Middle. of that Meadow there grew 
a Tree,, at leaft a hundred Cubit* high*, and whofe 
thick-leav'd and fpreading Branches caft all aroufid" 
a very dark Shade. There.- was at. the Foot of iv 
under a Tent of Brocade, a Couch, upon which 
there Lay a Man who feem'd aflbep* His Right-hand 
was refted upon a golden Cafket ; and a huge Dra- 
gon* that was . lying, by him^ held in his Mouth- % 
w Nafc- 
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Nofegay of Balm, which he put, from Time to 
Time, to the Nofe.of the Sleeper. 

At this Siffht, I was fefied with Terror. Alas *! 
laid I to myfelf, it Was to no Parpofe, thaM efcaped 
from the Crocodile: That Dragon is about to rufh 
upon mfe, and will certainly devour me. Tzr from 
daring to approach the Tent, I ran to hide myfelf 
in a Thicket, from whence I could obferve the Man 
'and the Momffer ; after having look r d on thenr (bme 
Time, I. faw tlie Drag&n come all of a fudden oat 
xrf the Tent, we flew With fuch incredible Swift- 
nefs up into the Air, that in a Moment my Eyes loft 
^ Sight of him. 

On the Departure of this Animal, I began to* 

.- take Heart ; and being extreamly defirous to know 
*whq that Man wa* that I faw ffeeping ot^ the Couch,. 
I advanced into the Meadow with a great Deal of 
Concern, and I went into the Tent ; the Perfon I 

^ was defirous to fee, was an ol4 Man, who appear'd. 
to be at leaft Sixfcare Years old, and feem'd to be 
yet aKve, though he had for many Years tafted in* 
that Place the fatal Shimber of Death, I ftaid feme 
Time to look on him ; then I took the Cafket of 
Gold, on which his Hand was lard, and, having 
opened it, I found an old Scroll of Paper, on which 
thefe! Words were written. Aftff, the Son af ffetrkia,. 
and Grand' Vifer qfSdlomon, h the aged Man that 
repofes under this Pavilion. That Mini/fer perceiving 
the lajt Hour of his Life approach, chofe this defert 
Itte to leave his mortal Remains in : He raifed this 
Pavilion in- the Middle of this Meadow, and laid him- 
felf down on his Conchy where he died after having 
writ thefe Prefents, which he , put into this Casket. 
Let all fuch as come in this Ifle, know, they will never 
more fee their Families and their Country, and that they 
willperijb here in a Jhort Time, if they have not a Cou- 
rage that is Proof to the mojl dreadffd Dangers ; tf no- 
thing is able to affright ttem^ let mm go ffejlward \ 

the? 
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tfey %oiQ find mt Aptrturt. Let tbewi mttr in hobfyr, 
mnd go forward without ftepp*ng,till th*y cwne to a Mea* 
dow, the Bsawty of which wtt mka%e them: T4>h i> 
the mly ffay fit thorn to attuin the Height of tbeit 

After having read thefe Words; I kifc'd the Wri- 
tings of jffef with great Refl^cA ; then I fell on 
my Knees, and lifting up* ray Eyes to Heaven-: O 
Lord, cried I; you have Companion of me, and' 
will not fcn%r me to pertfh in thefe fatal Abodes^ 
fince you have opened me a Way to get hence* 
Great Prophet of the AAtffklmom,youj without doubt*, 
have a great Share in this new FavMr that I receive 
from the mod High, continue to preite& me. ft 
was by your Atisfhnce,. that I got out of the Pits- 
m which the perfidious Hyxottm left me ; for&ke mer 
not then in the Dangers into which I am going 
to throw rnyfelf. 

Then, without lofing Time, I' bent my Way ^k 
wards the Weft, and foon arrived at the Foot of 
the Mountain, where I perceived efieAuaRy a large 
Aperture, whofe frightful Obfcurity did not invite 
me togo in ; but I trufted too much in die Writings 
©f Jffef* to fear any- Things I went in without bogg- 
ling, and advanced with Boldnefe, though I wa* 
forced to grope my Way, being unrounded with the 
thickeft Daricnefs* I perceived that I went down- 
wards, as 1 continued conftamty to go forward with- 
out refting ; I toad Reafbn to think, after having de- 
fcended for fifteen or twenty Hours, that I was cer- 
tainly going down to the Dwellings of the terreftriaE. 
GerriL At laft, the Night that environed me, dif- 
perfed,. and I faw the Day-light again, which I 
thought i had loft for ever : A Meadow, decked 
with a thouiirtd Sorts of Flowcrt that I had never 
feeh ^before, and Trees loaded with the moft beau-* 
Mil *Frw'ts, presented themfelves all on a fudden to 
my Eyes j 1 wentdi*e&ly to oneof the Trees and 
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rat of the Fruit ; then I lay down on the Grafs r/o 
repofe myfelf, and fell aflcep. When I waked, I 
Aw with bwprize, twelve or fifteen black and meagre 
Genii about me, who had fparkling faucer Eyes* 
I obferved they were like Men in the Face, but fome 
had 1 a tang Horn in the Middle of their Foreheads, 
and Dbgp Tails ; and others, frx>m.the Waift down* 
wards,, were made like Lizards. 

Son oiiAdam^ faidone of them to <me* what Chance 
has brought you among the terrcftrial Genii ? I told 
them all. my Adventure, after which aaother-of them 
laid to me, you {hall flay with us,, and be amired we 
will do you no Injury; when, you have ferved us 
fome. Years, we will in Recommence tranfport you 
into what Place of the World you have a Mind 
to go to. I had no (boner anfwer'd that I con fen ted ^ 
but they (aid to me, you have done right to yield of 
your own Accord to our Defires ; for we could have 
faced you with us in Spite of you. At thefe Words 
they took and carried me away, into the Air, and 
they made me paft over many Mountains and Seas* 
before I came to their Habitation*; which confided 
of an infinite Number of Caycrns, every one of which 
belonged to a Genius, Somef of them liv'dm Foun- 
tains, and, others in Precipices* 

Iftaid a whole Year with tbei&GeniH living on 
Herbs ; As- for them, the Bones, of which Mert 
had. eaten the Flefli, were there ordinary Food. This 
they took to be choice Vi&tals; and Iremembeti 
that fotnetimes in gnawing of a Bone, they would 
extol the Excellency of the Nourishment ; they ac~ 
cufed Men aUo of having an ill Tafte, in loving the 
Flefh better than the Bones. That they might not 
want Provisions, there were Genii, whofe fole Bu- 
finefs it was to go ancLfetch Bones for them* Thofc 
Genii brought them plentifully fronvall Parts of the 
World, and. above al^ the Bones of . Tartarian 
Mares* which they were very fond of* 

Ther 
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The Pobrnefc of ray Fare among rfiojfe curfed 
Genii, and the Neceffity of being their Slave, were 
not my greateft Trouble. What pierced my Heart 
with the moft lively Grief, was their Contempt of 
the Alcoran and Mahomet. They forbad me to 
pray, to ufe the Ablution, and to pronounce the 
Techbir. [The Techbir is, when me fays, that God is 
above all Things, Allahou Acbar.] How dangerous 
foever it was for me to difobey them, I did not fail 
to take my Opportunity fo well, that I did fometimes 
by Stealth what they forbad me. One Day bfeing 
alone in the Cavern where I ferVd, I made the 
Ablution ; and while I recited fbme Sentences of 
the great Prophet, I heard the Air refound with 
Cries of Joy and Hymns in Praife of the moft 
High. Amazed at this Novelty, I went prefentljr 
out of the Cavern, to know the Caufe of to great a 
Change : I faw many Genii, cloathed in white, 
and who wore the Habits of the religious Order of 
the Sophts. Thefe were jolly fat Gemt, and as 
beautiful as the others were horrible. Thefe two 
Sorts of Genii had been fighting; and the beautiful 
having obtained the Vi&ory, celebrated it with their 
Hymns, and gave Thanks to Heaven; they kept 
fome of their Enemies, chained, and had put the reft 
to Flight. 1 could not content niyfelf at this Sight, 
but, mixing my Voice with thofe of the Conque- 
rors, cried with all my Might, There is no other 
God but God, and Mahomet is his Prophet* 

A Troop of the victorious Genii hearing me 
(peak thus, came about me ; Who are you, faid one 
to me, and who could teach you thefe Words t We 
did not know that there was a Mujjulman in this 
Place ; from whence came you, and how got you 
hither? I firtisfied their Curiofityr; then they car* 
ried me to the Genius that they regarded as their 
King; be afkfd me the fame Queftions y and I an- 
fwer'd him after the iame Manner ; He enquired of 
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Ijrffc whtft Religion I was of, did I had no (boner . 
ft id that I wa$, a Mahometan* but he cried outv 
iHappy -is he. that is*of the People of Mahomet ! Then 
J he a&'d ihe my Name, and when I had told hiraj 
jiboulfaouafis, replied he, I am ravifh'd that you are 
•delivered from the 'Hands of the unbelieving Genii; 
Thofe miferable Wretches would have killed yoa 
one Day or other); you may from henceforth aban> 
idon yourfelfj to Joy, ftnfceyou are with Genii, who 
profefe as weiltas^y&u the ReKgion of Mahomet* 

That King took infenftbty a Friendship for me, 
and taking me to be 1 throughly verfed in the Know- 
ledge, as well' of what is. forbidden, as permitted m 
the Mahometan Religion, he ordained me his Iman : 
So I cried Ezan atihe Hours of Prayer, [Ezan, that 
Vx, to cati to Prayers,] I-feid the Saiaotmat, [That is to 
fay, God bkfis Mahomet,] rod il 'pronounced the Tech* 
,bir. When I fafed, the Genii fafted alfo : I read 
ttnd explained to them wery ©fey the Alcoran, and 
the Commentaries upon it; lgain ? d their Efteerti, 
and bectfftle at length fo confidbaraUe among them, 
(that they undertook nothing before they had confut- 
ed me, and they had a great Etefpe& for my Fa- 
touas. [iFateuas figrifies Determinations and Decrees 
aftheAhftTsS]: . 

One Night I dneam'd that 1 was at Medina* in 

the Raadza. [They call the Garden where Mahomet 

Hes interr'd at Medina, Kaotisa :] That 1 faw Can- 

zada come in that holy Garden, that fhe had a lari- 

-guifemg Air, and that fhe went to Mahomet's 

Tomb:; Ihe dhreAed the following Words to the 

Great Prophet O Mahomet! to wh«ri I have 6- 

cfrficed the Idols that I -ador'd, have .Companion on 

a Woman who hat fulfilled exaflSy the Duties of t 

-thy Se&: Heftoee to her y her dear Ifa£batid, wfaofe' 

Abfence file cannot hear any longer. Let him come 

-back again to Bafra to defend a Heart I have gw&i 

him, and which Aittwal would jraacdh fzotn 'him. 
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I.W^tal:-* .ttafe Woribc. Ad imconcehwi*! 
Tro*hfc fc»ed! iny Spirited and 1 took from this 
Brtfam a» tutftappy iPtefige. I fancied, say. Wife 
was eHpofed to fame Attempt formed againat my 
Honour, .aod I cooM :not take my Mind off from 
that cruel Image, which/ phing'd :ine ,m r a .profound 
Melancholy. The King. of the Genii feon pcroeivM 
it, and kid to me : Oilman, what troubles you i -Jtt 
mortal >Swine{s hae for fame Days .appeared inyettt 
Look*: Yoci aie <wefc*ny, ho doubt, of being there; 
Great King, anfwer'd l[ after all the iKindtiefeyott 
have fbewn afce, after the Modes of AffcAion, I 
have mccUY'd fnaro -the Mahometan Genii, I could 
m*» without Ingratitude, have a Dcilre to Leave 

Joit; but Lought odt to .hide from -.you, . that another 
leaforr bboer* me faun Iking content: Then I told 
hini toy D&am, and cx>nfe&d tt> iiim that that 
ahwe was d&he £aijfe of my MBHSkwt}.. I cstmet 
ttfce k mmi&rof you, reply 'd Jthe Ring,, fitfeeymt 
haw a- Wife nbat ym dove, that you thWk of her, 
sod defireijo be who her 4 How far y added be, do 
jkm think k is from benae to Bafra f Know, thai 
it is a Journey that -will coft you fourfcore ant \m 
Years Travel ; jbut the naoft High'God hath ren- 
deHd.thc nioflr remote Countries nearto<us, where* 
ever We jace ; therefore* in Spite of the Diftance of 
Place, Twill '.order a Genius to cany you to the 
City w^iere you urereJ>orn, and yoa<flaall fliortly tfee 
indeed, that Canxadd y whom youfaw in a Dream, 
la %fcg«his, Ihei took one by the Hand} handled tntf 
to th& Shore of a Kpd- Sea, where he rfheftrtf me art 
Maud: Eta you fee} iaid he, that Maud, where 
fcete fiaads a Rock, who&Top touched tbe<2kkfdsiJ 
Yes, Sir, aniiwerM I : Well then, replied -he* that 
Rock, which feems fo like alortreft, fc hollow^ 
and ferves as a Prifon for the Genii who arefofid^I% 
and fall into my Hands. At tbefe Words, ** l***** 
me upr from, the Ground, and cornel me into- that 

Ifland*. 
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Tfttnd. We approach'd thcRocfc, andfaWa very 
thick Iron Gate Bar. that was (hut; He commanded 
it to 1>e opened, and was obey'd in a Momenta We 
went in the Rock, where I few an infinite Number 
of Genii loaded with Chains, among whom, I knew 
thofe-agajn, whole Slave I was. 
* There was, among others, an Afrite, of a huge 
Size, and horrible ugly, £ An Afrite fignifies an In~ 
Jfdei Gmius 9 not a Muj/ulman.} He was not chain' d 
like the others. He was bound to the Rock by vafl 
Rings of Iron, in fuch a Manner, a^ deprived hint 
of the Liberty of making the leaft Motion. The 
King, addreffing himfelf to hhn, faid; Thou mife- 
rable Wretch, doft thou know how much thou art 
obliged to me ? Great King, anfwer'd the Afrite, I 
know very well how much. I ajfe indebted to you ; I 
have a thoufknd Times merited the, moft cruel Tor- 
ments, and you have had the Goodnefs to forgive 
me: Well, replied tire King, thou feeft me even 
now in the Mind to fet thee at Liberty. Sip, an- 
fwerM the Afrite, * this A& of Geiierofity is not 
fupri^ing in you; you have oftentimes given Hie 
my Liberty. I give it thee again, reply'dthe King? 
but upon this Condition, in the firft Place, that 
thou follow. the Sect of Mahomet, aW^cany this 
Muffulman to Bafira: In the next Place, I will 
have thee do it in a very ihort Time. I will carry 
him in three Hours, faid the Genius* and Ipromue 
to perform all vour Majeft/s Orders exa&ly. Then 
the. King turn d himfelf to me, and feid; Know, 
young Man, that this Afrite is jnifchievous, deceit* 
ful, treafchefQus and wicked ; J dare not triiffc tafafe 
Promifes*3 I fear he will play! you' fodoe Trick; and 
therefore it is fit I fhould precaution you again ft 
bim : I will* continued he* teach you a Prayer- 
You need but fay it when you are on the Afrite's 
Bagk, and be aflur'd, that he can do you no Hurt^ 
At the fame Time,, he faid the Prayer, to me r the 
t Word* 
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Words of which were thcfe : Be praifed, mojl 
High as thy Heavens praife thee: Be praifed r ," O mojl 
High -as" thy Seas and thy Earth ^praife thee: tie 
praifed \> O mojl High, as iby Angels and Prophets 
praife thee. 

1 When I had learnt that Ptfayer by Heart, the 
King order'd the Afrite to be unloosed from the 
Rock, and put me himfelf on his Back, after having 
firft bound my Eyes, to hinder me, as he faid, from 
feeing on the Way, Things that might fright me. 
Ahoulfaouaris,\h\A he afterwards, 1 demand one 
Thing of you, for the Kindnefe I have (hewn you. 
When you have embraced your Family atBafraj 
I define you to go in my Name to Omar, the Com* 
mander of the Faithful, and Aly BenAby Taleb, Son* 
in-Lawof Mahomet: Tell them that there -are un- 
der the Earth a Nation of Muflulmen Genii,, who 
never eat without' faying the Bifmillah r [Bifmiln 
lafa, that is to fay, in the Name of God. It is the 
Grace the Mahometans y&y before they eat,] who per-* 
form the Ablution, and fay all the Mahometan Pray- 
ers, and who fight Pay and Night againft another 
Nation of Genii, who are difobedient to the Law 
of Mahomet. 

I made an Oath to acquit myfelf exa&ly of the 
Charge of the Commiffion he gave me. Then I 
went out of the Rock with the Genius, who car- 
ried me on his Back. Take care, young Man, 
cry*d the King, never ceafe faying the Prayer I 
taught you: The Afrite will be fubje£t to you no 
longer than he hears you fay it. If you neglect 
this Advice that I give you, you run the Riik of 
being loft. 

'Twas not without Reafon, that the King of the 
Muflulmen Genii had fo earneftly recommended to 
me to recite the Prayer without ceafing. I knew 
in a little Time the Confequence of it. If I was a

SonaetUBea I perceived that 
the G«riiu& attended* foefre times tbtft Imp defcendedy 
and< aB other .Tfaaoes he .»is'^ horrible Tefopefta, 
thinking by thefe Meaas to frighten me,, add make 
mb fail:;. Hut tn-SpittUofi \Vihat he could rio^ I Joept 
feft an his Back* 

However, whatever Care I t<&k to fepeat the 
potent Wwiris, which wore all my Safety, I could 
not: refrain from listening !tt> a canfusfd Noi&ittf 
Voices that> I JieartL in i the Air; nay mercer beitig 
willing to fee whatit was,v I%a5 fo jmprtodejit, as 
to puff off with i. one Hand rayBanddge, torfansfy 
my (Turiofity. I few a great many Genii, etoecy 
enecofv avpamcubtf Sttape, ,w^ 
Air, Tiie Yeilings they* made wWle :they fought* 
and/the Mannerr they; changed on. one another, tonfc 
up> niy AubaUonV fon foine Timfc. I Jbrgot fcoimy 
my Prayer v add\the/Afb te v makUjgufe ofiny At* 4 
ienoecdr Nlmd, ifcing. nte- into a Sea> .river, wttcfi 
wewiere, and* mixkt hinafrlf among the Combatanlsi 
Being: not far foooi the Shgrt, jaitd knowing per- 
fectly .how/ , to. fwim, Lfooa got. to, Land, and. JeifsVi 
the Earth devbutly a thoufand Timesv thanking 
Hfeatfe*r;Er niy'Ddive*ia©oc~ ^BUr/lSio/ I had the 
Coarfolatioix>af Jiaving. edfcap'rd rtk6) Waves* on : die 
other Hand,. If aw myfdf rn a Defert, , and, to cam* 
pdeat myMifety, hopelefs of ever feeing my Wife 
and Country again. 

Wbrlft I was aiffi&ing.myfclf. at the -Condition I 
was in, and accufmg Silormx's Vificr, whofe Irtfcrip- 
tion appear' d to, me th&Ca/ufe of my Misfortunes, . I 
faw on the Surface of the Sea a little Bird conning 
on towards me. I never faw one of that Sort be- 
fore; it had a blue Head, red Eyes, yellow WingsJ 
and a green Body. This beautiful Bird, hovering 
with' its Wings, came and put its little Beak into 
my Mouth, which it ibTd with a cool and delicious

Liquor, and afterwards fpojte to me thus*; Youijg 
MufTulman, faid it, be not dilhearten'd, thou art 
oiade Choke of to ferve as : an Exemplar to the 
Men of. thy Se&: /Tis .oitfftin'd tfeat thtfyifljall onq 
Pay hear thee tejl : thy Adve^tunes^' and make a good 
life of them, Q charming Bii*d, cr^'d I, as, much 
fiirpriz'd that it fpoke^ as at what it Cud, Bird of 
good Prefage,, by what Prodigy comep.it to jpafa that 
you have, the Ufe of Speech ? Iti anftveiAi j J am the 
Bird of tfce Krofhct Ifqacy lam appointed? to take 
Care of this Saa, to aifift the unhappy MoTtak *ha{ 
eome bit her,, and above -all, the MufTulmen* T?here-» 
fore be not debited, but comfort yo¥,cft If, .and reft 
allured,, that the moit High will jtoompwwLthe 
Good, fori the Troubles they foficr during ttair. mor- 
tal Life. After having fpofcen i& this Manner, to 
(faew'd me theRo^d J oqght; to.iabi, affuriag.me; 
that I might fellow without feariag any Mifehaftce*, 
I took thei Road k fliew'd me,; arid* what it.more* 
aftonifting, I travelled forty Days without any,De-* 
fire of eating or, drinking.:. The Liquor that the 
Bird had made me fwaUdw, prefervM me from 
Hunger and Thirft. At' length I: arrived at the Foot 
of a Mountain, which was in then Middle of the 
Defert : I wen,t up to rite, Summit of k± ufron^hick 
I faW a fine Palace, built with hewn Storte: It had 
no Windows,; but ©oly a Door of Brais^ that Was* 
{hut. I fat myfelf down ia the Shade a, little Dif- 
tance from it, Whilft I was hefting myfelf, I heard 
all on a fuddei) agreat Voice, that faid to mej.Son 
of Adam y you are come hither very feafonably both 
for me and yourfelf. Immediately I caft my Eyca 
towards the ftace whence the Vl6ice came, and 
few an Afrite lying; on the Ground. He was even 
larger and more frightful than him who had fa 
treacheroufly thrown me into the Sear He had a 
Probofcis like that of an Elephant ; his right Eye 
was redder than Blood, and his left. blue. Come 

and 
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and lie down by me, continued lie, and fear no- 
thing. 

I had Need of, all my Refolutfon not to fly from 
that horrible Monfter. Neverthelefs, tho' his Figure? 
gave ftie no Caufe- to think well of him, I had , f 
the Courage to go and lay myfelf down by him. 
He feemed overjoyed to fee me. Young Man, faid 
he, of what Prophet art thou a Worfhipper ? Of 
Mahomet^ anfwerM I. So much the better, faid he, J 
'tis juft fuch a Man as thou that I have Need of; ] 
I am projecting % z great Enterprise, -which I cannot 
execute alone. But I flatter myfelf that, with thy 
AfliftanCe, I (hall bring it about. Thou may'ft de- | 
pend upon it, that if I obtain what 1 defire, I will 
crown thee with Honour and Riches; I (hall be 
Mafter of all the Kingdoms in the World that are 
inhabited by Men, and I intend to give thee one 
of fhem in Acknowledgment of thy Service. I am 
willing, anfwer'd I, to aflift you, but^ afk not a 
Crown for my Reward: All I defire of you, is to 
carry me to Bkfra* Will you promife me that? 
Yes, anfwerM he, and I fwear by the Head of thy 
Prophet that I will. Well then, replv'd I, you 
need only tell me what I muft do, and I will ac- 
quit myfelf as well as poffibly I can. 

The Afrite was overjoyed to fee me inclin'd to 
help him to bring about his Defign ; but hiving 
Reafon to diftruft him, I refolved to precaution my- 
felf againft his Malice, and to that End I began 
to recite my Prayer foftly to myfelf. During that 
Time, he drew out of nis Pocket a Handful of 
little leaden Pellets, which he put in my Hands, 
faying to me; Take thefe, and fail not to throw 
one of them at me as often as you fee me fall 
fenfelefs. I will do what you order me, faid I to 
him, and you may rely on my Word. 

Upon this Affurance, he rofe up, and I got up 
alfo, and we went towards the Palace. The Afrite,

Serpent* that blew ill Ms Fac6» and laid hi to fenib- 
le& oik the Gfebnd. Theto, catting to Mind what 
ike- Afri& had fcot^rnWlended to me, I ftruck him 
mith a PcHet, awd hi UeiroWir'd hh Seri&st Thou 
itatft cJoire right* (aid he to me ^ this W all the Ser- 
vice i a(k of thee : Cofltimte Co do the like* if I 
tihooid yet have Occaffon* Having &id this* he en* 
deckvomr\i a fecund Tkne to tfcfcfeoff thte Ring ^ but 
<*« Serpents, wiih another Blaftof his Breathy took 
owajr his-Sorries ; -hoover* 1 made him recover the 
Ufe x>f them* as before. 

Dear Muffulrnan, cry'd the Afrite, I am very much 
tobhged to thee : Know, that the dead Perfon in this 
Coffin is the Prdphet Soktndn, artd I would pofle& 
tayferf of his Seal : I mould, by the AiHftance of k» 
become Matter of aU the World, and thou mav'ft 
wdl believe that I would not then forget thy S\er* 
vices. But why* 6*d I to Wm, do you not mate 
Ufe of your Pellets to drive away this Serpent ? 
They can do nothing agaiaft him r aofwer'd he, 'tis 
only in refilling his Breath that I can do *h^t I de- 
fire. At thefe Worda, he made * third Attempt, 
and drew the Ring half way off the holy ProffheV* 
Finger ; but the fame Serpent- came at him -again, 
and with another Blaft of his Breath threw him 
down a third Tkae. 

r I tf&s.-pifcjpafing to do my Office* and had ray Ann 
already lifted up to throw a Pellet at the Genius* 
*rhen the Serpent dire&ed this Difcourfe tolne; O 
Mufiulman, forbear to fend your Affiftance to- due 
cur fed Genius. This is one of the feven Aftites *h»c 
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t ebelled agauift ttdmnt r and whom thfs Prophet flrot 
tip in the Center of the Earth, to punilH them for 
their Revolt. He defies nothing but die Pofleffion 
of thfe Ring, whofe Power he knows, and he has 
wa&ed a long Time at the Foot of the Mountain, 
where you met with him, for one that might help 
him to get it : But he flatters himfelf in vain with 
the Hopes of having this wonderful Signet, which is 
under my Pfote&ion. I am one of the Genii who 
were always faithful to SsUm'm^ and by Confequence 
Imyfetf have Hiote Strength than that Afriteand his 
fix Comrades together. Leave him then in the Con- 
dition I have putt him in, and may he remain in it 
for ever. Depart quickly from this Tomb, and trou- 
ble not the Reoofe of this holy Place any more, 
cfchefwife I fhall be obliged to deftroy you, which I 
had done already, if you had not been of the People 

of the Prophet Msthma. 

• I ahfwer'd nothing to the fefchful Genius, but by 
obeying him. I went back the fame Way I came, 
and got to the Foe* of Hie Mountain, without hav- 
ing any Occafion to make Ufe of the Pellets to drive 
away the Dragons and the Lions, which I found 
again in my Return. Thofe favage Beafts were ftill 
m the feme Condition, in which the Afrite had put 
them. I follow* d a Pad) which led me into a Pkm ; 
but before I could come to it, I was obliged to go 
bv a Cavern, Which vomited out Whirlwinds of 
Flame and Smoak. I heard aifo a frightful Noife 
of Chains, whkh -came forth from the Cavern, toge- 
ther with Complaints, Groans, Shrieks, and difmal 
Howlings. There was in the Entrance of this hor-* 
rible Place, a Monfter, whofe Uglincfs I cannot 
fully defcribe. I judged that it was another Afrite f 
becaufe it very much refembfcd thofe I had already 
feen. He was faften'd to a Rock with great Iroa 
Chains. 

He call'd to me with a Voice like Thunder.

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Young Man, faid he, ftay and anfwer me. What 
Country are you of, and of what Prophet are you 
a Follower ? I made Anfwer, that I was of Safra^ 
and that Iprofels'd theDo&rineof Mahomet. Alaho- 
met /. reply'd he, is he ftill living ? He hath chang'4 
his Abode, anfwer'd I. After he had done what 
he was fent for, he departed from this tranfitory 
World, to enjoy celeftial Pleafures. He afk'd me af- 
terwards many other Queftions. Do the Mahome- 
tans, faid he, fay their Prayers regularly, and are 
their Morals pure and innocent? They fay their 
Prayers, anfwer'd I ; but alas ! they are far from 
«>bferving inviolably the Preqepts of Mahomet. Well, 
fo much the better, replied he ; and does the Foun- 
tain of Zemzem run continually ? Yes, faid, L It 
will dry up however, faid he, and the Corruption 
will become univerfal: They will commit all Man- 
ner of Crimes with an unbridled Licentioufnefs : 
Adultery will reign every where : They will make 
falfe Oaths every Day : They will. eat S wines Flefli : * 
They will drink Wine publickly ; and Women fball 
be feen to ride a Horfeback. Ah ! faid I, that Time 
is not far off, they live already after this Manner. 

Iperceiv'd that my laft Words fill'd him with Joy. 
O Son of Adam* cry'd be. with Transport, is it poffi- 
ble that Men {hould be always, fo wicked ? What 
happy News do you tell me ! It is high Time I 
(hould get out of Bondage, and ihow myfelf to Man- 
kind. Know, young Man, added he, that I -am 
the D edged, [the Dedgeal, that is to fay, the Anti~> 
Cbrift.] I will go into the World, and fcatter my 
Plagues around. 1 At thefe Words, be fhook his 
Chains with Violence, and made fuch terrible Efforts 
to releafe himfelf, that at length he got loofe; but 
he had not Time to makf an ill Ufe of his Liberty, 
fdr two Genii cloathed in Greep inftaritly appear'd. 
They laid hold of him, and while one of them bound 
him again to the Rock, the other beat him with 
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a Club of Steel, faying to him: Stay, ftay here, ac- 
curft as thou art ; thou haft broken thy Chains too 
foon ^ wait till thou art permitted to appear m the 
World: The Hour is not yet come. 

• I was not an undifturbed Witnefe of the Scene 
that pafled before my Eyes ; I withdrew from the 
Dedgeal as foon as poffibly I could, and went into the 
Plain very much troubled, and directed my Steps to- 
wards along Walk of the moft beautiful Saunders I 
had ever feen. They reach'd to the Ditches of a 
Caftle, which I faw at a Diftance. That Cattle, 
whofe Walls were of Gold, and the Battlements of 
precious Stones, the nearer I came to it, the more 
increafed my Admiration. The Gate, to go frr, 
was of Silver, fattened with a Padlock of Emeralds.

* And indeedj I hail -no fooner read thefe Words, 
but the Door open'd. What (hall I fay to you ? I 
cannot find Words that can give you an exact Idea 
of the Things I faw in this Place. Reprefent to 
yourfelf all that your Imagination is capable to con- 
ceive of moft Tien, moft magnificent, and moft beau- 
tiful ;. and be perfua.ded that you can imagine nothing 
that can come nigh what my Eyes beheld* I faw 
a Palace built with a blue Metal, which was unknown 
to me ; but how precious foever the Materials ap- 
pear'd, the Workmanfhip furpafs'd them. The 
Structure of. the Edifice did not refembleour Way of 
Building >. one might very well judge that it could 
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not be the Work of Man. The Apartments were 
fill'd with Sofa's of Stuffs of Gold and Silk, and I 
Jaw a great many Pi&ures that long employ'd my 
Eyes. 1 hey reprefented the Wars that our great 
Prophet maintained to eftablifl* his Religion, and all 
was painted with, fo much Art, that the famous 
Many^ had he feen them, would himfelf have own'd, 
that they furpafe'd the Stroke of bis Pencil, 

When I had gone through many Apartments, 
where I was furpriz'd to find no Body, I went into 
a Garden of a vail Extent, and which it is not left 
/difficult to defcribe than the Palace. Walks fo 
long, that the Sight could not reach from one End 
to the other of them, border'd with Trees loaded 
with all Sorts of Fruit, Parterres of a tboufand Sorts 
of Flowers, that are unknown to i^ and Bafins of 
maffy Gold, fill'd with a moil tranfparent Water, 
drew by Turns my Attention. • In that delicious 
Garden, which refounded all around widh the Notes 
pf an infinite Number of Birds of feveral Colours, 
I met with a beardlefs Youth, whofe Cloaths.weit 
cover'd with Diamonds. He wore a green Turban, 
(deck'd with^&ubies, and he was riding on a Rofe- 
colour'd Horfe, under whofe Feet the Ground pro- 
ceed Flowers in an Inftant. He was more beauti- 
ful than the Moon, 2nd his Eyes ftjot Beams* of 
jLight. 

I judg'd by his Air, and the Magnificence of hi? 
Cloaths, that he muft be the Mailer of the Palace $ 
and J began to fear he would take it amifs that I 
was in the Garden •, when going by me, he ftop'd, 
and faid to ms : Young Man, are you not of Bajra ? 
Ycgj ?.nfwer'd I; Yw »re very welcome, reply M 6e$ 
I knew very well that you Were to corrie nitrier. 
But tell me, have you well conftdered the Wonders 
of this Abode, and have you eaten of the Fobd we 
here Hve up6ft ? I have feien very fiirprizing Things, 
jeply'd I i but a* for your Food, I know not what it 
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is*, 0o cm than, laid he* you, will meat wi|b ftm* 
body ttet will £rvq you 4* 4 Qy wfe *> br«g ypu a* 
length to the Height of your Defiresv 

J wert oft, caftwg my Eyes op all 8id&$ I could 

never fee wetry wi*h feeing and admiring *U th^j

YottPg MuiTwlni^n, you are certainly belov'd of ftfo* 
hornet? fince you have had Permi&pq \o come hither: 
po you know \^pre ypu fire ? K,now, that this Qar- 
d$n is the Abode tha$ is deftjn'd fqr the Fronds and 
Rela$ iws of that Prophet. 'Tis here that an eter- 
naiPelic^y aH^jpda them all j there is already a grea$ 
Number of them, swd J will let you lee them ; 
Tfcefl h? sarrjed m£ fo a River of Milk, th^t roul'd 
its Water flowly acrofs the Garden, and on who{e 
Bapfe $er* was an infinite Number of People, fit- 
ting aj TaWes cover'd with many Sorts pf Meats. J 
faw there* thjg Scherifs of t^e Raps of Mahomet* 
and the §ahate's of tJ^at Prophet, [72* Sqbdtf*

met.] 

As foon as they perceived me, they faid to mp 
jwifh an Air of Civility ; Sit (jay/n there, young 
Man, fince Mqbop^t ha% been ptef/d to permit you, 
to fee this Place* whiph is rqferv'd for Jt>is Djfciplep 
and. his Posterity j come, drink of pur W«#s. anji 
$at qf pur Meat?. J fct myftlf down by my Guid?> 
who gave me 4 Loaf, which J fouji(J exqellei>t 
good I then, putting Fifli into my Rands, he fci<{, 
Taftc of this Fift, and tell me if y$u ever ejit a bet- 
ter. I BOW* 3* 3l*y Things fe SiPfluifitf. Tfeen

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tie made me drink of the Water of the River, 
which. feenVd to me to have the Tafte of a delicious 
Wine. - 

• After the Repaft, my Guide conduced me to a 
Meadow, where above a thoufand Damfels were a£- 
fembled together. Some amus'd themfelves with 
ftnging, others with playing on the Lute, and others 
Hand in Hand were dancing around. They were 
richly cloathed, but they glitterM more with' the 
Luftre of their Charms, than. the Jewels they had 
on; they all feem'd perfectly beautiful, nor £ould 
I perceive any one of them to be more lovely than 
another : Beiides, they feem'd all to live in a good 
Correspondence, and I could not difcover in their 
Looks any Mark of Jealoufy. 

You fee, faid my Leader to me, the Hpuris ; thefe 
heavenly Subftarices are the fupreani -BHis of the Sche- 
xifs and Sahaba's ; you are fuffer'd to look on them 
afar off, but not to go near them, for the Plea&re 
flv*. of converfing with them is forbid you, becaufe the 
Angel of Death has not yet taken you out of the 
World. 

I look'd a long Time on the Meadow ; then fol- 
lowing the Perfon that conduced me, I came with 
him to a Grotto that was at the End of the Garden. 
'Tis here, faid he to me, that I commonly am; 
the Man without a Beard, that you. faw mounted 
on a Rofe-coloured Horfe, was the Prophet EUar ; 
he lives at the other End of the Garden ; and as for 
<me, who am the Prophet Kheder, I tajte up my Re;- 
fidence in this Grotto ; you may* if you pleafe, 
live here with me : We will fey our* Prayers toge- 
ther, and we will enjoy the Delights o^this Abode, 
to which the Earth is not comparable. We know 
not here the Change of Seafons, we always breathe 
a temperate Air, a perpetual Spring reigns always 
here; the Night never fpreadsits Darknefs, and the 
Day which gives us Light, is always pure and clear.* 
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I accepted the Prophet Khedefs Offer, I kept him 
Company fome Years ; but in Spite of all the Plea- 
fures of that beautiful Abode, I grew weary of it. 
The Remembrance of Ccrnzada made me perceive 
that I was yet in the World-; the Defire of feeing 
her again hinder'd my Repofe, and I believe the 
Pofleffion of the Houris themfejves could not hav« 
made me forget her. 

KhecUr obferved my Uneafinefs : I fee. weH, fa ti 
he to me, that you would be at Bafra : Since the 
Charms of this Garden are not powerful enough to 
detain you, I will prefently fulfil your Defires. In 
peaking this, he lifted' uf> his Eyes into the Air, and 
feeing a little Cloud which patted over our Head?, 
he ftopp'd it,, and afk'd where it was going. The 
Cloud, or rather a Genius wrapt in it, anXwer'd 
him : O* great Prophet ! I anv going to China ; have 
..ypu^any Thing to command me ? Is it to do a 
Kinunefs, replied Kheder r or to infliS a Puniflirnent? 
Tis for a Kindnefs, reply'duhe Genius. Then, faid 
the Prophet, go on, I have no need of you*. 

A Moment afterwards, a fecond Cloud was foiling 
over our Heads ; Kheder aflcM it the fame Queftion 
as he had of the other, and the Cloud having an- 
fwer'd that it was going to Bagdad to do a good 
Turn ; Since it is fo, faid the Prophet to it, you 
inuft oblige me ; Carry this Muflulmaii to Bafra y 
and fet him down at his, own Doer. The Genius 
that was in the Cloud confented ; but before I went 
with him, I thank'd Kbeder for all his Kindnefs, 
and recommended myfelf to his Prayers. On his 
Fart, he taught me a fhort Prayer, which he bid 
me fay on^ the Way ; and he allured me that k 
would preferve me the Remaiiicler* of my Life, from 
the Malice of my Enemies, from the Wra|jh of 
Kings, and from every evil Accident. 

1 repeated my Prayer on the Way above a hurr- 
«b*d Times,, only to learn it. the better fcy Hearty 
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for I diet not toiftruft the Genius that curried 
me ; it was a good Genius, I had been, in the 
wrong to miftruft him. He carried m& into the 
Town of Bafra in lefe than three or four Hours, and 
left me at my Door. It was Night, I kttock'd at 
the Door, and a Slave came to open it $ who fee- 
ing my Figure, by the Light of a Candle that he 
brought with him, fliut the Door very rudely upon 
me ; then he called to knbw who I was, and what 
I would have ; I anfwer'd that I Was the Mafter df 
the Houfe, and that I ordered him to o$en the Door 
again prefently. 

Upon this Anfwer, which he carried to my Wife, 
fhe came herfelf to open it ; but inftead of receiv- 
ing me with the Tranfporfs of Joy that my Return, 
ought to have occafion'd in her, {he gave a horrible 
Shriek as foon as (he faw me : How now, fa id I, the 
Sight of me frightens Canzada f Her Eyes miftake 
ifie, can I be changed fo much ? Bid Hdur come to 
Due) cry'd I, I -would fpeak With my Brother. He 
came prefently with a ytfung Man, whom I did ntft 
know -, he approached me, look'd very attentively 
on me, and at length faid he did not know me. 
AboulfaduarisS added he, did not refetnble you in, 
the leaft ; he was a handibme Man, and you a^c .; 
very ugly ; he was in good Cafe, and you are as 
lean as a Skeleton. Think not to ifnpofe yourWf 
on us for hirh, you fhall i#t deceive Us \ though' *te 
have not feen him thefe feven Years, we have ndt 
forgot his Features ; we doubt not but fee Was loft 
in his Voyage to Golcmda. 

I wa* enough furprized .at thefe Words § I knew 
Irery WeH that I was alter'd* but I could not edfc- 
ceive" how it was poffible that my Brother fliould rs&t 
know me. What, Canzada, faid I to my WiL 
who, encouraged by tHe Prefence <rf i&ur and rae 
Slaves that were hearkening, was come again to the 
Dopr j 4o you not difcovfcr in ine th* reatuf»*f 
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that JtbMlfiritiaris tfiat ybtt £nee lov'd* Arid whd hfc 
always loVM yoii tfrith Ten<h!rnfc(k in 8p?te of «i 
the Mfefbrtuhes that haVe fiapperted I© htfii ?

But inftead of re- 
turning quickly, as (he had made her hope fhe 
Would, (he came not back all that Day. Nothing 
could equal Cadiga's Uneafinefe. When (he (aw 
the Night approach'd, (he loft all Manner of Pati- 
ence. She loaded the old Man with Reproaches. It 
is you, faid (he, who have brought this Misfortune 
on us: If we had not met you fo unluckily, I had 
been with my Sifter. Whatever Mifchief has hap- 
pened to her ? I had rather partake it with her, than 
be here with you. 

This Difcourfe afflicted the old Man very much". 
He knew not what Anfwer to make, fo fearful was 
he of. exrafperating her Mind, which he knew was 
not without Reafon prejudice againft him. Never- 
thelefs, he endeavour'd what he could to encourage 
her ; but he was fo far from bringing it about, that 
he increas'd her Uneafinefs, and the Averfion (he 
had for him. She bid him hold his Tongue, and 
would fain have gone to Mafulipatan^ notwithftand- 
ing the Darknefs of the Night, and that it rain'd 
vety hard. She equally Iong*d to be deiiver'd from 
pafling the Night with the old Man, as (he defir'd 
to hear News of her Sifter. ; HedhTuaded her how- 
ever from her Defign, by reprefehting to her,, that 
in all Appearance Fatima was ftop'd in fome Place 
by the ill Weather, that hinder^ her from coming, 

.3 and 
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and that they mould fee her in the Morning. He 
told -her befides, that it would be beft to go Jto their 
Cottage, and pafs the Night there ; and that ttje 
next Morning, if Fatima did not come back, they 
would fearch every where for her. 

The Force of thefe Reafons prevaiPd with Cadi- 
ga 9 in Spite of the Hatred flie had for the old Man, 
They both went to the Cottage, where, after a very 
flight Supper of Dates and fair Water, their 
Thoughts were wholly taken up with the Misfor- 
tunes of the foregoing Day. The young Girl did 
nothing but cry and* torment herfelf all the Night, 
and her old Lover was not more eafy. At Break of 
Day they left the Cottage, and went to Mafulipatan* 
They inquired for Fatima in all- the Places of that 
Town, where fhe ought to have carried the Linen, 
and wtfre told that they had not feeh her. They did 
not content themfelves with that, they fought her 
from Street to Street, and afk'd after her from Houfe 
to Houfe ; but all their Inquiries were in vain. 

Their not knowing what was become of Fatima^ 
compleated their Grief: They could not doubt but 
fomething extraordinary had happen'd to that unfor- 
tunate Damfel. Her young Sifter was inconfolablc 
that fhe did not go with her, and (he anfwer'd with 
injurious Language the old Man, who did what he 
could to comfort her. He griev'd from the Bottom 
of his Heart, that he could not bring to. Reafon the 
Mind of that little intractable Creature. 

They fpent the feven or eight Days following in 
running over all the Country. There was never 
a Caftle or Houfe within four Leagues round, which 
they had not been at, but to no Purpofe. At length, 
not knowing what to have Recourfe to, they re- 
turn'd to the Cottage in great Confter nation. The 
old Man, perceiving that Cadiga affified herfelf

Moreover, 
the little Money I had is almoft fpent, and we want 
every Thing here. Think well of it, beautiful Ca- 
diga, and fuffer me to conduct you to the Town 
where I live. My Houfe (hall afford you Plenty of 
all Things, and you fhall be the Miftrefs of my 
Riches and Fate. 

When the old Man had left off fpeaking? he 
ftaid a long Time very uneafr for the young Girl's 
Anfwer, and it was not without Reafbn that he 
miftrufted fo crofs-grain'd a Temper. When he 
faw that (he anfwer'd nothing, and that (he feem'd 
more taken up with the Lofe of her Sifter, than 
the Care of prolonging her own Life, he was 
oblig'd to reprefent to Tier afreft, whatever ought to 
have made her determine to accept the Offer he had 
made her ; and he defpair'd twenty Times of bragg- 
ing her to it. He fucceeded in it however: She 
contented to follow him, Where-ever he pleas'd to 
carry her. But before they went from the Cottage, 
the old Man writ upon the Door, with a- Coal, the 
Name of the Place to which he intended to conduct 
Cadiga, to the End that if Fdtitya fhould come 
again, (he might be informed what was become 
of her Sifter.

When they arrived, they 
were quite Jpent with Hunger and Wearinefe. The 
firft Thing that Dahy did, (that was the Name of 
the old Man,) was to fend into the Town for the 
beft Provisions that could be got, and to have it 
v brought as foon as poffible.

The 
Remembrance of her Sifter gave a Bitternefs to all 
the Sweets (he could find in her prefent Circum- 
flances, and fhe continually recalled in her Me- 
mory fhe Advice her dying Mother had given her,

lively ; whether the Change of her Condition dimi- 
nifhed the Impreffion, or that it was the ufual EffecT:

Do you believe the fine Raiments that Dahy cloaihs you 
with, exempts you from the Obligation of fearching after 
her ? No 9 without Doubt ; and Ihow from me, that 
you cannot be happy till you go to her in the Ifland of 
Sumatra. Look on me, and you will fee him that Hea- 
ven has ordain 9 d for your Husband. At thefe Words, 
the young Man difappear'd, and Cadiga awaked. 
That Image was always prefent in her Mind, and fhe 
deem'd it rather an Apparition than a Dream. 

The Difcourfe that this amiable Phantom had 
directed to her, feem'd fo coherent and fo agreeable 
to the prefent Situation of her Affairs, that fhe could 
not enough admire the Relation between them ; and 
though fhe had already fufHcient Reafon to believe 
that there was not indeed in ,the World fuch a Man 
as hyn fhe had dreamt of, fhe could not but preferve 
his Features in her Mind ; and, that fhe might 
have nothing to reproach herfelf with, fhe refolv'd 
to engage Dahy to take a Journey with her to the 
Ifland Sumatra.

I am as much amaz'd at 
your Dream as ycu are, and I have as great a Mind 
as yourfelf to fee you attain your Defires. 

lh'is was enough to make the- young Girl refolve 
on the Journey of Sumatra. She hardly gave the 
old Man Time to get ready for it, Co impatient fhe 
was to get Fatima again, or at leaft to be inform'd 
of her Fate. It was concluded between . them, that 
they would go firft to the Cottage, to fee if they 
could find any Thing there that coujd make them 
conjecture that Fatima was return'd in their Ab- 
fence ; and that afterwards they would go to Mafu- 
lipatan, to er^bark in the firft Veffel that went off 
for the Ifland of Sumatra. 

Dahy brought three Horfes to carry them, and 

he took with him all the Gold he had, and fome 

Jewels, which he fewM up in a leathern Girdle 

which he commonly wore. He left the reft of his 

Money with an old Acquaintance of his, and charg'd 

him to tell Fatima, if fhe came to look for them 

during their Abfence, that they defir'd her to ftay 

in that Town till they return'd.

when you know that you fee me under a Shape 
that is not my own. I have naturally Features more; 
capable of pleafing the fair Sex, than of frightening 
them, and theft Features are the more proper to 
infpire them with tender Paffions, becaufe they arc * 
animated by continual Youth: jaujnin and Roie* 
(bine in my Complexion* In a Word, all that can 
be feen of graceful and lovely, are united in my 
Countenance, and fpread all over my Perfbn. Why, 
(aid Cadiga, interrupting him impatiently, do you 
not retake, as foon as you can that fo charming a 
Shape? You would certainly be a Gainer by the 
Change. Alas! reply'd Daby, Aghing, 'tis not in. 
my Power, and 'tis that that troubles me. I an* 
no farther fenuble of fo great a Misfortune, tha* 
as it forces me to £e feen by you in fo difagreea- 
ble a Figure. And will this Misfortune laft for ever, 
replied the young Girl ? It is in your Power to put 
an End to it, anfwer'd he ; you need but love me, 
and it will be over. If it be fo, faid (he, truly % 
am very much afraid you will never change your 
Form. But, Sir, added (he, how can you expe& J 
fhould give Credit to fuch furprizing ThingB ? Hear 
me only, my Queen, anfwer*d he, and you will np 
longer doubt of the Truth of what I fay. 

From what I have told you, added he, you ea» 
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fily conceive that I am not a Man ; I am a Genius. 
We are in all, two Twin- Brothers, equally beautiful 
and well-fhaped ; equally learnt and powerful. My 
Name is Dahy, and my Brother's Adis. Neverthe- 
lefs, the Empire that our Station of Genius gives us 
over all natural Things, did not exempt us from 
being fubjedt, to the Power of a Brachman of Vifa- 
pour^ who by his Science has eftablifh'd himfelf an 
abfolute Dominion over our Kind. He took an Af- 
fe&ion for my Brother and me ; and, for a Mark 
of his Confidence in us, he trufted us two to take 
Care of a Miftrefs, on whofe Fidelity he did not 
much rely.

You are too generous, lovely 
Adhy anfwer'd fhe, in a languifhing Voice, to in- 
teTeft yourfelf /or an unfortunate Woman, who is 
not worthy of ydur Cares: Deprive me not, I pray 
you, of the final! Confolation of deploring in Secret 
my Misfortunes, which are without Remedy. What 
do you fay, fair Lady, cried I, with Amazement? 
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Is there no Remedy for the Ills you fuffer ? Such is 
the Rigour of my Fate, replied {he, that if any 
Thing could afluage it, it would be only the Conv 
jpaffion that you might have x>f me. As for our 
Companion, replied I haftily, we offer it to you en- 
tirely ; hut, we will not confine it only to bewail 
you. We fball not be fatjisfied, unlefs our Services 
.can difiipate this profound Melancholy, that makes 
you " languifli, and confumes you infenfibly. If you 
feel the Pains of fome unknown Difeafe, you are 
not, ignorant that we poflefe the Knowledge of the 
.Secrets of Nature, to correct the ill Difpoiitions of 
the Body ; or if the Brachman has vex'd you by a 
Treatment not fuiuble to your Defert, and the Ten- 
dernefs you have for him, you know that we have 
a great Influence over him. Speak then, lovely La- 
dy, confide in us ; put it in the Power of our Zeal 
to procure for you a better State of Health. 

farzana^ (that is the Name of the Lady,)anfwer'd 
jiic in thefe Words ; My Health is not at all dif- 
order'd, neither hath Canfou given me anyjCaufe to 
complain of him. Neverthelefs, I fuflfer-cruel Tor- 
ments, and if you knew what they are, whatever 
££eal you exprefs to ferve me, I know not, charm*- 
ing Dafyi whether you would be fo ready as you 
fell me to eafe them. Oh, Madam, cried my Bro- 
ther, you do us Wrong, put us to the Trial, and 
yqu will judge more favourably of us. And what 
if I iboufd tell you, replied &&bluihing» that you 
two are the Caufe of the Difeafe you would cure? 
What, us! replied I, very much confounded, tho* 
J did not then understand what {he drove at > How 
can we have done any Thing fo contrary to our In- 
tuitions ? 

I have faid too much of it already, .anfwer'd ihe 
*g»in t not tofttfcover to you, at large all my Mis- 
fortune ; and fince you prefe me, know, too lovely 
Brothers, thafr I am not Proof to your Charms. Iq 
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vain I have oppos'd the Progrefs that thejr daily 
make in my Heart, and my Refiftance has reduced 
me to the miferable State I am in. 

Then fhe painted to us, in Colours fo lively and 
fo natural, the inward Stragglings of her Soul, that 
they equally furprized and troubled us. Is it indeed 
poffible, fiud I to her, that the Consideration neither 
of your Honour nor Repofe, nor of what you owe to 
the Brachman, could preferve you from the Senti- 
ments you declare to U6 ?

This Hope footh'd her Cares for a Time ; . but that, 
Time being infenfibly gone, without her receiving 
the Comfort fhe deiir'd, her Paffion, the Senfe of 
which became more lively ever fince fhe had declar'd 
it* made her J a frty to her Ddires, and plung'd her 
again into har firft Languifhing. This threw us into 
a-^reat Perplexity ; and the Gmfotts Orders not per- 
mitting us to leave her> we were expafed every Day 
t© her Reproaches* with whkhfhe inceftantly loaded us. 
Crael Creatures, (aid {he to us, will you fuffer 
% me 
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itte to die without Pity, when it depends on you 
alone to make me cherifh a Life I deteft ? Has the 
generous Pleafure of relieving the Diftrefled, which 
works fo ftrongly in noble Hearts, no Power over 
you ? -Do you take Delight in making me fuffer ? 
Beautiful Farzana> anfwer'd I, what can you expect 
from us ? Shall we flatter a Difeafe we cannot cure ? 
Shall we betray the Brachman, who repofes his Truft 
in us ? Will you yourfelf betray him, after all he 
has done for you ? He did not take you away by 
Force from your Parents, who us'd you ill ; you 
confented to his Violence, and were willing to make 
him happy. Have Courage then, and dare to deli- 
ver yourfelf from the Empire that an unworthy 
Weaknefs hath ufurp'd over you. 
. The Lady bore thefe Words with .Impatience. Is 
it then, cried file, fo great a Crime to conceive a 
Tendernefs for two Brothers, whom none can fee 
without loving them ? Why come you every Day 
into, my Sight 1 Among what People in the World is 
not that Weaknefs pardon'd, which you condemn in 
me ? Can any one fuppofe that I can be delighted 
with an old Man, whofe Love I have hitherto fuf- 
fer'd only as an Acknowledgment of what he hath 
done for me ? And muft I be for ever the Sacrifice 
of my Gratitude ? 

But,! Madam, (aid Jiijs to her, fay that this Weak- 
nefs, which you would excufe, might deferve to be 
pardon'd, and - merit fome Return on our Part. ; 
would you not be always to blame to extend it too 
far ? My Brother and I, ought we both of us to be 
theObjeft of it? I own,, anfwer'd (he, blufhing, 
that there is fomething extraordinary in my Paffion; 
but I am not Miftrefs of it. You and Dahy appear 
to me, both of you, fo equal in Merit, that I can- . 
not refolve to chufe one without fighing .for the 
other; and I cannot be eafy, if you do not both of. 
you anfwer my Tendei;ne.fc, 
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How ! cried I, can you then indeed afpire to en- 
gage both of us, and can you expect that my Bro- 
ther and I can confent to an odious Partition ? Why 
not, replied fhe ? Sa firm a Friendship unites you 
two, that there can be no Jealou fy between you. 
In fhort, added (he, I have faid it ; 'tis Fate that 
difpofes of my Inclinations : 'Tis to no Purpofe to 
refift it ; and if you have not Companion on an un- 
liappy Woman, of whofe Sufferings you are the 
Caufe, expe& to fee her fbon finifh the languifhing 
Days which fhe. has dragged fo long. All her Dif- 
courfe to us was. on this Subject ; her Sentiments, I 
confefs, ieem'd new to me, and I could not enough 
bewail her Infatuation and Caprice. 

One Evening, being alone with her, and feeing 
her again more deje&ed than ordinary, I afk'd" her 
what new Subjeft of Affliction fhe could have t Cruel 
Creature, anfwer'd fhe, ought you to put this Ques- 
tion to me ? Have I Need of a frefh Subje& of 
Grief, to be reduced to the Corldition I am in ? 
Are not your Cruelties fufficient to opprefs me ? Fair 
Lady, anfwer'd I, if my Brother be as guilty as me, 
why muft your Reproaches be dire&ed to me only ? 
Confound not your Brother any more with your- 
felf, reply'd fhe, in a laoguifbing Accent ; he has 
done for my Repofe all that I expe&ed of him. 

I confefs, that, at tbefe Words, I thought I had 
heard amifs. Adisy cry'd.I, did you fay, has done 
for you what you expe&ed of him.? Yes, reply'd fhe, 
coldly, is there any thing in that to caufe in you fo 
great a Surprize ? Do you think that every Body's 
Heart is as hard. as yours ? He was foften'd by my 
Tears, and delivering himfelf up to my Love, pro* 
cur'd himfelf fuch ravifhing Joys, thajt nothing trou- 
bles him, but his having lfcft fo much Time before 
he fecur'd them to. hijufelf. . Aod,a*e you not fatifc 
fy'd, cry'd I, in a Sort of Rage, with fubduing him 
to your Charms ? Muft you make another Conqueft, 
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and do you think to (educe me* as well as the too 
eafy Adis ? Yes, my dear Daky, repl/d flie, look- 
ing on me with Eyes that confels'd the raoft ardent 
Paffion ; yes, the Conqueft of your Heart is yet 
wanting to my Felicity. Alas ! fmce the Time I 
have figh'd for you in my Sufferings, have I not de~ 
ferved one tender Pledge of your Companion? 

Oh Farzana^ reply'd I, after what you tell me, 
I believe you love not Adis 9 fmce you ugh for his' un- 
fortunate Brother. I love him tenderly, reply'd (be; 
I would give my Life a hundred Times to ferve 
him ; and 'tis the extreme Love that I have for him, 
that animates' with greater Force that with which 
you have infpired me. I have already told you, I 
find you both fo like in every thing, that you both 
make the fame Impreffion on my Mind. The Af- 
fe&ion that Adis had for me, how dear fcever I hold 
it, cannot make me happy, unle& I can infpire you 
with the like Sentiments for me. In fhort^ charm- 
ing Daky, *l die,*if you will not yield to the Ten- 
dernefs I exprefs for you : Will you be more inex- 
orable than your Brother ? And mould you blufli to 
follow his Example ? Oh ! ceafe to refift, or you 
{hall fee me flab before your Eyes this unfortunate 
Heart, which you efteem not a Prize confiderable 
enough to induce you to de'fire the Pofieffion of it. 

After having fpoken in this Manner, me pour'd 
out a Torrent of Tears > fhe flung herfeif aHb at my 
Knees, with all the Demonstrations of the moft 
lively Paflion, and after a Manner that made me fear 
flie would indeed make an Attempt on her own Life, 
if I continued to oppofe her Defires. How eloquent 
is a beautiful Woman in Tears! and how difficult 
is it to remain unfiiaken in a Refokttton which file 
then ilrives ka overthrow ! What (hall I fay to yon t 
I wdsiaUb as weak as my Brother ; for he inform'd 
me ' afterwards, that the wflely Farzarta hud made 
Ufe pf the> fame Stratagem to feduce him > that is 

to 
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to fay, that without granting us the laft Favours, {he 
knew how to engage us both to love her. 

Having thus vanquifh'd our Refinance, fhe, in a 
little Time, refum'd all her Charms*: Her Eyes be- 
came more bright, and the Satisfaction of her Heart 
re-eftablifh'd her Health : Her natural Gaiety diffus- 
ed itfelf in all her Actions. Adis and I were both 
charmed to fee her fo beautiful; neverthelefs, her 
Beauty, all perfect as it was, could not excite ki our 
Hearts the leaft Emotion of Jealoufy : Perhaps in- 
deed, the Lady might have difturb'd our brotherly 
Union, if fhe had made us more happy. 

Our Treachery to theBrachmah, tho ? it did not reach 
fo far as it might, caufed ibmetimes in us a Remorfe; 
but our common Miftrefs, knowing in the Art of 
Pleating, found out the Secret to rid us of a trou- 
blefome Scruple. She removed from us, by little 
and little, even the Thoughts of our Crime, yet 
without ever confenting to make jis more guilty: 
We had not a real Paffion for her j we lived very 
happily, till our too great Security drew on us the 
Misfortune, which was the Caufe of your prefcnt 
Aftonifhment. 

A deform'd Negro-Slave, nam'd Torgut y ferved 
the firachman, and his ufual Bufinefs was to curl the 
Mane of a Tartarian Mare, that Farzana mounted, 
when fhe rid out to take the Air. . This jnifhap'd 
Negro had the Boldnefs to raife his Thoughts to his 
Miftrefe, and to make her a Declaration of his Love. 
He, not being miftrufted, eafily found an Opportu- 
nity, when that Lady rid out without us; for Canfnt% 
Orders, at that Time, kept us employ'd elfewhere. 
She was a Horieback, ana he follow'd juft behind 
her. Tho' Nature had given him an ill Shape, and 
an ugly Face, in Recompence, he was of a very 
diverting Humour., He told Farzanfi Stories, which 
{he took a great Pleflfurein heariag.; he tajk'd to her 
that Day of ieveral Damfels, from whom he had oh- 
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tained Favours. How, Torgut ! faid the Lady, laughr 
ing, could a Man of your Make have fuch good 
Fortune ? Why not ? reply'd the black Slave; am 
not I made as other Men I Truly, continued he, 
upon that Footing, I am far Out of my Reckoning, 
fince I am ambitious to place you in the Rank of 
my Corfquefts. 

At this Difcourfe of the Negro's, Farzana burft 
out a laughing again. She verily believ'd that he 
fpoke thus only to divert her: Have you any Defigns 
pn me ?~ faid (he to him; I am ravifh'd to know it. 
I fhall take Care, I a flu re you, to provide againft 
fuch a dangerous Man as you. Torgut anfwer'd her 
in the fame Tone, and (he reply'd after a Manner 
that gave him fuch fair Play, that he carry'd on his 
Infolence fo far, as to propofe to her to make Ufe of 
the Opportunity s fhewing her a Meadow, which, 
faid he, offers its Flowers to invite us to the Pleafures 
of Love. 

She, hot fufpefting that he fpoke in earneft, was 
no more angry at his laft Difcoiirfe than at his for- 
mer, which encourag'd the Slave to pufii on his Au- 
dacioufnefs fo far, that at laft the Lady perceiv'd he 
.was not in Jeft. She flew into a Paflion, took Airs 
of Authority upon her, bid him be gone, with Words 
full of Difdain, to fay his fine Things to fome Slave 
worthy of him $ and tftreaten'd alfo to complain of 
his Infolence to Canfou. 

This Reprimand* which (he believ'd fhe was oblig- 
ed to give him, did not produce the Effect ihe ex- 
pected. As ugly as Torgut was, , he had nevertheless 
fo good an Opinion of himfelf, even after thisUfage, 
as to imagine that Farzana would not have rejected 
the Offer of his Services, but that fhe received others 
privately. He was cunning and penetrating ; he 
knew the Brachman to bfc an old- (Man, little fit to 
make fo buxom a Lady faithful. Prepoffefs*d with 
this Thought, he refolved to negle& nothing to fur- 
prize 
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prize her with the Lover that he fufpe&ed to be 
more happy than himfelf. He fucceeded in it but 
too well y he was not long before he-difcover'd our 
Familiarity ; and the Rage that he conceived at it, 
made him form a Defign to ruin us. He informed 
Canfou of the Treachery that was done him, and told 
him much more than he had feen, to irritate his Re- 
fentments. 

The Brachman was ftruck to the Quick at his 
Report, and would inform himfelf fully of the Mat- 
ter. He pretended a Journey for fome Days, and, 
during this feigned Abfence, he found an Opportu- 
nity to furprize Adis and me. Farzana having per- 
mitted us to bathe with her, we were all three (hut 
up in the Baths. But all the Precautions we had 
taken not to be difcover'd, were of no Service to 
us; the Brachman's deep Science render'd all our 
Meafures ufelefs. All the Doors open'd at his Ap- 
proach ; he appear'd to our frighted Eyes like an 
incens'd Judge ; our Nakednefs not permitting us to 
caft ourfelves at his Feet, to implore his Clemency, 
we plunged ourfelves into the Water to hide our 
Confuiion. Happy had we been, if that Element 
could have cover'd our Crime, as it conceal'd our 
Bodies ! Farzana^ more bold than us, would have 
excus'd herfelf ; (he endcavour'd to extenuate her 
Fault, by Words which did but augment Canfciis 
Anger. He darted on all three of us Looks of Fu- 
ry, which were the Beginning of his Vengeance. 
Wicked Wretches, faid he to my Brother and me, 
the moft cruel Torments would be too (light Pu- 
nifliments for your Crime ; but your Condition, as 
Genii, not allowing you to die, I will reduce you 
to a'State that (hall be a thoufand Times worfe for 
you, than that Death from which you are exempt. 
And as for you, miferable Woman, added he, fpeak- 
ing to the Lady, fince neither the Honour of my 
Bed, nor all my Kindnefles, have been able to obligfe 
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you to be faithful to me, you alfo (hall be punifhed 
for your Ingratitude. And, at the fame Time, with- 
out giving Ear to our Excufes and Complaints, he 
fcegan his Conjurations. How frightful they were ! 
The Air in a Moment was obfcured, a thick Dark- 
nefs chas'd away the Day fronr*ibe Apartment 
where we were; we heard the Thunder grumble 
with a horrible Noife, the Winds blufter'd with 
Fury, and we felt the Ground quake under our 
Feet. 

We were two Hours in this frightful Darknefe, 
and ift Expectation of the Chaftifement referved for 
us j after which, the Air becoming fcrene, as before, 
the Day refumed its Brightness. But what was our 
Aftonimment, when inftead of being in a magni- 
ficent Palace, and . in /lately. Bathe, my Brother and 
I found ourfelves in a barren Plain ; both of us co- 
vered with Rags, and under the Figure of two little 
deformed old Men, fuch as I appear, beautiful Cj- 
diga^ now to you. 

Ingrateful Wretches, faid the Brachman to us, 
receive the Punifhment of your Crime. That 
Power, and that Knowledge, which your State, «e 
Genii, gave you over all the Things of Nature* 
{hall no longer be of any Service to you j or rathec, 
you '{hall be ftript of them, to reduce you to the or- 
dinary Station of Men, fuch as you feem to be : You 
{hall know nothing but what they know, nor do 
any thing but what they can do ; and, excepting 
that, like them, you {hall not be fubje& to the Do- 
minion of Death, you {hall be deprived of all the 
Advantages you have till now enjoyed. 

Canfouy after having pronounced this Sentence, 
would be' inform'd of all the Circumftances of our 
Treachery. We related them all to him ingenu- 
oufly ; we told him of the Surprize that Farzancfo 
Declaration put us in, the Efforts we had made to 
cure her of her Infatuation, the inward Conflicts 
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that we had fuftained before we yielded, the Wile 
that the Lady made ufe of to feduce us ; and after- 
wards we enlarged on the Remorfe we felt, for ha- 
ving betray'd our Truft. 

All this (truck him, and he was mov'd at our Re- 
pentance : He judged that there was more Weaknefe 
than Malice in our Proceeding 5 and, having always 
had a Friendlhip for us, his Heart began to pity us. 
Children, faid he to us, the Conjuration that I h*ve 
maflej. is fo ftrong, that I cannot reftore you to your 
former Shape ; but I can foften the Rigour of your 
Deftiny. You fhall refume your natural Form, and 
all the Advantages that are annex'd to it, as foon a* 
you (hall have found, each of you, a young Damfel x 
under Twenty that loves you. Oh ! Sir, cry'd my 
Brother at this Difcourfe, to vrhat Defpair do you 
reduce us? Where fball we find a Damfel of fo ill a 
Judgment, as to become m Love with Figures like 
ours? It is not impoffible, but it may happen, re- 
ply'd the Brachman. Live in Expe&atton of it, aad 
be affured that you cannot return to your firft Con-* 
dition by any other Means. My Friends, continued 
he, go and fulfil your Deftiny j you muft part, 
to feck each of you what is moft proper for him. 
Then he prefcrib'd to us the Place where we were 
to make our ufual Refidence; 'twas about fixty 
Leagues diftant from one another. Afterwards he 
gave us fifty thoufand Sequins out of his Treafure, 
to enable us to live creditably while our Misfortune 
fhould continue. He alfo made us caft off our Rags, 
to cloath us with Robes more fuit&Me to our Corn 
dition. After which he embraced us, wifhing us 
a fpeedy End of our Misfortunes. 

In Regard to Farzana, he was inflexible ; be me- 
tamorphos'd her into a Frag, and confin'd her in a 
Mario, where he gave her Torgut for a Companion 
of her Fate, after having difcover'd by the Power 
of his Art, that that Slave had not reveal'd to tarn 
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his Miftrefs's Crime, but for Spite that he could tvot 
pleafe her. Thus the Accufer and the Accus'd, 
both changed into Frogs, were condemned to fpend 
the Remainder of their Days in the fame Marfh, 
where, if any Thing could comfort them, 'twas the 
Hope of being the Punifhment one to the other. 

When we had left the Brachman, my Brother 
and I made ourfelves ready to gp to the Places that 
were prefcribed us. We ftied many Tears in part- 
ing, and expe&ed hot to fee one another again*, till 
after/ we fhould have refumed our former Sftrte, 
which we thought would be very long, when we 
reflected on the Condition, without which it could 
never happen. 

As foon 2&£ arrived at the Town where 1 was to 
live, I applied myfelf to hufband mv fifty thoufand 
Sequins, judging well that I fhoula have need of 
good Managemeitt not to want Money, before I 
fhould come to the happy Time I hoped for. I be- 
thought myfelf of trading; and as well by myfelf, 
as by the Correfpondents I got, I faw myfelf in 
three or four Years in a Condition to live hand- 
fomly, without diminifhing my main Stock. 

Before the Prediction of the Brachman could be* 
accomplifh'd, I was to find out a young Perfon who 
could take a Liking to me. By good Luck, the La- 
dies in our Town were not fhut up in Seraglios, as 
they are in the other Eaftern Countries ; they enjoyM 
a reafonable Liberty, I faw them every Day : I made 
Entertainments for them, I made one at all the Di- 
verfions. In fhort, I did all that depended on me, to 
avert the Influence of the Star that purfued me ; by 
living after this Manner, I fliortly got the Love of 
every body. O the good Humour of the Man ! faid 
they : He feems to have been made for nothing but 
Pleafure. What muft he have been in his Youth, 
fince having one Foot in the Grave, he drill loves fo 
much to divert himfelf ? The Ladies more than all 
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. extoll'd me above the Stars, and propofed me for a 
Model to their Huibands. There were only fome ill-na- 
tur'd Spoufes, that cerifur'd my Conduct. Is not that 
Man, faid they, fpeaking of me, a great Fool, to* 
feek after Pleafures that he is not of an Age to tafte 
f of ? As for me, who had a Qefign in what I did, I 
, laugh'd, at all they could fay, and always kept my 
Road ; neverthelefs, 'whatever Airs I put on, what- 
ever Addrefa I made ufe of to infpire with Love, I 
could not gain my Ends. # 

I did not confine* myfelf to the Town where I 
liv'd, though therfc was a great Number of young 
Girls there ; I made fever al Journeys above fifty 
Leagues round^ but all the Advantage i»got was to 
perceive that I. could not pleafe. That Idea caft me 
into .Defpair ; but without tiring my Patience, I 
have fpent above two hundred Years in this ufelefs 
Search. I was the Aftonifliment of all the Worldj 
they could not comprehend how I came to live fo 
long. I had already (een all the Youths of the City 
thrice renew'd ; I buried alt thofe who had feen me 
fo decay'd, when I firft came to fettle among them* 
and their Childrens Children. Every one whifper'd 
to himfelf, What Sort of Man is this? We never 
fee any Alteration in him. The oldeft Fathers, point- 
ing at me, fhewed me to their Children: There, 
faid they to them, goes the honeft old Dahy •> think 
not that I ever faw him young ; Ihave always feen 
him as old and decrepit as you fee him now ; and I 
jiave heard my Grandfather fay, when I was young, 
that he never faw him otherwife. The common 
People call?d me by no other Name, than the Ever- 
lafting old Man, and the Men of Letters call'd me 
the Indian Nejlor \ faying, that I had feen more 
Generations than that Greek. 

I knew no longer what Courfe to take, having to 
no Purpofe endeavoured to make myfelf be lovecl ; 
and I was returri^ from Mafullpatan y to the Town 

where 
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where I ordinarily abide, when I met you with your 

Sifter. You icnow very well, charming Cadiga ^ by 

x what I (aid to you, that I was inchanted at the Sight 

of you : But, alas ! I obferv'd but too well how dif- 

** agreeable I appear'd to you. 

Daby 9 in this Place, made an End of his Story, 
and he could not finifh it without fhedding Tears, 
not fo much for the Remembrance of his paft Mis- 
fortunes, as for Grief that he had drawn on him- 
felf the Averfion of his young Miftrefe. Cadiga was 
concern'd at his Afflictions, and thought that (he 
ought to comfort him. Generous Dahy, faid'fhe, 
I am fenfible of your Misfortunes ; they are fo very 
uncommon, that I could not have believ'd them, if 
you had not told them; me yourfelf. I am forry I 
cannot comfort you: Were it in my Power, you 
ihould foon fee how grateful Cadiga would be, for 
all you have done for her. You will fay, perhaps, 
that it is in my Power to put an End to your Misfor- 
tunes ; that I need only love you, to reftore you to 
your former Shape ; but can I difpofe of my Heart ? 
Ah beautiful Cadiga! (aid the old Man, interrupting 
her* is this all the Comfort you give me ? It irri- 
tates my Ills more than relieves them. 'Tis all I 
can do,* reply'd Cadiga. If I am not able to over- 
come the natural Averfion that I have taken againft 

. this Form that you offer to" my Eyes, ought you to 

» take it ill, fince it is not your own ? Alas ! reply'd 

Daby 9 fetching a deep Sigh, it is become natural to 

me, (ince I no longer hope to refume my own. 

r The Brachman, reply'd fhe, has foretold you how- 

.ever that it may very well happen, and you ought 
not to defpair but it will. Your Courage will make 

.you furmount this unworthy Weaknefs you difcover 
for me: You will, in Time, be difgufted at the In- 
difference that a young Girl, who is not worthy of 
your Love, has for you. You will love fome other* 
who, repaying your Affe&ion with a kind Return, 

will 
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will reftore you to that charming Figure that you 
have fo much Reafon to bewail the Lofe of. - 

The young Cadiga pity'd the unfortunate old 
Man* to whom fee could give na other Confola- 
tion ; but the Compaflion of his Misfortune was not 
her only Employment ; fee had private Troubles ; 
her Heart had never been at Eafe fince her Dream. 
That lovely Phantom, whofe Mien and flaxen Hair 
had charm'd her, was never out of her Mind j fome* 
times fee could not forbear fighing when file tliought 
of it. Thefe Words that fee heard it fay : Look on 
rm y and you will fee him whom Heaven has de/ign'd 
for your Husband, feem'd to her to have fomething 
myfterious in them ; and, all fee could do, fee could 
not but think herfelf concern'd in them. 

In the mean while the Veflel failed ; in the Space 
of fifteen Days it had got above .five hundred 
Leagues. The Wind at length changed, and there 
follow'd a Kind of a Storm, which did our Voya- 
gers no other Damage than, driving them confide- 
rably out of their Courfe. They were tofs'd about 
for fome Days, and driven fometimes on one Side, 
fometimes on the other, fo that they could not hold 
a certain Courfe. At length they came in Sight of 
an Ifland, that was unknown to the Captain and all 
the Crew : They drew nigh to it, and perceived a 
great Town ; which, rifing up like an Amphitheatre 
above the Shore, form'd a magnificent and commo- 
dious Harbour. The Sea being ftill rough, they 
mann'd out their Skiff, and fent to afk Shelter, which 
was granted them.

The firft Thing thefe Iflanders did, as foon as 
they were on the Deck, was to put our Paflengers 
into Files, who for the moft Part, not liking this 
familiar Way of accofting them, were ftubborn, and 
refus'd to put themfelves in Lines : JBut the People of 
the Town, who could not fuffer that they mould 
a£r. contrary to their Cuftoms, laying hold of them 
fomewhat roughly, and in fuch a Manner as gave 
them not Liberty to defend themfelves, plac'd them 
as the others, in Spite of all they could do. Hav- 
ing thus redue'd thefe untraceable Creatures, they 
began to fun through the Ranks. They examin'd 
all the Perfons of the Ship exactly, turn'd them 
backwards and forwards as they pleas'd, like thofe 
that buy Slaves in the publick Markets: They minded 
above all, to look on their Teeth and Hair, and 
they took a great deal of Care to count the Wrinkles 
of a Face. _ , 

The Travellers, who knew that they were not 
the Strongeft, refolv'd wifely to fubmit, and waited 

with 
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with a great deal of Unealmds, to know what would, 
be the Iffiie of fo particular an Examination; the 
Event however was quite otherwife than was ex- 
pected. The Examiners fet the old Mariners by, 
themfelves, and feem'd to treat them with Dif- 
tinction ; when they faw Dabj, Cadigfi ti and • the 
old Slave appear, who having kept themfelves till 
then in the Cabbin, were not put in the Ranks 
among' the Reft. . At. this Sight, the Commander, 
who was one of the principal Lords of the City, 
and Captain of her Infular Majeft/s C 
tranfpoirted with. Joy and Admiration. 
£yes> particularly- on the oldSlave, and 
worthy of the Honour of his Bed, he 
at her Feet, confeis'd to her the Paflion 
fpir'd him with, and declar'd (hat his 
to put her into' his Seraglio, and to n 
Favourite. She yielded willingly to the prei&ng Jn- 
ftances of the Commander^ for.it would riaveJbeen 
to no Purgofe to have .denied him.. He. gave her 
into the Hands.of his, moft trufiy Cqiifident^.. com- 
manding him to fecure heritor him, as: he would 
anfwer the contrary at the Price, of .his Head, and 
recommending to him above all, not to fyffer any pne 
to take the leaft Liberty with her. 

The wife Daby, ani^z'd a{ this Depravation of 
Judgment, faid, to himfelf; Sure .there are no Wo- 
men in this Country, }i nee an old one is capable of 
making fo ftrong an Impreffion. This Thought dis- 
turbed him very much on CaJiga's Account, whofe 
Beauty he bfeliev'd would proJute Effedb of ill Con- 
fluence to him; but he fobn (aw bh Fears diili- 
pated. His young'Miftrels had not Charms power- 
ful enough to move the Hearts of the Wanders ; and! 
if flie run any Dangers iimong them, 'twas not that 
which he apprehended. 

He trembled yet for her, when the fame Cap- 
tain, who had been fo fmitten with the Sight of the 
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old Slave, caft his Eyes by chance on the young 
Girl. Surprized to fee her fo richly cloathed, he 
faid to her after a rude Manner; You are well 
cloathed, little Girl, for an ugly Creature. At the 
fame Time he turn'd towards one of his Dome{tfefc$, 
call'd hfm by his Name, and faid to him; Take this 
ill-favourM Perfon home, and let her have the mean- 
eft Place in my Service, 

- At this cru« Order, Cadiga could not forbdi* 
fbuddering. The Grief of feeing herfelf fo unworn 
thfly ufed, was above the Conftancv of a GirJef her 
Age. She turnM her Eyes languishing towards Btihy^ 
as if to implore hisPfote&ion info terfible : a Con- 
juncture; and reading in his Looks his Incapacity 
to ferve her, as well as his Affliftion, fee had ke- 
courfe to Tears.

O beautiful old Man, have 
Sentiments more worthy of you, and think of xk»» 
thing but how to pleafe our great Queen Scheber- 
bamu+ before we conduft you to her. In laying 
after this Manner, his Lieutenant and he took- .6* Ay

The Genius, who look'd on this Violence a$ an" 
Affront offered to him; to make a Mock of & Age 
and perfonal Defers, fell into mournful Reib&ion*. 
How hard a Fate is mine ! ikid he to himfelf, as 
they were dragging him along: Who could have 

- behev'd that a Genius could be •. reduced to fuoh 
Weakness and Imperfection as lam? 'Tis one /Of 
the moft mortifying Circumftances of my Mfofdr- 
tunes, to fee myfelf the Sport of the Sons of Adafa. 
When he was come before Scbeberbatuu*, fhe could 
not look on him without admiring him, nor with-

^Sht had • no fooner faia thefe Words, than the 
Courtiers, like faithful Subje&s, entring into her 
jMajefty's Deftgns, proftrated themfelves on their Fa- 
ces to the Ground before Daby, holding their Hats 
i& their Hands: They remained a long Time in that 
-Pofture, without fpeaking, or giving any Sign of 
-Life ; thert, all at once, raifing themfelves up, they 
iburft- out in Acclamations : Live ! live ! cried they, 
^comparable old Man, who feem'ft to our Eyes as 
"the' Sun, wlien, ♦ after having quitted the Tropick 
of Capricorn, he returns to that of Cancer. Let him 
Jive! Let him be always the happy Favourite of our 
great Queen Scheherbanouf May the Sovereign Pro- 
&e&or of this Ifland, the old Ape that we adore, caft 
a favourable Eye on him ! 

After this Reception, which was not fo pleafmg 
to the old Man as die Queen imagin'd, that Pfin- 
'C*fs made the Chief of her Eunuchs carry him into 
the beft Apartment of the Seraglio.

You gave me your FrieraHhip 
without knowing who I was ; I can therefore boaft 
of having one Friend. 

The young Merchant of Bagdad aafwa'd the} 
King's kind Expreffions in Terms full of Tenderneft 
and Gratitude : After which that Prince faid to 
him ; During your Stay at Moufel b you fliall lodge in 
my Palace, be ferv'd bv my own Officers, and 1 will 
take Care that you (hall p*6 voar Time as agreeably 
as poffiMe. He was as- good as his Word, a,od ncg* 

x leded 
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lefled nothing that was capable of affording him 
Diverfon. Sometimes he ifiade him take the Plea- 
sure of Hunting, and fometimes he gave him Con- 
certs of Mofick, which were performed to a Mira* 
tie, and ahnoft every Day they eat and drank to*- 

gether. 

It was almoft a Year that the Merchant liv'd 
after this Manner, when he receiv'd Advice, that 
his Prefence was abfolutely neceflary at Bagdad? if. 
he would hinder his Affairs from falling into Disor- 
der. He told the King the News he had receiv*d, 
and deftr*d his Leave to return Home. NaJlraddoBr 
contented, tho' with Regret; ^nd, in fhort, M- 
derrabmane forfbok the Delights of the Court of 
MmJeL As (bon as he was returned to Bagdad^ 
he applied himfelf ferioufly to repair the Lo6 hi* 
Abfence had made in his Affairs ; and when he 
had reftorM them to a good Condition again, he 
fell once more to treating his Friends, to do good to 
every body, and to live at a greater Expence than 
formerly. He bought himfelf new Slaves, and took' 
a Pleafdre to have fome of all the Nations in the 
World. 

One Day a Merchant fold htm a Female Slave 
that was a CircaJJian y and might be faid to be one 
of the perfe&eft Creatures that was ever feen. She 
was not full eighteen Years old, and her Name 
was Zcimb* He bought her for fix thoufend Sequins 
of Gold; but if he had given ten thoufand, he had 
not paid too dear. Her great Beauty was not her 
only Merit, fhe was admirM for her natural and 
improv'd Wit, for the Sweetnefi of her Humour, 
and a Temper that was always even and fedate, 
together with a tender, fincere, and faithful Heart. 
A Perfon fo amiable could not chufe but charm 
jihderraktnam : He conceived a violent Paffibn for 
her, and he had the good Fortune to find Zand 
inclined to love him, as well as he lovM her. 

While 
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• While they were indulging themfclvps at their 
Eafe in the Delights of their mutual Love, and 
making it their whole Bufinefs, the King of Moufel 
arrived without any Retinue at Bagdad, and alighted 
at the young Merchant's. Abderrahmane, faid he* 
I have taken a Fancy to come once more incognita 
to fee this City and the Calif's Court 5 or. rather, 
I had a Defire to fee you again. I am come to 
lodge with you : I flatter myfelf you will be as 
much pleas'd with my Company, as I was to en- 
tertain you in my Palace. The young Merchant, 
tranfported with the Honour he receiv'd, would have 
thrown himfelf at the Feet of Naftraddole, to (hew 
him how fenfible^ie was of it: But jhat Prince 
catch'd hold of him, and faid ; Wave all the Re- 
lpe& which you owe to the King of Moufel; look 
upon me no otherwife than as a Friend that is come 
to be merry with you : Let us live without Cere- 
piony and Constraint ; nothing is fo fweet as Li- 
berty ; to tafte the Charms of which, I now and 
then forfake the Court, and unking myfelf. I love 
to travel without a Train, that I may mix myfelf 
with private Perfons ; and I proteft, the Days which 
I fpend after this Manner, are the happieft of my 
Life. 

The young Merchant of Bagdad, to obey and 
pleafe the King of Moufel, treated him with Fa- 
miliarity. They begin to live together as if they 
had been Equals : They every Day minded then: 
Diverfions j and Naftraddole, forgetting who he was, 
paused the Time as a private Man. 

One >Night, as they were at Table, and drinking 
the beft Wines Hand to Fift, their Converfation 
turn'd upon the Beauty of Women. The King of 
Moufel boafted of the Charms of fome Slaves in his 
Seraglio* and faid there were not any in the World 
comparable to them. The Merchant of Bagdad 
could not hear this Afiertion without Concern > the 
*< x Love 
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Love hi bad for Z#*fc£, and die Wine which he 
had drunk, would not give him Leave to agree to 
it. Sir, faidhe to his>Gueft,tdowbt not but you have 
very fine Women ; but I cannot believe they furpafs 
mine in Beauty. I have feveral Slaves, which one 
cannot look on without Admiration, and amongft 
others a CircaJKan y whom Nature feems to have" 
taken a particular Pleafure to form : That is to for, 
reply'd the King, that you love this Circajjtan. The 
Praif^ you give her is a Proof that you are fmitten,* 
but does not convince me that (be is as charming 
as fome of my Slaves. -It is very eafy to convince 
you, reply'd' Abderrahmane. In faying that, he made 
one of his Eunuchs come to him, and whifper/d in 
his Ear ; Go tell my Slaves to put on their richeft 
Cloaths, and meet all together in a light Room. ' 
. The Eunuch haften'd to perform his Orders, and 
tte Merchant continued at Tabled faying to the 
Prince-; Sir, yoii fhali judge by and by yourfelrv 
whether vqu have Reafon to think that your Sera- 
glib Contains the fineft Women of Ajia. I Confefi, 
2tafwer*d the King, that I have a Defire to know* 
if hove hath not-bEnded you. . -i 

y They continued their j Mirth arid jinking till 
the fdme Eunuch fetum'd again, and- told hisMak 
ter, that the Slaves were all together, and; that they 
had forgot nothing that might contribute to fet off 
their Beauty. Then the Merchant led the King of 
Moufd into an Apartment of the utmoft Magni4 
licence, where there were thirty yomi£' Slaves^ beau-* 
ftifui, ~we)Ufhap'd, and all cover' d fcmfr Jtwels. TJtej& 
were fitting upon Sofas of Rofencokwr'd Silky Aowbr Vir 
with T Silver.' Some % were ' playing upon : . the z Lute, 
others on Tambours, and others again amused them-* 
felves with frnging, while they waited the Coming 
of their Mafter, They rofe from their Seats* as Toon, 
as they few him, and, (binding up, obferved a nsbdeuV 

Silence.^ i Abderrahmane order'q" th^jn lo fit down* 

and 
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Aeir Mafick: They obey 'dhixli in a 
Moment. 

King Nafimddak) as great a Prince is "he wa% 
was obliged to oWn that he had not tadre lovely 
Perfofis in bis Seraglio. He fet hirofelf to confider 
them one after the other : He began with thofe 
that play'd «m the Lute, whom he thought, very 
Jbandfome. He found thofe that play'd on the Tam- 
bour no fcfe agreeable ; and when he came to exa- 
mine the Singers, he few one whofc Beauty dazzled 
him. Is not (his, faid he to the Merchant, that 
Circaffien of whom you fpoke to me ? Yes, Sir, 
reply'd Abdtrrakmansy it is the feme. Am I a Bat- 
tering Painter ? Have you ever (ben any thing fairer? 

The Merchant ^f Bagdad waked trie King's Ah- 
fwer, and he doubted not but it would be very sta- 
tions for Ztinb j but he was much aftonUb'd when 
he &m that the Prince, tnftead of praifing tte Beauty 
of that Slavt, took on bimfelf a ferious jnoandKfy 
Air, without telfing him what he thought This 
made him judge, that the Monarch found Ztitteb 
fetter than all the Women of his Seraglio, and that 
he was vexed at it. Sir, reply'd he, a Mftmtnt ifltr+ 
fct conducting him hack to . his Apartment, I am 
fenfibk I have prcfurried tod muoh Upon die Charms 
of Zdneb ; I have, no doubt, extolled them too 
much to you. Nafiraddoh made no Anfwer to this 
•either ; and when he Was in his Chamber where 
he lay, he defied his Hoft to leave him alone, be- 
caufii he defied, as he faid, to repofe himfelfl Ab- 
derrabman* presently retired, perfuad6d that be waa 
vex'd only to have found himfelf miftaken. 

The next Day, in the Morning, the young Mer- 
chant went to the King of MwftFs Rifing : He be- 
tievM he (hoidd have found that Monarch in a bet- 
ter Temper; but he furprixed him in a-Sadnefi* 
which feem'd to make a ftronglmpreffion upon him. 
How do you do, Sir* faid he to htm ? With what

black Clouds are your Eyes furrounded ? What k 
the Caufe of this profound Melancholy, into which 
I fee you plung'd ? Abderrahmane, anfwer*d the King, 
I will go this Day for Moufel: I carry with roe an 
Affli&ton which Time, perhaps, will only increafe. 
Let me go, without adting me the Caufe of it. No, 
Sir, repues the Merchant, I muft beg you to tell it 
me. Hide it not from me, I conjure you. Have I 
not had the Imprudence io fail in the Refpedfc I owe 

fou ? I have abufed the Goodnefs which a great 
'rince hath (hewn me ; I have undoubtedly offended 
you. God forbid, replied Nafiradd$U> that Ifhould 
complain of you ! I complain of nothing but my ill 
Deftiny. Once more, purfued he, do not aft what 
troubles me. 

The more the King of Mntfel refused to deckr* 
the Caufe of his Affliction, the more the Merchant 
of Bagdad peefc'd him to difcovcr it. Moan white 
that Prince prepared for going, and had a Defign 
to keep his Secret ; but at length his Hoft obliged 
him by his Itt&ances to reveal it. Well, jfbdtrr&a* 
*£*/, (aid Najiraddde, as he was going away, yon 
needs wiH know k 9 and I wiB tefr ft you : I love, 
or rather I adore, Zeineb* I coutd not fee her, with* 
?ut receiving from her bright Eyes that fatal Love 
tint diflurbs my Reft. I defied to go without mak- 
ing this melancholy Confeffion to you 5 but you force 
it from me. Let not your Friendflrip reproach me 
with it : Alas ! I (hall expiate it but too much by all 
the Mifchiefc I am about to fuffer. Adieu. At 
tbefe Words, he went away from the Merchant of 
Bagdad^ and took the Road to MouftL 

This Difcourfe of Najlraddole ftrangely fiirprizcd 
Jbderrabmane> who was a long Time, after that 
Prince's Departure, in recovering from the Diforder 
that afie£faed his Senfee. Ah! unhappy Wretch that 
I am, cried he, that I ihould ihew Zeineb to the 
King of Mmftll Ought not I to have forefeen 

that

that he could* not look upon, her' without being 
imitten with Love ? He will languifh in his Court: 
The Women of his Seraglio, how beautiful foever 
thej are, will not be able to make him forget the 
fatal Circajjian that employs his Thoughts. I judge 
by myfelf, a Heart that uie hath charm'd, can ne- 
ver burn with any other Flame. » I ought to re- 
proach myfelf as long as I live, that I have made . 
a King unfortunate, wio is ftill greater on the Score 
of his Virtues than his Crown : It is I that, by the 
Tranfport of an indifcreet Lover, have broke the 
Courfe of his happy Days. In Return of all the 
Marks of Friepdfhip that I have receiv'd from him, 
is it juft that I fliould plunge a Dagger in his.Heaat ? 
No, my dear Prince, no, Abderrahmane will not 
leave you in this cruel Condition to "which he hath 
brought you. I am ready to facrifice myfelf for 
you 5. 1- will- furrender Zeintt to you, I ain refolved 
I will. 

As foon as he had taken this Refolution, he call'd 
fome of his Officers, and order'd them to prepare 
a Litter $ afterwards he caus'd Zeineb to be brought 
to him, and faid to her, You are no longer mine, 
you are the King of Mmfi£%* 'Tis that Prince you 
law Jaft. Night $. he hath a violent Paffion for you, 
hg deferves your Love ; you ought to fubmit, with- 
out Difficulty, to the Gift I have made him of your 
Perfdn. 

At this Difcourfe the Slave fell a weeping: Is it 
poflible, faid {he, that Abderrahmane can abandon 
mei after having fwprn fo many Times that he 
would love me eternally ? Ah fickle Man ! you love 
Ine no more, fome other Beauty triumphs undoubt- 
edly over the Power of my Eyes, and you would 
not put me from you, but to avoid the fecret Re- 
proaches that the Sight of me might give you% No, 
fair Zeineb) reply'd the Merchant, melting with 
Tendemefc, you have no RivJl, and I never loved 

you 
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you more than I do at this Moment. I . fwear 
"*oy the Great Prophet's Tomb that is .at Medi- 
na, that I never did. If that be true, faid Z*/- 
neb 9 interrupting him haftily, why muft we 
part? My Heart bleeds for it, anfwerM he, but I 
cannot bear that a Prince, for whom I have the 
snoft endearing Friendship, and who hath given 
me fuch Proofs of his, (hould languifh away his 
Life in Love. When his Quiet is at Stake, I have 
no longer any Regard for my own ; when I com- 
pare the Diftance that Nature hath put Jbetvvixt that 
Rival and myfelf, there is nothing that I think my- 
felf not oblig'd to facrifice to him ; and befides, 
when I reflect that it is to make you the Favourite 
of a mighty Sovereign ; that Thought, I confefs,' 
foftens the Rigour of the Violence I commit upon 
myklfj in furrendring you. Go. then, compkat the 
happy Deftiny that waits. you .ztMkufel> haften. to 
meet Najiraddde, and make the jnoft lively Joy fuc- 
eeed in his Heart, to that Afih&ion which hath 
feiz'd him. 

At thefe Words, which he could not pronounce 
without dropping fome Tears, he ordered the Offi- 
cers he appointed to conduct Zeineb to MouftU to 
take her away prefently from his Sight ; for me too 
was drown' d in Tears, and. appear'd fo .afflicted* 
that he began not to be able to bea* fo moving a 
Scene. The Officers put her into the Litter with 
an old Slave, who waited on her, and took the 
Road which the King of Moufel had taken. 

'Twas to no Purpofe that they made the beft 

Speed they could, for the Litter went too flow tp 

be able to overtake NaJlraddoU, who was mounted 

on a ftrong Arabian Horfe ; he arrived fever ., Days 

before Zeineb, who was no fooner come,' bin one of 

the Condu&ors haften'd to the Palace, to acquaint 

the King, that Abderrahmane their-Mafter had fent 

him this Slave.

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It is not to be exprefled. how great were the Sur- 
prise and Joy e£ that Monarch, when he received * 
the News. O geneueus Friend! cry'd he, were I 
ttot already convinced that thou art the moft per* 
fed Fritndl in the World, I could not now doubt 
vf it, finoe thoa prcfetr'ft my Happinefi to thy 
own. 

Hie fart the Chief of his Eunuchs to receive her* 
and affign'd her a feparate. Apartment, that was the 
moft convenient and magnificent in the Palace* 
She- had not been long there e'er the Prince came 
to her) he approached heaz, and obferving an' In** 
preffion of Sadnefe in her Face, Fair Zeitub, laid he* 
fe is net hard to guefe that your Heart difowns die 
Sacrifice which the generous Abderrahmant hath 
made mc cf you ; I fee plainly that you come to 
Moufel rather a» a Vi&im that is led to die,, than . 
as a haughty Beauty, that is brought to fee a So* 
wcign* kneel at her Feet; you are more fenfihic of 
the Loft of a Man. whom you. love, than of the 
Conqueft of a King, who adores you. Sir, an* 
toerM Ziineb y I ought to conform my Sentiments * 
to die new Deftiny that brings me hither; I ought 
to applaud myfelf lot the Happiness I have in being 
helov'd by fiich a- Prince as you : I will fay no 
more, I ought readily to forget the ungrateful 
Wretch, who hath abandon'd me, and give you 
his Place in my Heart. Why can I not, to re- 
venge the Treafon, conceive this very Moment for 
you, all that Paffion which his perfidious Love could 
infpire me with for him ? But alas ! for my Mif- 
fortune, I am too much concerned for the Trair 
tor ; as long as I litfe, he will always be prefent to 
my Thoughts, and difturb without ceafing the Re* 
pofe of my Life; The fair Save, in fpeaking theft 
Words, fell into Tears and deep Sighs, at which 
NaJiraddcU was much concerned. Ah! charming 
Zwidy cry'd he, moderate your Sorrow, I conjure 
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you, and permit me to flatter myfelf, that Time, 
and mv unfeigned Paffion, may at laft triumph over 
it ; talte not from me this Hope, which can alonp 
fopport mf Life. 

" The King of Moufel thought it not enough' to 
hold this Dncourfe to the fair Slave; he caft him- 
fcfcf at he# Feet, and, adding to what he had already 
faid, a- thoufand tender paffitmate Things, he macfe 
hb utmoft Efforts to comfort her, but could not 
gam his Point ; he even perceiv'd, that the more 
hfc opp&fetf her Grief* the more it increas'd; for 
which Reafon he retired : He chofe rather to feavfc 
Ztifui 9 than aggravate her Troubles by h» Prefence'. 
Let us now return to the Mercnarit of Bagdqd. 
After his fair Slave was gone, he fell into a lan- 
guifhing Condition that nothing could drive awajr:

Undoubtedly he would not : I am penuaded 
that he knows not the full Value of the Sacrifice 
I have made him ; he imagines that I had no great 
Love' for my fair Slave, fince I gave him her with- 
out his afking me for her. And indeed, what happy 
Lover, that adorM the Obje& of his Flame, ever 
renounced his Miftrefs out of Pity to a Friend ? 
And yet I love Zeineb as much as any Man can 
love. But alas-! Whither does my Grief hurry jnc ? 
What fignifies it for me to condemn myfelf? I 
(hould do again what I have done, how great fo- 
ever my prefent Afflictions be. The Prince, to whole 
Happinefs I facrifice my Love, bean in Mind the 

Value 
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Value of the Offering, and is more worthy than 

myfelf to pofTefs Xeineb. 

It was in this Condition that Abderrahmane found 
himfelf; he was iri Defpair for the Lofs of his 
jSlave, without tying fotxy for having yielded her 
to theKingsof Moufei It was already three Months 
that he had led a melancholy Life, when the Grand 
Vifier fent Officers to his Houfe to fecure him. 
They told him he was accujcd, for having in a De- 
bauch held a Difcourfe very refle&ing on the Com- 
jjiander of the feelievers. 4 . And it wa3 to no Pur- 
pofc tj^.he.protqfted h? ha»d nojt let the leaft Word 
drop* which might offend the Calif, for they car- 
ried him to Prifon. Two Lords of the Court, 
who were ; his private Enemies, had invented this 
Calumny to ruin him; and, upon their falfe Wit- 
nefi^ the Grand Vifier made him be imprifon'd. 
It W3s alfa order'd the fame Day, that all his Goods 
ihould be cpnfifcaledj .his Hoyfe raz'd, and that 
the ne^t pay his fle^d. flipuld be ftruck off upon 
a Scaffold, which for that Purpofe fhould be-ere£ted 
before the Califs Palace. , 

v The Keeper of the Prjifon where he was, went 
in the Night-Time to tell him his Sentence: Ab- 
derrafatianej faid he, I take a Share in your Mif- 
fortunes ; I am the more concern'd >at then*, be- 
came I have many Obligations to you : You have 
done me a Service at two remarkable Times, when 
I had Occafion for your Afliftance ; I have nojpr an 
Opportunity of {hewing my Gratitude : I refolve 
to 4 fet you at Liberty, to quit my Obligations to 
you : Go out of Prifon, the Gate? are open j fly, 
and efcape the Puniflunent that attends you. 

At this Difcourfe, Abderrahmane^ tranfported 
with Joy 9 embracejd the. Keeper,- and than k'd him 
for his Generofity j but, making a (udder ; Refle&ion 
on the Danger to which this Man expofed himfelf 
in letting him efcape, faid tp him j You do not con- 

ftder, 
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fider, that, in faving my Life, you hazard your own. 
I will not abufe your Generality, it is not juft that I 
ihould let you perifh for me. Trouble not wnirfetf 
about what will become of me, replied the Keeper^ 
inform ihe only, are you guilty or innocent? ( Have 
you in (hort (poke of the Calif in difreipe&m 
Terms ? Hide nothing from me,' it concerns rac/to 
know the Truth ; I mall take my Mea&resacconK 
ingly. Heaven is my Witnefs, anfwerjd-thc young 
Merchant, that I never fpoke of theoGAramaMdcr 
.of the Faithful, but with all the-Refpe&IjoJwethim. 
If fo, replied the Gaoler, I know ^irell dnou£h what 
I have to do: If you wetfe 'guilty,* Iwotfld fly with 
you ; but fince you are not, I will remain here, 'arid 
(pare nothing to make your Innocence known; nn.« 

Abdcrrahmane gave frefh Thanks to the Keeper, 
and went out of rrifon : He topic Refuge: z$ one > erf 
his Friend's, who hid him in a Place ©£ hisHoofe, 
where he believ'd "he was <afe> - Thenejet Ddy^tife 
.Grand Vifier, being informed of .the :Prifonec!s 
Efcape, fent to find the Keeper, and i{aid to him, 
O Wretch! Is it thus that thoudoft thyiDutyJ 
Thou haft let a Criminal efcape, who was under thy 
<2are, or rather, thou haft fet him at Liberty fhy- 
fclf: If thou find'ft him not in twentywfourHou^, 
thou fhalt fuffer the Fate to which he wis fentgnc'4. 
My Lord, replied the Gaoler, I doinotrefufcto die 
for him; Iconfefe 'tis I that have further'd ,his 
Efcape. I could not fuffer him to perifh. I open'd 
my Prifon-Gates, and advifed him to efcape. I 
confefs my Crime, and am ready to expiate it, by 
the Death that you had prepaid for. the. honeftejt 
Man in Bagdad, and, I dare fay, the moft Inno- 
cent. What Proofs replied the Vifier, have you of 
this Innocence? The Proteftations which he made 
me, anfwer'd the 'Keeper; Abderrahmane cannot tell 
a Lye. But you, my Lord, added ie, .give me 
Leave to reprefcnt to you, that you have fuffer'd

dence; he order'd the Cady to fearch for Abdir- 
fabmant all about Bagdad. 

Whilft the Cade's Lieutenant was fearching the

firft Inn, where he left his Horfe, and then went 
to Court. AH the King's Officers knew him again: 
This,, cried they, is the Stranger that our Monarch 
is'fo fond off He is welcome to Court. In a Mo- 
ment the] Nphe of his Arrival fprcad through the 
Palace', and came J ^o the Ears of Naftraddok : That 
'Prince pr«fthtly fenf for his Treafurer, and faid to 
him in a low Voice j Go* meet jfbdtrrabmane, give 
him from me two hundred Sequins of Gold, tell . 
him to go and trade with it, 
nit return till 'the End 6f fix 

The Treafurer' inftantly'ac 
Commiflion, ' which ftrangely 
Merchant. And indeed, Jus 
of receiving a Friend, ana fu 
Ion to expect of him. ' Wha 1 
after this Manner that the King of Meuftl receives 
a Man, ' whom he hath not difdained to look upon 
as his Friend ? Have I done any Thing to difguft 
him?' Alas!: I flatter'd myfelf that he would always 
'have the fame Sentiments for me, and that Hope 
was a Confolation to me in all my Misfortunes. 

Trouble not yourfelf, faid trie Treafurer, the 
King loves you Hill, and he no doubt has fome Rea- 
fons why he gives you not a better Reception; do 
that which he appoints you, perhaps you will have 
no Caufe to repent it. The Merchant went from 
the Palace, and return'd to the Inn, not knowing 
■what to think of Nafiraddde : What would he 
have me do, faid he, with two hundred Sequins ? I 
can carry on no great Traffick with fuch a finajl 
Sum ; indeed, if he had given me a thoufand Se- 
quins, 1 could have gone in Partner with fome con- 
fiderable Merchant, and begun my Fortune anew. 

However, he took all the Mcafures poflible to

The Merchant wasTfc^lefs furprized at thispilj- 
coiurfe,. than the laft Time he- had been at Court. 
What does Najiraddole mean, faid he to him/elf J 
Is it thus thai he pretends to reward my Services? 
Does he believe, that' by ibis he mates me amends 
for the Sacrifice I made him • of all that wasc moft 
dear in ^he World to me ? . Ought he not. to be 
afhamed to give me fifty Sequins ? Is that a Prefent 
worthy of him? I will ftill, purfued he, do that 
which he orders me : I will return to the Palace in 
the Time limited, but it (hall be the laft Time, if 
I am not received in another Manner. ] 

He bought frefh Goods, and began r to trade; anil 
did it with fuch good Fortune, that at the End of 
fix Months he had gain'd near a hundred .Sequins : 
He fail'd not to return to the King's Palace ; the 
Treafurer went to receive him, and aft*d if he had 
tlie two hundred Sequins ? I have ajmoft three hun- 
dred, apfwer*d the Merchant : Fortune hath this 
Time been favourable to me. Since it is fo, replied 
the Treafurer,' I will conduct you to the Kingj hb 
wiH no longer make any Difficulty of feeing you. 
At thefe Words, he took the young Merchant by 
the Hand, and led him to nafiraddotfs Clofct.

Najiraddole gave effe&ively to. the young Mer- 
chant an Apartment in his Palace, and appointed 
Officers tq ferve him. They fpent the firft Day 
tdgether, : and when Night was come, the King 
laid to him, I will acquit myfelf towards you, in ' 
Recompence for the young Slave you gave me, 
though you lov'd her yourfelf : I will pay you in 
the fame Coin ; I will furrender to you the Wo- 
man of the Wprld that is deareft to me ; I will 
fend her to you this Night/ °n Condition that you 
marry hef. Sir, replied Abderrahniane, I thank 
your Majefty'fbr the Goodnefs ; you ' have for me, 
but fuffer me to refufe the Honour you would do 
me ; I can never love another Lady after Zeineby 
and I conjure you not to conftrain my Inclina- 
tions. Whatever Paffion you may have for Zelneb % 
replied the King, I doubt much, whether you can 
fee the'Perfon I defign for you, without conceiving 
a Love for her; all that I aefire of you is, that you 

, I 3 would 
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^ould have a little Conversation with hex : If her. 
Wit and Beauty have no ErfecT: uppa you, I will, 
not prefs you to marry her. Sir, replied the Ader- % 
chant, in Complaifance to you, I confent to fee her, 
fince you defire i( > neverthelefe be allured, that in 
Spite of all her Charms, ffie will never fire my 
Heart with a new Flame. 

. In fhort, Jbckrrahmane retired to his Apartment* 
where fie was no fooner come, but the Chief of 
the Eunuchs, follow'd by a Lady veil'd,. came to 
him, and faid ; Sir, this is the Perfon that the King 
my Matter will give you, (he is the faireft of his 
Women ; he cannojt at this Time make you a ■ 
more valuable Prefect. In fpeajcirfg thefe Words*; 
he made a profound Bow to the young Merchant* 
left the Slave,, and went away. 

The Mercfiant of Bagdad faluted the Lady yerjr 
civilly, and deuFed her to fit down on a great Sofa 
of bhie Brocage, embroider'd with Gold : She fat 
down, and he, placing himfeff by her, {aid r O 
you \ who under this Veil, reprelent the Sun cover'd

He was filent after faying thefe Words,- waiting 
the Slave's Anfwer ; when all of a fudden ihe broke 
out into a Fit of daughter, then lifted up her Veil, 
aad tiie young Merchant knew hei. to be his dear 
Zeintb. Ah* my Princefe, cried he,, carded away

and few that I would not yield to his Solicitations, 
he ended his Purfuit, and: had not kept me here 
thus long, but to give me feck into your Hands* ; ». 

The fair Zeintb and the young Merchant patted 
the reft of the Night, in'expwfflng mutually the 
Joy they had ih feeing~one another again,- and for 
the* Manner whereby they found themfidva re-uni- 
ted. The next Morning, Nafiraddok came Into, 
their Apartment ; they both- caft themfelves at hiss 
Feet to thank- him for his- Goodnefe, He railed 
tbearupy and feki; Hafjiyi Lovers, enjoy peace- 
ably in my Court* the Pleafc&s-of si perfeOT Union; 
to join your Hearts yet ftri&er^ I will order Pre-. 
parations for "your Marriage j if I cannot ceafe ta 
Jove Zeineby at laaft my Love fhall not appear, but 
only in the Benefa&ions with which I intend ta 
compleat your Nappineis. 

In fhort, he wa* not fatisfied to fettle only large 
Penfions on them ; he affign'd them above twenty 
thoufand Acres of Land, exempt from all Duties; 
and, to add to their good Fortune, Abdurrahman* 
received the agreeable News from Bagdad,, that 
one of his Accufers, being ftung with Remorffe, had 
difcoverM all to the Grand Vmer, who, upon his 
Dspofition, had put to Death the other, pardon'd 
the Gaoler, and declared the Accufed innocent.

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ArrafAidj land hk Favpurite Miftrefs, finifced here 
the Story of Nafiraddoh, Abderrahmane^ and Ztineby 
and he received great Applaufe. The Calif praifed' 
much the Generality of the young Merchant, and 
that of the King of Moufeh, and Sultaxum fail'd 
not to commend to the Skies the Conftancy of the 
Fair Cireaffian. Then the old Man, who had rela* 
ted the Story of the two Brother Genii, fpoke, and 
(kid to , the Favourite of the Commander of the 
Faithful; Q my Princefs ! fince you love the Cha-t 
rafters .of.faithful Women, I wifl, if you. will give 
me Leave* tell you the Story of Repfima: I believe 
the Recital of her Adventures will not feem tedious, 
to you. Sultanum fhew'd fo much Defire to hear 
this new Story, . that the Calif bid the old Man re-, 
k to it ti aitd he, who naturally lov'd to talk much,! 
afk'd ncf better, but bfigan after this Manner. . , 
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The Story of Repfima. 

A Merchant of Bafra, call'd Dukin, left off his 
Bufinefi, to devote himfelf wholly to Religion. " 
He was a Man wKo had been always very fcru-* 
pulows in his Dealings, and corifequently had got 
little Wealth ; he liv'd in a fmall Houfe in the Out- ; 
parts of the City, with his only Daughter, whom 
. he had educated in the Fear of the Moft High. 
They both fafted not only on the Days of Obliga- > 
lion, but often likewife to mortify themfelv^s. In 
fhort, all their, Time was employ'd in Prayer, and.

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Fame of her Virtue attra&ed feveral Men, whoafkM 
her In Marriage of her Father, and fhe would have 
had a great Number of Admirers, had it been known 
that her Beauty was equal to her Virtue. Dukin 9 
when he confider'd the Mediocrity of his Fortune, 
defired that his Daughter would marry fome rich 
Merchant j but fhe fhew'd fuch an Averfion to Mar- 
riage, that he durft no: engage her into that State, 
for fear of offering too much Violence to her De- 
fires. No, no, my Father, faid (he to him, as often 
as any Lover offer'd himfelf to court her, I will not 
leave you: Suffer me to partake with you in the 
Sweetnefi of the quiet Life which you lead. 

They both liv'd together for fome Years, in the 
Manner as I hive faid ; after which Dukin was 
taken away by the Angel of Death. Repjima 9 fee- 
ing herfelf deprived of the Support of her Father, 
lift up her Hands and Eyes to Heaven, praying in 
thefc Words ; O thou, who art the only Hope of 
Perfons in Defpair, the fole Refuge of Orphans ; 
Heaven, that forfakeft not the Unfortunate, who 
implore thy Succour with Confidence ; thou, who 
heareft the Voice of the Innocent that figh, rejeft 
not my Prayer : Thou art All-powerful -, thou canft 
preferve me ; deliver me from all the Dangers that 
threaten my Innocence. 

After the Funeral of Dulin, ' aH the Family re- 
prefented to Rep/ima, that fhe could no longer with 
Decency continue in that Solitude, and that fhe 
ought to marry. At the fame Time, they propofed 
to her a young Merchant, named Temim y of whofe 
Prudence and Honefty they much boafted. She- could 
not, at firft, relifh an Advice- fo contrary to her 
Thoughts; but at length* having in her Prayeis 
c6nfulted the great Prophet, fhe believ'd herfelf in- 
fpir'd ; and this was enough to make her determine 
to. marry Temitn : The Marriage was confummatcd 
a little Time after. 

} s She 
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She found in her Hufband, befides the Riches 
they had fpoken to her of, a Man inclined to love, 
her paffionately. Temim was every Day more and 
more fon<fr of her, and, charm'd with having a 
Wife of fuch rare Merit, he efteem'd himfelf the 
happieft of Men. But, alas f his good Fortune was 
mot long-liv'd. Tremble, Mortals, when you find 
vourfelves at the Height of your Wifhes \ that In- 
Stant, which is to be the Ian of your Felicity, is* 
perhaps juft at Hand 

Temhn, a Year after his Marriage, was obliged to 
make a Voyage upon the Indian Coaft j he had a 
Brother, wnom he entrufted with the Care of his 
Affairs at Home : My dear Brother, Revende, faid 
he, let Repjima have your good Company during, 
my Abfcnce, and hufband well my Eftate \ I need 
fay no more to you j I judge of you by myfelf ; I 
believe my Intereft is not lefs dear to you than your 
owi^ Yes, my Brother, anfwerM fie, you have a- 
great deal of Reafon to put an entire Confidence in 
me j and there is no Need of recommendirig your 
Interefts to me, the Blood and Friendfhip betwixt 
us will not permit me to negle& them. 

Upon this Aflurance, that Rtvendt gave to Temim^ 
to have a great Care of his Family, he parted frorii 
Bafra 9 and embarked upon the Gulph m a Veflel: 
that went to Surat. As foon as he was gone, his. 
Brother came into the Houfe, and made a thoufand* 
Proteftations of Service to Repjima r who received 
him very kindly. Revende unfortunately fell in 
Love with his Sifter^n-law: He ftifled his Paflioni 
for fome Time r but it infenfibly got the Maftery of 
bim, and he declared it. The Lady* tho* provok'd 
with the Bbldnefe of her Brother, fpoke to him 
mildly, and defired him to fpeak no more of any 
fuch thing; She reprefented to bim the Outrage he 
effer'd to Temim, and the little Advantage he could. 
expe& from fuch guilty Thoughts. 

Revtnd^ 
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Revtndt, feeing that his Sifler-in-law took the 
Thing {b geatly, defpair'd not to gain her, and 
became more bold. O my Queen ! feid he, all that, 
you can fay upon this atibjed* will be, in vain; 
rather hearten to my Sighs,, and accept, of my 
Service. I will bind myfelf with the Girdle, of' 
Bondage, and be vour Slave till Death. Let us 
agree together, and keep our Intrigue To private, as- 
to fecure ourfelves from Detraction. At this Dif- 
courfe, Reffima could not contaiq her Anger. Ah! 
wicked Wretch! faid ihe, thou careft for nothing: 
but to hide thy Crime from the World y thou fear- 
eft only to be iM fpoken of. Thou: makeft no*. 
Confcience to injure thy Brother, and offend Hea- 
ven, who fees to the Bottom of thy Soul. But 
ceafe to flatter thyfclf ; I had rather die a tboufand 
Deaths, than fatisfy thy criminal Paffion. - 

Another, lefe brutal than JRjvindij would hav^ 
been ftarried at thefe Words, and had a greater 
Value for Rtpfirna. As for him, .feeing be could 
not feduoe her, he refolved to revenge himfelf by 
her Ruin. And fee how he fet about it. One^ 
Night, as file was at Prayers, he caus'd a Man to* 
enter privately into Temm's Houfe : This Man in- 
troduced himfelf foftly into the Lady's Chamber jr. 
when Jtm&nde, followed by four Wknefles^ which 
he had iuborn'd, broke open the Door of the Houfe* 
and running where his S&ter-in-law was ; Ah ! bafe* 
Woman, did he, have 1 furpriz'd you with a Man?^ 
Is it thus that you drfhonour my Brother? I have: 
brought Witnefles, fo that it cannot avail you to 
deny your Crime. Wicked Creature, that oufe- 
wardly affedefr an auftene Virtue,, whenlat the lame 
Time thou committed' the moft infamous A&iora. 
in private, in faying this, be made fochaNbifiv 
that he awak'd all the Neighbourhood* andunade 
the Scandal publick* 

It was by this trea c herous- Artifice* that Raxtufa 
'.'•'* made 
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matde-his Sifter-in-law pafs for an Adultrefe; k« 
was not content with that; he run to the Cady* 
vtkh his four Witneflea ; he informed him of the- 
Adventure, and demanded Juftice. The Judge 
prefently interrogated the Witnefles ; and, upon 
their Deposition, charged his Lieutenant to go and 
ftize on Rtpftma, and to put her in Prifon till the 
next Day. The Lieutenant obe/d his Orders, and 
the Day following, the Perfon accufed was con- 
cfenmed to be buried alive upon the high Road.. 
This, vigorous Decree was executed. They eon* 
du&ed the Victim a League out of the City, with? 
a vaft Cbncourfe ef People, and buried her up to' 
the Breaft in a Grave, where they left her. 

As the People returned to the Town, they fpoke 
varioufly of Temim's Wife. This is Calumny, £ud 
Jbme : This Affair hath been judgM too rafhly, iaid 
others. This Woman always appeared lb prudent 
and virtuous * There is no Truft to be put in Wo— 
rtan, faid others.

In fhoit^ 
every one reafon'd as they thought fit. 

Reffima> was thus upon the high Road, in* the- 
Condition I have told you* when in the Middle of 
the Night, there pafs'd by her an Arabian Robber, 
mounted on Borfeback. She calTd to him ; Paf- 
fenger, faid the, whoever you are, T conjure your 
to fave my Life: I am unjuftly buried alive: In die 
Name of God* have Pity oh me, and deliver me 
from the cruel Death which waits me*; this good* 
Work will not be long without a Reward. The- 
Arab) the' a Robber, was mov'd with. Companion^ 
I' will, -Jaicbhr, five this miferable Creature; I have 
a Conscience loaded with a thoufand Crimes; thi» 
charitable.. A&iow may perhaps incline the Moft 
Higkto fargte me. 

In making this Refle&ion, he alighted, came* 
near to Ripjtmai> and after taking her out of the 

Ground*, 
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Ground, he remounted his Horfe, and took the 
Lady behind him. Sir, (kid fhe, -whither will you 
carry me ? I will condu& you, anfwer'd he, to my 
Tent, which is not far off: You will' be fecure 
there, and my Wife, who is the belt Woman in 
the World, will receive you kindly. 

They foon arriv'd amongft feveral Tents, where* 
fome Arabian Rabbets dwelt : They alighted at the 
Door, and prefently came a Negro and open'd it* 
The Robber psefented the Lady to his Wife, and 
teld her how he came to meet with her. The 
Arab's Wife was naturally charitable, and was for- 
ry that her Hufband followM the Bufinefs of Rob- 
bing. She gave Repjima a favourable Reception,, 
and defir'd her to tell her Story. 

The Wife of Temim began to relate h in Sighs: 
She fpoke after a Manner fo touching,, that it melted 
hfer Hearers to Pity. The Robber's Wife was par- 
ticularly affefled. Fair Lady, faid (he to Rtpjma, 
with Tears in her Eves, I am- as fenfible of your. 
Misfortunes as yourfeif, and you may depend upon- 
it, I am 4nclin r d to do you all the oervice that lies-, 
in my Power. My good Lady, (aid the Wife of 
Temim to her, I thank you for your Goodnels ; I fee 
clearly that Heaven will not forfake me, fince I 
meet with Perfons that take a Share in my Misfor- 
tunes. Give me Leave to flay with you: Order 
me fome folitary Retreat, where I: may employ my 
Time in praying for you. 

The Arab's Wife led her imo a little Chamber,. 
and (aid ; You may be here very quiet ; no Mif- 
ehief will difturb your Prayers. It- was. a great* 
Comfort to Refftma to have this Refuge: She con* 
flafttty gave Thanks- for it to Heaven*. But alas ! (he 
was not at the End of her^Troubles* other Misfor- 
tunes were deftinrd to befal her% 

A Negro*, who belong'd to the Arab> and whofe. 
Jufinefc it was to drefe the Hories, and to drive; 
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the Cattle to Field, and bring them back, caft one 
Day a prophanc Eye on Rtpftma, How beautiful: 
fhe is, (aid he to himfeW, and how happy fhouli 
I be if I could gain her Love! Calid, for that was. 
his Name, who was one of the moft frightful 
Monfters of his Kind, entertained Hopes that be 
might become the happy ^ Lover. This Hope, and 
the Beauty of the Object beloved, which he often 
faw, increased his Love, and inflam'd it to fuch a 
Degree, that he refolved to declare it upon the firft 
Occafion that preferred. This foon ofterM: He 
laid hold of it one Day, when the Arab and his 
Wife were gone out of their Tent, He entered 
into the Chamber of Rdpjma. Tis a long Time, 
faid he, that I have waited for an Opportunity to 
fpe^k with you in private, to tell you that I die 
for Love of you : I (hall certainly lofe my Life, if 
you deny me Relief. Ah Wretch ! anfwer'd fho; 
can'ft thou imagine thyfelf to be worthv my No- 
tice ? Wert thou the handfomeft and Deft fbrm'd 
of all thy Sex, thou cbuid'ft not reap. any Advan- 
tage from thy foolifli Paffion, and yet thou flatter'ft 
thyfelf with Hopes of pleating me. Be gone hence, 
Impudence, for I cannot but with Horror caft my 
Eyes upon thee. If ever, purfued (he, thou -hap* 
pen'ft to ipeak to me of Lovfc, I will acquaint thy 
Mailer, who ftall punifh thy Infolence. 

She fpoke thefe Words with fo much Earneft- 
nefs, that he plainly perceived fo fair a Conqucft 
was never referved for him. But, being not lefs 
wicked than Revende, he thought of revenging him- 
felf of a Woman who defyis'd his Love. He ftt 
about it in a very . extraordinary Manner, The 
Arab had a Son in the Cradle, and this Child 
was the Delight of his Father and Mother. One 
Night Calid cuts off the Head of this Infant,. and 
carrying the Dagger with which he committed this 
barbarous A&ion into RtyfimJ* Chamber, the Door 
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• of which he open'd without making any Noife* 
rfe laid it all Hoody under the Bed of that iady* 
ais {he lay afleep. Befides, he Iprmkled fbmethops 4 
of Blbod, from the Cradle wherein the Infaht lay,, 
to "the Bed ! of the innocent Repfima^ upon whomr 
he defignM the Sufpicion of the Murde* Ihould faD $ 
and, at the fame Time, be blooded her Cloaths. 

The next Morning, as foon as the Arab and hi* 
Wife perceived the Child in the Condition wherein 
the Negro left him, they made terrible Shrieks, tore 
their Faces, and put Aflies upon their Heads. Calid 
j*an to their Cries, and aft'd what was the Mattery 
& if he had been ignorant of it. They IhewM him 
the Cradle, bathed in Blood, and their Son without 
Life. At this Sight, he feigned an extreme Fury $ 
he tore his Cloaths, and, howling, wrung his Hands,, 
and cry'dj O unheard of Cruelty! O deteftable 
Treafon? Could I but know the Autftor 4>f » this: 
horrid Deed \ If I had hold . of him this Moment, 
I would tear him to Pieces. But, added he, perhaps 
it may be difcover'd, and we may follow the bloodtf 
Steps of the Murderer. At thefe Words, his Mas- 
ter and he follow'd the Drops of Blood which con* 
dueled them to Repfima% Chamber, The Negro- 
takes the Dagger from under the Bed where lie nad 
put it, and at the fame Time obferved to the Arab* 
that the Lady's Cloaths were Woody $ then faid, 
O Matter, you fee after what Manner this Wretch 
repays the Favours you have (hewn her. 

The Arab ftood aftonifh'd, when he few there- 
Was Room enough tofufpeft Repfima of having com- 
mitted fuch a cruel A&iori. O miferable Woman,, 
faid he, is it thus thou keep'ft the Laws of Hofpi-i 
tality ? Why haft thou Ihed the Blood of my Son ? 
What had that poor Innocent done to thee to arm 
thy cruel Hand againft his Life, which was fcarce 
begun ? Q inhuman ! the Services I have • done 

* thee- 
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thee deferved another Kind of Reward. In faying 
this, he burft out in Tears, and fell into the ut- 
moft Defpair. O my dear Mafter, faid CaVid to 
him, ought you to fpeak in thefe Terms to this 
abominable Stranger? Are you fatisfied with re- 

f reaching her ? Rather bury in her Breaft the fatal 
'onyard which fhe has made ufe of to murder 
your only Son. If vou will not revenge yourfelf, 
leave it to me ; I will punifh this curfed Woman,.- 
who has bath'd herfelf in the Blood of an Infant. 
Speaking thefe Words, he took the Dagger, and 
offer'd to plunge it into the Iteart of Repjima, who 
was fo furprized with what fhe was accus'd of, that 
{he was perfectly filent. 

She had not Strength to fpeak to juftify herfelf, 
and the Negro was going to ftrike, when the Arab- 
held back his Arm : What do you do ? faid Calid 
to him : Would you hinder me from chaftiling a 
wicked Creature, who has thus impioufly tranf- 
greffed the Laws of Hofpitality ? Ah ! forbear ta 
opppofe my Defign ; fuffer me to- clear the Earth 
of a Monfter, who-will hereafter commit yet greater 
Crimes, if fhe be forgiven this. At thefe Words* 
he lifted up his Arm a fecor.d Time, to give a 
mortal Blow to Rtpjima ; but the Arab ftill held 
him* and forbid him to kill her. The Robber was 
Mafter of his Reafon in this Defpair ; and, tho ? the 
Circumftances" were againft the Wife of Ternim^ he 
could fcarcely think her guilty. He wanted to know 
what fhe would fay to juftify herfelf: He aflc r d her 
why fhe had aflaffinated the Infant ? She anfwer'd,. 
that fhe kaew nothing of the Matter, and cry'd fo 
bitterly,, that the Robber pity'd her. The Negro 
perceiving \t y would in Spite of his Matter's Com- 
mand to the contrary, have ftab'd the Lady. Tho 
Eagernefe he obferv'd in him to kill her, uifpleas'd 
the Jrab % fo that he commanded him to retire. Go, 

Gahd* 
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Calidy faid he, you. canry your Zeal too for ; I fee 
i>q Reafon to take away the Life of this Woman : I 
believe her innocent, notwithstanding the Circum- 
ftances condemn her. 

. The Robber's Wife, how deeply foever (he was 
ajCHi&ed for the Death of her Son, could not like- 
wife perfuade herfdf that Repjima was capable of 
committing the Crime laid to her Charge. It would 
be better, faid fhe to her Hufband, to fend away this 
Woman, without doing her any Mifchief, than to 
kjll her, without being affur'd that (he is guilty. 
The Arab approved that Opinion, and faid to Repji- 
ma, Whether you are innocent pr guilty, Ifhall give 
you no farther Shelter here. As often as mv Wife 
•and I (hould fee you, we {hould remember tnisLofs 
of our Son, and your Prefence ;would every Day re- 
new our A&i&ion. Go from this Tent, and feek.. 
for Refuge where you pieafe; you ought to befatif- * 
lied with our Moderation. Inftead of taking away 
your Life, I will give you Money to fubfift on. 

Rtpftma pi ais'd the Juftice of the Arab* and faid 
to him, that Heaven was too juft not to let him 
one Day know the Author of that Crime; then 
(he thank'd him lot the Goodnefs he had (hewn 
her : But, when he prefented her a Purfe, in -which 
were a hundred Sequins, (he faid to him, keepjrour 
Money, and leave me to Providence, that wilHake* 
Care of me. No, no, reply'd he, I will have ybu * 
take thefe Sequins, they will not be ufelefs to you. 
She accepted them ; . and, after begging the Rob- 
ber's Wife not to think any 111 of her, (he went 
ixpm the Arab\ Habitation. 

. She marched all Day without retting, and at the 

Clofe of the Day (he arriv'd at the Gates of a City 

which was not far from the Sea. She knock'd by 

Chance at the . Door of a finall Houfe, where an 

old Woman liv'd, who came to open it, and aik'd 

her what (he wanted. O Mother ! anfwer'd.-fog/?- i 

ma* 
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ma, I am a Stranger, I am juft coftfe into thb 
Town ; I know wa Body here ; I beg of you to bt\ 
fo charitable as to lei me lodge with you. The 
oM Woman contented, and let her have a little \ 
Room. Then the Wife of limim took out* of her 
Purfe a Sequin, and gave it her Hoftefs to provide 
Supper for her. The old Woman went into the 
Town, and returned in a little Time with fome 
Dates, and wet and dry'd Sweetmeats, of which 
they botfi eat. Then Repfima told her Story to the 
old Woman, who was much concerned at it, and 
after that they both went to Bed. 

The next Day the Wife of Temim had a Defire 
to go into the Baths : The old Woman went with 
her. As they were on their Way> they few a 
young R4aji who had h& Hands ty'd, and a Rope 
about his Neck, with- the Executioner leading' him; 
to Puniibment, arid a Crowd of People fallowing 
him. Repfima aflced what Crime that young Mai* 
had committed. They faid it was a Debtor, and . 
the Cuftom of that City was to hang thofe who 
could not' pay their Debts. How much does he 
otve ? faid the Wife of Temhh. Sixty Sequins, faid 
one of the Inhabitants to her. If you will pay it 
for him, you -wilt fave his Life. Very willingly, 
reply'd (he, taking but her Purfe of Money. To 
whom fiiall I give it? Immediately they let the 
Cady, who was attending the young Man to Ex- 
ecution^ know, that a Lady offered to pay the young 
Man'a Debts. The Creditor came, and Rejfima 
paid him fixty Sequins* and the Debtor was* diP 
charg'd immediately. All the People, charmed ^*ftfc* 
the Generofity of the Stranger * bufied themfeTves to % 
know who fhe was; which was the Reafon, that, 
inftead of going to the publick Baths, fhe took 
Leav6 of her old Hoftefe, and went out of the 
City to avoid the importunate Curioftty of the In- 
habitants;

Neverthelefs, the young Man, who ha4 efcapect 
Death, inquired after his Deliverer, to return Thanks 
to her; Sand when it was tp^cf him that fhe was; 
gone out of the Cityj he informed himfelf of the 
Road fte had taken, and tnareh'd after her* He" 
overtook yer by the Side of a Fountain, where fhe 
had ftopt to reft herfelf : He faluted her very re- 
fpeflfully,. and offer'd to he ,her Slave, as a Proof 
of his Gratitude. No, faid fhe to him, I would 
not have yeu buy Co clear the Service I have done 
you. You have not fo much Obligation to me as 

Jou imagine. It is not for the Love of you that 
have fav'd you from Death, it is only for the 
Love ofGpcU 

. While (he was fpeaking in this Manner, the 
young Man had his Eyes nx'd upon her, and, be- 
ing ftrucfe with her excellent Beauty, .became iir 
Love. He declar'd inftantly his Paffion ; and, be- 
ing perfiiaded he could not find a fairer Opportu- 
nity of fhewing himfelf lively and urging, he caft 
himfelf at the Feet of Repjima y and conjur'd her 
in the moft paffionate Terms to anfwer to the Ar- 
dour fhe had infpir'd him with. But the . chafte 
Spoufeof Temim, inftead of looking with Pleafure 
on a kneeling Lover, flew into Rage, and treated 
him not more favourably than fhe had the Negro. 
O Villain f faid fhe to him, thou knoweft well that, 
but for me thou hadft not been now in the World: 
The xnoft infamous Hand had taken ^way thy tife*, 
and darerf thpu attempt) . my Honour ? Thou 2^xt j 
very infolent to entertain me with thy I^efires^ Eaii^ 
Lady, anfwer d the young Man, I cannot think f 
give you any Caufe of Offence, by deckling all 
the Sentiments which Gratitude. and your, Beauty 
have created in my Heart. Is it fuch a great Af- 
front to fell you that yc«u have charmed me ? Hold 
thy Tongue, Wretch, cry'd #jpftma\ putting. him 
ffiort^ think not that thou fhalt* incline my V frtue 

to 
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Xjb hear thee : 'Tis in .vain that thou hid'ft thy f ill 
Defigns. under fubmiffive and refpe£tful Words i I 
difcover them well, in Spite of thy Flattery. Away, 
be gone, oblige me not to repent of the Service I 
have 'done thee. 

' The Air, with which {he pronounced thefe Words, 
made the young Man know, that he had nothing 
to hope for. He rofe without faving any .Thing 
more, and advanced to the Sea-nd?. He ' faw a 
Veflel ftbp, and the Ship's Crew a landing. 'Twas 
a Merchant of Bafra going to Ceylan. He came to 
them, and afkM for the Captain. I have, faid he 
to . him, a Female Slave perfectly handfome, which 
I would fell : She loves me not ; I am refol/d to 
be. rid of her: I left her by a Fountain-fide a little 
Way off. Buy her, I will fell hqr a good Penny- 
worth; you fhall have her for three hundred Sequins. 
I'll .take you at your Word, reply'd the Captain* 
provided Die be as young and handfome as you fay 
(he is. 

Upon this, the young Man led the Captain near 
the Fountain, where Repfima> after having made the 
Ablution,, was at Prayers. The Captain had no 
fboner feeri her, but' he paid the three hundred Se- 
quins to the young Man, who return'd back to the 
Town. 

The Merchant, who had bought Repfima s came 
nfcar her, and faid, O raviflnng Beauty! 1 am over- 
joy'd at my Bargain; I am a Judge of Slaves; I. 
have bougnt ibovc a thoufand in my Life-rime; 
but. I confefs you exceed them all; Your Eyes are 
more brilliant than the Sun, and your Shape is in- 
comparable. 

This Difcourfe much furpriz'd Repfima ; but fhe 
was much more amaz'd when the Captain reach'd 
out his Hand, faying, Let us go, my Princefs, I will 
put you on Board; and you fhall be in my own 
Cabin. Wc fhall put to Sea immediately: You- 

{hall- 
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(hail go. with me to Sertndib ; and at our Return 
to Bafra, you (hall be Miftreis of my Houfe and 
JRjd)es, ; (or I intend not to fell you. If I have 
bought yoi$ofthat' young Man you could not lov^ 
'tis' only to make, you the happieft Perfon in th? 
.Wprlft. 1 wilj have alt the Tendejpiefs and Com? 
plaifance imaginable for you. At thefe Words, whicl? 
Reffinja heard verjr impatiently, . (he^ interrupted the 
Captain : What is it 'that you fay to me ? cried (he. 
J wa^ fl«ver a Slayp: I am free, and no Perfon hath 
a Right to fell me. In fpeaking after this Mariner^ 
flae^ tfefuft ;bapk ;jthe; Captain's Hand very angrily. 
f . : Hs-w>a3,4iatur,a41y if ough and viol$rjt ; .and, (hock'4 
at the .Manper, of her receiving thofe obliging 
.Things he fancied he had faid to her, he changed 
his Language, all of a (iidjden, and {took another 
Tonec What now, little Woman, (aid he, is it 
thus.^JbpDu, (peak'ft. to thy- Matter ?,. I have bought 
thee wjth ;my .Morjey : / Thou art my Slave $ I will 
cajry thee by force Qr'Ir^linatipri. Speaking, thus, 
)ie jfcook >her under hfe ;$rrn, and, in Spite of her 
Refinance, he bore her away, as a Wolf bears a 
Sheep that is ffray'd from the Shepherd. It was in 
vain that (he made the Air refpund with her Cries; 
he putter pn board, .and immediately the Ship 
fctSai). ' ' " 

\ The, Captain let Repjima alo/ie for fome Days tp 
come toherfclf; but not feeing that (he regarded 
more favourably any Marks of Tendernefs that he 
could give her,, he loft all Patience, and would oblige 
her one Day to (hew more Complaifance to his 
Love. She found herfelf.no ways inclin'd to yield 
po the. Efforts of • her Tempter ; who, on his Side, 
having no longer any Command of his Pai&on, would 
haye obtained by Force the. Satisfaction (he refus'd 
him; when a terrible Storm furprized them, and 
put the Ship's Crew in Difmay. There arofe all ojf 
a fudden (b furious a Wind, that in an Inilant the 

Ma(fc 
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Maftsjof the Veffel were brought by th<? Board, the 
T*ackle 'broken, knd the Safls carried* away. The 
Sailors not knbwffjg what to do, and the Pilot leav- 
ing the Veflel fi> the Mercy 1 of the : Wftid and the 
WaVes, tritd totoij^^Deck, G'Palflefa^s, \ if 
any of ; yott liath cohifmititbd any lieihous (Grimes, 
and Tiolate4 $fc "'piws x&Mabmki feflilm a& Par- 
don of~Heave.n; there is ho ^inle to be foftj we 
are all goipg to perifh. Accordingly the Tefhpeft 
(ncreafed, and the Ship, 'after haviiig fome Time

• AlUflie People* of the Ship periflfd bui &#Sra* OnA 
Ae-<^ptaitt ; : r They .Were f fetfH faved dipoo Pfeiiks, 
arid each made ^tfie I^and at different PlaCeV The 
Wife of Temm was carried by the Waves upon tjxej 
Coaft of 3ix Ifland well inhabited, and which was 
govenjM by % Woman. , There were then, by chance* 
^ grqat Numbier of ^Habitants upon the;5ea-fide. 
As Toon as thej^rqeiv'd Rfpfima upoiithe Waters^ 
and then fortunately caft -a&bre oh their Ifland, 
they look'd Upon it as a Miracle. They flocl?d a- 
bput her, and afk'd her a thoufand Queftions. The? 
better to fetisfy their 'CurTofity,' IHe related heir Ad- 
ventures to them, andbeg'd them to grant her a 
Refuge, Hvbere ! fhte niight live in Peafce. The Man* 
ders charm'd with her Beauty, Wit, and Virtue, 

Pive 'her a Retreiat, where fhe lpent feyeral Years in 
rayer. 

The Inhabitants of the Ifland could not fufficient- _ 
\y admire the auftere Life fhe led. They talked of 
nothing but the Stranger, and the Purity of her Life. 
She became in 1 a little Tii?ie their Oracle. When 
any of them were td* go a long Voyage, or under- 
ta£e any other Bufinefs ; before they put it in Exe- 
cution, they faiPd not to confult her, and fhe fore- 
told them the Succefs of it. In fhort, fhe gain'd 
the Eiteem of all the People ; or rather, fhe was 

i look'd 
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4ook'd upon as a Divinity : The Queen of theilfland 
entertain'd fuch a Friendfhip for iier, that Jhe be- 
:iievcd flte could ndt do better, tbafe; give iier ttrJter 
Pdopie: for their Sovereign, and accordingly AeMle- 
-ebtmd her .her Heir, wrrcbbarasnriiveriaily approved 
-by iallthe Iflanders 4 -the Qffcen wak then old, arid 
died foon after. "Repfima made feme Difficulty to 
iafcejaol .the Throne, J>ut the People ^obliged her, and 
they had no Catfe to repent of it, for £he made them 
^ iha^jpy, that they bkfiM in Time that 5hipv/i^clc> 
iwhibh had caft bet on their Coa^:.> 

As foori as flie was on the Throne, fee applied 
herfelf entirely to the well governing of her Coun- 
try. She made Choice of Vifiers, whole Integrity 
reqiiaird their Capacity, and; (he took particular Care 
to do Joftke to all People. She employed \n De- 
woridnv all, the leifure Minutes ifhe could fjpafe from 
the Duties of her Station^ -$e often fafted, and tile 
unore (he (aw heHerfiionouKd by Men, the more (he 
Jhtrnbfed herfelf to the MbftHigh. Whenever a 
fiek.Perfon had Recourse to her, and befought Ktr 
to fiipplscate Heaven to reftore him to his Heakh, (he 
Redoubled her Prayers, and HeaVen gave Ear to them* 
The Inhabitants of her Kingdom cotold not hold oat 
againft the Miracles they tbemfelves were Witneffts 
-of, but, renouncing the Worfhip'of the Sin, which 
-they till then adpred, they embraced the Mafomt- 
<tan Religions She eftablimed the holy Laws df the 
-Prophet, and built Mofques upon the Ruihs of Ido- 
latry. 

She likewife erefted Hofpkals for the Poor, and 
Imas for Travellers that came into the Ifland. She 
expended great Sums to provide thofe Plades with all 
Things necefiary $ and this Eitaiblffhment became fo 
conftderable, that in a little Time after there arri- 
ved in this Ifland* infirm People from all the Na- 
. dons of the World, who upon the Fame of this 
Queen came to be cured of their Difea/es.

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: One Day it was told Repfima\ that there were -fix 
Strangers in an Inn, who afk'd Leave to fpeak with 
iherj that ono of them was blinds another had the 

-dead PaMy oh one Side of hisBody, and that another 
was dropfical : She ordered them to be brought be- 
fof e her ihftantly j at the fame Time Aid feated her- 
felf upon a magnificent Throne ; £he had on one 

JSidcof.her fifty or fixty; Slaves richly cloath'd, and 
on the other all the Grandees of her Court. 

, ■> ■, When the Strangers arrived in x the Palace, two 
Lords introduced, them to 'the Queen, .wboi had her 

.Face coverM with la thick Veil,- as alfo had all her 
Slaves. The Strangers proftrated themfelves, and 

-continued with their Faces to the Ground, till Rep- 

Jima order'd them to rife. Then ihe aflc'd them 
what they defired of her, and where they liv'd ? One 
of them fpoke for the reft, and ahfwerM, O Gresjt 

..Queen ! may God make your Arms triumphant, may 

t, the. Earth ooey Jrou, and Heavteri blefe you : We are 
miferahk Sinnefrs, and are! come hither to be£, 
through your Majefty's Interceffioh, that the Al- 
mighty would pardon our Offences. Speak more 
clearly, replied the QJeeh, after flte had cdrifiderM 
them; I can do nothinjg for you,, unlefe you relate 
youn Adventures publkkly, without ftifling- the baft 
Cifcumftancb, Upon this one of the Strangers an- 
fwer*d, Princefi, Vou (hall' be obeyed. I am a Mer- 

• chant of Rafta* I married a young Woman, who 
had not theft h&r Equal in the World ; (he was pgr- 
fe&ly beautiful, meek, complaifant, and virtuous. 
Being once obliged to take a Journey, I left her irk 
my -Houfe Miftrefe of her Anions, only I defired 
my Brother, who is this blind Man you fee, to take 
Care of my Domeftick Concerns. At my Return, 
he told me that he had found my Wife faulty, that 
{he had difhonour'd my Bed, and, in (hort, that fhe 
was interr'd alive : That this Accident had fo much 
afflicted him for my Sake, and. that he had wept fo 

much 
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much for Grief of it, that by that Means he had 
loft his Sight. Thus, Great Queen, added he, you 
have heard my Story ; I humbly intreat you to re- 
ftore my Brother to his Sight; .1 carne hither ta 
make you this Requeft, and have brought him with 
me. Here Temim, (fpr it was he who fpoke tai&p- 
Jima> without knowing her,) gave over (peaking. He 
waited for the Queen's Anfwef, who was fo fur- 
prized to fee her Hufband, that; (he could, not ahfwer 
Suddenly ; but (having off the Disturbance it gave 
her, (he faid to him : Is it true, that this Woman 
whQ was interr'd alive,, was falfe -to thee ? What 
thinkeft thou ? I cannot believe it, replied Temim 9 
when I call to Mind all her Virtue; but alas] I 
have a blind Confidence in my Brother, and that 
makes me doubt of her Innocence. 

When the Merchant of Bafra had fpoke after 
this Manner, the Queen faid to him ; It is enough, 
I know better than you, if your. Wife was juftly con- 
demned. I will inform' you of it To-morrow, and 
we (hall fee whether your Brother can recover his 
Sight. Then another of Temim's Company fpoke 
after this Manner. I have a Negro Slave, whom I 
bought, and brought up, from his Childhood ; and 
he hath been for fome Years paralyticjc ojvone Side ; 
no Phyiician can cure him, therefore I came hither 
to recommend him to your Majefty's Prayers*, 

After the Queen had heard him, and knew him to 
be the Arabian Robber, with whom (he had liv'di-and 
that the Paralytick was the black Slave who had at- 
tempted her Virtue, (he. faid ; Enough : I am well 
appriz'd of your Bufinefs, it fliall be decided To- 
morrow ; and for you, continued (he, turning to- 
wards another, how came you dropfical ? O Queen! 
anfwer'd he, I know not what to attribute my Dif- 
temper to, except it be the Violence which I would 
have offer'd to a fair Slave, whom I bought fome 
. Vol. II. K , Years 
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Years ago tffa yfcung Man, who fold her me by the 
Seaside. '■••-„ 

The Qaeeft at thefe Words look'dupon theHy- 
dfopiek, afid knew him to he the Captain, to whom 
fhe her felf had bean fold ; fee did not make as if £b« 
krteW him more than the reft, and left him to pur* 
flie his, Difcoiirfe. I look irpOft my Misfortune, 
added he, as a juft Puriiffimeht from Heaven. And 
ftr me, cried out one of the Strahgete, I take the 
Madnefs that feizes me now and then, as a Punifhment 
whiehl well de&fve, fbr having fold you the fame 
Slave* whom-yoii fore'd aboard 'agawift her Will. I 
am indeed more bkmeable than you, for the was 
a free Ferfon, to Whom I oW\l my Life, and in Ac- 
knowledgment of it, I /bid her you as a Slave. 
. Thefe Words made Rtyfima likeWife underirartd, 
that the Mah Who fpoke lift, was the Very fame, 
whofe LHe &e had purchas'd ftojfiaty Sequins. Then 
flie fard to the fix Strangers, I (hall dlfer up my 
Prayers for you, and do all I can^pofllbly to- procure 
your Relief. Return to your Inn, aitti come here 
again To-morrow at the fame Hour. The Kind 
and the Paralytick may be curM, provided that they 
make a fincere Confeffon of the Crimes they have 
committed. I know their Adventures, but I abfo- 
lutely require of them to be fincere, afld that they 
mix not in their Relation the teaft ralfe Circurrt- 
ftanee; for, if they ihould, they wiU repent of it; 
inftead of internetting myfelf in their Behalfs, I will 
puniih them rigoroufly : For the others, continued 
the, I promife them I will from this Moment inter- 
cede for them ; for they have fpoken Truth* 

The fix Strangers went to their Inn, four of them 
being already well fatisfied ; the Brother of Temm^ 
and the Negro Slave only remain'cf troubled. They 
would rather have continued all their Lives in their 
prefent Condition, than be -obliged to mate a pub- 
lick 
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fiek Confeffioa of their Treachery, and their Ma- 
Mce ; they ftrove to hide their Chagrin from the 
Eves of thofe they had offended ; they pafe'd the 
Night without finding the kaft Repofe. 

Neverthelefi, the next Morning they were forc'd 

to follow the reft ; they all came to the Palace to* 

gether, and appeared before the Queen, who was 

upon her Throne as the Day before.

When the Negro had own'd all, This* laid he, 
is my Crime, ana Heaven is my Witnefc that I re- 
pent of it. Ah Traitor ! cried the Arabian Robber, 
tiaaipoited with Rage, Is it to thee then that the 
Death of my only Child is owing 1 O Queen ! added 
he, addreffing himifelf to Rifftma, permit me to 
ftrike off his Head thk Moment : A wicked Wretch, 
capable of fuch an A&ion as this, is not, worthy, to 
live. No, anfwer'd the Queen, I will not give you 
Leave to take away his Life. I understand you v Prin- 
cefs, replied the Arah y you juitty oppofe my Rage ; 
it is better that the Wretch (bouM remain Paralytick $ 
Death will too foon put an End to . his Torments. 
You are msftaken, replied Repfima^ 'tis not to pro- 
long his Miferies that I will have him live ; fince 
he repents of his- Crime, I will pray to the Moft 
High to forgive him. Then (he civt herfelf at the 
Foot of the Throne, and they prefently faw the 
Body of: the Negro regain its former Motion.

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• All the Spedators were furprized at a. Thing fo 
wonderful,* and gave a thoufand Thanks to God and 
the Queen : She pray'd likewife for the DropficaT 
and the Madman, and they were both perfe&ly cured. 
Then Temm y not doubting but his Brother would 
receive his Sight, faid to him ; O Revende ! it ifc 
your Turn tofpeak; the Queen only waits for that, 
to perform another Miracle, and that too in your 
Favour. Yes, iaid Repjtma y but upon Condition 
that, in telling his Story, he take Cire of faying no- 
thing but what is true ; for I know all his Adven- 
tures ; and if he mix the leaft FaUhood, his Punifh- 
ment waits him.

The Joy he jefei&rt j* finding his Wife again^ 
cannot be equalled, but by &© A^i^jjefit of thf 
4faw£ : '^d fe^s SVe, the fcydaopjcfe Csptaia, and 
the y*ung'Madfnsu^ to iirid *p the Queen the Fea~ 
tojfa of the Pe^ftn jthat- they had injured. Tfor 
f ii^ctf5 ejrtkracei Tpmim, and' told him her Adven* 
qizfy in P*r$fence of all the Lords qfher Court,, whp- 
we>ce afnaaed at; thefe Wonders. She commanded 
th?t the^e fcould be given to the Jrab ten thoufanct 
$)utpfr jof ^iold, with a rich Suit of Bnocade, and ^ 
magjtificjent Robe for his Wife, a thoufcnd Dudu> 
tp tjte Captain, and as much to the young Atfan wh^ 
bad ibid h*r. After this, Ihe rofe from her Throne*, 
took Temm by the Hand, and led him into h$r 
Qofet, where they went both to Players, to thank 
B*avqn for bringing them together agpkn After- 
wank Rtfifwm 6id to fagr Hufbapd ; Since the La,ws 
of this Kingdom do not permit me to divert my- 
fclf of the Sovereign Authority, to beftow it upon 
you, at leaft, you ffiall remain in my Palace, and 
$are with me the Swoctoeis U an agreeable Life..

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Chief Prieft, when we implore the Bounty of Hea- 
ven ; I will go pafs the Night in, the Terripte ; I will 
pray Kefdya to intercede for the Prince ; and To- 
morrow I will tell you if .his Prayers have been 
heard. 

The next Morning, the Chief Prieft went to Tog- 
rul-Bej 9 who being in great Impatience, run to meet 
him, and faid ; Well, holy Dervife, have you ob- 
tain'd the Recovery of my Son ? Yes, Sir, anfwerM 
the Chief Prieft; Kefaya afkM it of the Moft High, 
who has been been pleafed to grant it him.

I forefaw your 
Amazement, reply M Farrukbfchad\ but I own my 
Weaknefsi I hide it with Care from all the World, 
and it is in you alone that I can put this Confi- 
dence. Hear then the extravagant Caufe of my 

Illnefe^ 
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Illnefs: I dreamt that I was in a Meadow, that 
was ftudded all over with Flowers. There came 
thither a young Lady, more beautiful than a Houri. 
I could not refift her -Charms: I proftrated rtiyfelf 
at her Feet, and confefled my Love to hfer; but 
inftead of giving Ear to my Paffion, the cruel Fair 
(hook her Gown, and faid to me in* a difdainful 
Air, Be gone, Men are all treacherous, for I have 
feen in a Dream a Hind, who* after (he had, with 
much ado, delivered a Stag from a Share he was 
fallen into, fell fato another herfelfj and the Stag, 
iar from doing the like for her, had the Ingratitude 
to forfake her. I judge by that of Mens Hearts ; 
I believe them all ungrateful, and I have renounced 
their Love. 

I would, continued the Prince, have taken the 

Part of Mankind, and have undeceiv'd her; but the 

cruel Creature ran away from me. Ah ! my God- 

defs, cry'd I immediately, fay. rather it is the Hiftd 

that foriakes the Stag. In pronouncing thefe Words, 

1 loft Sight of her, and wak'd.

fiiid to me, and then, added as follows : I would not 
oppofe or contradift thofe Ulufions, which are the 
Caufe of his Drftemper: I rather flattered thejji, 
and found thpt my Compjai^nce g^ve him Relief* 
To finjfli tl^eCm^ it wjll bq copteqiept for your 
ftfcjefty to give him and meLeay$ totnweU 'Tis 
the* Way to bapifh hjs Melancholy,, and to make 
frim forget, the chjigerfeal Obje^ jrf^t prepofleijep 
him.

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0t*t of a Snare, in which he was taken, fell into 
one herfelf ; that the Stag had been fo ungrateful as 
to deny his Affiftance to her : That fince this Dream, 
flie regarded Men as Monfters, which Women ought 
above all Things to avoid. My Ambaffador related 
this Anfwer $ and my unhappy Son, lofing all Hopes 
of marrying the Princefs of Cafchmire^ fell into a 
languifhing Condition, and wailed away, in Spite 
of all the Medicines that the Phyficians could give 
hrni. 

Farrukhfchad heard not this Story without being 
varioufly affe&ed. Though he had the Pleafure to 
think, with Reafon, that his Dream was no Chi- 
mera 5 yet, on the other hand, the Cruelty of the 
Princefs made'him dread the Fate of the Prince of 
Gaznina.

Alas ! my Son's Diftemper was not withn 
out Remfedy : If he had had the Patience to wait 
the EffeA of Strataaems that might have been us'd 
for him, he might nave been mil alive. 

The King of Gaxnina, after having given fome 
Hopes to the Prince of. Pa-fia^ went to his Vifiers, 
who attended in Council $ and Farrukhfchad^ im- 
patient 
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patient to talk with me, fent for me to acquaint 
me with all that had happened. O my dear Prince ! 
fa id I, your Happinefi is certain, ilnce we know 
with what Princefe we have to do. If the King 
will grant me Leave, I will go into the Kingdom 
of Cafcbmire^ and undertake to bring hither the 
Objeftof your Wifhes. Afk me not how I defiga 
to bring it about, for I know not that myfelf; I 
will advife.and aft as Occafion prompts me. The 
Prince,* ravifc*d to fee with what Aifiirahce I pror 
mis'd to make him happy, embraced me, and we 
pa&'d the reft of the Day very merrily together. 

The next Day, in the Morning, I took Leave, 
of my Prince, and, with PermHHon from the King 
of Gazntna, I went for the Kingdom of Cafcbmre* 
well arm'd, and mounted on a good Horfe. After 
feveral Days Journeys, I found myfelf in this Mea- 
dow, on the Side of it, where we fee the Palace, 
to which I will prefently conduct you. Charm'd 
with the Beauty of the Place, I alighted from my 
Horfe, left him to feed, and fet myfelf under a

well 
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HfeH as the Tears of thofe Animals, I that very 
Moment fdk6ted that there nvigjbt be foflfe Myftery 
in all this. I came to the Gate of the Palace, and 
went in. The Lady, wht> appear'd very beautiful 
Whftn I came near her, gave me a favourable Re- 
option, took me by the Hand, conduced me into 
a fttoety Apartment, and made me fit down with 
Iter on a Sofa. After the firft Compliments, fe- 
wril Sbv«s hrought Fruit ih aChinaBafon. The 
Lady took of the faireft, and prefented it to me; 
but fcarce had I tailed of it, when ail of a fuddeit 
file changed Countenance, and faid to me, Rafli 
Stranger, take the Ghaftifemtent deftin'd to all thofe 
Who, like thee, are fo bold as to enter into the Pa- 
lace of Mbbr/fsa: Quit thy natural Form, and take 
that of a Stag : Lofe the Ufe of Speech, but pre- 
ferve diy human Uoderftanding, that th*u tfiay'ft 
always refted on thy Misfortune. 

"She had no foorter laid thefe Words, than I found 
myfelf metamorphos'd into a Stag. At the filme 
Time they brought a Houfing of green Sattin, 
which ihe put upon my Back. Then they carried 
me ihto a* great Park, where there were above two 
hundred other Stags, or rather Men, whpfe ill For- 
tune had brought them to that Place, and whom 
the cruel Mthrefoa had changed into a Deer.

Unhappinefi, which troubled me lefs in refpe& to 
myfelf, than for the Sake ' of Farrukhfcbad. Alas ! 
find I to myfelf at every Moment, what will be- 
come of \my dear Prince ? How will he obtain the 
AccompKfhment of his Defires? He expeds that I 
Jhoukl bring him the Princefs he adores, and he will 
never fee me more. I was conft&ntly employ' d in 
this Thought, which gave me an inconceivable Af- 
fliction. 

One Day I faw comiiiginto the Park eight or 
ten Ladies, among which there was one perfeffiy 

hand- 
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liandibihe, and who, by the Richnds of her Duds* 
feem'd to be Miftrefe of the reft. She had with her 
a Gdvemefe, to Whom, looking upon all the Deer, 
fee feid, Indeed I pity all thefe Wretches. How 
inhuman is the Princefs Mebrtfxa my Sifter 1 Hea- 
ven hath given us very different Inclinations: She 
is continually employed in tormenting Mankirid, 
and feems Jto have learnt the Magick Art only to 
mtf ke them miferable : And lor my Part, though I 
am Miftreft of fome Secrets that Way, I hdve never 
made an ill Ufe of them ; I have always employ '4 
them to do Good. I take a Pleasure todo Acti- 
ons of Charity, and I have a great Mind to d* 
one To-day, fince my Sifter is abfeitt. -Go, my 
g&od Mother, added fhe, go take one of there 
Stags, and bring him to me into rriy Apartment* 
In fpeaking thefe Words, ihe returned into thf 
Palace. 

The Governed by chance applied herfelf to me, 
and led me to ; her Miftrefs, who charged one of 
her Maids to go and gather a certain Herb, which 
file named to her. The Damiel obey'd, and re- 
turned with a large Handful of that Herb. The 
Lady took one Half of it, land fqueezing out the 
Juice, fte made me iwallovv it. Then flie pro- 
noune'd thefe Words. O youAg'Man, qtdt the Firm 

fa Stag, and re-ajjume thy natural <tas« Presently 
became what I was before: I" threw myfelf at the 
Lady's Feet to thank her: She afle'd rn£ my Name 
and Country, and what had brought me into the 
Kingdom of Cafchmrre. I ariftterM all her Quef- 
tions, and difguifed nothing from her. 

When I had done) the faM, I am the Daughter 
of a Prince of the Court to which you are going: 
I am called the Princefs GhuUam. She that 
thang'd you into a Stag is my eldeft Sifter, and her 
Name is Mtbrefza. She is a Magician, whofe 
Power is formidable: No Body but -I caild have 
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Jeliver'd you out. of her Hands; and though I 
am her Sifter, if (he finds out what I have done, 
I feat 'I '(hall feel her Refentment. But whatever 
happens, I {hall, not be forry that I have feleafed 
you oiit of the Condition you we*e in> Nay, you 
fliall be indebted to me for a yet greater Obliga- 
tion ; I will affift you to make the Prince your 
Friend happy. I own it is very difficult to be done, 
for you muft firft gain the Confidence of the Prin- 
cefs he loves ; which you can never do but by ; 
jtefling in the Court of Cafcbmirt for a hdly Perfon. 
What fay you, my Princefs, cry'd I, at thefe 
laft Words ! Alas ! how fhall I gain this Character ? 
You have nothing to 'do, faid (he, but to follow 
€xa£tly all the Inftructions which I (hall give vou. 
In fpeaking thus, (he went into a Wardrobe, irom 
whence the came again prefently, bringing with 
her the Habit of a Dervife in -her Hand, a Girdle, 
and a little Box of Ebony. Here, faid (he, is all 
that is neceflary for you to compafs your Ends, 
Take this, and go to the City of Cafchmire^ which 
is not far from hence: But before you go in the 
Town, tafce off your Cloaths, and rub all your Bo- 
dy with the Ointment which is in this Box : Then 

, take this Habit of a DerVife, and this magick Gir- 
dle, with which bind your Reins. After this, pre- 
fent yourfelf at the City-Gates : You will there 
meet with the Guard, who will fay to you, O ve- 
nerable Father ! whence come you I Anfwer them, 
I am, a Prieft, and I come from the fartheft Parts of 
the Weft in Pilgrimage # to Cafcbmire* to fee th« 
great Kefaya % , 

You muft knowf, continued (he, that this Ke* 
faya is a celebrated IdcJ> which the People of this 
Kingdom worfliip. You muft tell them, you are 
come thus far to a'dore that Idol. As foon as you 

^haye told them tfafs, they will fall at vour Feet, and 

carry you* withftefpeft before Togrul-lBey their King, 

♦ r i who 
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who will put you into the Hands of the great Prieft 
Jbrafty Chief of the Temple of Kef ay a. That High 
Prieft, and all the other Minifters of the Idol, will 
conduit you to the Temple, or Pagod,, which, for 
Beauty and Magnificence, furpafles all the Palaces 
of the World ; but it is furrounded with a Ditch 
twenty Cubits deep, and full of Water, that boils 
without ceafing, and beyond the Ditch is a Platform 
of Steel, that is always red hot ; fo that the Tern* 
pie feems inacceffible. T*hen Abran will fay to you, 
O Phoenix of the Age ! thou haft gone through 
many Perils and Fatigues before thy Arrival here. 
The great Kefayay for whom thou haft taken fo 
long and dangerous a Journey, refides in this Tern* 
pie : He is hid in his Sanduary. Thou haft no* 
thing to do but to offer him thy Adorations from 
the Place where thou now art, and then thou may'ft 
return to thy own Country. 

To this you muft anfwer, That you are come 
to vifit kefaya y and that you would enjoy the Sight 
of his raviftiing Countenance.

After this, flic bid 
ine go my Ways. Get away. Sir, faid (he, from 
this Palace, with all poflible Expedition, for I anv 
afraid of my Sifter's coming home. Alas ! added 
file, fighing, the Hurt that flie can do me for de- 
ftroying her Inchantment, is not what I moft appre- 
hend. 

I perceived in thefe laft Words how much I was 
obliged to her. I returned frefh Thinks to Ghul- 
naza, in Expreffions that confefs'd a fincere Ac- 
knowledgment. We were both very well fatisfied

part. I then took the Road of Cafcbmire. As foon 
as I was near that City, I pull'd off my Cloaths, and 
put on the Habit of a Dervife, after having rubbed 
my Body with the Ointment I had in the Box of 
Ebony. I then offer'd myfelf at the Gates j the 
Guards carried me to the King, who put me in the 
Chief Prieft's Hands. I went through the Water, 
and over the Platform of Steel, withou* receiving 
the leaft Hurt j then I went into the Temole, where 
1 I 
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I faw the Gfeat Kefaya placed on his Tforone. *Tis, 
as you know, an Idol of Saunders Wood ; his Eyes 
are two great Carbuncles ; he has on his Head a 
Crown of Rubies, and round his Waift a Girdle of 
Turquois.

Pardon me for the Artifice I made ufe 
of, to remove from you the falfe Opinion that you 
had of Men, and to join your Fate to that of the 
moft accomplbfh'd of all Princes. 

The Princefs j>f Cafcbmire blufh'd during all this 
Relation, which let her know that {he had been im- 
posed upon ; but the Love that {he began to have 
for the Prince of Perfta^ hinder'd her from taking 
it ill of the falfe Dervife. Finifli, faid file to him r 
your Relation, by telling us what Enterprize you 
nave been putting in Execution in the Magician's 
Palace f Beautiful Farrukbnaz> anfwer'd he, after I 
had left you, I advanced towards the Palace, I found 
the Door open, and went in ; I faw no Body," I 
only heard a complaining Voice, whofe fad Accents 
drew me to the Chamber whence it came. I there 
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found on a Sofa a young Lady, who had an Iron 
Collar about her Neck, and Iron Fetters on her 
Feet ; her Arms were bound up in a leathern Bag, 
fy'd with Thongs ; and this unhappy Creature, op- 
prefsM with the Weight of her Deftiny, Iean'd down 
her Head towards her Knees in a (brrowful Manner. 
I went nigh her out of Pity, in Defign to comfort 
her ; (he lifted up her Head, and I knew this un- 
fortunate Perfon to be my Deliverer, the lovely Gbul- 
naza. 

" At this moving Obje& I was transported with 
Rage. O my Queen ! cried I, in what a Condition do 
I find you ? What barbarous Hand can have loaded 
you with Irons ? O my dear Symorgue! anfwer'dfhei 
is it you that I fee ? Alas ! you will (hortly be the 
Vi£Hm of my cruel Sifter : She difcoverM that I had 
deliverM you, and, to punifh me, (he keeps me in 
Chains :' I have been in them a long while j but 
what afflids me more than all the reft, is the Dan- 
ger in which you have thrown yourfelf. Be gone 
with all Speed, endeavour to get away from the in- 
human Mehrefza. What, my Sultanefs, cried I, 
\vould you have me fly and abandon you in this 
Diftrefs ? Do you think me capable of fo black an 
Ingratitude ? Ah ! I had a thoufand Times rather 
fuffer the Refentment of your Sifter. The moft 
frightful Death has nothing terrible in it, when 
your Deliverance from the unhappy Condition you 
are in lies at Stake. Be pleafed to tell me what 
muft be done to fet you at Liberty; and, if it is poffi- 
ble, I hope to bring it about. 

Since you have fo much Courage, replied Ghul- 
naza> my Liberty depends on. you. Go into the 
Weft Part of the Garden, you will there find my 
Sifter afleep on a Couch 6f green Turfs, ftudded with 
Flowers ; (he has under her Head a fattin Bag, which 
ferves her for aUolfter; if you can take away that 

Bag 
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Bag without waking her, the .Key of my Chains h 
in it. You may thus deliver me ; but if you wake 
Mebref%a in taking the Bag, you are loft" for ever;

Endeavours of Mankind cannot bring it about. 
Leave it to me, faid I to Ghulnaza y I will bring you 
the Key. 

Immediately I went out of the Palace, and being 
advanced into the Weft Part of the Garden, I per- 
ceived the Magician afleep, on the Turf, with her 
Head lying on the Bag which 1 had undertaken to 
get from her. I (laid fome Time, uncertain of 
what Courfe I fhould take ; but the Fear of waking 
Mtbrefza made me refolve to cut dff her Head with 
a Blow of my Scymetar.

Symprgut that I fee? Yes, $ir, replied the Confi- 
dent, it is the fame ; ; and, to compleat your Joy, 
lie hath brought you the Princefs of Cafchmlre. At 
thefe Words he conducted his Mafter to Farrukhrwz^ 
who read in tljie Pr^qe's Fac:e the Features flie had 
ieen in herPreamj a$ x on his Side likewife, F/ir- 
rukbfchad fcnew, as foqn as he faw her, that (he was 
..the Princefe, whofe dear Image he had preferved fo 
Jong in Jb is Memory. 

. Whilft the Prince of Perfia was endeavouring to 

} exprefs ^o his Miftrefs all the Joy with which he 

was infpired, Ghuhaza went into the Meadow, where 

N thj5 W.fcite Hinds were wandering. She likewife «e- 

. . ftored 
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ftored them to their firft Forms, and found them to 
be beautiful young Women, whom the Magician, 
her Sifter, had transformed ; fhe prefented them to 
Farruihnazy who made them tell their Stories. All 
thefe Ladies had their Lovers there, who were nu- 
vifh'd with Joy to fee them deliverM as well as 
themfelves, from the Magick Power that detained 
them under the Forms of Animals- To add to their 
good Fortune, each Knight who had been changed 
into a Stag, found his Horfe again in the Stable of 
the Palace ; fo that after they had again given a 
thoufand Thanks to Ghulnaz$> all the Men whom 
(he had fet at Liberty, took their Leaves of her, and 
went with their Ladies, each to his own Country. 

None remain'd in the Palace, only Farrukhnaz^

Pilpay, without their Drynefs j and all the A~ . 
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Preface to the Turkish Talesz 

greeablenefs of our Tales of the Fairies, without 
any of their Extravagance. 

The Reader would be in the. Wrwg to 
cfyjeft againft fome Ctiftoms, jhat way, per- 
haps , feem foreign to the Countries where the 
Scene of thefe Tales is laid : Let him confident 
that it is one Turk, who, after his own Manner 9 
relates to another Turk, the Adventures of Prin- 
ces, Kings y &c. of different Nations. 

ffor ought our French Ladies to take it amifs r 
that Chec Zady has written Tales, that refleft 
fi highly on the Fair Sex :: He is a Turkifli Au- 
thor, and the Character of bis Nation excufes 
him. Bejides, he compofed them thus, on purpofe 
to prepoffefs the young Amu rath againft Women \ 
hecaufe he .perceived that Prince to be fomewbat 
too much addiSted to them.

O R T H E 

HISTORY of the Sultaness 
and Visiers of Perfia. 

* - 

T is related in the Book, intitul'd, Ar- 
bain Nafa, that, among the Emperors 
of Perjia^ there was one, who was narn'd 
Hajikin. All Afiq was fubjeft to his 
Laws ; he was the richeft and moft po- 
tent Monarch of the Earth ; his Courage was equal 
to his Power ; and, had he been arnbitious enough 
to afpire at the Empire of the World, he might 
have made the Conqueft of it : Bat he, contenting 
himfelf to reign over his vaft and flourifhing Do- 
minions, fought not to ppflels himfelf of thofe of 
his Neighbours : His fole Aim wa$ the Welfare of 
his Subje£b, who found themfelves fo happy, that they 
blefs'd each Day of his Reign : All the neighbouring! 
Nations envyM them, and wifliM themfelves too of 
the Number of his Subjedte. 

This great Emperor had a Son, who was the ven- 
der of all that faw him : His Name was Nourgeban % 
that is to fay, Light of the World : He was a young* 
Prince, very well (hap'd, and of a heavenly Beau- 
ty i and who, befides thofe natural Advantages* had 
many acquired Qualifications, that render even pri- 
vate Men agreeable. He understood feveral Lan- 
guages perfe&ly well, and could write the different 
Chara&ers of them : He was an excellent Archer 5 
and there are few Sciences of which he was not, 
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Maftcr, or had not at leaft a competent Knowledge 
of them. 

He was the living Image of the Sultanefi his Mo- 
ther, who was efteem'd die greateft Beauty in * Ca- 
ihermre. Hafikln was paffionately fond of this Prfh* 
ceis: Of this he cave fincere and forrowful Proofs, 
When, by the cruel Decrees of Deftiny, fhe dy'd af- 
ter a long Malady ; for his Affli&ion for her Death 
was fo great, that no Words can exprefc it* Time* 
however, produced its ufual Effe& ; the Emperor 
comforted himfelf at length, and the Charms of a 
new Confort made him forget her he had loft. 

He married the Princefs Canzada y Daughter of a 
Neighbour King : She was beautiful and witty, but 
Ihe could refufe nothing to her Paffions. She could 
not fee the young Prince without conceiving a vio- 
lent Love for him ; and, far from ftruggling to van- 
quish her impious Flame, (he abandoned herfelf whol- 
ly to it, and refolv'd to reveal it to Nourgeban, as. 
loon as (he could find an Opportunity. 
" Mean while, that Prince apply'd himfelf to the 
Sciences, and made a great Progrefs in Aftrology„ 
which was taught him by his Preceptor + Abwmaf- 
tbar y a Man of profound Learning, and the moft ex^ 
pert Aftrologer in Ajia. This Lamed Perfon took 
one Day the Afcendant of the.Prince, his Difciple's 
Nativity : And having,, by his infallible Obfervati- 
ons, diicoverM, that he was threatened with a dread- 
ful Misfortune, faid to him j Prince, I have con- 
futed the Stars concerning your Deftiny, and find 
them little propitious to you i The difaftrous Fate 

attends. 

* Cachtmlrt is a fmall Kingdom, that lies between the" 
Dominions of the Great Mogul and Tbehet, to the North 
of the E aft- Indies: It is a delicious Country j and the 
Women, tho* tawny, are fa witty and agreeable, that the

\ The luropansy by Corruption, call him AllmmaK*r+ 
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attends you, afflids me to the very SouL At tbfe, 
Nourgeban turn'd pale : But his Preceptor revived, 
his Courage, bv faying; Believe not, neverthelefs, 
that my Tendernefe for you, and my Experience 
yield to the malignant Influence that threatens you : 
Your Deftru&ion is indeed written in the Stars \. 
but 'tis not impoffible to prevent it : My Science 
hath taught me the Way ; which is this : You muft 
be forty Days without fpeaking : Whatever Quef- 
tions are afkM you, return no Anfwer to them : 
Whatever happens to you, be careful not to break 
a Silence on which your Life depends. The Prince 

fromifed him to be lilent for forty Days* After this 
romife, his Preceptor writ. certain * divine Names, 
which he hung about his Neck, and then retiring 
into a Cave, that, was known to no Man but him- 
felf, conceal'd himfelf there, that he might not be 
ohlig'd to (atisfy the Emperor's Curioiity, and dif- 
clofc Things to him that he had no Mind he fhould 
know. 

HaCkifiy who could not be long without feeing his 
Son the Prince, fent for him, and afe'd him feveral 
Queftions, to which the Prince re turn'd no Anfwer. 
At this the Emperor was extreamly furprized : My 
5on, cried he, why do you not (peak ? Have you 
lpft the Ufe of your Ton&ue ? What has been 
done to you ? What has befallen you ? Fsee me from 
the Uneafinefs your Silence cauies. Tbefe Words- 
wrought no more on the Prince than the former : 
He kok'd dejectedly on his Father j then caft down 
his Eyes without fpeaking one Angle Word. At 
this the King turn'd towards his Son's Governor, 
and laid, The Prince has fome (ecret Melancholy 
that devours him 1 Go with him into the Apart- 
ment

thcmfclves from Misfortunes. 
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jnent of the Sultanefs his Mother-in-Law 5 perhapt 
he will open his Heart to her. 

"The Governor obeyM the Emperor's Command, 
tad condufted Nourgehan into the Apartment of the 
Sultanefs Canzada. Madam, fays he to that Prin- 
cefs, the Prince feems to have loft his Speech : His 
Soul is overwhelm'd with fome fatal Afflidion, the 
Caufe of which he ofcftiriately conceals. His Ma- 
jefty has fent him to you, hoping that in your Pre- 
fence he will banifh his Melancholy. At this Dif- 
courfe the Sultanefs felt a pleafing Emotion. I muft, 
fays fhe to herfelf, take Advantage of this happy 
Occafion, which I have fo long expeded ; I fhau 
run no hazard in difcovering myfelf. If Nourgehan 
have loft his Speech, he cannot then tell his Father 
what I fhall fay to him : And if he fhould be fo in- 
difcreet as to reveal my Love, I will pretend that I 
talk'd thus to him only to oblige him to fpeak. In 
a Word, Canzada, regarding this Opportunity as 
the moft favourable fhe could ever hope to find, 
made all her Attendants withdraw, and remain'd 
alone with the Prince. 

She began by throwing herfelf about his Neck, 
and embracing him in her Arms : Dear Prince, (aid 
fhe, what Reafbri have you to affli& ydurfelf? Hide 
it not from me, who love you with more Tender- 
nefs, than if you were the Son of my own Bowels*

know,ttfaat all the Emperor poflefles is in my Power: 
If you will agree, and confont to what I am going 
jto propofe, you {ball, .in a little Time, attain the 
Height of your Defires : You are a young Prince y 
and I am a young Princefe : I am more fit for yo% 
than for your Father, whofe unperforming Age 
renders my Life grievous and irkfome. Speak only, 
and engage yourfelf by an inviolable Oathy to take 
jne for your lawful Wife, and I promife to make 
you King in a fljort Time, by haftening your Fa~ 
ther's Death. 1 fwear by all the' Powers above, that 
there is no Artifice, no Diffimulation in What I fay. 
Bind yourfelf then likewift by the fame Oath, and 
allure me, that you will marry me, who defign tD, ; 
put a Crown on your Head. 

Nourgehan returned no Anfwer to this Difcourfe, 
but feeming aftonifhM at it, the Sultanefs continued ; 
I fee well, Prinze, that my Projeft furprizes you : 
You doubt that I am not able to execute it : But 
hear in what Manner I intend to take away the Em* 
peroPs 4»ife. Amongft his Treafiire there are Poi- 
fons of all Sorts 5 there are fome that kill a Month 
after they are taken 5 fome not, till the End of twa 
Months ; and others again that work their Eff&dt 
yet more flowly : We will make ufe of this laft 
Sort : The King will fall fick, and languish out hit 
Days infenfibly ; fo that the.

If the Emperor's Son would have fpoken, he 
would not have been able ; fo great was his Afto- 
fcifhment at this Proportion. Prince, added the.

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^Sultanefs, feeing him ftifrening, and even fix'd In 

Thought like a Statue, I find you are ftartled at 

the Scandal of marrying your Father's Wife 5 but^ 

.hear how I propofe to overcome this Difficulty. 

: After the Emperor's Death, you may pretend to 

fend me into my own Country, but at the fame 

Time give private Orders to one of your Captains, 

in whom you can confide, to follow us with a few 

Soldiers : Let them attack us as if they were Rob* 

bers, and take me aWay : Then let it be given out 

that I was kill'd upon the Road ; and, in a few 

Days after you may buy me of the Captain, in 

the fame Manner as we buy our Female Slaves. 

By this Means you may become my Hufband, and 

we may live together in that moft happy Union. 

Here the Princefs left off fpeaking, to give the 
Trmce an Opportunity to break his long Silence : 
But he not making her the leaft Anfwer, (he loft 
all Senfe of Modefty ; and, embracing him eagerly 
in her Arms, ki&'d him witft Tranfport. Then 
Nourgehatii enraged at the Impudence of hisMother- 
in-Law, flung c«t of her Arms, and even gave her 
fuch a Blow on the Face, as made her Mouth gufh 
out with Blood. 

InftantRagefucceeded Love in the Heart of the 
Sultanefs : Her Eves, that but the Moment before 
fparkled only witn the Fire of Love, now blaz'd 
with the Fury of Revenge. Wretch ! fhe cried, is 
it thus thou treat'ft a rrmcefs that adores thee ? 
Barbarous Man ! Does thy favage Virtue reje£t with 
Indignation the Offer I make thee, of fupplying thy 
Father's Place, both in his Bed and Throne ? And 
doft thou regard me with Horror, for what I havfc 
propos'd to thee ? Oughr/ft not thou to excufe the 
Tranfports of a Woman, whom the irrefiftable Rage 
of Love has compclPd to fpeak t I rather deferved 
thy Pity, than this brutal Treatment thou haft given 
&e« Monfter of Cruelty ! Redouble, if thou canflv 

thy 
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thy Averfion for me : Thou canft never hate mi 
fo much as I hate thee already : Be gone : Fly from 
my Prefence \ and dread the Refentment of a Wo- 
man, whofe profier'd Favours thou haft dar'd to 
defpife. It was needlefs to command the Prince to 
be gone : He went his Way the very Inftant that 
be ltruck the Sultanefs ; fo that he neard not one 
Half of her Threats and Reproaches. 
. And now the furious Canzada breath'd nothing 
but Vengeance : She refolv'd, whatever came on it, 
to deftroy Nourgehan : To this End (he tore her 
Robes, unbound her Hair, and fmearM her Face 
.all over with the Blood that ran from her Mouth* 
making her Apartment refound with her Cries and 
Lamentations. The Emperor loon came thither* 
earned to know whether his Son had broke bis Si* 
lence : But how great was his Surprize to find the 
Sultanefs fitting on a Sofa, her Hair dHhevel'd, and 
her Face all over Blood ! His Fondnefs for her trans- 
ported him at once with Grief and Rage. O thou 
deareft Life of my Soul,, faid he, what do I fee ? 
What audacious' Wretch has ufed you thus ? Name 
him quickly : You ought already to he reveng'd. , 
At this the artful Queen redoubled her Tears, 
and anfwer'd in thefe Words: O King! O un- 
happy Father ! Why may I not hide from you, 
what you defire to know ? If you are furprized to 
fee the Diforder I am in, how great will be your 
Amazement to hear that your Son is the Author of 
it ? • My Son ! Great God ! interrupted the Empe- 
ror ; Ah ! Madam, what is't you tell me ? Could 
his Hate of a Mother-in- Law carry him to com- 
mit this Outrage ? And could not the Refpe& he 
owes me reftrain him ? My Lord, replied the Queen, 
he is yet more guilty than you imagine. Alas I what 
Woman could have fufpe&ed his modeft Looks, or 
miftruft thofe Airs of feeming Innocence that are fo 
ftrongly imprinted on his Face ? I was fitting pa this 
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Sofa, when he lame into my Apartment. 1 made 
all my Attendants withdraw, that I might oblige 
him the more freely to difcover to me the Caufe of 
his Silence, and he has reveaFd it to, me but too fully. 
He nofooner perceived himfelf alone with me, than 
he fat himfelf down befide me. My Princeis, (aid 
he, I muft now break the Silence I have fo obfti- 
nately kept,* and of which you are the only Caufe : 
You, whom I adore : And my Defpair of not con- 
verting with you in private, plung'd me into a Me- 
lancholy, that has well nigh coft me my Life. How 
happy am I, to have found this Opportunity of con- 
verting alone with you I If you approve *ny Paffi- 
on, I am refolved to take away my Father's Life, 
and marry you. His Subjects, as well as myfelf, 
•begin to gftow weary of the Length of his Reign. 
Excufe- me, continued theSilkaitefe,' from repeating 
io you Word for Word all that he faid : Even yet 
I fliudder at the bare Remembrance of it. Let it 
fuffice you to know, that you have given Life to the 
inoft execrable Prince in the World. When he 
law, that, inftead of prevailing with me, his Dif- 
courfe ftruck me with Horror, he rudely laid Hands 
<on me, and would have forced me : I refifted : He

tCQimnandments of God, and contrary to that Jrf- 
jtjce which the Prophets have taught us. The Queen 
taccufes the young Prince without producing -any 
-Witneflfes againft him : She requires bis Death, be- 
caufe he loves her, and would, fays flie, by Force 
.have fatfefied his Dcfires. How long is it that 
Women have had tbefr Ghaftity fo much at Heart, 
as to defire the Death of thofe that dare to attempt 
it ? I own, there may be fome virtuous enough to 
■rejeflk with Indignation a Lover who ffaould offer 
Violence tp their Honour : But at the fame Time 
-that their Virtue condemns, their Vanity forgives 
Jwn ; and they willingly pardon Crimes, of which 
their Beauty k theQccafion. Take good Cave, Sir," 
how you facrifice your Son to ihe Calumny, and 
perhaps to the Fury of a Perfon, who is bent on his 
Ruio, bec&ufe fhe has npt been able to feduce him: . 
Be your Maiefty pleafed to confider, that Women 
are full of Artifice and Diffimulation. The Story

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of * Chec Chahabeddin is a fufficierrt Inftance, how 
much their Malice ought to be dreaded. The Ems 
peror defied to hear that Story, which the Vifier re- 
lated as follows.

The Story gTChec Chahabeddin. 

TH E Sultan of Egypt having fummon'd all the 
learned Men of his Kingdom to meet on a 
certain Day in his Palace, there arofe a Difpute 
among them : It is faid, that the Angel Gabriel, hav- 
ing one Night taken Mahomet out of his Bed, fhew r d 
him whatever is in the Seven Heavens, in Paradife 
and in Hell ; and that the fame great Prophet, after 
having had Fourfcore and ten Thoufand Conferences 
with God, was brought back again into his Bed by 
the fame Angel : Some of the Dodors advanced that 
all was done in fo feort a Space of Time, that Ma- 
homet ^ at his Return, found his Bed ftill warm ; and 
that he took up a Pot of Water, which was not yet 
run out, tho* the Pot had been thrown down the 
very Moment that the Angel Gabriel carried Maho- 
met out of his Chamber. 

The Sultan, who prefided in this Aflembly, main- 
tain'd, that this was impoffible : You teach, fays he, 
-that there are feven Heavens 5 between each of 
which there is no lefi a Diftance than a Man can 
well travel in Five Hundred Years ; and that each 
Heaven is as thick as it is diftant from .the next to 
it : How then is it poffible, that Mahomet, after hav- 
ing pafs'd through all thefe Heavens, and after hav- 
ing had Fourfcore and ten Thoufand Conferences 
with God, fhould, at his Return, find his Bed ftill 
warm j his Pot thrown down, and the Water that 
was in it not fpilt ? Who can be credulous enough 

to 
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to believe fo ridiculous a Fable ? Do you not know 
that if you throw down a Pot full of Water, though 
you take it up again the fame Moment, you will 
find no Water in it ? The learned Men anfwer'd, 
that this indeed could not naturally be; but all. 
Things were poffible to the Divine Power. The 
Sultan of Egypty who was of an obftinate Temper, 
and had made it a Maxim, never to believe any 
Thing contrary to Reafon, would not give Credit 
to this Miracle; and the learned Men broke up 
their Affembly. ] 

This Difpute made a great Noife in Egypt i and 
the News of it came to the Ears of the learned 
Chec Chababeddiriy wiio, for fome. Reafons that are 
not fet down in the Hiftory, could not be prefent 
at the Affembly : However he went to the Sultan's 
Palace in the Midft of all the Heat of the Day: 
The Sultan, inform'd of the Doctor's being come 
to Court, went to him, carried him into a ftately, 
Chamber, where, after having made him fit down, 
he fpoke to him in this Manner: You need not 
have given yourfelf the Trouble of coming hither : 
It had been enough to have fent one of your Servants ; 
for we fhould willingly have granted him any Thing 
he had afk'd us in your Name : Sir, arfwer'd the 
Doctor, I am come on Purpofe to have a Mo* 
ment's Converfation with your Majefty. The Sul- 
tan, who knew the Chec was fam'd for behaving 
himfelf * haughtily in the Prefence of Princes, (hew-, 
ed him many Civilities, and made him Abundance 
of Compliments. 

The Room they were in had four Windows ; on 
each Side one: The Do&or defir'd the King to 
order one of them to be (hut : This being done, 
they continu'd for fome Time their Converfation : 

After

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After which the Do&or made one of the Win- 
dows, which had the Profpeft of a Mountain calPd 
Kzeldagbi, that is to fay, the Red Mountain, be 
open'd, and then bid the King look out. The Sul- 
tan put his Head to the Window, and faw oh the 
Mountain and in the Plain a Body of Horfe, more 
in dumber than the Stars of Heaven, arm'd with 
Bucklers and Coats of- Mail, with their Swords 
drawn, advancing full Speed towards the Palace. 
At this Sight the Prince chapg'd Colour, and in 
great Difmay cried out : O Heaven ! what dreadful 
Army is this that is coming to attack my Palace ? 
Be not afraid, Sir, fays the Do&or, there's nothing 
in it. In feying this, he (hut the Window himfelf, 
and open'd it again the fame Moment ; the King 
iook'd out, but faw not one fingle Perfon on the 
Mountain dr in the Plain. 

Another of the Windows had the Profpeft of the 
City, and the Do&or made that be open'd. The 
Sultan faw the City of Cairo all on Fire, and the 
Flames afcend#d even to the Middle Region of the 
Air : What dreadful Burning is that ? exclaimed the 
King, See there my City, my fine City of Cairo^ 
reduc'd to Aflies. Be not afraid, Sir, faid the Chec^ 
there's nothing in it. At the fame Time he (hut the 
Window ; and when he had open'd it again, the 
King faw no more the Flames he had feen before. 

The Do&or made the third Window be opened ; . 
out of which the Sultan perceiv'd the Nile over- 
flowing its Banks, and its Waves rolling with Fury 
to drown his Palace*. Now though the King, after 
having feen the Army and the Flames difappear, had 
no Reafon to be terrified at this new Prodigy, yet 
he could not help being difmay'd at it. Alas! 
cried he once more, all is loft ; we are now undone 
indeed : This dreadful Inundation will bear away 
my Palace* and drown me and all my People, Be 
not afraid, Sir, faid the Do&or, there's nothing in 

it. 
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it. And indeed the Chee 9 had no (boner (hut and 
open'd the Window again, than the Nik appear'd 
purfuing its Courte within its Banks as ufual. 

He then made them open the fourth Window, 
that lookM on a parch'd barren Defart : The other 
Wonders had not more terrified the King, than this 
delighted him. His Eyes, that were accuftom'd to 
fee nothing at this Window but a barren Wafte, 
were agreeably furprized to behold Vineyards and 
Gardens, hung with the molt delicious Fruits ill 
the Univerfe, Rivulets that gently murmurM as they 
glided y and whofe Banks, that were adorned with 
Rofes, Bafils, Baulms, Narciffus's and Hyacinths, at 
once prefented a pleating Object: to the Sight, and 
charm' d the Smell with Variety of fragrant Odours, 
Among thoie Flowers were hopping up and down, 
an infinite Number of Turtles and Nightingales, 
fome of which were already fallen in a Trance 
with overftraining their little Throats, while the 
others made the Air refound with their fweet and 
mournful Songs. The King was fo charm'd with 
all the Wonders, which now offered themfelves to 
his Sight, that he believ'd he beheld the Garden of 
* Eram. What a Change is this ! cried he in the 
Excefs of his Admiration: O the beautiful Garden! 
the charming Abode! Be not fo tranfported, Sir, 
faid the Chec 9 there's nothing iri it. At thefe Words 
the Do£h>r fhut the Window, and then open'd it 
again ; and the Sultan, inftead of feeing thefe delight- 
ful Phantoms, (aw nothing but the Defart. 

Sir, then faid the Cbec 9 1 have fhewn you a great 
many Wonders, but all this is nothiag in Compan- 
ion of the aftonifhing Prodigy of which I will make 
your Majefty a Witnefs. Give your Commands for 
a Tub full of Water to be brought hither: The 

King

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King order'd it to be done ; and when the Tub 
was brought into the Chamber, the Dodor (aid to 
the Sultan, Be pleafed to fufFer yourfclf to be ftript 
ftark-naked, and let a Towd be girt about your 
Loins* The King contented to have all his Cloaths 
taJcen off; and when the Towel was girt about him, 
Sir, faid the Cbtc, be pleas'd juft to plunge your 
Head into the Water, and draw it out again. 
- The King plungM his Head into the Tub, and 
in an Inftant found himfelf at the Foot of a Moun- 
tain on the Sea-Shore. This unheard of Prodigy 
aftonifh'd him more than the others : Ah Do£br, 
cried he in a Tranfport of Rage, perfidious Dodor, 
that has thus cruelly deceiv'd me ! If I ever return 
into Egypt, from whence thou haft forc'd me ; away 
by thy black and deteftable.Art, I fwear I will re- 
venge myfelf of thee. O ma/ft thou inferably 
periih! He continued his Imprecation againft the 
Cbec\ but, reflecting that his Menaces and*" Com- 
plaints would nothing avail him, he took Courage, 
and went to fomc Men whom he faw cutting Wood 
on the Mountain, refolv'd not to difcover to them 
who he was. For, thought he to himfelf, if I tell 
them I am 4 King, they will not believe me ; but 
rather take me for an Impoftor or a Madman. 

The Wood-Cutters afk*d him who he was : Good 
People, anfwer'd he, I am a Merchant : My Ship 
bulg'd on a Rock, and was dafli'd to Pieces; I have 
had the good Fortune to fave myfelf on a Plank :

Comfort yourfelf for the Lofs of your Goods : You 
are young, and will not perhaps be unhappy in this 
City, where our Laws and Cuftoms are very. fa- 
vourable for Strangers, that come to fettle among 
us. Do not you intend to do fo ? I defire nothing 
better, anfwered the Sultan, provided I could have 
any Profpecl of retrieving my Affairs. Well then, 
replied the old Man, follow the Advice I am about 
to give you: Go this Moment to the publick Bath's 
of the Women : Set yourfelf down at the Gate, and 
afk each Lady that comes out, if (he have a Huf- 
band ': She that (hall anfwer you, No, nwft be your 
Wife, according to the Cuftom of this Country. 

The Sultan, being determin'd to follow this Ad- 
vice, . bid farewel to the old Man, and went to the 
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Gate of the Baths, where he fat himfelf down. It 
*was not long ere he (aw cohrifig out, a Lady df 
a ravilhing Beauty. Ah ! how happy mail I be, 
thought he to himfelf, if thte lovely Perfon be not

"was frightful ugly: The Sultan fliudder'd at Sight 
of her : 'What a Pifece df Deformity is this ! faid 
lie : I had rather be ftafVd to Death than live with 
fuch a Creature : I will let her pafs without afkiiig 
"her if ftie be marry'd, for fear I mould hear (he

Appearance the Cuftom !s fo, and J niuft TuDlnlt 
to it : H6w do I "know but (he has a Hlifband : Soirie 
unforttinate Stranger, whdfe ill Deftiny has broUgMt 
him hither, as mine has me, may perhaps have 
marry'd her.

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y«* feen *er that is deftin'd for mc : Perhaps I Audi 
^get nothing by the Change. - 

He was^expe&ing to fee one as ugly as the other 
: two,- when a Fourth appealed, who furptffs'd in 
Beauty the firft that he thought ib charming: 
What Difference ! cry 'd he: There is not fo mucsh 
Difparity between Day and Night, as between this 
fair Perfon and, the two laft that came out before 
her. Are Angels and Devils to be feen in the fame 
Place ? ;He advanced to her with a deal of JEager- 
nefs : /Lovely Lady, faid he, have you a Husband? 
She anfwex d, No ; looking on him with as jnuqh 
DiWain as Attention: Then ihe went away leav- 
ing the King in a deep Surprise. What am I to 
think <df this ? fays he : The old .Farrier 'has cer- 
tainly put upon me. If, according to the Laws of 
**this Country, I am to marry this Lady, why did 
fheleavfe -me iri fo rude a Manner? Wihy put 4he 
'Gn'that haughty and df&ainful Air ? She yiew'd me 
'from Head to$bot; and I faw in her Looks the 
Majks<of Contempt and Scorn. The Truth is, (be 
is not much in the Wrong. In Juftice, I cannot 
tlame her.

While he was .making thefe- Reflexions a Slave at> 
•cofted him. Sir, faid he, I am fent to find a Stnan~ 
' ger all -in Tatters; and by your Air, methinks, it 
fhould be you. If you plfeafe to give yourfelf the 
Ttouble of ^following'me, I will lead you to la Plaqe, 
where you are expe&ed with great Impatience. The 
Sulfan followed the'Slave, who led him to .a. great 
fioufe, and ftew'd him into an Apartment very 
handfomely furnifh-d, where he bid :him wait a 
Moment. The Sultan flaid full two .Hours without 

M 2 feeing 
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feeing a Soul but the Slave, who ever and anon 
came and defir'd him not to be impatient. 

At length there came in four Ladies very well 
drefs'd, who accompanied aaother, that glitter'd all 
over with Jewels, but was yet more refplendent by 
her matchlefs Beauty. The Sultan caft his Eyes upon 
her, and immediately knew her to ? be the laft Lady 
that he had (een coming out of the Baths. She 
drew near him with a foft and fmiling Air : For- 
give me, Sir, faid.fhe, that I have made you wait 
a little. I was loth to appear in my Undreis before 
my Lord and Matter. You are in your own Houfe, 
all you fee here belongs to you : You are my Huf- 
band : Command me what you pleafe, I am ready 
to obey you. Madam, anfwer'd the Sultan, not a 
Moment ago I complain'd of my Deftiny, and now 
I am the moft happy of Men.

Sir, reply'd the Lady, I could 
not do otherwife : The Ladies of this City are o- 
blig'4 to carry themfelves haughtily in Publick : It 
is the Cuftom : But to make Amends, they are very 
familiar in Private. So much the better, reply'd the 
King, they are the more agreeable: But fince I am 
Matter here, continu'd he, to begin to exercife my 
little Sovereignty, let fome Body go fetch me a Tai- 
lor and a Shoemaker : I am aiham'd to be feen in 
your Prefence with this tatter'd Gown . and thefe 
cobbled Shoes, which fuit but ill with the Rank I 
. have hitherto held in the World. I have taken 
* Care of that already, reply'd the Lady. I have fent 
a Slave to a Jew, who fells Cloaths ready made j and 
who will furnifli you at on$e with all you want : 
Mean while let us refrelh ourfelves. In ikying this, 
(he took him by the Hand, /and led him into a 
Hall, where there was a Table covered with all 

Sorts 
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Sorts of Fruits and Sweet-meats. They both fet 
down, and while they were eating, the four atten- 
dant Ladies, who flood behind them, fung feveral 
Songs, written by the Poet Baba Saoudaij Thev 
playM alfo on feveral Inftruments ; and at length 
their Miftrefs took a Lute, and accompanying the 
Mulick with her Voice, acquitted herfelf fo well,, 
that the Sultan was charnVd with her Performance. 
* This Concert was interrupted by the Arrival of 
the Jewijb Tradefxnan, who came into the Hall 
with feme young Men, who brought Bundles of 
Cloaths of different Colours': They look'd on them 
all one after another, and made Choice of a white 
Satin Veft, flower'd with Gold, and a Gown of 
Purple Cloth : The "Jew furnifh'd them with the 
reft of the Apparel, and went his Way. Then 
the Lady admir'd the good Mien of the King ; {he 
was very well iatisfied to have found fuch a Huf- 
band; and he well pleafed to have met* with fo 
beautiful a Wife. 

He lived feven Years with this Lady, by whom 
he had feven Sons and as many Daughters. But 
both of them taking Delight in an expenfive Way 
of Life, and loving to feed high and divert them- 
felves, they got the better of the Lady's Eftate: 
They were oblig'd to put away their Waiting-Ladies 
and their Slaves, and to fell their Houfhold-StufF, 
Parcel after Parcel, for Subfiftence.

Scarce had he been there a Moment, when a 
Man came and aflsM him if he would carry a Bur- 
then? I am here for that Purpofe, anfwerM the Sul- 
tan. Then the Man loaded him with a great Sack, 
which the. King had much ado to carry 5 befides* 
fhe Cords wrung the Skin off* his Shoulders.

The next Morning, the King, overwekrfd witl* 
Grief, iriftead of going, to ply among the Porters, 
went te the Sea-fide, reflecting on his miserable 
Condition. He kok'd very earneftly on the Place, 
where be had uite*pe&edW found himfelf, by 
Means of the Science of . Cbec Gbakabtddjn ; and„ 
recalling to Mmd that ftrange and fatal Adventure, 
he could not refrain from Tears* Now the Cere- 
mony of + Abluthn being indifpenflble before Pray* 
ers, he plung'd himfelf into the Sea; but as 0? 
raifed his Head out of the Water^ he was in the

You but this 
Moment plungM your Head into this Water. I' 
tell you nothing. but Truth: If you do not believe 
me. aflc vour Officers, who are Eve-witnefles of it.

Give them Orders before-hand ta 
endeavour to get out of the Cbec, if there be a 
Time when he has not Power to work his Mira- 
cles. The King approved of this Advice, and dif- 
fembling his real Defign, offered to be Friends with 
the Doflor, and ient him fome of his moft beauti- 
ful Slaves. The Do&or believed that the King of 
Damafcus was forry for having profecuted him with- 
out Reafon. He fell into the Snare and receiv'd 
the Slaves, among whom there^was one that he be- 
came defperately in Love with* 

As foon as this Slave had difcoverM that the 
Doftor had conceiv'd a violent Paflion for her, fhe 
faid to him j My dear Checj I am very defirous to 
know, if there be a Time when you cannot work 
your Miracles. Fair Lady* fays he,. I befeech you 
to afk me this Queftion no more. Let us mind 
nothing but how to lead a Life of Pleafure. It 
can be of no Moment to you to know what you; 
afk me. The Slave pretended ta be much mortify^ 
at this Excufe. She counterfeited a deadly Melan- 
choly ; and whenever the Chec offer'd to carefs her,, 
fhe fell a weeping. AU thefe Marks of Love, faid 
(he, that you give me, are falfe : If you lov'd me 
indeed, you would hide nothing from me. la 
fhort, her Importunities prevail'd, and he was fo 
weak as to tell her, that after having feert. a Wo- 
man, he was deftitute of that Power, till he had 
perform'd the" Ceremony 'of Ablution. 

The Slave, having pump'd this out of him, ac-r 
quainted the King of Damafcus with it, who com- 

M s mandedi 
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manded his Capitis to repair privately one Night 
to the Doctor's Grotto, and fecure him the very 
Moment that the Slave fhould opeii thp Door to 
them. 

It was the Dbflor's Cuftom to have every Night 
a great Pot of Water (landing by his Bedfiae, that 
he might make ufe of it whenever he had Occafion 
for an Ablution. The Slave, as (he went to Bed, 
threw down * the Water, without perceiving it ; 
infomuch, that when he would have wa(h'd him- 
felf, he could not do it. The wicked Slave, pre- 
tending to be officious, took the Pot, and under 
Pretext of going for Water, open'd the Door to 
the Capigis, who rulh'd > -into the Grotto.

hiip into the Grotto, where they feiz'd the Perfon 
of the Slave, believing her to be the potior. They

inc. In laying this, the Chic difappear'd, leaving 
the King of Dpmafcut, and all' that were Witnefles 
of this miraculous Event in the greateft Surprize

TW, Sir, I have told you the; Story of Chic Pba- 
ba&tjdm, purfu'd the Prime Vifier of the Emperor 
of Ptrjja- Your Majefty fees by it, that Men cah- 
oot be too much on their Guard againft the Wiles 
of Women.

MEhemed Teklfch King of DeS 9 and Sebehabed- 
din King of Gazna % were both of them vali- 
ant and wife Princes; and, like you, Sir, the De- 
lights of their People.

The King of Gazna gave 
his an auftere Education * he appointed him Gover- 
nors, who were capable to arm his youthful Mind 
againft the Maxims of Libertinifm and Impiety;

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In a fhort Time made an incredible Progrefs iir 
the Sciences: They fortify'd him early againft the 
Love of Glory* by Means of which, Pride and 
Ambition often introduce themfelves into the Heart* 
of the Great. They pardon'd him nothing, and 
for the ftighteft Faults, the King made him be 
whipt like a Slave, and fent him to Prifon. 

The People were amaz'd at this fevere Ufage^ 
and one v of the King's Minifters prefum'd to aik 
him, Why, of all his Subje&s, his Son was the 
only one that was not happy? Becaufe, faid the 
King, mjrSon being one Day to reign over a Peo- 
ple whom I love, I will make him feel the unhappy 
Condition of a Man who is ill us'd and opprefs'd, 
to the End he may be companionate, and not pu- 
nifti with too much Rigour. The fevere Education 
of the young Prince had the whVd Effed j for he 
fucceeded to the Throne after the Death of his, 
Father, and was, during a long Reign, the Inftru- ' 
ment of God's Mercy to Men. 

The King of Deli educated his Son m a quite 
contrary Manner: He found fome Excufe for all 
his Faults ; he callM his Follies an Eafinefs of Tem- 
per ; his Paffion feem'd to him but a reafonable Vi- 
vacity that became thofe of his Age; his Pride, a 
judicious Confidence in his own Merit, ftript of all 
Prepoffeflion ; his Capricioufiiefs, a wonderful Re- 
turn from Gaiety to the moft ferious Refle&ions. 
The Governors of the young Prince laboured io 
vain to convince the King of his Miftake: He would 
not permit them to give any Correction to his Son, 
whofe evil Inclinations ftrengthen'd themfelves from 
Day to Day. 

The Voice of the People came to the Ears of the 
King: Some complain'd that he had taken away 
their Wivefc: Children came to the Foot of the 
Throne to mourn the Death of their Parents* 
whom he had aflaffiiiated, that he might enjoy 

fbme 
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fo*ie of their beautiful Slaves : Several Virgins de- 
manded Juftice for his Violations, *nd the Prjefts 
for his Impieties. The King open'd bis Eyes, but 
too late. He made bis Son come hcftr? km in thf 
Prefense of the People, and threaten'^ tirp with 
die Death which his Crimes, dufery'd. H% S$o nm 
roaring away^like a Lion ; he gat together a Nijm- 
ber of profligate Wretches, the Companions of 
bis Debauches, enters into his Father's Qofet, and 
pterc'd hie Heart with two Stabs of n Ponyjird. 
At the fame Time,, be mounts the Tb/qpe, ^p4, 
puts the Qsown on ;his own Head* while kip impi- 
ous Favourites maffacre aH thofe who, reftift to pro- 
claim him King. 

Following thus Bent of his mercilefs Temper, be 
caus'd to be cut off the Heeds of the Grandees 
whom he fufpe&od, and their Wives and Children 
to be drown'd. Nothing was feen but tragical Ob- 
j«£b; not a.SouTbut mourn'd the Death of fom$ 
one of his Family ; but this too in private; for «v«fj 
a Sigh or Tear forfeited the Life of the W^tch 
who could not conceal tbevi. The Way pat to f$H 
a Vi&im to his Cruelty, was to present him fow* 
Sacrifice for his Avarice. He went on MAffeet D»y$ 
to the publack Place of the City, to kill the §rft C^ 
mer with his Bow and Arrows. This hflrterow 
Pleafure was hit Diverfioo instead of {Jujtfwig: He 
would ha*e thougjht few Shafts difhooour'd Wfth Jci}r 
ling any thing but Men. At Table, in the Midft 
of his Courtiers, he made their Wiyes be brought 
to^im, and diflunourM them in publick. U Wf 
one durft complain, he caus'd husu to be ftripp'4 
ftark naked, chain'd to a Pillar, and then prieJk*^ 
afl the Parts of bis Body with an Awl tiU be was

happy People good News from the Garden of thaw 
Beloved ; for God, having heard their Cries, that 
afcended to the Vault of Heaven, infpirM the Doc- 
tors, who, after having aflembied the Grandees, re- 
folv'd, with their Concurrence, to invite the young 
King of Ga&la to accept of the Clown. They 
difpatch'6 privately .a Perfon to him, whogave him 
a Letter from them ; wherein they deftYd him to 
advance with his Army to the Frontiers of Deli; z{- 
fiiring him they would join his Troops, and deliver 
their Tyrant into his Hands. The K 
compaflionating the Miferies of the P 
tnarch'd towards their City at the 
thoufand of his Guards, who were I 
then At his Approach, the Dtlims (t 
fon of their King, and proclaim'd the 
na, whom the People, with all the I 
ttf perfcft Joy, conducted to the Throne, where the 
Tyrant, loaded with Irons, ferv'd him as a Foot- 
ffool. 

' The King of Ga&ta, being in PoffcfEon of the 
Sceptre of De!!, began his Reign by avenging his 
new Subjects of the Cruelties of their Sovereign. 
Wretch, faid he to that Prince, to punifli thee as 
thou deferv'ft, I fhould be able to call thee back a 
thounmd Times from Death to Life. Then he or- 
4er*d him to be delivered into the Hands of the 
Hangman ; hut a young Lord, whofe Father the 
TVrant had kuTd, would take Vengeance of him 
With his own Hands, and he himfelf his Executioner : 
He was ddiver'd to him, and he caufrd him to be 
cbainM -to a Poft in the Market-Place, that every 
one might be at Liberty to add new Punhnments 
to thole which he had eontrivVl for him.

Others 
hor'd his Arms and Legs with red-hot Irons: All 
thofe, whofe Relations or Friends he had affafllnated, 
cndearotri'S to imprint on his Body the like Wounds 
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with which he had put them to Death. The Ty- 
rant beg'd for a little Refpite from thofe cruel Tor- 
ments, and having obtain'd fome Moments, he (poke 
to this Purpofe; O, my People ! I ?m forry only for 
the Ills I have done you, and complain not of thofe 
you do to me : The Stings of my Conference are 
as fo many Hangmen, that furpafs you, and even 
myfclf in Cruelty : O deteftable Father ! whole blind 
Affedtion for me, nourifli'd my wicked Inclinati- 
ons ; O may I fee thee in the other World in the 
Hands of the * black Angels as well as myfelf ! He 
died as he pronounced thofe laft Words, and no Man 
would wafh his Body, nor bury him after his Death* 
The King of Gazna reign'd fourfcore Years over 
the People of Deli, and his Reign was called the 
Reign of the Juft. 

The Story I have related to you, continued the 
Sultanefs, contains an excellent Inftru&ion,- which 
you ought to follow. Your Son, this Son, whom 
you love too well, will be your Murderer, and 
the ' Tyrant- of your People : He will excel in 
Cruelty even -him of Deli, who grew wicked by 
Degrees, and might have been reclaimed: But 
Nourgehan begins by a Crime, that was thp moft 
enormous of his: He would have debauch'd me, 
me, who am his Father's Wife : He ftruck me, 
even me, who am his Queen,: Tremble, Sir, trem- 
ble for your own Life.

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that; Time flics ; and you have nourifli'd a Vulture 
tljat will gnaw your Heart while you are afleep. 

The Emperor Hafikin was fo terrified at this 
Difcourfe of the Sultanefs, that he promifed her not 
to fail to have the Prince beheaded the Day fol- 
lowing. He went to Bed, and riling the next Morn- 
ing by Break of Day, aflembled his Council : He 
conferr'd for fome Time 'with his Vifiers, concern- 
ing the Affairs of his Kingdom ; then afle'd them,- 
if Nourgehan had broken his Silence to juftify him- 
felf.

Women teem 
with Falflioods: Sitting on a Sofa with their Arms 
acro r s, they fpend the whole Day, in contriving 
Falfhoods, and inventing Wiles to deceive Mankind. 
I befeech your Majefty to call to mind the dying 
Words of Mahomet. I leave behind me, (aid he, 
no Caufe of Mifchief to Men, except Women. I 
have endeavour'd, by exafting a rigorous Obfervance 
of my Laws, to extirpate from the World all Man- 
ner of Vices ; but I could not eradicate the deepeft 
Root of Ills, which is this Sex, who are no lefs fatal 
to the Repofe of Mankind, than neceffary to the 
Pre r ervation of it. If I mould tell you, Sir, the

I know very well that this Proof 
of Tendernefs, wftich I afk of you, clalhes in fome 
Meafure with your'Duty : But Women (you know) 
are whirnfical and capricious; whatever they ar- 
dently defire, they are obfttirate to obtain : <Jomply 
rtherefore, and fatisfy my Humour. I will for ever

When the Council broke up, ho 
went a hunting; and at his Return in the Even- 
ing, fupp'd with the Queen his Wife, who re- 
proach'd him that he had hot yet caus'd Nourgeban 
to be beheaded. Madam, (aid Hafikirij one. of my 
Vifiers has told me a Story, which makes me fear 
I fhould excite the Wrath of Heaven againft me, 
if I put my Son to Death. Sir, anfwer'd the Sul- 
tanefs, you take your Vifiers to be great Men : You 
fuffer yourfelf to be fedue'd by the Fluency of their 
Tongues. You are, in Regard to them, in the 
fame Error, as was a certain MuJJulman King in 
Regard to a Dodor of his Court. The Story runs 
thus. 



Story of King Togrul-Bey, and bis Children. 

KING Togrul-Bey) when he was at the Point of 
Death, lent for his three Sons, and faid to 
them : Children, I fee * A%rail coming to my Bed: 
Before he lays his Head on my Pillow, I will give 
each of you a good Advice : rail not to follow it, 
if you defire to live happy. The three Princes, 
drown'd in Tears, having promis'd to obferve it, 
and teflified their Defire to know what it was, the 
King iaid to the eldeft : Do you build a Palace in 
each City of my Kingdom. He faid to the fecond : 
Do you. marry every Day a Virgin. And you, 
faid he to the third : Put fome Butter and tome 
Honey in every Thing you eat. 

Togrul-Bey died. The eldeft Prince began to build 
a Palace in every City : The fecond Son marry'd 
every Day a Virgin, and repudiated her the next

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Morning: And the third Prince cat nothing but 
<what had fome Butter and Honey in it. One Day 
a learned Man fpoke to them in this Manner : Prin- 
ces, when the King your Father on his Deaths-bed 
gave you thefe Advices, which you obferve fa ex- 
adly, his Intention was not that you fhould literal- 
ly perform what he recommended to you to do: 
You do not rightly comprehend the Meaning of his 
enigmatical Expreffions : I will explain them to you ; 
but I muft firft tell you a Story, that has fome Re- 
iembknee with yours. 

A Turkijb King fent to demand the Caraje 9 that 
is to fay, the Tribute, of the Chriftians of a certain 
Province. The Chriftians immediately aflembled 
their Monks, to confult them what was fit to be 
done in this Conjuncture. Among them was an 
eminent Prelate, who fpoke in this Manner: Sfcnd 
me to the Court of the Mufflubnan King, and I 
will make a certain Propofal to him : I will tell 
him, that we are ready to pay the Tribute, pro- 
vided he or his Vifiers will answer a Queftion. that 
I will afk them. All the Chriftians applauded this 
Advice j and the Prelate went his Way, and took 
with him the Tribute rn a great Purfe, and fome 
Prefents that the Chriftians fent to the King. 

When he was introdue'd to that Monarch, he 
prefented him the Prefents of his Province in a very 
refpeftful Manner, and (aid to him: Sir, we con- 
fent to pay the Caraje to your Majefty, provided 
that either yourfelf, your Vifiers, or your Dbfiors, 
will anfwer a Queftion that I (hall propofe : But, 
if none of you can anfwer it, you will not take it amife 
if I return without paying the Tribute. Be it fo, 
feys the King : I have learned Men in my Court* 
and* thy Queftien muft be very difficult indeed, if 
none of them can anfwer it. 

The King* having got all his Vifiers and hi* Doc- 
:tors together, faid to the Monk: Chriftian, what 

i* 
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is thy Qucftion? Then the Prelate, opening the 
Fingers of his right Hand, held the Palm of it full 
againft the Affembly : Then holding down the fame 
Fingers towards the Ground, faid to them, Guefs 
what. this means; that's my Queftion. For my 
Part, fays the King, 1 renounce it : I confefi I 
comprehend it not in the leaft ; and truly, I believe, 
it is not eafir to divine what it means. All the Vi- 
fiers and tine Doctors fell into a brown Study : But 
to no Purpofe did they run over in their Thoughts 
the Commentaries on the Akoran y as well as the 
* Sounna of Mahomtt ; for they knew not what An- 
fwer to make to the Monk. 

They all ftood filent and aiham'd; but while 
they were in this Confufion, one of them, vex**! 
to the Soul to fee fo many great Men pos'd by an 
Infidel, advanced, and faid to the King : Sir, it was 
fcarce worth while to aflemble fo many of us for 
fuch a Trifle : Let the Monk afk me his Queftion, 
and I will anfwer it. Upon which, the Prelate 
prefented his" open Hand, the Fingers held upwards, 
to the Mahometan Dodor, who at the fame Time 
fhew'd him his right Hand clench'd : Then the 
Monk held down his Fingers towards the Ground, 
and the Dodor open'd his Hand, and held his Fin- 
gers upwards. The Prelate being fatisned by the(e 
Geftures of the Mujfulman Do&or, drew from be- 
neath his Gown the Purfe in which was the Tri- 
bute, gave it to the King, and went his Way. 

That Monarch had the Curiofity to aflc his Doc- 
tor, what all thofe A&ions of the Hand fignified ? 
O King, anfwer'd the Dodor, when the Monk held 
towards me his open Hand, it was as much as to 
fay, I will give you a Slap on the Face $ I imme- 
diately clench'd my Hand, to let him know, that 
if he gave me a olap on the Face, I would give

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him a Blow with my Fift. Afterwards, when he 
held down his Hand, and turn'd the Ends of his 
Fingers towards the Ground, that fignified, Word 
for Word, If thou giv'ft me a Blow with thy Fift, 
f will knock thee down at my Feet, and fcrufn thee 
to Pieces like a Snail that we tread upon. Imme- 
diately I lifted up my Fingers to anfwer him, that 
if he pretended to ufe me in that Manner, I would 
throw him* up fo high in the Air, that the Birds 
fcould eat him before he could fall to the Ground ; 
infomuch, Sir, continued, the Doftor, that the Chrif- 
tian and I underftood one another very well by 
Signs. 

Scarce had the Doi&or done fpeaking, when there 
was heard in the Aflembly a Murmur of Applaufe 
in his Behalf. All the Vifiers admir'd his penetra- 
tion ; and all the Do&ors, tho* they were vex'd to 
the Heart that they did not underftand the Aftions 
of the Monk as. well as he, confefs'd aloud that 
their Brother was a Man of brighter Parts than 
themfelves.

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of it is, that you have been a Bubble to your t)oC- 
tor. How is that poffible, Madam, reply'd the King? 
Sir, (aid the Queen, I will not tell you myfelf ; but 
fend for the Monk, and let him (atisfy you. 

The King gave Orders to one of his Officers to 
go and find out the Monk, if he was not gone out 
of Town. The Officer found him jufi fetting out 
for his Province, and brought him along with him 
to the King and Queen. Chriftian, faid that Prin- 
ceis, our Doctor has folv'd the Meaning of your 
Kiddle ; but we defire you to explain it to us your- 
feif. O Queen ! faid the Prelate, when I fhewM 
the five Fingers of my open'd Hand, the Meaning 
was to aft, If the ^ive Prayers, that you Mahome- 
tans generally fay, v were order'd by the Almighty ? 
Then your Doctor offer'd his Fift at me, mean- 
ing to fay, Yes, they are, I am ready to maintain 
it: After that, when I turn'd down my Fingers 
towards the Ground, I aflcM him, Why the Rain 
fell from Heaven upon the Earth?

/peak to all Men with fuch Mildnefs, that every 
one may extol your Meeknefi and Good-nature. 

This Story, sir, purfu'd the Sultanefe Canzada, 
ought to be an Inftrudion to you, to be upon your 
Guard againft the deceitful Eloquence of your Vi- 
fiers : Let not their Fables any longer hold back the 
revengeful Arm, that my Precaution, and the great 
Concern I have for the Prefervation of your Life, 
have excited me to lift up againft your too guilty 
Son. To thefe Words, this wicked Princefe added 
fa marry others full of Guile and Artifice, that the 
Emperor was feduc'd by them. He promis'd her 
once more, that the following Day fhould be the 
laft of the Prince's Life.

Story of Prince Maliknafir* 

CAlaoun, Sultan of Egypt, had two Sons. One 
Day,- as he was "refiefling on the Inconftancy 
of Fortune, who fports with Princes as well as with 
other Men, he refolv'd that his fecond Son Malii- 
nafir (hould learn forhe Trade, which might ftanrf 
him m ftead in cafe of Need.

The unfortunate Dcclor pronounc'd thefe Words 
with fuch lively Tokens of Grief and Defpair, that 
all the Pilgrims were concern'd for him. Mallkna- 
jGr, above the reft, had fo much Compaflion for him,, 
that he faid ^within himfelf; I ruin this Coja> and' 
alt his Family, if I keep this Purfe : It is not juft, 
{hat, to make myfclf happy, I fhould make others 
miferable. Were I not a King's Son, were I the 
meaneft of Men, I would not detain unjuflly the 
Goods of another.

The Coja 9 charm'd with the Prince's 
Generofity, divided the Heap that the Prince had 
left into two Parts, and faid to him-; Take your 
Choice likewife of one of thefe two Parcels; I pro- 
teft I* give you this too without the- leaft Regret. 
No, anfwer?d the Prince, I am fatisfy'd with what 
I have. O young Man ! reply'd the Do<5tor, you 
are too moderate ; you muft either take it, or go 
with me to the Golden Spout of the Temple ; I will- 
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there fay a Prayer to God, that will be of great Ad- 
vantage to you. Then the Prince, as if he had been 
infpir'd from Heaven, returned to the Chja the Par- 
cel he had taken, and fetd to him; Since, Dodor, 
you will be fo good as to fay a Prayer for me in the 
holy Temple of Mecha, I like that better than all 
your Jewels : I give you them again, on Condition 
that you fay that Prayer wkh all the Fervour of a 
good MuiTulman Doctor. 

At thefe Words the Coja y being aftonifh'd at the 
Prince's exceffive Generofity, fed him under the 
Golden Spout, lifted up his Hands to Heaven with- 
out fpeaking, and at Jengtb bid MaUknafir (ay Amen.

When they were arrived there, the Prince faid 
to tht Coja \ Doftor, I will not be an Expence to 
you y I can make Cloaths as well as any Man ; be 
fdeas'd to recommend me to fome Taylor of your 
Acquaintance. The Coja plac'd him with the moft 
noted Taylor of the City ; who, to try his new Lad, 
gave him Cloth to cut out, and make a Suit of 
Cloaths. Maliknafir, who had excited the Admi- 
ration of the Mafter-Taylors of Cairo, could not 
firfl to focceed at Bagdad. He made a Suit of 
Cloaths, which his Matter Kk'd fo well, that he

Af- 
ter many reciprocal Carefles, the Lady fhow'd the. 
Princefeveral Cafkets full of Gold, Silver, and Jew- 
els. Vo you know, faid (he, young Man, that all. 

This is the Kabin T that, 
is to fay,, the Portioa that 1 brought the Doctor ^ 
and which r by repudiating me, he was' oblig'd to re- 
ftoje to me.

I might chance to make a worfe Choice. When;. 
the Doctor, comes, you fhalL fee how I'll receive * 
iiaru 

Very early the next Morning the Doctor opens the 
Door, and comes into the Chamber. The Prince* 
met him half way the Room with a fmiling Air, 
and faid, Doctor, I am infinitely oblig'd to you for 
having helped me to fo charming a Wife. Young, 
Man, anfwer'd the Coja y turn towards her, and fay %. 
3. Be 
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Be gone ; once, twice, thrice I repudiate thee, f 
fhould be very forry for that, xeply'd Maliknafir ; . 
'tis a great Crime, in my Country, for a Man to- 
repudiate his Wife. 'Tis an ignominious A&ion,. 
and Hufbands that are fo bafe as to be guilty of it,, 
are reproach'd with it a» long as they live; Since I 
have married this Lady r I'll keep her. Ah, ah f 
young Man, fays the Doftor, what means this Lan- 
guage ? You do hut jeft with me. No, Doifcor,. 
afifwer'd the Prince, I (peak in fober Sadnefs, ; I find 
the Lady to ray Mind * and r to deal plainly with 1 
you,, I am more fit for her than you, who are none 
of the youngeft. You were as good believe, and- 
think no more of her, for it would be tq no Pur- 
pofe. O Heaven ! cry'd the Do&or, what a Hulla> 
have I made Choice of ? How fubjed are Men to be 
mifbken in their Judgments I I durft have fworn,. 
that this Lad would have done whatever L would 
have had him. Alas* I had rather he had kept my 
Purfe, than that he fhould keep my Wife; 

The Do&or threw himfelf at the Prince's Teet, 
and begg'd to have his Wife again : But whatever 
Intreaties he made, whatever he could fay, the Prince 
was* inexorable. The Do&or, imagining, that his- 
Wife might have a greater Influence thaiv himfelf* 
over the Mind of Maliknafir, and that (he defired* 
nothing more than that the Prince would repudiate 
her, addrefs'd himfelf to her, and (aid ; Soul of my 
Life ! fince this young Man will have no Regard 
to my Prayers, employ all the Eloquence of thy 
heavenly Beauty to prevail with him to reftore thee 
to my longing Arms. My dear Do&or ! my quon- 
dpm Hufband f anfwer'd the Lady y feigning to be 
much affiled, 'tis in vain to expe& this Favour of.

Thefe Words, which the credulous Dc<5tor be- 

lkv'd 
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liev'd (he fpoke from the Bottom of her Heart, iir- 
creas'd his Affli&ipn. He once more intreated Ma- 
liknafir to repudiate the Lady ; nay, he even wept } 
but his Tears were as much in vain as his Intrea- 
ties. The Prince continued firm ; fo that the Doc- 
tor, lofihg all Hopes of altering his Refoktion by 
fair Means, went to the Cody to complain of the 
HuUai The Judge laugh'd at his Complaints, de- 
clared that the Lady was no longer his, that Ihe 
lawfully belonged to the young Taylor, and that 
be could dot be compell'd to* repudiate her. The 
DoSor fell into Difpair at this Adventure, and little- 
wanted but he had run mad. He did fall fick, and 
the beft Phyficians in Bagdad could not recover*

When his End drew^ nigh, he defired to fpeak 
with the Prince. Young Man ! faid he to him, f 
forgive you for detaining my Wife ; I ought not to 
take it ill of you ; it was the Will of -God it (houlcfc 
be fo. You remember that I pray r d for you under 
£he Golden Spout at Mecha* Yes, faid the Prince ^ 
and I remember, befides, that I heard not one Word 
of all your Prayer, and that I heartily faid Amen+ 
tho* I knew not to what. Hear then, reply'd the 
Do&or, what were the Words of my Prayer 5 O 
my God ! let all my Eftate, and all I hold dear, be* 
come one Day the lawful Portion of this young 
Man. 

I owfi, purfu'd the Do£for, that you are not fo 
much oblig'd to me, as perhaps you imagine ; " for I 
faid not this Prayer of my own frtt Will, I confefs r 
I intended to have faid another 5 but I know not 
what-Power, what divine Infpiration compell'd me, 
and, in fpight of myfelf, made me pronounce thofe 
Words. The Prayer has been granted, as you fee ^ 
for almoft all the Eftate I pofie&'d belonged to my 
Wife, who gave it you with her Perfon. I take 
all that are prefent to Witnefs x that I intend and 
3 ' * will* 
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will, that, alter my Death* all the Eftatethat fluff 
be found to belong to me, be yours, as your own 
lawful Pofleffion. He caus'd this Witt to be put in> 
Writing, and fign'd it j and feveral Witnefles like- 
wife fet their Hands to it, and three Days after the 
DoAor died. 

Maliknafcrm& his Wife went to five in the Doc- 
tor's Houfe, and took Pofleffion of all he had. He 
no longer fibHowM the Trade of a Taylor, but hired 
a good many Servants, and propos'd to lead a Life 
of Pleasure. He was fatisficdwkb his Circumftan- 
ces, and thought himfetf more happy than the Sultan 
MiKkafibraf his Brother. He diverted himfelf daily 
with the young People of the City j but Fortune* 
who took Delight to perfceute him, permitted him> 
not to continue long in the Pofleffion of thefe En- 
joyments.

The next Morning Jie inquired of the Neighbours^, 
if any of them, had obferv'd any Thing extraordi- 
nary tranfa<3mg in his Houfe the Day before, when: 
he was Abroad. They all anfwer'd, No ; and he 
could get no Infight from them- into this aftonifhing. 
Adventure. He did all he could to difcover the 
Meaning of it> but to no Purpofe* To crown the 

Mif- 
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Misfortune, the Cady> imagining that MaUbutfir had" 
perhaps kilPd his Wife, and that he pretended to be 
in great Affli&ion, only to avoid being fufpe&ed of- 
having committed* that Murder, caufed the Prince 
to be taken into Cuftody, and threw him into Pri- 
fon; from whence, notwithftanding his Innocence, 
he was very happy to be releafed at the Expence of 
all his Eftate. 

And now behold Prince MaKhmJir in the fame 
Condition he was before he married Do&or Abouna- 
cuas's Wife. He went again to live with his Matteiy 
and began once more to follow the Trad* of a Tay- 
lor. He was of an mzfy Temper of Mind, and foorr 
forgot thefe his laft Misfortunes, as well as he had 
his former. One Day, as he was working in his 
Matter's Shop, a Man, who was going by, ftopp'd 
on a fudden, and looking earneftly on him, cried 
out* I am not miftaken, 'tis Prince Maliknafir. 
The Prince too looked, on this Fellow, and know- 
ing him to be the Taylor of Cairo, witH whom he? 
had ferv'd his Apprenticefhip, ran out to embrace^ 
him ; but the Taylor, inftead of opening his Arms 
to receive him, threw himfelf at his Feet, and kifsM 
the Earth before him, faying, O Prince ! I am not 
worthy of your Embraces; there is too great a Dif- 
tance between you and fuch a mean Fellow as I anu 
Your Condition is aker'd - 9 and Fortune, that has 
hitherto perfecuted you, will now be kind, and (bed- 
on you her higheft Favours. The .Sultan Melikaf~- 
cbraf is dead, and his Death has raifed new Trou- 
bles in Egypt. Moft of the Nobles would have plac'd 
on the Throne a Prince of your Family ; but I rai- 
fed the People againft them in your Behalf, and ap- 
pear'd at the Head of my Fa&ioo. Why, faid I 
to the Nobles, muft the lawful Heir be excluded 
from the Crown? Prince MaMnaftr ought to be 
our Sovereign : You are not ignorant why heTeFt 
Egypt. : You know, tbat> to fave his Life from the 
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cruel Policy of his* Brother, he was oblig'd to aban- 
don his Country: I faw him put himfelf in Difguife, 
and join a Company of Pilgrims, who wefe going 
to Mecba \ fince which I have never heard where he 
is, but am perfuaded he is ftill alive : He is a good 
Prince, and Heaven (I doubt not) has preferv'd him. 
Allow me but two Years to find him out, and du- 
ring that Time, let the Care of the Government 
be trufted to our wife Vifiers. If my Search prove 
fruitlefe, you may then chufe for Sultan the Prince 
you now defire to crown. At this Difcourfe, eon- 
tmu'd he, ' which the People feconded by their Suf- 
frages, the Nobles contented that I fhould fearch for 
you. They gave me two Years to find you : One 
of them is already expired, fince I have been look- 
ing for you from Town to Town at all the Taylors. 
Houfes \ and Heaven, no doubt, guided my Steps hi- 
ther, fince I have here' the Happinefs to find you. 
Let us be gone, my Prince, without Delay ; lhew 
yourfelf to your People, who long to place you on 
the Throne of your Anceftors. Maliknafir thank*& 
the Taylor for his Zeal, and promifed to remenr- 
ber him in due Time : And the very fame Day they 
fet forward for Cam. 

As foon as they were arrived there, Prince Ma- 
liknafir made himfelf known ; and the Nobles, that 
had been the moil ardent to deprive him of the 
Throne, fhew'd ihemfelves now the moft zealous 
to crown him. , In fliort, he was proclaimed Sultany 
and receiv'd the Compliments of his Beys on his Ac- 
ceffion to the Crown. One of the firft Things this 
new Sultan did,, was* to acquit himfelf of his Obli- 
gations to the Taylor. He fent for him, and faid, 

my Father ! for I can call you by no other Name, 
when I reflecVon the Services you have done me; 

1 am not lefs obligM to you than to King Calawn. 
He indeed, by giving me Life, gave me likewife; 
the Right to fiicceed him i but. my Misfortunes had* 
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deprivM me of that Right, and, but for you, I had 
never enjoy'd it : It is but jull that I fhould fliew 
my Acknowledgments; 1 make you my Grand 
Vifier. Sir, anfwer'd the Taylor, I thank your 
Majefty for the Honour you offer me ; but I moil 
humbly befeech you to excufe me from accepting 
it : I was not born to be a Grand Vifier. That 
Office requires Qualifications that I have none of: 
You confult only the Goodnefs you have for me; 
and reflect not, that I am unfit to be a Minifter of 
State. If by Misfortune the' Affairs of your King- 
dom fhould go otherwife than well, I mould have 
the Curfes of the People, and they would blame 
you at the fame Time, for having made of a good 
Taylor an ill Vifier. I am not ambitious enough 
to defire a high Dignity, of which I am unworthy. 
If your Majefty defigns any Favours for me, let 
them be fuch as may not endanger the Repofe and 
Happinefs of your subjects. Be pleated to order 
that I may have the fole Privilege of making Cloaths 
for you and all your Court : I had rather, Sir, be 
your Taylor than firft Minifter ; becaufe every Man 
ought to know the Trade he follows. The Sultan 
was too judicious not to fee, that the Taylor had 
Reafon to refufe to be his Vifier. He heapM ma- 
ny Favours on him, and commanded that he on- 
ly fhould have, the Quality of Taylor to the Court, 
and forbid all the other Taylors of Cairo, under 
very fevere Penalties, to work for any of his Cour- ' 
tiers. 

The Sultan Matiknafir applied himfelf with the 
utmoft Diligence *to inforce the Obfervance of the 
Laws, which his Brother the King MeUkafcbrafhui 
neglected to do. He gain'd the Affections of all his 
&ys, and fignalizM each Moment of his Reign by 
fome Action, either ufeful or acceptable to his Sub- 
jects. One Day the Cady of the City came to this 
young Monarch % ,Suy laid he, 1 ixnprifon'd three 
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Slaves, that were accused of murdering a. Chriftkn 
Merchant. Two of them confefs'd the Crime, and 
are already puniftYd : But I know not what to do 
with the third ; for he fays he is innocent, but de- 
ferves to die: I am come to aflc your Majefty what 
you pleafe to have done with him. I will fee him, 
anfwer'd the King, and examine him myfelf : Con- 
tradictory Sayings ought to be made clear. Let him 
be brought hither immediately. 

The CUidy went his Way, and foon return'd again 
with the Slave and the Hangman. As foon as the 
King had caft his Eyes on the accus'd Perfon, he 
knew him to be a Slave that had ferv'd him at Bag- 
dad. He made as if he did not know him, and 
faid to him, Wretch I thou art accus'd of the Mur- 
der of a Man. Sir, anfwer'd the Slave, I am inno- 
cent; but I deferve Death. How caaft thou recon- 
cile what thou fay 'ft? replied the Sultan: If thou art 
innocent, thou doft not deferve to die ; or if thou 
doft merit Death, thou art not innocent. I am in- 
nocent, periifted the Slave, and. yet I merit Death. 
Your Majefty will be convine'd of it^ if you will 
permit me to tell you my Story. Say on, fays the 
King, I will hear thee. 

Sir, faid the Slave, I was born at Bagdad, where 
I ferv'd a young Man, who was a Taylor by Trade, 
but had inherited the Eftate of a Doctor. .This 
young Man was very well fliap'd, t and as for his 
race, it was fo like vour Majefty's, that in my Life 
I never faw fo perfect a Refemblance. In feeing you, 
methinks I fee him. He had a very beautiful Wife, 
whom he lov'd, and had (he been prudent, he would 
have hVd happy with her : But (he was far other- 
wife ; (he told me one Day in private, that (he had 
an Inclination for me ; and that if I would take 
her away, (he would go with me to * Bafra : We 
(hall live there, continu'd (he, very much at our 

Eafe i 

* This City is now called by Corruption, Baffin*. 
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Eafe ; for we will take with us .ail my Gold aftcf 
Jewels. I reje&ed the Proposition. No, Madam, 
laid I, I will never be fuch a Rogue to my Mafter : 
She laugh'd at my Refufal, and at length her tender 
Carefles overcame the Scruples of my Confcience; 
All we had now to do, was to execute our De- 
fign unperceiv'd by any, and in fuch a Manner 
that the Hufband might never know what was be- 
come of us. 

To this Purpofe, one Day ^hen he was diverting 
fiimfelf in the Town, and we knew he would not 
come Home till 'twas yerjr late, the Lady took all 
her Domefticks one by one afide, and giving eachr 
of them a handful of Gold 5 Go you, fays (he to 
one of them, to Damafcus in Syria, and buy me 
feme* Cna and fome Surme, for there is none good 
to be had but there. Go you, fays fhe to another, 
to Media, to accomplifh a Vow I have made of 
fending. a Pilgrim thither. In fhort, one after ano- 
ther, fhe gave all of them Commiflions that required 
whole Years to perform, and made them fet forward 
immediately.^ When we two were, thus alone, we 
loaded ourfelves with every Thing that was moft 
valuable, and as foon as it was Night went out of 
the Houfe, lock'd the Door after us, carried away 
the Key, ah3 took the Road to Bafra. 

We travelFd all that Night and Half the next 
Day without flopping. The Lady began to find 
herfelf opprefe'd with Wearinefs : We fate ourfelve* 
down on the Side of a Pond ; and* juft over againft 
u& difcover'd at a little Diffonce- a ftatfely Palace: 
We look'd* earneftly on it, and judg'd that it be- 
longed to fome great Prince, ftirmediately we faw 
a young Man coming out, followed by feveral Ser- 
vants, two of whpm carried Nets on their Shoul-^ 
ders : We, feeing that they came direflly toward* 
the Pond, rofe up to avoid them : But the young

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Man, whofe Eyes the Lady had already attracted, 
made hafte to come up with us. He faluted her, 
and file return'd his Salutation. He few plain by 
her Loots that fhe wanted to reft herfelf, and of- 
fered her to make Ufe of his Palace, telling her he 
was the F 'rince Guayas-addin-Mahmoudi Nephew of 
the King of Bafra. She accepted his Offer, and 
methought fhe feem'd to take Delight in looking on 
him. At the fome Time I perceiv'd in him a Con- 
cern, that made me prefage fome fatal Event ; nor 
was I miflaken in fearing the Confequences of this 
Jnterview. Mahmoud forgot that he was come to 
take the Diverfion of Fifhing ; and the Lady took 
up all his Thoughts. He condufted her to tne Pa- 
lace ; carried her into a ftately Apartment, where 
fhe fate herfelf down on a Sofa. The Prince feated 
himfelf befide her, and they began to talk foftly to 
one another. Their Converfation lafted till one of 
the Domefticks came and told them that Dinner 
was on Table. Then Mahmoud took the Lady by 
the Hand, and led her into a Room, where there 
was a Table laid with three Covers, and a Buffet 
garnifh'd with Cups arid Pots of many Gold, fill'd 
with moft excellent Wine ; they both fate down, and 
made me take the third Place. A Slave took Care 
tb ply me with Wine, and fcarce had J. drank off 
one Cup, but he fill'd me another Brimmer. The 
Fumes of the Wine got into my Head, and I foon 
fell afleep. 

When I wak'd the next Morning, I was furprized 
to find myfelf by the Pond-fide. Prince Mahmoud* $ 
Domefticks, faid I to myfelf, have certainly brought 
me hither to make themlelves merry. I role up, and 
went to the Palace : I knock'd at the Gate, which a 
Servant open'd and afk'd me what I would have. I 
afn come, anfwer'd I, to fee the Stranger Lady, that 
is 4n this Palace. There's no Lady here, faid he, 
{hutting the Gate rudely upon me. Little fatisfied 
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with this Anfwer, I knock'd a fecond Time : The 
fame Man came again, and afk'd what I wanted. 
Don't you know me ? Jays I ; I am he that accom~ 

rmied the fair Lady, who came hither Yefterday : 
never faw you before, replied the Man ; and no 
Lady came into this Palace : Get you hence, and 
knock no more for fear you repent it: Saying this 
he flung the Door haftily upon me, and fhut me out. 
What am I to think of all this? faid I : Am I ftill 
afleep? No; and certainly I did not dream what 
pafe'd Yefterday in this ralace: No; Nothing is 
more real. Ah ! I fee what the Meaning is : The 
Prince's People, who in my Drunkennefs carried me 
to the Pond-fide, have' a Mind to make themfelves 
merry, and fee how I would take it. I knock'd 
the third Time; and the Man, who had-anfwer'd 
me before, open'd the Door ; but at the fame Time 
there bolted out three or /Bur others, with Clubs 
in their Hands, who fell upon me, and laid me on 
fo unmercifully, that, ftunn'd with their Blows, I 
fell down on the Spot. However, in a little Time, 
I came to myfelf ; I rofe up on my Legs, and calling 
to Mind what had pafs'd the Day before between 
the Prince and the Lady, I judg'd they had a Mind 
to be rid of me; ana that I was come off very 
cheap. I began to bemoan my ill Fortune : I gave 
the Lady a thoufand Curfes, and yet I was lefs af- 
flicted to fee myfelf redue'd to that miferable Con- 
dition, than piere'd with Grief and Repentance for 
having betray'd my Matter. Tormented with Re- 
morfe, I made away from that curfed Palace, and 
without keeping any certain Road, but ft rolling 
from Town to Town, I came at length to Cairoy 
where I arriv'd Yefterday in the Evening. 

The Night drawing on, and being in Pain 
where I fhould get me a Lodging, I perceiv'd two 
Men murdering another in a By-Ally. This Per- 
foh, who was, as I am told, a Chriftiari Merchant, 

cried 
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cried out in a terrible Manner, and the Aflaffins 
fearing the * Caraouis, fed towards the Place where 
I was ftanding, and juft as they were going by me 
the Car amis met them ; and taking riie to be one 
of their Gang, carried me to PrHbn with them. 
This, Sir, added the Slave of Bagdad^ is what I 
deiir'd to tell your Majefty; I am innocent of the 
Murder of which I am accused of being ait Accom- 
plice: Bat I deferve Death, for having betray'd my 
Mailer, and trailed to the perfidious Promifes of a 
Woman. 

The Sultan Maliknafir^ having heard what the 
Slave had to fey, order'd him to be difchargM : Be 
gone, faid he to him, I pardon thee, becaufc thou 
repenteft of having tranfgrefi'd againft thy Mafter: 
For the future, be more upon tny Guard againft 
the Temptations of thy Miftreifes, and have a Care 
how thou runneft away with them. The Kline, 
being fully convmc'd of the Bafenefe of his Wife, 
gave Thanks to Heaven that he was rid of her, and 
married a beautiful Princefi, who, at the End of ten 
Months, bore him a Son. All the Inhabitants of 
Cairo celebrated the Birth of this Prince by Re- 
joycings that lafted for forty Days together. Never 
was there a Sultan of Egypt fo well belov'd by his 
Subje&s as Maliknaftr. And indeed he deferv'd their 
Love, by the Care he took to render his Reign eafy 
to them. The City of Cairo^ tho' it was of a vaft 
Extent, was neverthelefs the beft regulated City on 
the Earth. The f Smsbacbi^ and his Under-Ma- 
giftrates, whofe Office is was to maintain the publick 
Tranquillity, kept fo narrow an Eye on every Thing 
that happened, that not the leaft Difbrder avoided 
their Circumfpedtion : They were inform'd of all 
that pafs'd : And the Sultan himfelf, to be aflured

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down the Streets.' 
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of the good Difcipline that was obferv*d in his ca- 
pital City, walk'd From Time to Time up and down 
the Streets in the Night, with his Grand Vifier and 
fame of his Guards. 

One Night as he was going his Rounds, he pa&'d 
by a great Houfe, where he heard the Cries and 
Shrieks as 6l a Woman that feem'd to be ill us'd. 
He made one of his Guards knock at the Door, 
and command it to be open'd by the Sultan's Or- 
der. Accordingly it was open'd, and the King 
went in, being folio w'd by the Vifiers, and the other 
Perfons that attended him. Then they heard the 
Cries more diftin&ly, and, being led by the Noife, 
came at length into a Room, where their Horror 
was equal to their Surprize to fee a Woman ftark- 
naked, and all over Blood, while two brawny Slaves 
were unmercifully whipping her in the Pretence of 
a young Man, who feem'd to take delight at this 
barharous Speftacle. At Sight of the Sultan, the 
Slaves ceas'd to whip this miferable Creature, whom, 
notwithstanding the piteous Plight fhe was in, the 
King knew to be the Wife he had married at Bag- 
dad. He feem'd not to know her, and afk'd why 
they treated that Lady in fo barbarous a Manner. 
The young Man, being inform'd by his People, that 
it was the Sultan of Egypt who fpote to him, threw 
himfelf at his Feet, and faid, Sir, I am Hufband* to 
this Wretch whom you fee: If you knew thejuft 
Caufes of Complaint fhe has given me, I doubt not 
but your Majefly would approve my Treatment of 
Tier. Tell me your Reafons, replied theJSultan, and 
I will judge of them. 

Sir, anfwerM the young Man, I am Nephew of 
the King of Bafra \ and am call'd Prince Guayas- 
addin-Mahmoud. I was at a Palace of mine fome 
Leagues from Bagdad, and going out one Evening 
to divert myfelf with Fifhing, I met this Lady in 
Company with a Man who feem'd to be a Slave : I 
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faluted her, and defir'd her to come and refj herfelf 
at my Houfe : She did fo ; and I afk'd her who 
fhe was, and whither fhe was going: She anfwer'd,. 
that fhe was one of the Officers of the. Sultan of 
Bagdad's Daughters : That fhe run away, from; her 
Father's in the Night, to deliver herfelf from, the 
hnguifhing Tranfports of an old Bey, with whom 
her Father had confented lo marry her. And my, 
Intention is, added (he, to get to Bafra, with this 
Slave whom I thought fit to take along with me. 
The Gold and Jewels fhe had about her, made 
me give Credit to what fhe faid. Madam, fays 1^ 
if you pleafe to continue here, you will be fafe. 
With all my Heart, anfwer'd fhe, but you muft 
order my Slave to be made away with, for fear he 
fhould take it in his Head to return to Bagdad y 
and difcover where I am. Though in Policy I ought 
to have done what fhe advis'dj yet I could. not pre- 
vail with myfelf to do fo. I. thought, it enough' to 
order my Servants to make the; SJfaye drunk, , and 
to mingle in his "Wine a certain, Powdep* that threwr 
him into a dead Sleep, fo that he might be carried 
out of thePalace without waking,: And I gave them 
Orders, that when he offer'd himfelf at the C?ate, 
they fliould make as if they did not know who he f 
was, and, if there was need of it, to cudgel him a 
little, fo as to make him begone from the Palace, 
This was done acordingly, and the Slave went away. , 
I made the Lady believe, that he was thrown down, 
a Precipice ; and neverthelefs, left the Slave fhould 
go to Bagdad^ and tell his Lady's Relations that fhe 
was in my Palace, I went with her in a few Days 
to Bafra. 

We liv'd together there highly fatisfiedr with : each 
other, when I . received Advice, , that the-Sukan of 
Bagdad ^ for Reafons that were not known, had re-* 
folved to depofe the King of Bafra, and put him 
and all the Princes of his Blood to Death. Upon 
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this Information, I took every Thing I had of Va- 
lue, and leaving Bafra by Night, came to fettle 
myfelf here with this Lady. I never lov'd her 
with greater Fondnefs: Nay, to bind her to me by 
a ftronger and more honourable Union, I have mar- 
ried her : And yet this ungrateful Creature, in Re- 
turn of all my AfFedtion, has this Day propos'd to 
one of my Domefticks, that if he would aflanlnate 
jme, flie would give herfelf to him, and go with 
him wherever he would. This Servant prov'd 
faithful, and made no Scruple to difcover to me this 
horrible Propofal. I was aftonifiYd atitj and, to 
punifh this execrable Woman, I refolv'd to have 
her whipp'd every Day in the Manner your Ma- 
jefty faw. No, no, fays the Sultan of Egypt* in- 
terrupting him, but not revealing how far his In- 
terefts were concern'd in this Affair^ a Wretch To 
deteftable deferves a greater Punifhment ; fhe is un- 
worthy to liv« : She is a Monfter, of whom the 
Earth cannot be too foon deliver'd ; I command that 
fhe be drown'd this Moment. Immediately his 
Guards laid Hands of her, and went and threw 
her into the Nile. Such was the End of this mi- 
serable Woman, whofe Corps, being carried by the 
Stream of the River, ftopp'd at length in a 6ufh, 
whofe Boughs grew into the Water ; and the Car- 
cafs, not being feen, infefted the Air by Degrees,

I dream'd, anfwer'd the Sultanefs, 
that you had in your Hand a golden Ball, fet full - 
of Diamonds, whofe R^fplendencv inlighten'd all 
the World : You diverted yo'urfelf with tofling this 
Ball into the Air, and catching it as it fell: The 
. Prince your Son flood befide you, and regarded 
you^with great Attention. He aflc'd you from Time 
to Time to give it him ; but you refus'd it. Then 
all on a fudden he flily got hold of it, and broke 
it to Pieces with a Stone, infomuch that alj the 
Diamonds were difpers'd here and there upon the 
Ground : I immediately gatherM them up, put them 
into your Hands, and then awak'd. 

And what, Madam, do you believe that this 
Dream forebodes? fays the Emperor. Sir, an- 
fwer'd the Sultanefs, if we may give Credit to the 
Book that treats of the Explication of Dreams, 
and which is efteem'd the beft Compofition of any 
Perfian Author, my Dream muft be interpreted as 
follows: The Ball, which you held in your Hand, * 
is nothing elfe than your Kingdom.

And my gathering up all the Diamonds, that be- 
longed to the Ball, clearly denotes, that not having 
confented to the infamous Love of the Prince, J 
gave you Notice of it ; and by (o doing have re- 
pfec'd on your Head the Crown he had taken from 
it:. Reflect on this Dream, and draw the like In-

Story of the Santon Barfifa. 

IN Days of yore there HvM a Santon, who for 
a hundred Years had been very fervent and a£ 
fiduous in Prayer.

1 poured out this Complaint to God. O my God, 
Why do you refufe me all Things at the fame Tim* 
that you heap on the happy Haroun Arrafcbid all 
Manner of Good ? What has he done to deferve 
your Favours? What have I done to be the Objed 
of your Wrath ? I am an honeft Man ; and he 
perhaps is unworthy to enjoy fo great Riches and 
Honours.

, The Sofi withdraw with his Money, and began 
to feaft himfelf ; and though the Sum was not in- 
confiderable, he got the better of it in a little Time. 
Seeing himfelf reduc'd to live frugally, he agaii) 
put in Practice his Induftry. He had heard that 
the Calif had a paifionate Defire to fee the Prophet 
Elias, and that he had offer'd a great Recompenc* 
to Auhomfoever ihould help him to the Sight of him* 
There needed no more to engage the Sofi to ihew a 
tFrick of his Trade. He went tp Hqrow, and fai4 
(o him: G Commander of the Believers! I wil) 
(how you the Prophet Elias within the Space of 
three Years, .if your Majefly will fettle a Penfioa 
on me, to ftibfift me during that Time. I alk only 
a good Table thrke a-day, and four of the mo# 
beautiful Slaves of your Sejragljp to attend me. I 
gttant your.Requeft, aniwer'd the Calif : But tafce 
Notice of what you promife ; for I give you Warnr 
ing, that if at the End of three Years I (hall nof 
have feen the Prophet, your Life (hall anfwer it. 
The &op fubmitted to this Condition, faying withui 
Jumfelf ; The King will forgive me my Fault, or 
feme Accident may happen that will make him for- 
get it: And I mall pals thefe three Years in Plenty 
and Piea&re. Harou*. gave him an Apartment ia 
J>is Palace, and order'd to refufe him nothing he 
(hould aft for. 

In fliort, the three Yea^s flip'd away; and thf 
Calif, not having feen the Prophet ElifiSy faid to 

the 
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the Sfifi: We agreed, that if I (aw not the Prophet 
# fthe End pf three Yeai$, thou (houjd'ft be be- 
h&4«d. The th«ee Years are expired, and thou haft 
pot {frown me £lw: Therefore thou (halt die. The 
JSijiy baling nothing to fay for himfelf, was put 
into Prifon, and the Day appointed for his Execu- 
tion drew nigh j but he found Means to elude the 
Vigilance of hi* Keepers, acd to make his Efcape* 
He hid himfelf behind fome Tombs in a Vault, into 
prbich be knew a private Way. 

He g^ve himfelf up to the moft tormenting Re- 
flexions, when, all of a fudden, a young Man ar- 
xay'd in White, and of an excellent Beauty, ap- 
peared to his forrowful Eyes, and aflcM him ; what 
hud obliged him to conceal himfelf there? The Soft 
anfwer'd only by a deep Sigh. Fear nothing, con- 
tinued the young Mans I am not come hither to do 
you any Mifchief : On the contrary, I intend Co 
fcrvp you.

He will have them be refpe&ed on Earth as the moft 
perfect Images of his Divinity j and to deceive 
them, is % Crime that defer ves the greateft Pu- 
nifhment. However, I will ufe my lntereft for 
you : Follow me j I will go and afk the Calif to> 
pardon you, and am perfuaded he will grant my

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At thefe Words the Soft found his Courage revive. 
He followed the youhg Man, who led him into 2&- 
roun's Prefence, and (aid to that Prince : O Com* 
mander of the Believers! I have brought to you 
the Soft who deceiv r d you : I allured him from the

Young Man, then (aid Haroun Arrafchid^ atten- 
tively regarding the Conductor of the Sofi\ why; 
have you repeated thofe Words fi> often? My three- 
Vifiers were of as many different Opinions; and yet 
when each of them had fpoken, you faid: This Vi- 
fier is in the Right; every Thing partakes of its 
Origin. You faid not this without Myftery ; let 
me know wh'atyou meant* O King, anfwer'd the 
young Man: The Caufe of your Majefty's Falling 
down was, becaufe the Sofa, on which you were- 
fitting, has one Leg fhorter than the others; and ft 
having been made by a Workman who was lame,. 
I (aid immediately : Good', every Thing partakes 
of its Origin. The Officer who took your Majefty 
up, and tugg'd your Arm fo hard, being the Son of 
a Bone- fetter, I faid: Good, every Thing partakes 
of its Origin. When the firft Vifier gave his Opi- 
nion to have the Softs Limbs hung on Tenterhooks,. 
I faid : Every Thing partakes of its Origin, becaufe 
that Vifier was the Son of a Butcher. I repeated 
the fame Words, when the fecond declared himfelf 
of another Sentiment; for he being born of a Cook, 
could not give a Judgment more conformable to his 
Extraction. And the third Vifier, who advifed you 
to forgive him,, is defended of a noble Family;. 

and! 
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and for that Reafon I faid, that every Thing par* 
takes of its Origin. . 

Sir, purfu'd the young Man, having given you 
this Explication, I mull now give you another : 
Know then, that lam the Prophet lElias: *Tis fo 
long that you have defired to fee me, that I could 
not refufe you that Satisfaction. But confider, that, 
by fo doing, I have perform'd the Promife that the 
Sofi had the Temerity to make you. Having faid 
this, he vanifhed out of Sight. The Calif overjoyed 
to have feen Elias y pardon d the Criminal, and even

The unfortunate Sofi cheated Haroun only 
to procure himfelf an eafy Life ; and the Wrong he 
did him was inconfiderable : His Crime was not of 
fo black a Dye as to be unworthy of Pardon > but 
that of Nourgehan ftrikes with Horror. Though it 
be generous to forgive Crimes, when the Impunity 
can have no dangerous Corifequences, 'tis a Weak- 
nefs to leave unpunifhed the Crimes that give Bod- 
-ings of greater. The Reafon why your Vifiers are 
fo importunate in the Prince's Behalf, is, becaufe 
they are Accomplices with him.

* That is to fay, Rofy Cheeks 
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feithfully executed my Commands. This Prince, 
early the next Morning, when he was grown fober, 
anVd for Gkuhroukh. They anfwerM him* Sir, laft 
Night you ©rder'd the Executioner to cut off her 
Head : He obeyM you, anil then threw it with the 
Body into a River. At this Anfwer the King tore 
his Garments, and fell into bitter Lamentations* 
He repented that he had given Way to the firft Tran- 
fports of his Rage, and retir'd into a private Place 
to abandon himfelf the more freely to his Grief. 

The Vifier, the Father of GBulroukh 9 went to hinu 
The Sight of him increas'd the King's Affii&iom 
Ah ! Vifier, cried he, what have I done? Ah ! thy 
unhappy Daughter ! — His Sighs and Tears binder's 
him from going on. The Vifier too wept and figh'd 
bitterly, and went his Ways.

It is 
in vain to give me Council : I will hearken to none. 
Govern my Dominions as you pleafe : Chufe your- 
felves anotner Matter ; I have no more to do with 
any Thing ; I renounce my Kingdom. I dfeteft the 
Light* finca Ghulroukh enjoys it not with me. O 

. Gbul- 
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Gbulroukh ! Life of my Soul ! What is become of 
thee? No more (hall I hold thee on my Knees: No 
more take Delight in admiring thy Beauty that had 
no Equal, and alone could charm me. 

At thefe Words the King threw himfelf on the 
Ground, and gave a thoufand Tokens of the utmoft 
Defpair.

Love, Well, Sir, replied the Vifier, have Com- 
fort ; you {hall fee her again : At the fame Time 
he called aloud, Ghulroukh, who immediately came in- 
to the Clofet cloathed in her, richeft Attire, and more 
blufhing than the Flower whofe Name (he bore. 

As foon as the 4 King perceived her, he fell into a 
Trance ; and the Excels of his Joy was like to have 
taken away a Life that had refilled againft the molt 
violent Affli&ion. The Vifier ran and fetched fome 
Rofe- Water, with which he chafed .the Face of

Th^nyext f Day;i/4$fa<Hd what his>Father defired 
him-; h«. pf Ovatledf ' ^Mi^BadpianabM . to go up into*, 
his Chamber, wherei they • had prepared a. magnihV 
cent Collation* Th& Fifma-Min did aU imaginary: 
Honours to the ' Bracfaa#t,v*h& received them with- 
fucjx.an,. Air of. Goo<M>reediftg, and, who behaved - 
himfolf To difcr^lyjahis^Conveirfetion, ,tha$it was? 
no longer doubted but he was a very virtuous Man* 
After, the Collation, K HkJ&rf6 Father aik'd him* what 
C&inttytBaft 1 he: was^aiid where* he locte'jd $ and be- 
ing informed by him that he was a Foreigner, he 
faid to him, If youwill live with me, I will give 
you. a Lodging .in.my Hpufe* - I accept of your Of- 
fer, aofwqr'd Ba4mGnab&>> it is a Paradifei jr* this 
W^orJd to> jiys with; our good Friends. 

The Brachman fix'd his Abode to the Fiquaa- 

Man's Houfe : 'He made him confiderable Prefects, 

and took a more than common Friendship for Haf- 

faru He faid to hinxonejDay^ My. Son, I mufl open 
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my Heart to you : I find you have a Genius proper 
for the fecret Sciences. You are indeed of a little 
too merry a. Humour ; but I believe that will wear 
off 5 .arid that in Time you will have all the Gra- 
vity, or rather Melancholy, that becomes the wife 
Men, in whofe Myfteries I have a Mind to initiate 
you. My Defign is. to make you fortunate; -and if 
you will bear me Company out of the City, I will 
ihew you, this very Day, the Treafures I mean to put 
into your Hands. Sir, anfwer'd HaJTan y you know 
that I depend on a Father, without whofe Permiffion. 
I cannot go with you. The Bracbman afked Leave 
of the Father, who, being fully fatisfied of the Phi- 
lofopher's Virtue, permitted him to take his Soa 
wherever he pleafed.

Jlourififd: They are now no more; and thou Jbalt fooh 
ceafe to be as well as they. 

What Prince is this who lies in this Coffin ? fays 
Hajfan. The Brachman anfwer*d, It is one of 
your ancient Kings of Egypt ; it was he who hai- 
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lowed this fubtcrrancan Abode, and -butlt this Dome 
of Rubies. What you fay furpriees me, replied the 
young Man : What Whimfy made this King build 
under Ground, an Edifice that feems to have exhauft- 
ed all the Riches of the World ? All the other Mo- 
narebs, who would leave to Pofterity any Monu- 
ments of their Grandeur, expofe them to, rather 
than hide them from, the Eyes of* Men. You fay 
true, replied the Brachman \ but this King was a 
great Cabalift. He ftole away from his Court, to 
Come hither to make Difcoveries of the great Se- 
crets of Nature : He knew many of them, and a- 
mong others, that of the Philofopher's Stone, as is 
evident from the.

I will now tell you the myftical 
Senfe of them : Corrupt with Moiiture the dry A- 
damical Earth, that comes from the Eaft 5 of this 
Corruption will be engender'd the Phjlofophical 
Mercury, which is Almighty in Nature, and will 
beget the Sun and Moon, that is to fay, Gold, and 
Silver ; , and tvhen he fhall afcend his Throne, he 
will change Pebbles into Diamonds and other pre- 
cious Stones. The Silver Pot, that is in the Cor- 
. . ner 
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tier of this Chamber, held the Water, that is to feyi 
the Moifture, they made ufe of to corrupt the dry 
Earth, aind put it into the Condition it is in. If 
you take but one Handful only of this Heap, you 
ritoy, if you pleafe, convert into Silver or Gold, all 
the Metals in Egypt y and all the Stones of theHoufes 
irito Diamonds and Rubies. 

I muft confefs, fays Hajfan, that is a wonder- 
fulEarth : I am no longer aftoniftVd to fee here fo 
mtich Riches. Its Effects are yet more miraculous 
than I tell you, replied the Brachman ; it cures all 
Sorts of Difeafes : Let a fick Perfon, who is worn 
to nothing, and juft ready to give up the Ghoft, but 
fwallow one Grain of it, he will find his Strength re- 
turn all on a fudden, and will rife up immediately in 
perfect Health and Vigour.

Know, continu'd he, my Son, that the Angels 
have Influence over Letters ; and tbaf each Letter i$ 
govern'd by an Angel. Perhaps vou may define tOi 
know wh*t an Angel is. An Angel k a & a y °* 
an Emanation of the Omnipotence and Attributes 
of God. The Angels that refide in the Intelligible 
World, command thofe that dwell in the Celeftiat 
World > and thefe laft command thofe of the Sublu- 
nary World. Letters form Words, Words com- . 
pofe Sentences ; and 'tis only the Angels reprefented 
by Letters, and compofed into Sentences, written or 
fpoken, that work thefe Wonders, that amaae thq x 
ijommon Sort of Men. 

Such was the Difcourfe that Padmanaba held to 
the young Man, as they were returning towards the

otft feffing Pfytai, and began to live in Plenty and

«• Nttflan had a kibifceiNm-LaW, who Was' very co- 
vetous, and ambitious to-boot : And though the Ru- 
bies he brought were Worth an immenfe Sum of 
Klbney, ffie neverthefefs fear'd they ihould be re- 
ekic'd to Want'; and one Day faid to him, Son, if 
we.eotttmue t6 liveafr wetlo, we lhall foon be ruin'd. 
Let not that tremble yon, Mother, anfwerM he; the 
Hoard of my Riches is inexirattftiWe : If you had feen 
all the Treafures that the generous Padmanaba de- 
ftgns to give me, you would throw away that vain 
Inquietude. The next Time he carries me to the 
Wdl t I will bring you a Pinch of black Earth, that 
wiH ft* ydurMind at Eafe for a long Time. Load 
tHyfeJf nrther Wfth 6old and Rubies, anfwer'd the 
Mother-in- Law ; I had. hither have them than all 
theSotfts of Earth in the World. But, Hajfan, add- 
ed Ihe, Lhave a Thought come into my Head: 
Since Padmanaba defigns to give thee all thofeTrea- 
fufes, : why docs hfc not teach thee the neceffary 
Prayefv to* go dowh at any Time into the Place 
*here tftfey arc? If he Should chance to die fud- 
denty, aH our Hopes would be at an End. Befides,' 
we are not fure but that he- will be weary of living % 
with us. Perhaps he is at this Time about to leave 
tr$, and v will go and cfifcover thefe Treafures to fome 
Gthet. ' For my, Part, Child, I would have thee 
nrworttrrte Padmanaba to teach thee the Prayers j

Hajprn was ftarfled at this Difcourfe. : O Mo- 
ther ! cried he, How can you make me fuch a Pro- 
pofition? Can yon form fo black a Defign ? The* 
Brazhtturtt loves us : He heaps his Benefa&ions on 
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us : He promifes me Treasures fufficient to glut the 
.Avarice of the greateft Monarchs of the Earth : 
And in Return of all bis Kindneis, you would take 
away his Life ! No, were t to be reduced again to 
my former Condition, and to kMFiquaa as long as 
I hVd, I could never contribute to the Death of a 
}Aan to whom I am fo much obliged. Away with 
thefe Niceties of Honour, Son, replied the Mother- 
in-Law ; let us confult nothing but our own Interefts* 
Fortune offers us an Opportunity to enrich ourfelvea 
for ever ; let.us lay hold on it. Your Father, who 
has more Experience than you, applauds my Defign, 
and you ought to approve it. Ha [fan continued to 
exprefe the utmoft Repugnancy to agree to this cruel 
Refolution. Nevertheless, being young, and of an 
eafy Temper, his Mother reprefented fo many Ad- 
vantages to him, that at length be was fo weak as 
to fall in with her* Well, laid he, I will go to 
Padmanaha, and engage him to teach me the Pray- 
ers.

«f my juft Refentment ; you, the Wife, for having 
nroje&ed the Method to aflTaffinsite me* and you, thex 
Father and the Son* for having (pven into the bpfe 
Attempts of a Woman, whofe Wickednefs you ought? 
io have deteftcd. Here the Voice was heard no mote ; 
and the three Mbnfters tore to Pieces the unfartu- - 
sate Hajari) hia Father, and hia guilty Mother. 

This Story, Sir, may inftru& you, added the eighth' 
Vifier, that you ought not to hearken to the Queen, 
who urges you to put Nmrgeiak to Death ; becaufe^ 
if he be not gtlilty,. Heaven will punifli you as -oa, 
Accomplice* to the Sultanefs's Defign, in like Man- 
jtot as Padnumaba punilhed Hoffan and his Father, . 
though their Crime, was but contenting to the Coun~ 
lei of the Mother- in-lawv The Emperor was mov'd, 
at thi*Story y and faid, my Son fliall not die till I. 
have evident Proofs of his Crifxie* 

Hafikin went abroad to take the Diverfion of 
Hctntkig; and at his Return in the Evening the 
Sukanefo faid to him : I find you have once more;

Were tfcerit ito'Wltheflfe to depofe ^atfrtft a Cfi- 
t&ittAl; ctaght he ftr that? ReafoiV to efcape the Ri- 
gour of Jiiffice ? No, Sir* in Default' ok Witnefles, 
he Ought to be condemned on Circtfmftances, an* 
even oh Sttfjtfeions^ Which m that Cafe are held as* 
e>*rt*iftdftg As Ptoofi.

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After this Cry, they threw on the Coffin wh<fte 
Handful* of Almonds, that were dyed black. 

After thefe Drummers came fifty Vifiers in long 
mourning Robes that were bl^ck and blue i and be-

Hand a broken ISow. Thefe were followed by

She knocks at the Door; 5 tte open'd, and fhe g&ei 
up into her Lover's Chamber* O my ^dear Lord, 
faid fhe, I am come in Performance of the Promtffe 
Z made Jou, I -was marrited to Day: And how, 
cfy'd out the young Man, could you get away from 
the impatient Ardour of a Bridegroom ? You oughtj 
methinks, this Moment to be in his Arms. Then 
the Lady confofs'd frankly ta him what had pafs'd. 
between her and her Hufoand. 

The Lover was no lefs farprifcM at it, than the 
Thief had been before him. Is it poffible, Madam* 
faid he, that your Hufband has permitted you %& 
make good a Promiffe, that dishonours htm for ever,, 
and that tavifhes from him a Blefltng, of which his 
imagination ought to have form'd the moft pleafing 
idea ? Yes, my dear Lover. reply*d the Lady, he 
confimts that in Difcharge of my Pro*nife.

His Prayers *were 
heard, his Sacrifices accepted, and Heaven gav6 
him a Son fairer than the Light. He celebrated 
his Birth with publick Rejoicings: He gave the 
Government of Towns to fome, and Penfions to 
others: All his People felt the Effects of his Joy. 
He omitted not to call together all the Aftrologers 
of his Dominions : He commanded them Jo calcu- 
late the Prince's Nativity; but their Observations 
were not pleafing to the King ; for they told him, 
that his Son was threaten'd with Misfortunes with- 
out Number, till he arriv'd to, thirty Years of Age;

at kngtb over-power thee. Tell me whofe Son 
thou art? Sir,' anfwer'd the Prince, the King of 
Carizme is my Father, Thy valiant Deeds, reply'd 
the King of the Ifle r are a fufficient Proof of thy 
Royal Extraction- Thou haft nothing more to fear; 
My Court henceforward fball be to thee a delight- 
ful Abode. Thou {halt be the happieft of Men: 
For I chufe thee far, my-Son-in-Law : Thou fhalt 
marry the Princefs my Daughter thu Moment ; fce 
is a lovely Perfon ; all the Princes of my Court 
are in love with her to Diftra&ion 5 but I find thee 
to be more worthy of her than they. Sir* reply'd: 
the Prince, not over-delighted with the Propofid, 
your Majefty does me too much Honour : In my 
Opinion, a Samfardian Prince would be a more Dra- 
per Match for the Princefe. No, no, fays the King 
with a furly Air, I will have* thae marry her, I- 
defire it : Then ceafe to oppofe my Defire, left thou 
fhouldft chance to repent it. 

The. Prince of Cantw, judging aright, that if 
he accepted not the Offer, the King of the Samfards^ 
irritated at his Refufel,, would be fure to put him 
to Death, confented to the Marriage. Accordingly 
he married^ the Princefsj fhe had the moft beautiful 
Dog's Head in all the Ifland. However he could 
not bring his Mind to like her : On the contrary,

After all thefe Dances and Songs, which did not 
much divert the Prince of Caritme^ he was let down

Thofe Figures we fee over them 
form a Talifnian, that : will fruftrate pur Attempt. 
Well, replied the Princefs, let us lit down on this 
grafly Bank to reft ourfelves a whiles, and confider 
what we {hall do. My Princefs, faid the Prince of 
Carizme, be pleas'd to tell me your Adventure : I 
almoft long to hear it. 

I will tell you, Sir, in a few Words,, anfw^r'd 
Dilaram. My Father, the King of Georgia, mad?, 
me be educated in his Palace with all the Care that 
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afatheri who h fortd of his^CbiMmv.caiibrca- * 
pabte of* A yOung Priufce of our Family who had 
fometimeg Permiffion to fee me, concetv'd an Af- 
fe&ioft for me, that rendered him uneafy. He loVd 
me, and I began to liftcn to his Love, when the 
Grand Vifier of a neighbouring Kins arriv'd at the 
Court of Georgia, to demand me in Marriage for htf 
Matter. My Father, who thought it aft advanta- 
geous Match, readily granted his Suit, and I was 
preparing to be gone wkfc the Vifier. Aftr Lover, 
the young Prince, wasTo a&t&ecF at my Departure, 
that he fell dead with Grief as he wag bidding me 
adieu. 1 Wept his Death in Arch a Manner, as 
might have made all the World believe that I had 
not^ hated him, when he w^ living. Neverthefeft, 
it being known that I was very forri of rny Father/ 
they miftook the Caufe of my Tears, and belfev'd 
me to be a more loving Daughter than indeed I 
was. In Jhort, I departed with the Vifier, and we 
embarked on board a fmall Veflel to pals an Arm of' 
the Sea, which we were obliged tor go over. On a 
(udden there arofe fo furious a Tempeft, that the 
Sailors, knowing no longer #hat to do, abandon'd 
the Veflel to the Mercy of the Waves, which caft 
it on the Ifle of the Samfards. 
. At the Report of our Misfortune, the Monfter* 
ran down to the Sea-fide, and leized us : I cannot 
end the Tale without Horror : They eat the Vifier, 
and all the Perfone that attended us $ but J hap- 
pened to be lik'd by an old Samfardian Lord, who 
told me, that if I would marry him, I might atoid 
the like Treatment, which otherwife it was not 
poffibk for me to efcape.

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the Prince of Carizme haftily interrupted tie Prin^ 
cefs, feeing a * Tarantula crawling upon her. Hold, 
Madam, lay* he, I fee a Tarantula on your Gown. 
Dilaram^ who knew how dangerous thofe Animal* 
arc, gave a kmd Shriek : She rofe up with Precipi- 
tation, and (hook her Gown, The Tarantula fell , 
off> and the Prince treading upon it crufh'd it i* y 
Pieces* 

Scarce had he kilPd it, when they heard a great 
Noife in the Palace ; and on a fudden the Gate* 
open'd of themfelves. Struck at this Prodigy, the)* 
regarded each other with Aftonifhment. They 
judged that the Tarantula had had eight Feet* 
and that this was the Animal, that the Infcription di-» . 
reeled to' be facrifked. Overio/d at this Accident* 
tfctoy went to the Palace. They came at firft into A 
$acious Garden, that feem'd to be planted with all 
tfcefeveral Sorts of Tree* that are in the Worty: 
The Boughs of thefe Trees appearM to be loaded 
with ripe Fruits \ hut when the Prince, urefd by 
Hunger, went to gather feme, he jperceiv , d they 
Vftre all Gold. In the Midft of the Garden glided! 
4 Stream, whole clear and tranfparent Water fnew'd 
the Bottom all pavM with precious Stones. 

When they had fatisfied their Ouriofity with look* 
Jng on the Garden, they went towards the Domey 
which they had defcry'd at their firft Landing. It 
was one folid Piece of Rock Cryftal. They pafi*4 
under it, and, without feeing a £oul, went through 
feveral Rooms, where Gold, Diamonds and Rubies 
gfitter'd on all Sides. At length they came to a 
nlver Door, which they open'd : It lea them into a 
Glofet, where was an aged Man fitting on a Sofa, 
with a Crown of Emeralds on his Head. His white 
Beard hung down to (he Ground, but confifted on- 
ly of fix Hairs, at great Diftance from one another?

This right venerable Perfon caft his Eyes on the 
Prince and Princefs. . Young Couple, fays he, who 
are you ? Sir, anfwer'd the Prince,, I am the King 
of Carizme's Son, and this fair Princefs is the King 
of Georgia's Daughter. We will tell you our Ad- 
ventures whenever you pleafe : I doubt not but you 
will take Pity of us, and be fo generous as to af- 
ford us vour Protection. Yes, Prince, anfwer'd the 
aged Man, I will protect you : You are both wel- 
come : Since you are of Royal Blood, and have been 
fo fortunate as to get.Adipiflion into this Palace, it 
yf'xW be your Faults if you participate not of my 
Delights : Continue here wrtlj me, and you will en* 
joy eternal Felicity : Death,, which makes all other 
^fen feel the Weight of his iron Sceptre, will never 
approach you. I was heretofore King of China : 
The Length of my Nails confefles my Age ; A 
Revolution, that happen'd in my Dominions, com* 
peli'd me to. leave, them : I came to this .Pe&rt* 
where I caus'd this Palace to. be Jmilt by feveraj Ge* 
jiii, whom I, as a Cabaljft, have t a Right to com- 
mand. I have been here a., thoufand Years, and 
propofe*to live here eternally j for I know the Se- 
cret of the Philofopher's Stone, and by Confequence 
am immortal. I will impart to you this wonderful 
Secret, when you have been fome Scores of Years 
with me. My Difcourfe furprizes you, added he % 
jievertheleft what I tell you is true : A Man, that can 
make the Philofopher's Stone, can never die a natu- 
ral Death : He may indeed be aflaflinated : His Se- 
cret cannot preferve him from a violent Death : 
But, to avoid the Danger of it, he need only retire 
rinto.fome fubterranean Abode, or build himfelf a 
, "Palace like this in a Defait. I am here in Safety : 
*"■ " Neither 
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Kcither Malice nor Envy can attempt any Things 
againft me : The Talifman you oblj^rVd over the 
Gates is composed in Tuch a Manner, t,ha,t neither • 
Thieves nqr Murderers can enter here, hot even' 
though they fhould facrifice a thoufand eight-footed- 
Animals. If he that kills a Tarantula be not a vir-* 
tizousMan, the Gates Will never open to 'him* •' 
* After the old King of. China had thus fpoken, he § 
qfrer'd his Friendmijv to the Prince and Prjncefsj/ 
who refolv'd to continue with him in this Palace. 1 
Then he afked them if they wanted not to refre/h* 
tjiemfelves ; arid when they told him ' they did, he 
pointed to two Fountains that were running in two 
yaft Veflels of Gold. One of them was of a delici- 
ous Wine, and the other of a wonderful Milk, 
which, congealing as it fell, became a Sort of white 
Food Of an exquifite Taile, The old King call'd 
three Genii, and commanded them to ferve to Ta- 
ble. Immediately they fpread a Table with three; 
Covers, and plac'd on it three golden Dimes full of 
this coagulated Milk. The Prince of Carizme and 
the Princefs of Georgia eat very heartily, and ever 
and anon the Genii gave them Wine in Glades pP 
Cryftal. As for the old King, who could not feed, 
himfelf,* becaufe of the exceffive Length of his Nai!s> 
he onlyopen'd his Month, and a Genius fed* him, x 
and gave him. to drink like a Child. ; 

. Towards the End of the Repair, the gdod old 
King dehYd them to tell him their' Adventures. 
T^hey comply*d with this Requeft, as much out of 
Inclination, as in Regard* to th6 Rights of Hofpita-' 
lity. When they had ended the Recital of their* 
Stories, the King (aid to them : Comfort yourfelves 
for your paft Misfortunes : You are both young and 
h'andfome : You may, by vowing a mutual Jftdelity' 
to each other, live here the happieft of Lives. The ' 
Prince and Princefs, who had already fworti an eter- * 
n&l Love to each other, renew'd their Oaths, and * 
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maxty'A ^mfelves tn Pf eferite of his Chimfe Ma- 
j*fty, wholq they defir'd to Wifadk their reciprocal 
J^ggemgnt. ' 

This lovihg Couple Would have confecrated every 
Moment of their Lives to Love ; but, in Compla- 
cehiy to the old King, they allowM one Part of 
the Dfcy to cohverfc with him, who infotm'd them 
of alt the Occurrences of his Time, which he was 
iteve'r weary of telling them. Mean while the Prin- 
cefc became with Child, and was delivered of two 
young Princes, as fair as the Moon. She nurfed 
them herfelf; and when they were. capable to receive 
Inftru&ions, a Genius taught them a World of cu- 
rious Things. They were fix Years old, when the 
fylothejp, the Princete, faid to the Prince her Huf- 
band : My dear Lord, I mud confefs to you, that 
I begin to be weary of living in this Palace. *Tis 
in vain that it offers my Eyes a thoufand wonderful 
Objects ; the Neceffity of continuing always here 
takes away all their Charms r 'Tis in vain, that the 
King of China affures us We fiiall never die; this 
Afliurance weighs but little with me : His Secret can- 
j>ot prevent old Age ; and 'tis rather a Misfortune 

m Happineis to live under the Miferies of Age. 

fides, I long to fee my Father again, if his Grief 
for the Lofs of me has not put an End to his Life. 
My dear Princeis, anfwer'd the Prince, the greateft 
Pleafure I propofe to myfelf in this Immortality that 
k promised us, is only the Bleffing of loving you 
eternally. Heaven is my Witnefe, that I have an 
extreme Defire, once more, to fee the King my 
Father, whofe Remembrance often throws me into 
Tears : But what Courfe can we take to get into 
Georgia ? Sir, reply'd the Princefs, our Veflel is ftill 
en the Bank, where the Waves caft it : Let us truft 
ourfelves in it a fecond Time, and follow the Current 
of the River : It will lead us to feme Place or other, 
where we may perhaps find an Opportunity gf go- 
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lag to my Father's Court, or into the Dominions of 
yours. Madam, replied the Prince^ my whole Stu- 
dy fhall ever be to pleafe you : Let us leave this 
Palace, fince you ^re weary of it : Let us im- 
l»rk with the Princes our Sops: But, alas! hoip 
Jjreat an Affii&ion will xw Departure be to the King 
of China t He loves us as if we were his own Chif- 
dren : He believes we will never leave him : He 
will be inconiblable if we forfejce him : Let us go, 
faid the Princefc, and fpeak to him of it : Let us 
diflemble; and tofooth hi&Defpair, let us make hint 
believe, that we are not going to leave him for ever*; 
Accordingly they went to the old King, and re* 
prefented to him, that they had fo earneft a Defirf? 
once more to fee their Parents, that they could no 
longer rcfift it : That they pray'd him to confent to, 
jet them return to their own Country, afluring him 
that they would come tp hjm again in a few Years. 
JVt this IJifcourfe the King burft into Tears : O my 
Children, cry'd he, and muft I then lofe youf 
Alas! I fhall never fee you more. Sir, faid the 
Prince, permit us to follow the Pi&ates with which 
filial Affection infpires us : When they .are fatisfied^ 
we will return to this Solitude, to enjoy with yout 
the Sweets of Immortality. The Princefs made nim 
the like Promife ; but 'twas in vain to aflure him 
they would return : He poflefled the Science of 
* Mt&acbefa, and by diving into their very Thoughts^ 
he knew too well, that they never defign'd to keep 
their Promife- The Affliction he was in, to fe? 
himfelf about to be depriv'd of the Company of 
perfons whom he fp <enderly loy'd, render'd his Life 
jrkfoipe and infupportable. He invok'd to his Affif~ 
lance the Angel of D>eath, whom, by the Secrets of 
his Art, he had kept away from him for fo many 
Ages } and, renouncing the Care he was wont to 
take to perpetuate his Days, he fufferM himfelf ty 

die* 
* Sec the Note, p. 247. 
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-die. No. fooner had he given up the Gboft, tham 
Vis Genii took him away. Then, all at once, the 
Palace vanifli'd ; arjd the Prince, Jm Wife, and his 
Children, found, themfelves in the ^idft of an open 
Jlain, where they could pot Forbear weeping, re- 
Jle&ing that they, had beer; the Caufe of the old 
King's Death : But their Grief yielding to the flat- 
tering Thoughts, that the Hope of once more feeing 
their* Parents infpired them with, they were wholly 
taken up. about the Means of their Departure. They 
gathered Tome Fruits, which, notwithftanding theBar- 
xennefs of the Soil, indulgent Nature fee/n'd to have 
produced on purpofe for them in that Defart. . This 
Provifiori they ftor'd aboard their VefTel, which was 
faften'd to a Stake in the fame Manner they had left 
it They loos'd, and fet it adrift,, went into it all 
four of tnem, and follbwM the Courfe of the Ri- 
ver, which about a Quarter of a League from thence 
jdifembpgued itfelf into the Sea. 

A Pirate,, who was cruifing aboujt the Mouth . of 
the River, difcoverM the VefTel, came up to- it, and 
call'd to the Prince to furrender, as he valu'd his 
own Life. The Prince had no Arms \ and what 
could he do againft a great Number of armed Men ? 
Inftead of defending himfelf to no Purpofe, he yield- 
ed to the Mercy of the Pirate : conjuring him by 
all that is moll lacred, not to offer any Violence td 
the Honour of his Wife, or the Life of his Chil- 
dren. The Pirate took them aboard his own Veflel, 
and failed to an Ifland, where he put the Prince of 
Carizme afhore 5 then flood out to Sea, carrying 
with him the Princefs and her two Sons. 

*Tis impoffcble to exprefs the Affii&ion of thfc 
Prince and Dilaram to fee themfelves thu$ torn from 
each other : They tormented the Air with their 
Cries, that might have moy'd even Rocks to Pity. 
The Prince fix'd his defpairing Eyes on the Veflfel 
that bore away his own^Treafure, Ah ! barbarous 
* * Pirate^ 
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Pirate, cryM he, hope not that Heaven will leave 
thy Crime unpunifh'd : In whatever Part of the 
.Tftorld'thdu Jiideft ttiyfelf, the divine Vengeance 
wAI* find thee out. . Then addrefling bimfelf to Hea- 
ven; D you, continued he, who have ever been 
my Protection, have you at Iaft forfaken me ? How 
'could you look idly on, and fee me robb'd of all that I 
'held dear ; Alas ! unlefs you work a new Miracle to 
'render me back my Wife and my Children, I fhall 
lave greater Reafon to complain . of your paft Fa- 
vours, than to return you Thanks for them. Why 
have you pfeferv'd me in the midft of fo many 
Dangers, only to lengthen my miferable Days to this 
fad Moment ? While he was thus bewailing , him- 
felf, he faw coming to him fome Men of a very 
extraordinary Make : They had indeed a Body like 
that of other Men, but no Head : They 'had a wide 
Mouth in their Breaft, and an Eye on each Shoul- 
der. Thefe Monfters laid hold on him, and car- 
ried him to their King. Sir, faid they, we have 
brought before your Majefty a very ill-Iook'd Fel- 
low, whom we found by the Sea-fide : We take hi in 
to be a Spy fent by the Enemy. Let a Fire, faid 
the King, be got ready, to burn him as foon as I 
have examined him. Young Man, continued he, 
turning towards the Prince, who art thou ? Whence 
comeft thou ? And what's thy Bufinefs in this Iflarid? 
The Prince conceaFd not his Birth from him, but 
made the King a long Recital of all his Adventures. 
Prince, laid that Monarch to him, I fee plainly that 
Heaven takes a particular Care of your Life : Were 
not the flxange Deliverances you have related to me 
^lone fufficient to prove it, yet the Companion it 
jnfpires me with for you, leaves me no Room to 
"doubt the Truth of what I fay : I yield to this di- 
vine Infpiration, and will not take away your Life. 
My Court ihall be a Refuge to you ; and I promife 
jnyfelf, that you will be of Service to me in a War 
% *' J : • i 
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Tarn engaged in with a King of 4 neighbouring 
Iflarld. I will tell you the Caufe of it : He and h£ 
SubjeQs are not like us, Men without Heads : They 
have Heads like thofe of Birds j and their Voice fo 
exa&ly refemblcs the Voice of Birds, that when any 
of them arrives in ourlfland, we take him for a 
Water-Fowl, and eat him* Tim their King takes 
amUs of us ; and, to revenge bimfelf, fits out a Fleet 
frdm time to time, and h continually making De- 
scents upon us : He has already made feveraj, that 
have been unfucce&ful to him : However he defitts 
not, but pretends at length to exterminate us ; and 
we, on our Parts, hope to eat him and all his Sub- 
jects. Thus I have told you, continued the King of 
the Ifland of headkft Men. the Condition of my 
Affairs : % We are continually upon our Guard for 
fear of Surprize ; and hitherto we have always had 
the Advantage of our Enemies. The Prince of Ca- 
rizme offered his Service to the King, who appointed 
him to be General of his ^Armies. This young 
Commander began to difcharge his Office in fuch a 
Manner, as fliew'd him not unworthy of it. A 

freat Number of Veffels foon appeared on the Coafh 
t prov'd to be the King of the Ifland of the Bird- 
headed Men, who, with the greateft Part of his 
Subje<Sb, was come to try his Fortune in a new De- 
fcent. The Prince of Carizrhe let him land one 
Half of his Troops without Oppofition j then fell on 
them with his own Forces, charging them fo home, 
that he put them into Diforder, and compell'd them 
to re-imbark : Many of them were flain, a great 
Number drowned, and the King of the Bird-headed 
Men was fore'd to retire with the reft. 

The Army of the King of the headlefs Men had 
never gained fo compleat a Vi&ory. The whole 
Honour of it was afcrib'd to the Prince, and the 
Soldiers confefs'd, that they had never been fo well 
commanded before ; and that none, even Of their 
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tnoft experienced Generals, had ever {hewn Co muctt 
Courage and Condluft. Thefe Praiftt footh'd this 
young General, who advi/d the King to fit out a 
Fleet, and carry the War into his Enemy's Coun- 
try. The King lik'd this Advice : He caus'd a hun- 
dred Veffels to be built ; and this formidable Fleet 
being eauipp'd, fet fail for the Ifland of the Bird- 
headed Men, under the Command of the Prince of 
Cdrizmi. 

He landed his Troops in the Night, rangM them 
in Order of Battle, without making any Noife, and 
at Break of Day advanced towards the City, where 
he furpriz'd the Inhabitants, who never fo much 
as dreamt of this Invafion: He kill'd all that durft 
make any Refiftance, took the King Prifoner, with 
his Whole Court, and returned triumphant into the 
Ifland of the headlefs Men. He was received with 
the Acclamations of all the People, who made Re- 
joicings that continued a whole Month. The Pri- 
foners were diftributed among the Inhabitants, who 
eat them frith all the feveraf * Sauces with which 
they were wont to eat Wild Fowl. The vanquiih'd 
King himfelf efcap'd not this Sort of Death $ but 
was fervM up at a Feaft to all the Royal Family of 
the Ifland of headlefi Men, 

After this Expedition, which entirely ended the 
War, the Prince of Cartzme began to lead an idle 
Life. He continu'd nine Years at the headlefs King's 
Court, who conceived fuch a Friendfhip for him, that 
he (aid to him one Day j Prince, I am grown old, 
and have no Male Child : I will leave my Crown ta 
you, on Condition that you will (hare it with my 
Daughter the Princefs. Tho # you are of a Very 
lingular and ridiculous Figure, I will have you ne- 
verthelefe for my Son-in-Law. The Prince avoided 
this Difcourfc very dexfroufiy; but the King was 

always

"Prince had an Averfion For this Marriage, chang'd 
,his Tone, and faid to him? 1 Prince,- it ill becomes 
[you to refufe the Honour I offer you : Be affured, 
that not all the Services you have rendered me fhall 
exempt you from my juflt Refentmerit, if you hefi- 
tate any longer £0 obey me : Think well of it, and 
j*efolve to marry my Daughter To-morrow, or I 
Vill have that fiall of yours taken off; that is con- 
tinually moving on your Shoulders, and that looks 
fo filthily. 

. Thefe Words were pronounced with fuch an "Ac- 
cent, as j^ve the Prince to know, that he muft re- 
iblve to marry the Princefs, or to die.. In this la- 
mentable Circumftance he cry'd out : O cruel Pla- 
cet, under which I was born ! Shall I never have 
drained thy malignant Influence ? Is it not enough 
that I have already had one Wife with the Head 
of a Dog, but muft I be. married likewife to another 
^fonfter ? O Dilaram ! Charming Dilaram^ whofe 
Remembrance caufes in me an Affliction that even 
Time itfelf can never wear a\vay 5 how can a Prince, 
who preferves thy dear Image in his Heart, live with 
■a Woman whofe Eyes . are in her Shoulders, and 
who, in her Breaft, has a Mouth more fit to devour 
a Hufband, than to receive his Kifles ? But notwith- 
ftandjng his Repugnancy, he confented to this Mar* 
riage^ which was folemniz'd with alt the Pomp due 
to the Birth of the two Pexfons who were join'd 
together. 

.' On the Wedding-night, the Prince was carried 
into an Apartment, into which the Princefs had 
been conducted before, -and where they were left 
alone together. She immediately approached him, 
and he fhudder'd. with Horror \ believing, that, ex- 
cited by her Conftitutibn,. and authoriz'd by the 
Name of Wife, fhe came to inflame his languiflifng 
Tranfportsj but ihe held fuch a Difcoutfc tohjpi, 
*' ' - •■ . as 
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as reftor'd hi$ Tranquillity, by drawing hiin oat of* 
his MiftakQ. I know, Sir, faid foe, that a Man like 
you muft needs hate a Woman of my Figure : I 
judge of your Sentiments by my own : I have as 
great an Averfion for you, as you can have for me 
for the Heart of you. We look on each othpr as 
^donfters ; and I think we deferve f q be pitied for 
having been reduc'd, to the Neceffity of joining our- 
* Selves together in Wedlock ; you, to avoid Death, 
%nd I in Obedience to the King my Father. How* 
ever let me tell you, that if you will, like a nice 
Man as you are, renounce the Rights of a Hufband, 
it will be in my Power to make you happy. Ah ! 
Madam, anfwer'd the Prince, I renounce them witty 
all my Heart, fince you defire that Sacrifice of me j 
. put how can you be the Meaps of my Happinefe? 
She reply'd, You muft know that I have a Kindnefe 
. for a, Genius* who is paffionately in love with me ; 
and who as foon as he knows that my Father has 
married me, will not fail to come and take me 
away : I will intreat him to tranfport you into your 
own Country, and make no doubt but he, charm'd 
yrith the Refpeft you have had for me, will do what- 
ever .you defire. Beautiful Princefs, return'd. the 
Prince of Cari%me y ravifli'd with the Hope (he gave 
him ; I confent to it : I refign to your happy Genius 
jtll the Treafures that Hymen has deftin'd for me: I 
willingly abandon to him the Pofleffion of them* 
tie ceas'd, and laid himfelf down on a Sofa, 
where he fell afleep, and the Pjiricefs did the like 
pri another. 

. While they were fleeping, the Genius that lov'd 
the Princefs .came, and taking them in his Arms, 
carried them both away : He ftopp'd in an If^and not 
far diftant from that of the Headlefs Metv where he 
laid the Prince on a Turf of Grafs, and carried the 
Princefif into a fubterranean Abode that he had made 
on Purpqjjb for her. When the Prince awaked, he 
" - ' was 
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W&s forpfwAl to find himfelf in a» uak«ovm l#an<fr 
Be jadg'd aright* thafc during bis Steep, the Genius* 
the Htoadlefe Pf ineeife Lovtr* hftd brought him thi- 
ther; but the Gratitude of theG*«W had not, ir* 
hwOpinioft, anfwerM* tho Hope* (he had given Mini 
ofl k, fine*, infleadof carrying bim into his own. 
Country, he> bad expoftd hira i» a» Btend that wast 
perhaps inhabited by People as- bad as die Santfardu 
Whild he was taken up with thit perplexing Thought, 
he defcry'd on the Ste&erean old Man, who feem'd 
fo be making the Ablution : He rofe up, and haften- 
ing to- him, atk*d him if he was a Afujfidmari. Yes* 
I am, anlwer'd the eld Man j and you, young Man* 
who are you? I judge by your noMe Mien that your 
JM na ordinary Fferftnr.

l Tney embraced each other a thoufand Times with 
Tranfports : much eafier -to conceive than exprefe. 
Then the Prince aflced after his Children. You. 
Jhall fee- them -in a little Time, Sir, anfWer'd the 
Princefs ; they are gone a hunting, and will fooii 

Sturn. And how are you come to be Queen of thisv 
land, Madam? aik'd the Prince. You (hall know, 
all, anfwer'd Dllaram \ but I will quit this Throne 
To-morrow to follow you, if. my People will not: 
confent that you fhall reign with me. 

When the Pirate that took uSr had put you aftiote 
In an Ifland, he ftood to Sea, as you may well re- 
member. But we had not got fix Leagues from 
Land, when there arofe a dreadful Tempeft, wliich, 
in fpite of the Art and Endeavours of the Sailors, 
drove our Veflel on the Rocks of this Coaft with 
fuch Impetuofity, that jt bulg'd in a thoufand Pieces.

Promis'd you, my dear Friend, to let 
you hear from me as often as I could 
find an- Opportunity. L now acquit 
myfel'f of that Obligation by the Means 
WWW of a Dutc b Veffel, that has put in here 
m her Way from Batavia ; and the Mafter has 
ondertakenr that this Letter fhpuld be deliver'd to 
you- at Paris* I wilf not fwell it with a thoufand 
Things that you may have feen in a World of 
printed: Relations; where, tho* they are reprefented 
quite different from* what they indeed are ; yet it 
not being my Defign to remark the Falfhoods of 
other Accounts, I will content myfelf to acquaint 
you with what I have found moft worthy to be ob- 
ferv'd,.and of which the Books- that I have read 
make no Mention. 

We touchy not in any Harbour, havmgponhr 
dropp'd Anchor in fome Roads to 'take in freftt 
Water, from, our Sailing out of Brtfi^ till our Ar- 
rival in this Port, which was* on't^e 25th of lafc 
Month, The Governor, it % Portogiuze; but the- 
Inhabitants are almoft . all of them^ Mulatto^ that is? 
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to fay, born of Partugueze Fathers and Madagafcar 
Mothers. Thofe that live in the Woods and Moun- 
tains are not fo favage as the Iroquois^ or the Hurons 
of Cqnada, tut very near It j for fhey make no 
ScrupTe of eating one another: They are not fo 
black as Negroes, but as tawny as can 6e imagined. 
Neither the Men nor Women wear any Cloaths, 
but have a little Piece of Cotton-Cloth, or a Twift 
of Ru(hes, with which they , cover their Nudities. 
The ©read they eat if made' of a Sort of Nut they- 
-.call Afatacon, s which grows not on Trees, but breeds 
in the Earth; Mce the Truffes or Pig-nuts in Europe. 
This Bread is much better than that made of Gaffanej 
which they likewife ufe. Their Drink is made of a 
Fruit four Times as big *as a Citrul : They call it 
Baricot, and it grows on a Tree near as big as the 
Battlements, and n)uch higher than the Steeple o£ 
N$trt~:I?atn6 at Paris* The Leaves are at leaft fix 
l^eet fcroad, and pine Feet long. This Liquor is al- 
moft like the* Cyder in ^Normandy : It looks yellow, . 
end has a fweetiih Xaite, hut it is plcafant enough 
when we are- a little us'd to it. 
, They eat in this Country a great Quantity of. 
wild and jtame Poujttry, *rh»& Flumige is a Mixture* 
of feveral gawdy Flowers, t as Flame-colour, Violet, 
Yellpw and Gridefin.

Hottfe. Theie t Nefts are at leaft twenty Feet m 
Qiampter ^ 'Tis almoft imp^ffible to puU them 
down, becaufe, the leaft Branches pf the fiaricot \ 
Trees< are bigger than the biggeft Piece of Tim- , 
her yjou ev«r faw, and, full of prjclfjes, as hig^as 
thfe iitjtteFiinger^ and eight Inches hngiTheinzn- 
dars jufe them for Points to their Pikes, when they 
gOntct War, Thefe Birds are (b ftrong, that they t - 
take up- the largeft-fiz'd Sheep,, and fpare not eyen 
a Maji* if fhey find him alone. When Hunger pinches, 
theft* : And this obliges therlnhaDrtaht^ who , bor-. 
der on the Woods where jhey haunt, to ,go.a]\yays 
with:a : taft# Tyger by their Side, to <Mend them 
ii> CafeLof Need \ for tjiey are afraid of Tygers and; 
Panthers, thpiigb they make the Lions run away .

Crk&> jwhieh are not unlike the Crowing of our. 
Cocks* though- a- hundred. Times lpuderj for in a

The Governor has ataqve one, that has been 4 
tatight to fly ^ith a ft$an »P9 fl hi? BacJ;, who guides* 
hiin, A with: a litt}e.Qard.that- is^dr^wn through bis, 
Be&k, They hep $fe Birdi with thi$ ^Weight ou , 
life Bafck, ; Would iy full twenty Leagues an Hour, 
if a Man (houkl teke , a . Fancy to rjde fqSo pn fo 
odd a Sort .of Hackney, He carries a Man with 
aixn»cjb E*fe.a>,a Falcon Jrufles a Pigeon. I have, 
been an Eyet-witneft of this Prodigy, which is ia 
fl&yi {ppkfott. th« f»oft wonderful Thing here. A 

. : i; S 4 And„ 
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And yet the Iaribots are fcarce lefs farpriziag* 
They are little Savages that dwell oh the Tops of 
Mountains : Their Bodies are very often cover'rf 
with thick Hair, as long as that of a Goat ; but 
they have none on their Faces or Hands. Their 
Feet art like ours, except the Soles, which are 
arm'd with a callous or -horny Subftance, thick a* 
a Horfe's Hoef. The talleft of thefe Dwarfs are 
not eighteen Inches high : They live fociably toge- 
ther like other Men : Their chief Occupation is 
Hunting, by which they get their "Food : They like- 
wife eat the Kernels of Pine-apples. Their Drink 
is Water, in which they bruife Strawberries and red 
Goofeberries, oi* which they have great Plenty in- 
the Woods and Mountains. They are continually 
at War with the large blue-tail'd Baboons; The 
Eurcpeansy who traflxck to this Coaft, bring then* 
rocket- piftols, with which they frighten the Baboons* 
and even kill fome of them. Thefe lktie Moppets 
are as fierce as Lions : They breed up Animals tike 
our Foxes, and of the feme Size, on which they 
ride' a hunting over the moft craggy Rocks, and 
along the Sides of the fteepeft Mountains. They 
keep Kennels of Animate of the Shape and Size of 
Weefels : With thefe they hunt the Mountain-Rats* 
and take more of them, than our Sportfmen do of 
Hares with Hounds and Greyhounds. Thefe Rats- 
are as good to eat as Rabbits ; nay, I think they 
have a more exquifite Tafte. 

Thefe Dwarfs talk and converfe together like 
other Men : They have their Laws, a Sort of Re* 
ligion, and their Recreations, the Chief of which 
is a Kind of Farce. They hollow the Trunks of 
Baricot Trees to make their Theatres, where they 
play their Comedies, which confift in merry Ex* 
preflions and antic k Poftures. Tis remarkable, that 
all the Spe&ators bring with them, a Sort of Whiftle 
made of a Reed, to hifs the Players when they per- 
form 
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farm not their Part well, or take a Liberty of 
.talking lafcivioufty, or (hewing unfeemly Poftures. 
But no Man is permitted to hifi without Caufe : If 
any do, the Audience force him- to get upon the > 
Stage, and if he «an play the Part better than? the , 
A&or he bus r d, he is receiv'd %o be an AAor him- 
felf ; which is a great Honour among them ; but if 
he play it worie, thqr drive him fb$jnefu]ly out of 
the Tneatre, and forbid him ever more, coming 
th ere . t 

They have a Sort of 8acrificer$, who alone are 
fet apart and appointed to take the whole- Care of 
their religious Wor&ipj foe none but they who 
have taken that Office upon them, ever pray ta 
their Gods. They hold, that the Care of Religion - 
and ferving the Gods ought to be left to thofe, who ~ 
having entirely devpted themfelves to it, difcharge 
that Duty more worthily, than the reft : And thera~ 
fore when any Misfortune befals them, they lay the * 
Blame of all on their Tontbrots r for fo they call 
their Sacrificers, who ((ay they) have not faithfully 
perform'd their Duty, and therefore this Mifcbief 
has happen'd to us. In thefe Occafions they cut 
them fliort of their Allowance- of Provifions; for- 
you muft know they are maintain'd at the publick 
Expence, that they may be the better able- to dif- 
charge the Doties of their Function*. For this- Rea- 
fbn, left a Woman. fhould be any- Hindrance to 
them therein} they fuffer them not to come into 
their Company,;- and* when they catch a Tonibrot 
with a Woman*,, they punifh him* in a pleafant 
Manner : They take the Leaves- of Trees, and make, ^ 
as near as they can, the Figure^of a Woman ; then 
they bind the Tonibrot to that,, and both together 
to a Tree, where they leave the holy Lecher to - 
mortify his Flefh till he be dead with Hunger- 
There are in this Town above thirty Iaribots y - 
as well Males, as Females, that the Merchants keep 
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for their Pltefar&y and becaufe they have learned 
to fpeak good Portttguez*) Ms concluded from thence, 
that they are rational Creature*. They have my 
other Houfes hi thef Mbimtafrtf than the Trunks of 
great Fir-Tfcees, trade hollow by Art. They: many 
like the other Savaged, and ara much left brutal in 
their Way of Life: Thejr are brifk and merry, 
and have as much Wit as Apes. 

There runs a River two Leagues from hence* 
that enriches the Inhabitants of the Country by the 
great Quantity of eGold-dufl that they find among 
the Sands : But it cannot he drawn out of the Ri- 
vet without great Danger of Life, becaufe of the 
Crocodiles, that devour tbefe FKhers of Gold. 

At the Foot of the Mountain where dwell the 
Dwarfs, there is a Lake two Leagues broad and fix 
long : The Water of it is very dear after Noon y 
bat from the : Morning till then, the Surface of it 
iscover'd with an un&uous Liquor, nothing dif- 
ferent in Cblour or Tafte from OH of Olives. 
They gather it up every Morning, and put k into 
Barrels to keep it all the Year ; for this Manna h 
never found but in the Month of May. They eat 
it m their Sallads, and ufe k inftead of Butter iiv 
their Sauce for Fffl>. 'Tis not known from whence r 
this Mfracle in Nature* proceeds. 

In this Lake, they take a Sort of FA a Foot 
and an Half long, much like a Trout : And this 
FMh, nourHhing itfdf with the oily Liquor that 
fwims on the Water, carries its Sauce with.it ; for 
whether it be fry*d, boil*d or roafted, *tis no (boner 
cut up, than it fills the DHh with lb delicious a 
Juice or Gravy, that there needs nothing elfe to 
make it go down. This Fifh is called Loutari. 

I had forgpt to tell you that white Elephants 
are very { com prion in this Ifland : And I have 
been tow for certain, that the Great Emperor of 
this Country has an Elephant of a bloomy Co- 
lour, 
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lour, whofe Hide is more fleck and (hining than*' 
theSattinof Gtrwu 

. I doufcjt not but you hare read in fane Relati- 
ons tfthcJtfyl'IndiBs, that th&Spamardsj ta whom* 
belong the Mines of .iVa, make ufc of Sheep to 
carry their. Gold and Silver to the Sea-Port* ; for 
they have neither Horfes, Mules, nor Afles there*, 
nor in this Ifland, where they ride Poft upon Sheep,, 
that rid as much Ground in a Day as an Ettgltjb> 
Horfe, and will hold out -as long. . . i 

Theft* my dear Friend,, are" all the moft re-> 
maskable Things I hare obfervM here r not think-*' 
ing it worth while to trouble you. with wbat^yOtt: 
may read in other Accounts..

WE dropped Anchor the 12th of February in* 
the Road of Denon%erin> the mojt confidera-. 
We Port of the Kingdom of Sianu I am going to* 
give you a faithful Relation of the moil; remarkable,* 
Things lobfeiv'd there; but* that I may not trou-^ 
ble you with a tirefome Repetition, wtU take no* 
Notice of what the other Travellers, chiefly Ta- 
vtrnier,, have already related in the Accounts they* 
have given us of their Voyages* You knowlcama, 
hither with the Embaflador of a great Prince :. At: 
his Entrance into Demmztrin, the Cannon pfi the- 
Place, and of all the Ships in the Harbour,, wa* 
ffrM. We went adore at the Governor's . Palace* 
which ftands upon the Peer : He treated us fplen-* 
didly after the Fafhion of the Country. When w^ 
had refted ourfelves four Days in that Town to re-

cover a little from the Fatigues of the Sea, wefet- 
out for Siam ; where we arriv'd at length, having, 
had the good" Fortune on* the Road to efcape from 
feverai Flocks of Lions* that devoured four of our 
Kootrrwi*, whom they found ilcaggling at a little 
Diftance- from us in the Forefts.. When we were 
come within three Leagues of the City, we found 
feverai Tents, that the King had order'd to be pitch'd 
for the Reception of the Embaflador and his Re* 
tinue. That which was defign'd.for his Excellen- 
cy's own Perfcuv was* thirty Eeet in Length, and 
tnirty five, in Breadth 1 ; TheQutfute of: this Tent- 
was Crimfon Velvet, imbroiderM with Gold and 
Silver : The Infide was Brocade of Gold, enrich'd ; 
with Pearls and all Sorts of precious Stones. We 
were no fooner alighted from our Elephants, and 
got .out of our Coaches, than we faw coming from 
the City a great Number of. Perfons, . fome inJ 
Coaches, the others on Elephants and ( Camels. At 
the Head of this Caravan, came- the King^Son in* 
a Chariot made in the Shape of a Veffel of twenty 
Tun, and drawn by fix Elephants white as the 
driven Snow,. at which I was much furpriz'd, re-»- 
membring I had read . in Tavernier^s Voyages, that 
in his Time there was in all the Indies^ but one. 
white Elephant, which belongM to the King of 
Slam, who was fo fond of the Beaft, that he 
lbmetimes order'd himfelf to be ft* I'd . the . King 
of the white Elephant : But I was at the fame 
Time informed by an Englishman, who had livM 
fbme /Years in the Country, that the King had . 
caus'd fuch a Search to be made . for a Female of. 
the -fame Colour to breed by, that at length they, 
found one for him in the ifle of Ceylon, from* 
which two, came that Set that drew the PrinceV- 
Chariot; and that there were befides fome youngs 
ones of the fame Colour, which, the King took great 
Care to bring up; 

3> Thir- 
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This huge Machine of a Chariot was built 
Bamboo Cane* aftd covert Within and without wi 
z Perfian Tiffiie of Silk and Gold. The Whec 
were fourteen Feet m- Diameter, and of a propo 
tionable Bignefs. Th^ Elephants Ebrttefe was i 
out with Trappings of SHk and Gold : Their .Hou 
ings were of CAtfwTapeftry, embroidered with Peai 
and Rubies, and hung down within a Foot of ti 
Ground. The Coachman and Poftilibn were abo 
the Size of St. Ghriji&pber in Hotre-Dame at Pan 
or. the Giants in GiM-Hati m Lomfon 9 ' fo that n 
thing could be better match'ct than this Equipag 
I was told, that thefe Giants were brought from s 
Ifland fituate to the North of Japan 7 towards tl 
Borders, of the frozen Tartaty, where a Dutch Vc 
fel having beerr driven by a» Tempeflf, fet feme 
her Crew afhore to get InteBigence of the Countr 
and difcover where they were : That they, havh 
found, in a Cottage near tfie Sfea-fide^ two*ChHdn 
that feem'd not to be four Months old, tho' th 
were as tall as the talleft Swiixers in the Pope's Guard 
put them into their Boat,, arid were carrying the 
aboard : But that thefe Infants fell a crying in a drea< 
fill Manner $ at which fome of the Inhabitants of t! 
Ifland. taking Alarm, ran thundering down to t! 
Sea-fide, and, feeing their Babes were like to be loi 
purfu'd the Boat alrnoft to the very Ship, tho*' fever 
^road-fides were ftr'd upon them ; and had not t 
Seamen cut the Cable to. fet Sail with more Expec 
v * tit>n, thefe Giants would certainly have taken or fui 
the Veflel with Iroiv Leavers as big as Rafters* th 
they brought in their Hands : For there was but li 
tie more than four Fathom Water where the Ship 1 
at Anchor, and that would not have been up to th< 
Necks. The King has already fent feveral Ships 
thatlfland, to endeavour to get a young Girl of t 
feme Size to marry her to one. of. thefe jolly Fellov 
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that he majr, Jiaye fam& tfth* Bfi&d : But that At- 
tempt has hiiiherto been in vai#»; for ever flnce they 
loft thejr two Children in |ha£ Manner, they have. 
ahyay$ flood ^poothei/v {Juard. The Dutchmen foid' 
theni to tfye King of Siam &>f fifty two Tuns of 'Gold. * 
They eat every Day each of them four Bufhels of • 
Rice of our Meafure, and twoSbecp> or Half a Caw : 
But they drink nothing but Water: For it Jwppen'd 
one Day that pne of; thrift got drunk with Palm- 
wine* and ,grew iafiiriops, th^t, if by Misfortune - 
his Comrade had be?# 4s drunk as himfdf, they 
would not have tek 3 Spul alive in Siami For none 
were able to refifr the Fury of that formidable Drunk- 
ard, except l}is Companipn, who had Strength enough 
to lay Hands on him, and hold him faft till he had. 
fl$pt ^imfelf fober. : , ; ,.',*. 

After this (hort Digreffon, which pftrhaps will not. 
dlfpl^afip you, I now refume my Relation.. The. 
Prince was in the Ba^fc-part of hi* Chariot, and fat: 
in a Chair of 5ta4$, with, a b&$k Eunuch on each 1 
Side of him, wty} owi*4 Fens in their Hands to* 
drive* away the Fliefc - ;The Prince* - his younger Bro«" 
ther, foUow'd hiw in apofher Chariot* near as large . 
and ; adorn'd, in tfff {^ft^iwier, bue drawn by fix 
Rhinoceros's,; asrtj^ig^aa .^he £leph^ni^ ?arid guided 1 
by a Coachman and Poftihp% that I^k^ indeed fee* , 
mic«d and pjeaf^nt enough; Jpr thej? were two Man* 
keys*, wh <?f them, riding on a Rhinoceros. The 
Carmine? , that i& t& fay* *he;G©nflaMe of tke King- . 
dgm„ came next in *a : Uttfe gUtCala{h* drawn by 
four JLipns and twocTygOfifc diuyeafr by WraielL A& 
ter hjna the Mwwq&l*. 0r, . cWe£ Falconer ^ one of • 
the inioft <#nfidepablq ,##*** «or!«hidE OfEcorsof the * 
Crown, i parfte riding [in, a liltk Car* not unlike that 
in which Jw* is painted drfcwn by Peacocks : 'Twar . 
va,rni<h'd after the, Chitw Mpde v with flame-coloured ; 
SijkjL. bj;anQh*d wi& Fgliagg of Gold, amd drawn by.: 
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fix Gftriches, with Nets hanging over 'them, as fa 
us'd in England* The Mandarins *nd ! other great 
Lords fojlow'd thofefour Princes oil Elephants, that 
were coverM with thei richeft SiHts of Perfta. The 
Perfons of k& Quality jid on Cameb, l or in Chariots 
drawn by Goats. The reft of the Company were 
Inhabitants of the Gifcy, whole Curiofiry had brought 
them thither, to fee what Manner of Men we Eu~ 
ropeam are. - i • ii . . 

- The Princes came direftlv to the Ernbaflador'a 
Tent, accompanied only by Mandarins* I will not 
trouble you with the Description of their Make, be^ 
caufe I know you have feen of them : But this I can- 
not forbear telling you, . they were all cover'd with 
Jewels from Head to Foot* The Compliments be- 
tween the Princes And ' the Embaffidor being over, 
the Ekleft of ^he King's Son's took his Excellency 
Dp with him into his Chariot. The other three Prini 
ces tobk^likewife into theirs the moflf confiderable of- „ 
his Retinue, of which Number I had the Honour to- 
he one. After a March of two Hours we arriv'd! 
at Sirtn, where we Found the King 1 * 'Guards drawri> 
up, and making a Lane for us from the Gate we 
came in at, to the very Palace; where the Embaf- 
fador alighted, and was conduced . to his Audience- 
hy the Prince. The King was in a ftately Hall,? 
whofe Roof was vaulted like a Dome, and the whole 
Building lin'd.with the richeft Marble of the Eaft. 
All the Floor was tyread vfrith a Cafpet of Cloth of: 
Silver and Gold. His Majefty was feated on a great 
Throne^ raised fix feet from theiGroundJ fourteen*: 
Feet broad v twenty Feet deep, all -of maffy Geld^: 
and enriched from Top to Bottom with Diamonds^ 
Carbuncles and Rubies; the kaft of which were ai> 
big as Walnuts, the: largeft as Turkey Egg& The 
Ghair f of State was of Rock-Cryftal, all oloncenw 
tire Piece. The, EmJ?aflador drawing near to faiote^ 
. . the

the King, be made him come up on »he Throne, 
where after he had received his Compliments, he va- 
ry eivHy defied him to fit down- by him in an El- 
bow-Chair of Agate, adorn'd with Gold and- pre- 
cious Stones. He made a fhort but pertinent Anfwer 
to the Embaf&dor's Compliments, and then took 
him by the Hand, and led him down from the 
Throne, walking on one Side, of him, till he 
brought him where a Banquet Was prepaid in the 
Palace of Cryftal, which may with great Reafon 
be calL'd an enchanted. Palace; for 'tis without all 
Difpute the moft wonderful, and charming Thing 
in the whole Earth. 

This diaphanous Houie is all made of Cryftal,. 
as well as the Tables, Chairs and Cabinets, with 
which 'tis furniflied. The Walls, the Beams, the 
Floor, and the Cieling, all nothing but Cryftal. 
The Panes are an Inch, thick, and roc Feet fquare, 
and fo well. join'd and cemented with a Sort of Gum- 
that is as tranfparent as the Giafi kfclf v that not a 
Drop of Water can. get in : There, ia but one Door, 
that (huts fo clofe, that 'tis as impenetrable to the 
Water,, ay the reft of the Edifice. This Machine 
was invented* and; buik by art Engineer af China* 
a- great Magfcian, as an, infallible Remedy again ft 
the infupportable Heats of this Climate. This Hall 
is twenty eight Feet long,, and feventeen broad :* 
'Tis placed in the Midft of a very large Bafin, pav'd. 
and lin'd with Marble of feveral Colours. This Ba- 
fin i$ fill'd with Water in a Quarter of an Hour,, 
and empty'd in as little a Time; . Hither it was that 
the King brought the Embaflador to take Part of a^ 
Collation. There came into the Room: only his. 
three Sons, fome few Mandarins and fix of the 
EmbafTador's Retinue, of whom I had the Honour 
to be one; 'When we were all of us got in, the. 
Doox was fhuti and for our greater Security, the/ 
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Chinks were clos'd with .the Gum I mentioh'd he- 
fore, to hinder the Water from coming in. Then 
the Sluices were jet open, and in a Moment the Bafin 
was fill'd with W ater even with the Ground, fo that 
the Hall was. all under Water, except the Top of 
the Dome, which was left open to let in the Air, 
and ferve as a breathing Place .to us who were with- 
in. I confefs, I was not a whit the better pleas'd to 
fee the Water above twenty Eeet higljer than my 
Head ; Yet my Pear went ot, wJieii I refle&ed that 
if there were any Danger, 4b great a King would 
not have expos'd himfelf without the leaft Neccffity. 
It muft be allow'd, that nothing in the World is (6 
charming as the pfeafant Freftuiefe which is felt in+this 
delicious Place, while the exceflivc Heat of the Sun 
makes the cooled Fountains boil on the Surface pf 
the Water* I will not boaft much of the Exqui- 
fitcnefe of .the Banquet; for, without lying, I ihould 
like better four Mefles dreft by our Cooks at Paris* 
than all the Diihes of the Kingdom of Siam y fcsl- 
fcn'd after their Manner. However we were plen- 
tifully entertain'd, and had our Fill of good French 
and ipanifb Wine, of which the King himfelf drank 
largely. 

. The Banquet ended, the Water was let out of the 
Bafin in a Moment ; and the Heat of the Day be- 
ing over, the King would regale the Embaffador 
with the Divej-fion of a very extraordinary Way 
, ©f Fifhing, there teing no other Place in the World 
J where they fifh in that Manner. They were car- 
ry'd in two Sedans, but the reft of the Conipany, 
as well Princes as Mandarins, went a-foot to the Ri- 
ver-fide,: which is near this Palace. r The King and 
the Embaffador being arriv'd, they got out of theix 
Chain?, and went aboard the Royal Galley, pur- 
pofely defignM for -Fifhing and .Taking the. Air. 
' The Princes and the. Mandarins weat, aboard like- 
wife, 
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wife, but we were put into- little Bt identities, that 
were prepaid for u&> Tba great Gamekeeper of 
the Kingdom, who takes Care of the Ftfh, as well 
as of the wild Beafts and the Fowl, orde/d fome of 
his Servants to take- out of a large Sbre-houfe, that 
was built of Free-ftone m the Middle of the River, 
fix little Crocodiles, that had been taught to come 
and take their Food out of the Hands of the Fife- 
ermaansthat preftrrted it to them v and by this Means 
they fufrerfd a .Cord of Silk, as ing as the little Fin- 
ger, to be faften'd to a Ring that was Jtung in their 
upper Jaw. Being thus ftfiten'd by the Muzzle, 
they are thrown into the Rime*, Where they hunt 1 up 
ana down, particularly in the deepeft Holes, to find 
cut the largeft Fifh : And as foon as they have caught 
a Pike, a Trout, or a Carp, they bring it to him 
that holds the Cord, who rewards them with a Piece 
ofFlefh, which; they eat immediately. Though this 1 
Way' of Fi&iog. be *erV paarfJetUar and extract 
dinary, We have One in Frame Aat is 1 little -lefs fur- 
prizing; for I cannot fee why it ihoutd be more 
difficult to train up Crocodiles to take Fife, and 
bring' them to their ,Mafler r than to bring op the 
Fowls, we call Cormorants, to dive to the Bottom 
of a Rrver, io catch the Fifh, and bring them in

As faft as they- took them, they put in their Mouths 
a great Stick of a certain Wood that is extreamly 
hfcrd, and faften'd it to their Head with a Head~ftaU 
of) Leather, trrengtfcen'd with a Ghfarn of Iron. At 
the Ends of this Stick diereare two great Rings, to 
which they tietwoiilken Cords, that is to fay, one 
to each End of the Stick, that is, in the Crocodile's
